Thb  Divisional  Court  has  given  judgment  in  the  Welsh 
baking-powder  case,  finding  that  baking-powder  is  not  a 
food,  and  therefore  does  not  come  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Consequently  it  is  not  an 
offence  to  sell  a  baking-powder  containing  alum,  though  it 
might  be  to  sell  bread  or  confectionery  for  which  such 
baking-powder  had  been  used.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
have  also  obtained  judgment  against  a  grOcer  at  Stockton- 
on-Tees  for  selling  a  bottle  of  .Freeman !s  chlorodyne.  The 
case  was  defended  by  the  Patent-medicine  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion, to  whom  leave  to  appeal  was  refused.

Reports. 

The  powder  sent  to  correspondents  last  month  contained 
3  parts  ammonium  alum,  2  parts  nickel  sulphate,  and  1  part 
potassium  chromate.    Its  calculated  composition  was  : —

There  wero  seventy  packets  of  the  mixture  of  salts  sent 
to  correspondents,  and  the  number  of  reports  received  was 
thirty-eight.  In  fourteen  of  the  reports  the  constituents  of 
the  powder  were  correctly  stated  ;  there  were  the  following 
failures  in  the  detection  of  the  constituents  in  the  remaining 
reports — viz.,  aluminium  14,  ammonium  11,  potassium  7, 
nickel  5,  chromium  1.  The  sulphuric  radicle  was  detected  in 
every  case. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  detection  of  aluminium  was  the 
chief  difficulty.  The  method  most  frequently  employed  by 
our  correspondents  was  the  fusion  of  the  precipitated  hydrates 
with  sodium  carbonate  and  nitrate.  In  this  operation  the 
chromium  oxide  is  oxidised  and  converted  into  sodium 
chromate.  The  alumina  also  enters  into  combination  with 
the  sodium,  yielding  a  compound  soluble  in  water.  On 
treating  the  fused  mass  with  water,  it  dissolved  completely 
if  the  fusion  had  been  carried  on  long  enough,  and  with  a 
sufficiency  of  the  sodium  salts.  The  colour  of  the  solution 
showed  that  a  chromate  had  been  formed,  and  ammonium 
chloride  gave  a  precipitate  of  aluminium  hydrate.  In  several 
cases  it  is  clear  that  our  correspondents  did  not  take  much 
trouble  about  the  fusion  ;  that  the  mass  was  not  kept  in  its 
fused  state  for  sufficient  time  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
a  residue,  which  was  mistaken  for  iron  oxide,  but  which  really 
consisted  of  chromium  oxide,  remained  when  the  mass  was 
subsequently  treated  with  water.  Experience  is  the  remedy 
for  an  error  of  this  kind,  and  thofc  who  failed  cannot  do 
better  than  repeat  the  operation  until  the  conditions  of 
success  are  thoroughly  mastered. 

Tlie  comparatively  small  quantity  of  ammonium  present- 
not  quite  2  per  cent. — was  some  excuse  for  the  omission  to 
detect  it  in  so  many  cases.  It  must  be  remembered  that  a 
method  which  will  do  for  the  detection  of  ammonia  in  any 
of  its  ordinary  salts,  such  as  Ihe  chloride  or  sulphate,  may 
not  be  sensitive  enough  for  its  detection  as  a  minor  con- 
stituent in  a  mixture  of  several  salts.  If  a  grain  or  two  of 
ammonium  chloride  is  treated  with  a  solution  of  a  caustic 
alkali,  and  the  mixture  warmed,  the  greatest  tyro  can  scarcely 
fail  to  detect  the  ammonia  which  will  be  evolved,  even  though 
he  has  been  working  with  ammoniacal  solutions,  and  thus,  to 
some  extent,  deadened  his  sense  of  smell  for  ammonia.  But  in 
dealing  with  small  quantities  of  mixtures  containing  at  most 
but  little  ammonium  rough  tests  of  thi.s  kind  will  not  do,  and  a 
rn'ore  delicate  method  must  be  employed  and  every  precau- 
tion must  be  taken  to  ensure  that  an  accurate  result  is 
arrived  at.

W.  G.  S.— We  do  not  exjicct  yon  to  name  tho  raits  priWnt  tn  tlic  nix- 
tnre  :  thU  would  sometlnios  be  a  rlldli-iilt  mutter,  owing  to  clinn|;<«  whicU. 
tiikc  place  after  the  salts  arc  mixed.  It  is  suffleient  to  name  tlic  eour- 
stitucnts  of  the  salts. 

CoiiTEX.— You  did  not  piiM  onoujfh  sulphuretted  hydroffen  tlirongh  thc- 
acctic-acid  solution,  heuco  the  prcseuc*  of  uickcl  in  the  llltrate  uxamined 
for  manganese. 

PKiusKVEnAXCR. — Wlieu  you  obtain  a  result  which  leails  to  a  nefratlve- 
conclusion — that,  for  example,  cortnin  substances  arc  abx-nt — you  sboulr] 
state  what  those  substances  are.  IVjmenibcr,  you  have  to  prove  tliat  the- 
constituents  detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Iodic  Hi-DnAiio.— The  preuipitiite  produced  by  potassium  ferrocyanide 
which  you  attributed  to  zinc  was  <luc  to  nickel.  Of  course,  nickel  couhV 
not  have  been  present  at  this  stage  if  the  preceding  operations  hai\  l)eci> 
properly  can-ie<l  out. 

Coxo.— Nickel  sulphide  Is  slightly  soluble  In  ammonium  sulphide  :  this  ii* 
the  cause  of  the  brown  colour  you  observed  In  the  filtrate.  Tlie  nickel  may  Ixj- 
separated  from  the  filtrate  by  acidulating  it  witli  acetic  acid  and  boiling. 

R.  B.  CAnxBQlE.  -The  method  yon  ilescrlbed,  carried  out  «  itli  onJinary 
care,  led  to  the  detection  of  ahiminlain. 

GoDKiiFV. — Your  statement  that  the  precipitate  prodneed  by  sodium 
hydrate  was  due  to  manganese  w  as  not  supporte.l  by  any  evidenc*.  Fusion 
of  this  precipitate  with  soilium  carbonate  and  nitrate  would  liavcshowii. 
that  manganese  was  not  present. 

P.  H.vtiMS. — When  you  ilis.solvcd  the  precipitate  protUiccd  by  ammoniami 
hydrate  and  sulphiile  in  hydrochloric  acid,  adding  a  little  nitric  acid,  thcu> 
boiled, and  added  ommoniuni  hydrate,  yon  say  a  brown  precipitate  was  pro- 
duce<l.  If  the  precipitate  really  was  brown,  some  nickel  sulphide  must  have 
been  present ;  but  if  you  actually  carrieil  out  the  operations  you  describe- 
nickel  sulphide  could  not  have  l>een  present. 

CAXirAXtiLATE. — The  blue  colour  obtained  on  igniting  with  cobalt  nitrate- 
must  not  be  relied  upon  as  proof  of  the  presence  of  phosphates,  uidess  you 
know  that  no  other  substance  capable  of  yielding  the  blue  colour,  such  as- 
alumina  or  silica,  is  present. 

FnAN'fio. — After  oxidation  w  ith  nitric  acid  you  say  your  solution  gave  a 
greenish  precipitate  with  ammoiiimn  (Chloride  and  hydrate  ;  iron  in  any 
notable  quantity  would  have  given  a  reldish-brown  tint  to  the  precipitate- 
The  filtrate  gave  a  black  precipitate  with  anunonium  sulphide  :  this  must 
have  been  due  to  nickel  or  cobalt,  but  as  you  did  not  detect  either,  the  black 
colour  was  not  accounted  for. 

Enr.ANA. — A  little  of  the  original  powder  on  a  platinum  wire,  moistened- 
w-ith  hydrochloric  ac'd,  gave  a  ilistinct  jiotassium  coloration  to  the  flams 
The  filtrate,  which  failed  to  yive  a  pi-ecipitate  with  ammonium  Oirbonate, 
when  evaporated  to  dryness  and  ignited,  left  a  residue  iu  which  potassinm- 
wns  easily  detected.  The  resid\ie  obtained  iu  this  way  may  escape  notice  if^ 
it  is  distributed  over  a  large  siirfncp,  but  it  is  easily  collected  by  rinsing  the- 
dish  or  capsule  with  a  few  drop*  of  water,  and  the  solution  soobtaine<1 
may  be  evaporated  in  a  wnteh-gla.se,  or  at  once  examincil  for  the  alkali- 

Pruc.\N'.—  You  relied  ujion  the  apparent  absence  of  a  sublimate,  when  the- 
powder  was  heated  in  a  tube,  as  proof  that  no  ammonium  compound  was- 
present.  This  is  a  very  rough  test,  qnite  unsiiited  for  the  detection  of  snlal^ 
quantities  iu  the  presence  of  water  of  cry^tallLsation. 

PnajNix. — Though  you  detected  a  chromate  you  prove.l  chromiuni 
ali=ent  in  the  examination  for  the  metals. 

ViooviXA. — Your  analysis  was  incomplete :  you  omitted  to  look  for  the- 
alkali  metals.  The  flame-coloration  you  observe*!  in  the  preliminary  exa- 
mination was  due  to  potassium. 

GonsriE. — Your  solution,  which  ought  to  have  cmtaineil  nickel,  gave  no- 
precipitate  witli  ammonium  Sulphide.  Yon  nuist,  therefore,  have  removed' 
the  nickel  in  some  pi-cvious  operation,  but  no  operation  which  would  have 
this  efi'ect  is  described  In  your  report. 

A.  Sii.vxn. — Your  test  for  anunonium  must  have  been  very  roughly  made 
A  portion  of  the  powder,  weighing  only  0-2  milligramme,  nn'xeil  with 
calcium  hydrate  and  slightly  nioistcnal,  gave  coough  annnonia  to  admit  of 
its  ileteotion  even  by  smell. 

K.  STAni.ioi.— Pee  remarks  to  A.  Phand. 

HoPEvri.. — The  original  solution  wns  not  suitable  for  tho  examination  of 
tlie  alkali  metals.   Sec  remarks  to  "  Kblana." 

II.  H.  A. — Your  report  wa-s  not  very  intelligible.  Tt  appears  that  j-on  diih 
not  make  any  attempt  to  detect  animoninm.  Instcail  of  applying  a  number 
of  tests  to  the  original  solution,  with  the  view  of  identifying  suppose*!  con- 
stituents, you  should  try  to  isolate  these  constituents,  and  to  identify  tlioni- 
when  separated  from  other  siibstonces. 

S.  U.— Y'ou  descrilie  the  powilcr  as  '-insoluble  iu  w-ater,  soluble  in  hydro- 
chloric acid  "  ;  it  would  have  been  nioix'  con-ect  to  .say  that  it  was  readily 
soluble  in  water,  leaving  a  slight  residue,  which  dissolveil  in  dilnte  h>-drt>- 
chloric  acid.  The  precipitate  iiraluce-l  by  adding  silver  nitrate  to  the 
original  solution  was  simply  silver  chromate,  not  arscniate.  You  shoulik 
give  an  account  of  all  your  work,  whether  it  leads  to  positive  or  to  negative 
results. 

Spa X LEV.— Tlic  precipitate  produced  by  ammonium  liydmtc,  when  fnscOr 
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with  sodium  carbonate  luul  nitrate,  gave  a  moss  whicli  dissolvuil  com- 
pletely in  water  ;  there  wna  no  brown  residue.  You  probably  did  not  con- 
tinue the  fusion  long  enough.  The  colour  o(  thin  precipitate  showed  tlmt 
if  any  iron  was  present  the  quantity  nuist  be  small. 

D.  W.  E. — On  treating  the  powder  with  water,  a  solution  of  a  deoi)-ycllow 
colour  was  obtained,  pointing  to  a  cliromate.  You  did  not  notice  this 
Important  fact.  Your  conclusions  are  too  hastily  dr.iwn  :  analytical  work 
shonld  be  conducte<l  in  a  more  sceptiovl  spirit,  aud  every  poKsibility  should 
be  ronsidereil  before  a  conclusion  is  arrived  at. 

W.  I'Ai.MKU.  You  did  not  consider  tlse  possibility  of  arainoniiim  or  the 
alkali  metals  being  present.  Whan  you  want  to  separate  a  oon.stiti!cnt  by 
precipitation,  mind  that  you  get  a  complete  precipitation.  11  isa  goixl  plan 
to  test  the  tiltrate  by  luiding  to  it  a  few  drops  more  of  the  reagent.  Your 
supposed  detection  of  calcium  arose  from  neglect  of  this  precaution. 

W.  T.  Blakklky.— The  black  precipitate  with  ammonium  sulphide  was 
not  due  to  any  error  of  yours  :  you  should  have  e.\amine<l  it.  The  iircliminary 
examination  of  the  powder  in  the  dry  way  should  not  be  omitted.  You 
can  evidently  observe  accurately,  aud  with  study  you  will  do  good  work.

Death  in  a  Chlorate-of-Soda  Vat. 

Henry  Vincent  Dewar,  14  years  of  age,  met  with  his  death 
under  terrible  circumstances  at  Hardshaw  Brook  Chemical- 
works,  St.  Helens,  last  week.  He  was  employed  as  an 
assistant  in  the  laboratory,  and  his  duty  included  taking 
samples  of  the  liquor  in  process  of  manufacture,  for  testing 
purposes.  He  was  doing  this,  and  by  some  means  lost  his 
footing  on  a  ladder  reared  against  one  of  the  chlorate-of-soda 
vats.  No  one  saw  him  fall,  but  he  was  missed  for  a  few 
minutes,  and  his  body  was  found  floating  in  the  boiling 
liquor.  It  was  immediately  dragged  from  the  vat,  but  life 
was  extinct.  The  body  was  terribly  burnt.  At  the  inquest 
the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  accidental  death,  but  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  United  Alkali  Company  had  been  negli- 
gent in  not  providing  sufficient  protection. 

An  Anti-vaccination  Martyr. 

Mr.  William  Milne,  chemist,  Torquay,  was  last  week  fined 
11.  for  non-compliance  with  a  vaccination  order. 

The  Pertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act. 

The  Rutland  County  Council  have  appointed  Dr.  Bernard

appointment  is  subject  to  three  months' notice  on  either  side. 


The  Herefordshire  County  Council  have  appointed  Mr 
Edward  Win.  Voelcker,  of  Tudor  Street,  E.C.,  analyst  under 
the  Act  at  a  remuneration  of  11.  l.s.  per  .sample  .-inalysed. 

The  Cambridgeshire  County  Council  have  decided  to  ap- 
point an  analyst  at  a  salary  of  101.  IQ.i.  per  annum,  with  a  lee 
for  each  sample  not  to  be  paid  by  the  Council. 

A  Petroleum-waggon  on  Fire. 
Great  alarm  was  caused  .at  Southsea  a  few  evenings  since. 
Jjimes  Goulding  was  delivering  goods  from  a  petroleum-van 
belonging  to  Mr.  Timothy  White,  chemist,  when  he  acci- 
dentally dropped  a  lighted  match  among  the  iniiammable 
goods.  There  was  instantaneous  combustion  and  tlie  van 
was  ignited.  The  horse  was  at  once  taken  from  the  shafts, 
and  with  buckets  of  water  the  flames  were  got  under  without 
much  damage  having  been  done. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisoning. 

Alice  Quaile,  a  domestic  servant  aged  20,  was  found  un- 
conscious in  lier  bedroom  at  Ilamsay,  Isle  of  Man.  She  died 
on  Friday  of  last  week  from  carbolic-acid  poisoning.  She 
said  she  had  taken  something  to  lull  pain. 

Mrs.  Major,  the  wife  of  a  Twickenham  tradesman,  was 
found  dead  in  ;.bed  by  her  husband.  There  was  a  strong 
odour  of  carbolic  acid  in  the  room.  At  the  inquett,  Dr. 
Clarke  said  he  found  as  much  as  a  half-tumblerl  ul  of  the 
acid  in  the  stomach  in  the  course  of  post-mortem  examina- 
tion. The  deceased  was  proved  to  be  of  an  excitable  nature, 
and  the  jury  returned  the  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  of  unsound 
mind. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  Thursday  evening  last  week,  at 
Manor  Park,  Essex,  on  the  body  of  Charlotte  Lambert,  aged 
69  years,  a  widow,  of  Havelock  House,  Romford  Road.  The 
deceased  purchased  threepennyworth  of  carbolic  acid  at 
an  oilshop.  She  drank  a  quantity  of  the  poison,  and  it 
proved  fatal.

The  Sale  of  Vermin-killer  by  Grocers. 

Mr.  Braxton  Hicks  held  an  inqnebt  on  Saturday  .it  Baltcr- 
sea  respecting  the  death  of  Mary  Ann  Hutchinson,  aged  31, 
wife  of  a  grocer,  who  took  some  of  Battle's  vermin-killer  in 
consequence  of  a  quarrel  with  her  husband.  ^  he  latter  naid 
he  purchased  the  poison  at  Messrs.  Walter  &;  Son's,  wholesale 
grocers,  of  377  Wandsworth  Road,  in  November  liist,  fo  kill 
rats.  Dr.  McLoughlin  said  the  vcrrain-killer  c  'Ctained  Iroui 
23  to  26  per  cent,  of  strychnine.  Mr.  William  Walter,  of  the 
firm  of  Walter  &  Son,  was  called,  and  admitted  .selling  the 
poison  to  Mr.  Hutchinson.  The  Coroner:  I  am  afraid  you 
liave  got  yourself  within  the  four  corners  of  the  Pbarmncy 
Act.  This  was  clearly  ai  improper  sale  of  poison,  and  I 
shall  report  it  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  'Ilie  jury 
returned  an  open  verdict — that  it  was  doubtful  wit^  what 
utent  the  poison  was  taken. 
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A  Lively  Evening, 
The  assistants  in  the  employment  of  Messrs.  John 
■Mackay  &  Co.,  Canning  Street,  Edinburgh,  were  entertained 
by, the  firm  to  a  supper  and  smoking-concert  in  the 
ContincaUil  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  January  19.  The 
chair  w:is  occupied  by  Mr.  Thomas  Stronach,  one  of  the 
tirm's  country  representatives,  and  Mr.  George  Traill  officiated 
as  croupier.  Telegrams  from  the  managers  of  the  firm's 
works  at  Gla.sgow  and  Newcastle-on-Tyne  expressed  regret 
at  their  inability  to  be  present.  "The  Firm  "was  heartily 
toa.sted,  and  a  long  programme  of  songs,  recitations,  and 
in-strumental  music  was  gone  through  and  gave  much 
pleasure. 

Compensation  for  Poisoning. 
As'  stated  in  our  report  of  the  case  of  poisoning  in  Edin- 
■burgli  Fever  Hospital,  the  mother  of  the  girl  who  was 
poisoned  made  a  claim  again.st  the  city  for  damages.  The 
"liaw  Committee  of  Edinburgh  Town  Council  have  had  the 
matter  under  consideration,  and  have  agreed  to  recommend 
.a  payment  of  lOOi.  in  settlement  of  the  claim.

Photographic  Exhibition. — The  Paris  Photographic 
Club  has  just  inaugurated  an  interesting  exhibition  of  Art 
photographs  at  M.  Georges  Pctit's  Gallery  in  the  liue  deS^ze. 
It  is  almost  international,  and  includes  specimens  from  the 
leading  Continental  countries  as  well  as  from  America.  The 
five  hundred  proofs  shown  do  not  include  any  special  novelty. 
The  gelatine-bromide  paper  seems  to  have  most  popularity 
with  amateurs. 

A  Sad  Case  op  Poisoning  occurred  at  Charenton,  near 
Paris,  last  Tuesday  morning,  when  a  boy  named  Meyer  was 
poisoned  through  the  carelessness  of  a  servant.  The  child 
was  suffering  from  sore  throat,  which  threatened  to  develop 
into  diphtheria,  and  the  doctor  prescribed  syrup  of  ipeca- 
cuanha. By  some  terrible  mistake  the  servant,  who  had 
been  left  to  give  the  little  patient  his  medicine,  made  him 
take  a  teaspoonfol  of  poison,  and  the  child  died  in  half  an 
hour. 

A  Fortunate  Arrest. — One  day  last  week  a  pharmacist 
of  the  Hue  Dauphine  secured  the  arrest  of  a  man  who  was 
in  the  habit  of  passing  counterfeit  coins.  The  circumstances 
of  the  case  were  somewhat  peculiar,  as,  when  the  forger  was 
questioned  at  the  police  station,  it  transpired  that  the  five- 
franc  piece  he  had  tendered  to  the  pharmacist  was  perfectly 
good,  only  it  had  served  in  the  manufacture  of  false  money, 
and  had  every  appearance  of  being  bad.  The  confessions 
made  by  the  prisoner  enable  the  police  commissary  to  get  on 
the  track  of  quite  a  band  of  counterfeit  coin  makers,  and  the 
pharmacist,  after  incurring  the  risk  of  getting  into  trouble 
for  a  false  arrest,  had  the  satisfaction  of  being  complimented 
by  the  police  for  his  prompt  action. 

The  Paris  Sanitary  Conference.— The  first  meeting 
of  this  Conference  will  be  held  in  Paris,  at  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  on  Wednesday,  February  7,  next.  The  pro- 
gramme will  include  certain  questions  that  were  not  finally 
settled  at  previous  meetings  held  at  Venice  and  Dresden. 
One  of  the  principal  subjects  will  be  the  measures  relative 
to  the  protection  of  Europe  against  cholera  from  the  Red 
Sea  and  the  Persian  Gulf.  All  the  leading  countries  of 
Europe  are  to  be  represented  by  strong  bodies  of  delegates. 
It  appears  that  Turkey  has  unexpectedly  asked  to  participate 
in  the  work  of  the  congress,  and  will  have  four  delegates. 
One,  Boukowski  Pacha,  is  said  to  be  a  clever  chemist,  and  is 
attached  in  that  quality  to  the  Custom  House  at  Constan- 
tinople. 

Paris  School  op  Pharmacy  Prizes.  —  The  Paris 
Superior  Schobl  of  Pharmacy  offers  prizes  for  the  present 
year  in  subjects  which  may  be  divided  into  three 
classes : — First  are  the  School  prizes  ;  secondly,  the  prizes  for 
practical  work ;  and,  thirdly,  the  Foundation  prizes.  The 
first  two  are  more  or  less  of  an  elementary  character,  and 
comprise  everyday  subjects,  such  as  chemistry,  botany, 
materia  medica,  physics,  toxicology,  mineralogy,  &c.  The 
arrangements  for  competition  in  the  third  series  of  prizes  are 
evidently  made  with  a  view  of  eliminating  all  but  the  best 
students.  Five  prizes  are  offered  under  this  heading — the 
Menier  prize  of  600f.  and  a  silver  medal ;  the  Desportes 
prize,  700f. ;  the  Henri  Buignet  prizes — first,  600f.,  second, 
400f . ;  the  Laroze  prize,  500f. ;  and  the  Goblet  prize 
annnal),  2,000f. 

Assistant  Pharmacists. — The  Syndical  Association  of 
French  Assistant  Pharmacists  met  a  few  evenings  ago  to 
celebrate  the  fourth  anniversary  of  its  existence.  The  Presi- 
dent, M.  Jousselin  Kobert,  related  in  warm  terms  the  career 
of  its  President  of  Honour,  M.  Gerville  K6ache,  deputy.  The 
latter  then  addressed  the  meeting,  and  expressed  the 
pleasure  it  gave  him  to  be  in  the  midst  of  the  intelligent  and 
studious  youth  represented  by  the  pharmacists'  assistants, 
who,  he  added,  are  the  victims  of  a  terrible  abuse  in  having 
to  work  fourteen,  fifteen,  or  even  sixteen  hours  a  day,  such 
work  being  doubly  fatiguing  because  it  is  both  mental  and 
manual.  He  drank  to  tlie  success  of  the  Association.  After 
several  toasts  had  been  honoured,  including  one  for  the 
ladies  present,  a  speech  was  made  by  M.  Vaudet,  a 
journalist,-  who  said,  "  The  Syndicate  of  Pharmacists' 
Assistants  is,  to  some  extent,  the  laboratory  where  the 
progressive  evolution  of  modern  society  should  be  prepared." 
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Foreign  Exhibitoks  at  the  World's  Fair  received 
63  per  cent,  of  the  awards. 

A  Morphine  Antidote  —A  chemist  at  Now  York  is  re- 
ported by  Dalziel's  Agency  to  have  discovered  an  antidote 
for  morphine  poisoning  in  permanganate  of  potassium.  A 
number  of  tests  made  with  the  antidote  are  said  to  have 
proved  its  efficacy  beyond  a  doubt. 

Russian  Drug-failure. — From  St.  Petersburg  the  failure 
is  announced  of  the  large  wholesale  drug-firm  of  Ivan  GlasofE 
&  Sons,  of  that  city,  which  has  existed  for  over  sixty  years. 
The  liabilities  are  estimated  at  about  600,000  roubles.  Heavy 
losses  on  dye-goods  are  described  as  the  immediate  cause  of 
the  failure. 

Killed  on  the  Railroad. — Mr.  William  H.  Camp,  a 
grandson  of  the  late  Mr.  John  McKe.sson,  was  killed  recently 
at  the  Morris  Heights  station  of  the  New  York  Central  R.  R. 
He  was  walking  on  the  track  just  as  an  express  train  went 
by.  The  engine  struck  him,  killing  him  instantly.  He  was 
a  student  at  Columbia  College. 

Pharmaceutical  Federation  in  Canada.  —  The 
British  Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association,  has  decided 
to  join  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  Eastern 
Canada  to  form  a  Dominion  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  to 
have  a  Canadian  Pharmacopoeia.  The  Imperial  Pharma- 
copoeia should  relieve  them  of  the  latter  task. 

The  U.S.A.  Tariff  and  Perfumers. — American  manu- 
facturers of  perfumes  are  opposed  to  the  portion  of  the 
Wilson  Bill  which  affects  their  business.  On  December  20, 
they  held  a  meeting  in  the  office  of  Messrs.  Colgate  &  Co., 
55  John  Street,  New  York,  at  which  representatives  from  all 
sections  of  the  Eastern  States  were  present.  Steps  were  taken 
to  get  the  wishes  of  those  present  respected  by  the  Legislature. 

The  Discovery  of  Alizarine. — January  11  was  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  alizarine.  On 
that  day  in  1869  Drs.  Grabs  and  Liebermann,  pupils  of  Adolf 
and  Baeyer,  read  a  paper  at  the  meeting  of  the  German 
Chemical  Society,  in  which  they  stated  that  they  had  suc- 
ceeded in  isolating  alizarine,  the  colouring  principle  of 
madder,  from  anthracene. 

Fulgurite. — A  new  explosive  has  been  invented  by 
Professor  Raoul  Pictet,  and  a  trial  was  made  of  it  at  Geneva 
last  week  in  a  quarry,  under  the  direction  of  the  inventor, 
and  in  the  presence  of  several  .Swiss  and  French  officers. 
The  results  are  described  as  astounding.  Large  blocks  of 
rock,  from  15  to  20  cubic  yards  in  size,  were  spUt  into 
fragments  with  a  cartridge  containing  only  110  grammes. 

Strange  Effects  of  the  Opium  Commission. — A  firm 
of  chemists  write  to  a  daily  journal  published  at  Lahore, 
India,  to  say  that  they  have  lately  had  an  unusual  demand 
for  opium  in  one-grain  doses  from  Europeans  ;  and  they  attri- 
bute this  to  the  fact  that  the  evidence  given  before  the  opium 
Commission  has  for  the  first  time  awakened  Europeans  in 
India  to  the  fact  that  opium  is  a  beneficial  medicine,  and 
that  their  prejudices  against  its  use  were  founded  on  igno- 
rance. It  seems  that  an  unexpected  effect  of  the  Commis- 
sion has  been  to  awaken  in  the  European  a  curiosity  to  try 
for  himself  the  effects  of  a  moderate  use  of  the  much-abused 
drug,  and  that  the  inquiry  may  not  improbably  have  the 
effect  of  popularising  the  opium  habit  among  Europeans. 

Ak  American  Patent-medicine  Suit.— In  1853  David 
Hostetter,  George  W.  Smith  and  Charles  Boughter,  all  of 
America,  entered  into  a  partnership  to  manufacture  Hos- 
tetter's  Bitters.  The  recipe  for  the  mixture  was  the  ex- 
clusive property  of  Jacob  Hostetter,  who  latei-  purchased 
th?  interest  of  David  Hostetter.  It  is  alleged  that  in  1858 
David  Hostetter  fraudulently  secured  a  printed  assignment 
of  all  the  interest  of  Jacob  Hostetter,  and  at  that  time 
Jacob  Hostetter  was  in  a  state  of  imbecility  and  could  not 
understand  the  nature  of  the  transaction  submitted  to  him. 
Jacob  Hostctter's  surviving  executors  have  now  commenced 
proceedings  against  the  heirs  of  David  Hostetter,  and  ask 
the  Court  to  set  aside  the  assignment  of  1858,  that  they 
may  receive  their  share.  The  suit  involves  several  million 
dollarg. 


AUSTRALASIAN  NOTES. 


The  following  notes  on  Australasian  news  are  based  upon 
information  contained  in  the  Chvmist  and  Bruggist  o/ 
Australasia  for  December,  1893  : — 

Tub  Ubiquitous  Cutter.— Mcllin's  food  is  being  sold  at 
Is.  9</.  by  some  cuUing  grocers  in  Auckland,  New  Zealand  ; 
the  published  wholesale  pi  ice  being  22s.  per  dozen.  Not  long 
ago  this  food  suld  well  at  2s.  6tl. 

Competition  Everywhere.— Obingalti  in  New  Zealand 
was  dense  basb,  wiihout  tven  bush  "  whare,"  less  than  i\v» 
years  ago.  Now  there  is  already  one  chemist  in  busine»» 
there,  and  the  following  paragraph  has  just  appeared  in  the 
local  paper,  the  Paraefuirotu  Express : — "  Wo  have  it  on 
excellent  authority  that  it  is  not  unJikely  that  a  new  chemist's 
business  will  be  established  at  Ohingaiti  on  co-operative 
principles." 

Au.gTRAL,\SiAN  PERSONALITIES. — Mr.  Edward  Taylor,  who 
for  many  years  has  been  identified  with  pharmacy  in  Queens- 
land, first  as  retail  chemist,  and  subsequently  in  the  whole- 
sale firm  of  Berkley,  Taylor  &.  Co.  (now  Prosser,  Taylor  &  Co.)j 
has  withdrawn  from  his  partnership  in  the  latter.  Mr.  W. 
J.  Ryott-Maughan,  who  for  the  past  five  years  has  held  the. 
position  of  Secretary  and  Registrar  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  Board  of  Queensland,  is  about  to  sever  his  con- 
nection with  both  institutions,  he  having  accepted  the  posi- 
tion of  editor  of  a  new  democratic  newspaper  in  Brisbane,  The 
Chronicle. 

Eucalyptus  Smoke  Baths. — In  a  paper  on  "  The  Smoke- 
Signals  of  the  Aborigines,"  recently  read  by  Mr.  Magarey,  of 
South  Australia,  the  author  speaks  of  the  use  of  ^  moke  baths  by 
the  natives,  which  he  describes  as  follows :  "  Ashallow  hollow  is. 
made  in  the  sand,  and  dry  leaves  sprinkled  over  the  prepared 
place.  A  thick  layer  of  large  green  mulga  and  eucalyptus 
leaves  is  spread  over  the  dry  leaves,  whicu  are  then  fired,  and 
the  naked  native  sits  on  the  green  leaves.  A  great  deal  of 
moisture  rises  with  the  smoke  from  the  heated  leaves,  and 
drops  of  the  moisture  distil  on  the  bather's  body."" 
Rheumatics  and  itch  axe  said,  by  the  natives,  to  be  cured  by 
these  baths. 

The  N.S.W.  Pharmacy  Bill.— The  New  South  Wales- 
pharmacists  are  very  dissatisfied  with  the  tlow  rate  of 
progress  of  the  Government  Pharmacy  Bill  through  Parlia- 
ment. It  does  not  apptar  to  have  been  advanced  a  single 
stage  during  Novemoer,  and  there  is  little  hope  that  it 
will  be  heard  of  in  Parliament  ihis  session.  The  chemists 
obtained  a  promise  from  the  Colonial  Treasurer  months  ago 
that  the  Bill  would  be  ioitiated  in  the  Upper  House  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment,  but  that  step  bas  not  yet  been 
taken,  although  the  Legislative  CouEcil  has  had  really 
nothing  to  do  since  the  opening  of  Parliament.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  ascertain  where  the  fault  lies.  It  was  thought  that 
from  the  hands  of  Professor  Anderson  Stuart  the  Bill  would 
go  direct  to  the  Government  (through  the  parliamentary 
draughtsman),  bat  now  it  is  said  that  it  will  be  sent  up  for 
consideration  to  the  Board  of  H«-alth.  Meanwhile  Parlia- 
ment will  dissolve  by  tfflaxion  of  time,  and  the  long-suffering 
pharmacists  will  have  to  begin  afre!>h. 

A  Victorian  Show  Pharmacy. — The  pharmacy  recently 
opened  by  Mr.  OharlesZiebellat  19  Brunswick  Street,  Fitzroy, 
is  one  of  the  show  pharmacies  of  Melbourne.  The  shop  is 
25  feet  by  29^  feet,  w  th  tiled  flooring  and  a  semi-circular 
couLter.  The  fittings  are  of  blackwood  and  cedar,  the  black- 
wood  Eometimes  taking  the  principal  place  with  cedar  as 
panelling,  and  in  some  cases  the  reverse.  The  top  of  the 
counter  projects  considerably,  and  is  mpported  by  brackets, 
each  one  consisting  of  a  dragon  carved  in  unpolished 
cedar,  the  rosy  tint  of  the  wood  giving  a  very  fine  effect. 
The  design  is  massive  and  handbome.  The  two  ends  of  the 
semi-circle  join  the  dispensing  screen,  which  is  of  similar 
handsome  construction,  and  extends  quiie  across  the  shop. 
The  window  enclosures  are  of  equally  fine  appearance, 
mirrors  occupying  every  available  space  in  them,  as  well  as 
in  other  parts.  The  show-window  only  contains  some  large 
cai boys  illuminated  by  the  electric  Lght.  The  celling  and 
cornice  are  of  special  design,  panelled  and  ornamented  in 
white  plaster.

He  had  done  very  little  trade  during 
the  la.st  six  months,  and  he  filed  his  petition  because  he  was 
unable  to  pay  off  certain  creditors  who  were  suing  him 

The  examination  was  finally  adjourned  for  a  month  in 
order  that  the  debtor  might  be  enabled  to  file  further 
accounts  required  by  the  Official  I{cceivcr.

The  Quality  op  Ghound  Ginoeb. 

On  an  information  laid  by  the  Health  Committee  of  the 
Sheffield  Corporation  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
Messrs  Nicbolls&  Co.,  of  Langsett  Road,  Sheffield,  wholesale 
and  retail  grocers,  appeared  before  the  Sheffield  Magistrates 
on  Saturday  as  defendants  in  a  test-case  involving  the 
question  whether  it  is  legal  to  sell  ground  ginger  from  which 
the  active  principle  has  been  extracted.  In  the  sample  on 
which  the  proceedings  were  based  it  was  alleged  that  there 
were  60  parts  of  pure  ginger  and  40  parts  of  ginger  which 
had  been  exhausted  of  its  pungent  properties. 

Mr.  Sayer,  Deputy  Town  Clerk,  appeared  in  support  of  the 
information  ;  and  Mr.  Clegg  represented  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Sayer  said  it  had  been  known  for  some  time  that  the 
practice  of  mixing  pure  and  exhausted  ginger  had  been 
common,  but  analysts  had  only  recently  discovered  tests  by 
which  the  proportions  could  be  ascertained.  He  had  been 
told  by  the  Sheffield  City  Analyst  that  ginger  was  used  by 
manufacturers  of  aerated  waters,  who  extracted  the  pungent 
essence  of  the  root  for  the  purpose  of  making  ginger-ale 
and  ginger-beer,  and  that  the  root  was  afterwards  dried  and 
ground  and  mixed  with  good  ginger. 

William  Henry  Harrison,  one  of  the  inspectors  under  the 
Act,  gave  formal  evidence  that  he  bought  2  oz.  of  ground 
ginger  from  the  defendants'  shop  and  paid  Ihd.  for  it. 
He  also  handed  in  the  analyst's  certificate,  stating  that  the 
sample  contained  40  per  cent,  of  exhausted  ginger. 

Mr.  Clegg :  You  asked  for  ground  ginger  ? 

The  Inspector:  Yes. 

Will  you  swear  that  you  did  not  get  it  ? — I  got  ground 
ginger,  certainly. 

That  is  to  say,  there  was  no  adulterant  in  the  ginger  ? — I 
don't  know. 

Dr.  Littlejohn,  the  medical  officer  of  the  city,  said  the 
analyst's  certificate  meant  that  40  per  cent,  of  the  ginger 
had  been  deprived  of  its  active  properties. 

The  Bench  :  What  would  be  the  effect  of  the  admixture  ? 
Would  it  produce  the  same  results  as  the  addition  of  water 
to  milk  and  weaken  the  whole  ? 

Witness  :  That  is  practically  an  illustration. 

Mr.  Clegg :  How  long  is  it  since  analysts  have  adopted 
these  new  tests  ? 

Witness  :  I  don't  know. 

Do  you  know  that  up  till  quite  recently  analysts  were  not 
in  a  position  to  analyse  ginger  ? — No,  and  I  don't  admit  it. 

I  don't  ask  what  you  admit.  It  is  a  matter  of  scientific 
knowledge.  Will  you  swear  that  up  till  quite  recently 
analysts  were  not  divided  in  opinion  as  to  the  way  in  which 
ginger  should  be  analysed  ? — No,  I  won't. 

The  Bench :  It  seems  that  the  effect  would  be  similar  to 
extracting  cream  from  milk  ? 

Witness  :  That  is  a  good  illustration. 

The  Clerk  :  What  causes  the  power  of  the  ginger  to  go  7 

Dr.  Littlejohn  :  It  is  exactly  as  in  the  case  of  tea.  If  you 
infuse  tea  once  and  then  use  it  again,  the  second  infusion  is 
w(  ak3r.  If  you  extract  the  active  principle  from  ginger  the 
nourishing  part  of  it  is  gone.  Ginger  is  used  as  a  tonic  and 
for  the  stomach,  and  the  extraction  of  the  essence  weakens 
it  and  reduces  its  effect. 

Mr.  Clegg,  in  addressing  the  Court  for  the  defence,  said 
this  was  the  first  time  that  a  prosecution  had  been  instituted 
on  this  point  as  far  as  he  knew.  There  was  no  evidence 
before  the  Court  that  this  ginger  contained  anything  but 
ginger ;  no  foreign  body  had  been  introduced  into  it.  The 
only  point  which  the  prosecution  had  made  out  was  that, 
given  a  certain  standard — which  was  not  before  the  Court— 
this  sample  was  40  per  cent,  below  it.  He  enlarged  upon 
the  importance  of  this  point,  and  on  the  impossibility  of 
telhng  what  was  the  strength  of  particular  samples  of 
ginger  in  their  pure  state.  This  was  the  first  difficulty  for 
the  Court  to  get  over.  The  Magistrates  could  not  assume 
anything ;  it  all  had  to  be  proved  in  court.  There  was  no 
standard  of  purity  in  the  Act.   Another  point  was  that  it 


was  no  offence  under  the  Act  by  a  seller  if  a  purchaser  got 
something  weaker  than  what  he  expected.  It  did  n6t 
follow  tliat  because  the  ginger  was  weak  he  did  not  get  the: 
nature  and  substance  and  quality  of  ginger  :  the  analyst  did 
not  say  he  did  not.  He  submitted  that  it  was  perfectly 
immaterial  that  the  ginger  liad  been  deprived  of  40  per 
cent,  of  its  pungent  quality ;  the  point  was  that  the  inspector- 
got  what  he  asked  for. 

The  Clerk :  You  would  not  say  that  in  the  case  of-' 
whisky  ? 

Mr.  Clegg :  No,  because  the  things  are  distinct.  Wliisky 
is  dealt  with  by  a  special  section.  In  the  case  of  whisky- 
there  was  a  standard,  and  a  certain  measure  of  adulteration 
was  allowed  ;  but  in  this  case,  there  being  no  standard,  thes 
analyst's  certificate  was  worthless.  He  also  relied  for  the; 
defence  upon  a  warranty.  The  finger  was  bought  of 
Messrs.  Drysdale,  Dennison  &  Co.,  a  well-known  London 
house  in  Upper  Thames  Street,  and  their  traveller  assured 
Messrs.  Nicholls  that  the  article  was  pure.  When  thesfr 
proceedings  were  instituted,  Messrs.  Nicholls  wrote  tc» 
Messrs.  Drysdale,  and  received  from  them  a  written  assur- 
ance that  the  ginger  was  genuine.  It  was,  they  said,, 
composed  of  ginger-root  and  Cochin-ginger  cuttings.  It  was» 
not  for  him  to  comment  on  the  absence  of  Messrs.  Drysdale,. 
when  they  might  have  defended  their  commodity  in  opeoi 
court,  but  he  strongly  held  that  Messrs.  Nicholls  were  pro- 
tected by  the  25th  section  of  the  Act,  having  purchased  thes 
article  as  being  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  of 
ginger,  that  they  got  a  warranty  to  that  effect,  and  that  they 
had  no  reason  to  believe,  when  they  sold  it,  that  it  was  any- 
thing else.  As  further  showing  the  bo7ia  Jides  of  Messrs. 
Nicholls,  he  said  that  the  tins  in  which  the  ginger  waa 
sent  to  them  were  labelled,  "  Genuine  ground  ginger ;  pre- 
pared from  the  finest  root."  On  the  whole  he  held  that, 
there  was  no  case  to  answer. 

The  Bench :  If  anybody  sold  exhausted  tea,  surely  they 
must  properly  describe  it  ? 

The  Magistrates'  Clerk :  They  would  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
if  they  sold  it  as  tea. 

There  was  a  good  deal  of  discussion  on  the  special  sec- 
tions affecting  tea  and  milk,  and  returning  to  the  present, 
case, 

Mr.  Clegg  said  there  were  various  qualities  of  ginger,  and 
if  a  person  paid  a  high  price  he  would  expect  to  get  a  better- 
quality  of  ginger  than  if  he  paid  a  low  price. 

The  Bench  :  You  say  that  the  lower  quality  is  good  ginger^ 
and  that  if  you  give  a  higher  price  you  get  more  than  is> 
bound  to  be  given  in  the  absence  of  a  standard. 

Mr.  Clegg:  Exactly.  The  analysts  have  only  recently 
found  a  new  method  of  analysing  ginger.  I  had  the  pleasures 
of  reading  a  paper  which  was  read  by  two  distinguished 
gentlemen  before  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  and  I  con- 
fess as  a  result  of  my  reading  this  lecture  my  opinion  is  that, 
it  makes  things  worse  confounded  than  before. 

Mr.  J.  Goodall,  the  managing  partner  of  the  firm  of" 
Nicholls  &  Co.,  gave  evidence  confirming  Mr.  Clegg's  state- 
ments. He  said  they  bought  this  ginger  at  6d.  per  lb.  whole- 
sale, when  all  expenses  of  carriage,  &c.,  had  been  added  to 
it.  He  had  bought  ginger  at  prices  ranging  from  3d.  per 
oz. — that  is,  4«.  per  lb.  But  the  high-priced  ginger  was- 
bought  at  a  chemist's. 

The  Bench  :  There  is  a  great  difference  between  buying  at- 
a  chemist's  and  at  a  grocer's. 

Mr.  Clegg :  At  what  could  you  retail  the  same  ginger  that, 
you  paid  4«.  per  lb.  for  ? 

Witness:  At  2s.  per  lb.  But  we  could  not  retail  this, 
ginger  at  that  price. 

Mr.  Clegg  intimated  that  that  closed  his  defence.  It  wasi 
no  part  of  his  business  to  defend  Messrs.  Drysdale. 

Mr.  Sayer,  in  reply,  said  suppose  this  sample  had  consistec^ 
entirely  of  dead  ginger.    It  would  have  been  useless. 

The  Bench,  after  retiring,  said  that,  having  regard  to  the^ 
fact  that  the  borough  analyst's  certificate  was  uncliallenged, 
they  were  of  opinion  that  the  Inspector  was  supplied  witli  aci 
article  which  was  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality 
demanded,  and  under  those  circumstances  there  would  be  a* 
conviction.  But  believing  that  no  fraud  was  intended,, 
though  there  was  some  carelessness  shown  by  Messrs. 
Nicholls,  and  seeing  that  this  was  the  first  case  of  the  sort,  a 
nominal  penalty  only  would  be  inflicted — 10s.  iachiding 
costs. 
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Baking- POWDBH  not  a  Food. 

In  tbe  Queen's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  on 
Saturday  Justices  Hawkins  and  Lawrance  gave  judgment  in 
the  case  of  James  v.  Jones,  which  raised  an  interesting  and 
important  point  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The 
case  was  argued  before  their  Lordships  last  December,  the 
appellant,  Evan  Jones,  a  grocer,  appealing  against  a  de- 
cision of  the  Glamorganshire  Justices,  who  in  Quarter  Ses- 
sions upheld  a  conviction  of  the  Petty  Sessional  Magistrates. 
Jones  was  summoned  under  the  Act  for  selling  baking 
powder  mixed  with  alum,  and  was  fined  21.  and  111.  19s.  6d 
costs.  When  the  case  was  heard  Sir  Richard  Webster,  Q.C., 
M.P.,  Mr.  Brynmor  Jones,  Q.C.,  M.T.,  and  Mr.  Macmorran 
appeared  for  the  appellant,  and  argued  that  baking-powder 
was  not  an  article  of  food  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
and  that  the  conviction  ought  not  to  be  sustained.  For  the 
respondent  John  James,  an  Inspector  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  Mr.  Finlay,  Q  C,  and  Mr.  Rhys  appeared  and 
contended  that  if  such  a  view  of  the  construction  of  the  Act 
was  correct,  further  legislation  was  urgently  demanded, 
because  Parliament  had  passed  a  statute  which  was  utterly 
useless. 

Mr.  Justice  Hawkins,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  on 
December  10,  1892,  the  appellant  sold  to  the  respondent  a 
packet  of  "  Excelsior  "  baking-powder,  which  was  described 
on  the  wrapper  as  an  article  for  making  "  light,  wholesome 
puddings,  pastry,  &c.,  without  yeast."  On  the  printed 
•wrapper  there  were  also  directions  how  and  in  what  propor- 
tion to  mix  the  powder  in  a  dry  state  with  flour,  and  then 
conveit  the  mixture  so  made  into  dough.  The  object  of 
so  mixing  the  baking  powder  with  the  dough  was  to 
generate  and  diffuse  through  it  a  sufficient  quantity  of  car- 
bonic acid  gas  to  cause  it  to  rise,  and  so  make  the  cake, 
puddina:,  bread,  pastry,  &c.,  light  and  digestive.  The 
"  Excelsior "  baking-powder  was  composed  of  the  following 
ingredients:  bicaibonate  of  soda  20  per  cent.,  alum  40  per 
cent.,  ground  rice  40  per  cent.  The  combination  of  alum 
with  the  bicarbonate  of  soda  was  to  properly  effect  the 
liberation  of  the  carbonic  acid  gas.  The  ground  rice  was 
added  merely  as  a  preservative  and  to  prevent  the  com- 
bination taking  effect  until  the  ingredients  were  mixed  with 
the  dough.  They  were  asked  to  say  whether  baking-powder 
was  an  article  of  food  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute, 
and,  further,  whether,  assuming  it  to  be  so,  there  was  evi- 
dence to  support  the  contention  that  the  appellant  sold  it  to 
the  respondent  mixed  with  an  ingredient  injurious  to  health. 
It  would  be  observed  that  Section  3  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drug."  Act  created  two  distinct  and  separate  offences  :  one 
for  mixing  or  causing  to  be  mixed  in  any  article  of  food  an 
ingredient  which  would  make  such  article  of  food  injurious 
to  health  with  the  intent  that  the  article  so  mixed  might  be 
sold  :  and  the  other  the  actual  selling  of  an  article  of  food 
so  injuriously  mixed.  The  latter  was  the  offence  charged 
against  the  appellant.  These  two  were  the  only  offences 
pointed  to  in  Section  3  of  the  Act.  The  mere  sale  of  an 
article  not  in  itself  an  article  of  food,  but  which  mixed  with 
an  article  of  food  would  make  it  injurious  to  health,  was  not 
an  offence  under  that  section.  For  instance,  alum  was 
injurious,  but  it  was  clearly  not  an  article  of  food,  and  even 
if  it  were  sold  with  the  knowledge  of  the  vendor  that  it  was 
the  buyer's  intention  to  mix  it  with  an  article  of  food,  no 
offence  would  be  created  under  Section  3.  It  made  no 
difference  from  a  legal  point  of  view  that  when  sold  it  was 
mixed  with  other  ingredients  not  in  themselves  hurtful. 
Taking  this  "  Excelsior "  baking-powder,  it  could  be  truly 
said  that  pure  ground  rice  was  an  article  of  food  for 
man,  but  it  would  cease  to  be  so  if  it  were  mixed 
with  an  equal  quantity  of  alum  and  20  per  cent,  of 
bicarbonate  of  soda  and  sold  in  penny  packets  of  1  oz. 
each.  Who  would  venture  to  describe  such  a  mixture 
as  food  for  man  ?  With  equal  right  rat  powder  which 
was  a  compound  of  poisonous  mixtures  with  Hour  could  be 
called  food  for  man  simply  because  pure  Hour  was  used. 
Possibly  it  might  be  said  that  the  injurious  ingredients  when 
mixed  with  the  other  materials  of  which  the  article  was 
composed  became  part  and  parcel  of  such  article,  but  that 
was  no  argument  against  the  vendor  of  such  injurious 
ingredients  unless  such  injurious  ingredients  could  be  treated 
as  an  article  of  food  at  the  time  of  sale.  If  such  injurious 
article  could  not  be  treated  as  an  article  of  food  then  no 


offence  could  be  brought  home  to  the  vendor,  although  tlio- 
purchaser  or  any  other  person  who  afterwards  mixed  it  with 
an  article  of  food  would  be  guilty  of  the  offence  of  so 
mixing  if  it  were  done  with  the  intent  to  sell  the  article  after 
such  mixing.  They  were  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  baking: 
powder  in  question  was  not  an  article  of  food  within  the- 
meaning  of  the  Act,  and  it  would  certainly  be  strange  if  by 
selling  such  a  mixture  to  persons  who  have  a  right  to  mix  it 
with  the  ingredients  forming  their  own  bread  or  pastry  the- 
vendor  could  be  convicted  of  a  criminal  offence.  They  did 
not,  however,  in  anything  that  had  been  said  intend  to 
convey  th.at  it  was  their  opinion  that  nothing  could  be  deemed 
an  article  of  food  unless  it  was  made  up  into  an  eatable  andi 
drinkable  form  and  fit  for  immediate  use.  They  thought  th& 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  were  wrong  in  treating  the  baking- 
powder  in  question  as  an  article  of  food  for  use  as  food.  Ais- 
to  the  second  question  it  was  unnecessary  to  consider  that. 
The  conviction  must  be  quashed. 

His"  Lordship  mentioned  that  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
had  ordered  the  appellant  to  pay  costs  amounting  to  ovei- 
600Z.  Such  an  amount  was  shocking.  If  those  costs  haxi 
been  really  incurred  they  would  now  fall  upon  the  right- 
shoulders. 


The  "  Somatose  "  Thadk-makk. 

On  Monday,  Lords  Justices  Lindley,  Kay,  and  Smith,  sitting- 
in  the  Court  of  Appeal,  heard  an  appeal  by  the  Farnenfa- 
briken,  vormals  Fried.  Bayer  &  Co.,  of  Elberfeld,  Germany, 
against  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  North  of  November  24,. 
who  decided  that  the  Comptroller-General  was  right  in  re- 
fusing to  register  as  a  trade-mark  the  work  "  Somatose."" 
The  motion  came  before  the  Court  below  by  way  of  appeal 
(provided  for  under  the  Act)  from  the  decision  of  the  Comp- 
troller-General, and  a  report  of  the  applica'ion  appeared  in 
The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  on  December  9. 

Mr.  Kirby  (with  whom  was  Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton,  Q.C.> 
said  the  applicants  desired  to  register  the  word  "  Somatose  " 
in  connection  with  a  certain  pharmaceutical  product  for 
assisting  digettion.  It  was  a  yellow  and  odourless  powder 
consisting  largely  of  albumoses  and  the  other  ingredients  of 
meat,  and  it  was  sought  to  registerihe  n^me  "Somatose"" 
nndtr  class  3  of  the  schedule  of  the  Trade-marks  Act, 
which  comprises  chemical  substances  prepared  for  use  in 
medicine  and  pharmacy.  The  objection  taken  by  tbe  Comp- 
troller-General, and  upheld  by  the  Court  below,  was  that 
"Somatose"  was  a  "  descriptive  "  word,  df scribing  to  some 
extent  the  purpose  for  which  the  product  was  to  be  applied, 
and  as  such  could  not  be  registered.  This  decision,  the 
learned  Counsel  submitted,  ought  not  to  be  upheld,  because, 
(1)  "Somatose"  was  not  an  English  word;  (2)  it  was  not  a, 
woid  common  in  any  language;  and  (3)  it  was  an  "in- 
vented "  word  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  The  origin 
of  the  word  must  be  sought  for  in  the  Greek  soma-to,  to 
which  was  added  the  suffix  ose,  and  this  combination  pro 
duced  a  word  new  in  the  English  language,  and  showirg: 
such  an  amount  of  "  invention  "  as  entitled  it  to  be  regis- 
tered as  a  trade-mark. 

Lord  Justice  Lindley :  "What  is  the  objection  to  it  ? 

Mr.  Kirby  :  That  it  is  "  descriptive." 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  s  Descriptive  of  what  1 

Mr.  Kirby :  The  objection  is  this ;  the  Greek  sortia  has- 
reference  to  the  human  body — sometimes  alive  and  some- 
times dead — and  it  has  secondary  meanings  which  would 
imply  that  it  refers  to  any  material  body.  But  meaning 
primarily  the  human  body,  and  the  product  "Somatose" 
being  a  powder  to  assist  digestion  and  being  easily  absorbed 
by  the  human  body,  it  is  said  that  the  word  (Somatose)  is 
descriptive  of  the  product  and  as  such  is  not  entitled  to 
registration.  The  learned  Counsel  submitted  that  "  Soma- 
tose "  was  an  invented  word  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
and  ought  to  be  placed  on  the  register. 

The  Solicitor-General  (Sir  John  Rigby,  Q C,  Mr.  Ingle- 
Joyce  with  him)  said  there  was  great  difficulty  in  dealing 
with  a  specific  case  and  arguing  that  it  did  not  come  withia 
the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  the  tendency  of  the  Courts 
always  was  to  help  the  applicant  to  place  a  trade-mark  on 
the  register  out  of  a  difliculty.  But  their  Lordships  were 
aware  that  there  were  hundreds  of  thousands  of  applicants 
to  place  "marks"  on  tbe  register,  and  that  the  greatest 
possible  ingenuity  was  exercised  daily  by  hundreds  of  pro- 
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fessional  men  to  enable  traders  to  "  sail  as  near  the  wind ' 
.as  possible  without  coming  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 
Tliis  was  perfectly  legitimate,  but  their  liordships  would  not 
fo'get  that  if  by  any  decision  of  the  Courts  one  new  principle 
was   admitted,  the  department  would   be   Hooded  with 
.applications  to  register  marks  or  combinations  of  marks  in 
accordance  with  that  decision.    In  the  present  case,  if  the 
-applicants  who  sought  to  register  "Somatose"  succeeded, 
•they  would  have,  in  class  3,  a  monopoly  over  everyone 
■else  who  sought  to  use  the  word  soma  in  medicine  or 
.•pharmacy.     His  leiirned  friend  (Mr.   Kirby)  had  gone 
back  to  the  ancient  Greek  sovia-to  for  his  root,  but  he 
need  not  have  gone  so  far,  for  soma  is  used  in  modern 
■Greek  for  the  human   body,  and,  moreover  it  has  been 
for  a  long  time  Anglicised.    It  had  become  a  semi-scientific 
word  common  to  the  English  language,  and  might  be  found 
-in  all  good  English  dictionaries.    The  Farbenfabriken  of 
Elberfeld  had  been  perfectly  open  in  the  matter,  and  had 
told  the  Comptroller  that  the  product  which  they  wished  to 
register  was  one  "  easily  to  be  absorbed  and  taken  up  into 
the  human  body."    Then  it  was  perfectly  clear  that,  soma 
■being  the  human  body,  somato  plus  ose  was  a  "descriptive" 
word  for  something  in  pharmacy  which  had  reference  to  the 
human  body ;  and  this  addition  of  a  suffix  could  not  make 
the  woi-d  an  "  invented  "  word,  because  soma  was  now  English. 
They  found  "somatic"  and  "somatical"  applied  anatomically 
•■to  the  human  body ;  "  somatology  "  ;  "  somatotomy  "  ;  and  in 
French  they  had  somatoloyie  and  somatique — Greek  somatikos 
=  "pertaining  to  the  body."    This  was  getting  very  close  to 
■"  somatose."    If  the  use  of  the  suffix  "  ose  "  to  any  word  to  be 
found  in  an  English  dictionary  was  an  evidence  of  "  inven- 
tion "  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  the  department  would 
be  flooded  with  applications  for  the  registration  of  words 
such  as,  for  example,  "lactose,  -ine,  -ity,  -ism;  Glucose,  -ity, 
-ine ;  Breadose,  Beef  ose,  Meethacose,"  &c.  If  a  decision  of  this 
kind  were  admitted,  it  would  be  necessary  to  pass  an  Amend- 
ing Act  of  Pa^liamen^    In  order  to  say  that  a  word  was 
"  Invented,"  invention  mu8t  be  shown.    It  could  not  be  said 
that  "perfume-ose"  or  "scent-ose"  showed  invention ;  whilst 
•"  Opoponax"  applied  to  a  .scent,  did. 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  :  What  is  the  meaning  of  the  word 
^'  invented  "  ? 

The  Solicitor- General :  I  will  not  attempt  any  definition. 
My  argument  is  that  it  does  not  include  taking  a  mere 
•dictionary  word  and  adding  a  mere  suffix  to  it. 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  :  What  harm  would  that  do  ? 

The  Solicitor-General :  The  Commissioners  have  pointed 
■out  that  immense  evils  would  arise  :  for  instance,  they 
•would  not  be  able  to  resist  registering  "soap-ose-ine,"  "  sac- 
charose," or  any  such  words. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  :  Suppose  saooharine  was  spelt  zac- 
•charine  ? 

The  Solicitor-General :  That  would  be  an  arbitrary  and 
•meaningless  change. 

Mr.  Ingle-Joyce  followed. 

Mr.  Kirby,  replying,  submitted  that  a  word  could  not  be 
■invented. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  :  If  you  have  a  combination  of  letters 
which  do  mean  anything  when  combined,  would  you  not  call 
that  an  "  invented  "  word  ? 

Mr.  Kirby  :  No;  it  would  not  be  a  "word"  at  all. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  :  But  it  would  form  articulate  sounds, 
•which  would  be  pronounceable. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Still  it  would  not  be  a  "  word  "  until  it  came 
into  common  use  and  formed  part  of  a  language. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  :  Take  the  word  "  snark." 

Mr.  Kirby :  That  is  not  a  word  at  all.  The  learned 
"Solicitor-General  fays  that  a  word  is  not  an  invented  word 
if  it  has  any  meaning  at  all;  and  I  say  that  a  newly- 
constructed  word,  although  based  on  a  root-word  in  a  dead 
language,  is  an  invented  word. 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  :  Soma  has  been  Anglicised. 

Mr.  Kirby :  But  very  few  people  would  understand  it  if 
they  saw  it  on  a  label.  For  example,  a  "  Somatist "  is  a 
materialist. 

Lord  Justice  Kay  :  The  Comptroller  has  a  discretionary 
{jower,  and  he  is  not  bound  to  register  a  word  which  he 
thinks  ought  not  to  be  registered. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  But  under  the  Act  there  is  power  to  appeal  to 
the  Court. 


liord  Justice  Kay :  Yes  ;  and  the  Court  also  has  a  discre- 
tionary power. 

Mr.  Kitby,  dealing  with  a  further  objection,  said  "  Soma- 
tose" did  not  describe  thenatuieof  the  goods  so  as  to  enable 
one  to  say  whether  it  was  liquid,  solid,  or  gaseous. 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  eaid  the  question  raised  by  thi.s 
appeal  is  so  important  that  their  Lordships  will  take  time  to 
consider  their  judgment. 


Suing  a  Chemist. 

In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court,  on  January  19,  before  the 
Assistant  Judge  and  a  jury,  an  action  was  brought  by  Messrs. 
Burgojnc,  Burbidges  iSc  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  against  Mr. 
Cousens,  chemist,  to  recover  the  sum  of  121.  4«.  lOd.  for  drugs 
that  had  been  delivered  to  the  defendant  according  to 
order.    Mr.  Lewis  Glyn  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Geo.  Dairy,  a  clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  plaintiffs, 
proved  the  order  and  delivery  of  the  goods  to  a  railway  com- 
pany, and  said  that  in  answer  to  an  application  for  payment 
of  the  account  the  def?!ndant  had  written  on  September  12, 
1893,  stating  that  he  had  lately  taken  a  chemist's  business 
just  below  where  he  was  carrying  on  his  own  business,-  and 
having  taken  over  the  stock  was  the  reason  he  had 
not  sent  further  orders  to  the  plaintiffs.  He  had  placed  a 
manager  in  the  business,  and  had  gone  to  great  expense,  but 
the  business  had  proved  a  failure,  and  the  premises  had  now 
been  sub-let  by  him  to  a  draper.  The  letter  concluded  by 
the  defendant  promising  to  settle  the  account  as  soon  as  he 
could  collect  some  of  his  outstanding  accounts. 

There  was  no  appearance  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  and 
judgment  was  given  for  the  amount  claimed. 


A  Medicine  Company  and  its  Agent. 

At  Barnsley  County  Court  on  Thursday,  January  18,  the  Star 
Veterinary  Medicine  Company,  London,  sued  James  Booker,  of 
Barnsley.  for  IQs.  9d  ,  alleged  to  be  due  for  goods  sup- 
plied. Defendant  was  appointed  agent  for  the  Company  in 
July,  1890,  and  remained  so  until  August,  1892.  He  had 
medicines  of  the  value  of  151.  8s.  3d.,  and  only  remitted 
Zl.  8s.  Gd.  to  the  Company.  In  October,  1893,  the  Company 
applied  for  the  unsold  medicines  to  be  returned,  but  this 
demand  was  not  complied  with.  Since  the  action  had  been 
instituted  defendant  had  returned  some  of  the  medicines. 
Eventually  the  case  was  settled  by  defendant  paying  81.  and 
costs. 


Pbosecution  in  Scotland  Undek  the  Phaemacy 
Acts. 

On  January  18,  Charles  Maitland  Christie,  assistant  to 
the  Medical  Hall  Companj',  18  Gilmour  Street.  Paisley,  was 
charged  before  Sheriff  Cowan,  Paisley,  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  with  having  on  September  11, 1893,  sold  to  Joseph 
Tait,  of  Edinburgh,  a  bottle  of  chlorodyne  coritaining  mor- 
phia and  chloroform,  he  not  being  duly  qualified  as  required 
by  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  prosecution  was  at  the  instance 
of  Richard  Bremridge,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C., 
with  concurrence  of  George  Hart,  Procurator  Fiscal  of  the 
county  of  Renfrew. 

Mr.  William  Walker,  Procurator  Fiscal  of  the  burgh  of 
Paisley,  conducted  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  John  Pattison, 
solicitor,  appeared  for  the  respondent. 

The  respondent  pleaded  guilty,  but  Mr.  Pattison  said  he 
wished  to  make  some  observations  in  regard  to  the  case. 
Before  August  28,  1893,  he  explained,  Mr.  Christie  was  en- 
gaged in  chemical-work  in  Greenock.  About  that  time  the 
Paisley  Medical  Hall  Company  (Limited)  advertised  for  an 
assistant  and  Mr.  Christie  obtained  the  situation.  At  that 
time  a  misunderstanding  occurred.  The  company  thought 
Mr.  Christie  was  a,  registered  chemist,  while  the  latter  did 
not  understand  that  it  was  necessary  he  should  be  regis- 
tered. On  ascertaining  this  he  went  to  Edinburgh  to  .see 
the  local  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  On  his 
first  visit  Mr.  Hill  was  away  from  home,  but  he  saw  him  on 
September  15,  and  then  explained  to  him  the  position  in 
which  he  was  placed.  Meantime  the  sale  of  the  chlorodyne 
took  place.    At  this  time  it  had  been  practically  arranged 
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■that  the  respondent  should-  go  up  for  his  final  examination 
in  Januaiy,  and  he  understood  that  in  the  meantime 
the  Society  would  not  interfere  with  him  in  his  conduct  of 
the  business  of  the  Medical  Hall  Company.  The  accused 
was  well  up  in  the  practical  work  of  chemistry  and  applied 
iiimself  closely  to  his  studios,  but  in  the  middle  of  November, 
finding  that  he  had  so  much  ground  to  cover,  he  feared  he 
would  not  be  able  to  get  prepared  in  time,  and  intimated  to 
-the  Medical  Hall  Company  that  he  would  resign  his  ap- 
pointment. Under  these  circumstances  he  asked  the  Court 
CO  consider  the  matter  leniently  in  regard  to  the  penalty. 

The  SheriS :  But  have  I  any  power  to  modify  the  penalty 
imposed  by  these  Acts  ? 

Mr.  Pattison :  Oh  yes,  my  Lord,  for  the  proceedings  are 
vinder  the  Summary  Procedure  Act,  which  gives  power  to 
modify.  The  5^.  referred  to  in  the  complaint  had  reference 
rather,  Mr.  Pattison  said,  to  the  carrying  on  of  a 
business  than  to  the  mere  sale  of  article?. 

The  Sheriff :  Was  it  just  on  one  occasion  that  Mr.  Christie 
sold  this  chlorodyne  ? 

Mr.  Pattison  :  Yes;  ju't  the  one  occasion. 

Mr.  Walker  said  that  the  object  of  the  Act  was  to  protect 
the  public  against  incompetent  and  unskilled  persons  selling 
poisons,  or  usiing  the  name  of  chemist  or  druggist,  or  not 
compounding  poisons  according  to  the  pharmacopoeia.  The 
test  of  skill,  as  applied  by  the  Act,  was  that  the  person 
doing  this  should  be  registered,  which  simply  meant  that 
the  person  should  pass  the  examinations  required  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  In  this  case,  he  stated,  Collis 
Browne's  chlorodyne  was  asked  for,  but  the  purchaser  got 
ordinary  chlorodyne,  which  might  be  either  the  compound 
of  the  British  Pharmacopojia  or  some  approximation  to  it. 
With  regard  to  the  defendant's  visit  to  Edinburgh  he  pointed 
out  that  it  was  after  the  sale  that  he  saw  Mr.  Hill,  and  at 
•that  time  Mr.  Hill  was  making  inquiries  about  the  shop. 
When  accused  expressed  the  hope  that  no  proceedings  would 
■be  taken  against  him  he  was  warned  clearly  and  distinctly 
that  if  proceedings  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Bremridge  it 
would  be  imperative  for  Mr.  Hill  to  go  on.  Mr.  Walker  said 
he  did  not  see  that  the  circumstances  justified  any  modifica- 
tion of  the  penalty.  This  was  a  shop  where  the  sale  of 
•poisons  was  lefc  in  charge  of  a  person  not  properly  qualified. 

In  reply  to  the  sherSf  Mr.  Pattison  said  the  defendant's 
notice  o  f  resignation  was  dated  November  30.  Mr.  Christie 
wanted  to  go  away  at  once,  but  the  company  said  they  would 
•iiold  him  to  his  notice. 

Mr.  Pattison  said  that  his  client  was  still  in  the  shop,  it 
•being  diificult  for  the  company  to  get  a  duly  registered 
«hemist  all  of  a  sudden,  but  he  was  not  the  only  employ6. 
A  Dr.  Gardner  was  connected  with  the  shop ;  and  they  were 
-particularly  careful  to  dispense  nothing  except  what  was 
prepared  under  the  prescription  of  Dr.  (ixirdner. 

Mr.  Walker  said  that  it  appeared  that  the  shop  was  still 
being  kept  open  for  the  sale  of  drugs  and  poisons  and  no 
-registered  chemist  was  in  charge  of  the  place. 

Mr.  Pattison  contended  that  they  were  entitled  to  sell 
anything  made  up  in  terms  of  the  rules  of  the  Pharmacopojia. 

The  Sheriff  said  that  the  explanation  put  the  case  in  a 
-more  serious  light.  The  statement  by  respondent's  agent 
that  his  client  had  resigned  his  appointment  had  in  his  mind 
■the  meaning  that  he  had  ceased  to  keep  the  shop,  but  it 
■turned  out  that  he  was  still  continuing  really  to  keep  it  open. 
•Had  it  been  but  a  single  act  and  had  he  ceased  to  keep  open 
the  shop  it  might  have  led  him  to  modify  the  fine  to  an  extent 
-be  would  not  now  do.  In  the  circumstances  now  brought 
out  the  sentence  of  the  Court  was  that  the  accused  pay  a  tine 
of  21.  10s.  with  1^  4j.  6d.  expenses. 


Pharmacy  Act  Pbosbcution  in  Greenock. 

In  the  Greenock  Sheriff  Court  on  Monday,  January  22 — 
•Sheriff  Henderson  Begg  on  the  Bench — a  complaint  was 
'heard  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  R.  Bremridge,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  Mr.  R.  J.  Blair,  Procurator-Fiscal  Depute,  against 
James  Docker,  28  Hamilton  Street,  Greenock.  Respondent 
was  charged  with  having  on  September  11,  he  not  being  a 
•duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  sold  a  quantity  of 
•morphia  and  a  quantity  of  chloroform,  both  being  poisons 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  the  said 
poisons  when  sold  forming  parts  of  the  ingredients  of  a 
quantity  of  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  chlorodyne. 


Respondent  pleaded  guilty,  and  on  his  behalf  Mr.  William 
McClure,  solicitor,  stated  that  although  Mr.  Docker  was  un- 
registered, he  had  had  seventeen  years'  experience  as  a 
chemist,  and  that  those  dealing  in  his  premises  were  as  well 
protected  as  in  any  shop  in  town. 

The  Sheriff,  after  hearing  Mr.  R.  B.  Shearer  in  support  of 
the  complainant,  said  he  was  not  inclined  to  impose  a  severe 
penalty.  This  appeared  to  be  the  first  prosecution  in 
Greenock  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  which  had  been  in  abey- 
ance in  the  town  for  some  time,  and  he  would,  therefore, 
fine  the  respondent  1^.,  with  1^.  Is.  6d.  expenses. 


An  Olive-oil  Transaction. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  before  Mr.  Com- 
missioner Kerr,  Messrs.  Marshall  &  French,  brokers,  37 
Mincing  Lane, E.G.,  sought  to  recover  the  sum  of  36l.5s.  lid., 
for  eight  barrels  of  Safii  oil  supplied  to  the  defendants, 
Messrs.  Blumann  &  Stem  (Limited),  43  London  Wall,  E.C. 

In  opening  the  case,  Mr.  Banks,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said 
that  on  February  13  last  his  clients  offered  the  defendants 
7  tuns  of  SatB.  olive-oil,  at  36Z.  10s.  per  tun.  The  defendants 
ordered  1  tun,  the  words  of  the  order  being — "  Please  hand 
U8  delivery- order  for  eight  barrels  Saffi  olive-oil  to  sample 
sent  us  23rd  ult.,  at  36Z.  10s.  per  tun,  ex  wharf  less  21  per 
cent.,  usual  terms."  The  plaintiffs,  on  the  receipt  of  that 
order,  bought  the  oil  from  Messrs.  Sitzler,  the  usual  terms 
meaning,  according  to  the  plaintiffs,  payment  on  delivery  or 
ia  fourteen  days.  What  that  came  to  was  that,  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  olive-oil  market,  the  amount  was  payable 
on  the  Saturday  following  the  expiration  of  the  fourteen  days 
from  the  date  of  the  contract.  If  delivery  was  requiied 
earlier  then  the  sum  was  payable  on  the  delivery  of 
the  goods.  In  this  case  the  defendants  did  not  require 
delivery  earlier,  and  on  March  4  the  plaintiffs  sent  an 
invoice  and  the  delivery-order  for  the  oil  by  one 
of  their  clerks,  who  was  told  to  call  on  Monday,  March  6, 
which  he  did.  On  the  prompt  day,  March  4,  the  plaintiffs 
paid  their  sellers  for  the  oil,  because  according  to  the  custom 
of  the  olive  market  they  were  obliged  to  do  so  When  the 
contract  was  again  tendered  on  March  6  the  defendants  took 
an  objection  to  there  being  a  difference  in  quantity  in  the 
barrels  from  that  which  was  ordered. 

Mr.  Brown,  for  defendants,  said  he  could  not  admit  that 
the  plaintiffs,  as  brokers,  were  bound  to  pay  the  sellers 
before  they  got  the  delivery  order.  Brokers  were  not  com- 
pelled to  do  so. 

Mr.  Banks :  I  cannot  get  the  delivery  order  without. 

Mr.  Brown  :  Yes,  indeed  you  can. 

Mr.  Banks  said  they  tendered  the  delivery  order  on 
March  4,  when  it  was  refused.  On  the  same  day  they  wrote 
to  the  defendants  that  the  invoice  was  quite  correct,  and 
that  their  collector  would  call  for  a  cheque  on  the  Monday. 
There  could  be  no  reason  for  the  defendants  objecting  to  the 
oil  because  of  the  quantity,  as  no  one  could  depend  upon  the 
weight'  of  a  barrel  being  always  precisely  the  same.  The 
plaintiffs  having  carried  out  the  defendants'  instructions, 
and  having  had  to  pay  the  price  of  the  oil,  were  entitled  to 
be  indemnified  the  amount  which  they  had  paid  for  it. 

Mr.  Brown  said  there  never  was  a  tender  of  the  delivery 
order  at  all  on  the  Saturday.  Therefore  they  declined  to 
have  anything  further  to  do  with  the  transaction. 

Charles  Dearelli,  plaintiffs'  clerk,  said  that  on  March  4  he 
took  the  delivery  order  to  the  defendants'  office,  and  asked 
for  a  cheque  in  exchange  ;  but  was  told  that  the  defendants 
wanted  fourteen  days  from  the  day  of  the  tendeiing 
of  the  delivery  order.  He  brought  the  order  back  with 
him. 

In  cross-examination  he  said  it  was  not  true  that  he  only 
tendered  an  invoice  and  not  the  delivery  order. 

Percy  Matthews,  another  clerk,  said  he  took  the  delivery 
order  again  on  the  following  Monday,  when  it  was  refused. 

Mr.  Brown  did  not  dispute  that.  It  was  too  late  on 
Monday.  The  bargain  was  off  then.  This  closed  plaintiffs' 
case. 

Mr.  Blumann,  the  defendant,  said  the  delivery  order  was 
not  tendered  to  him  on  the  Saturday,  but  only  the  invoice, 
and  he  said  he  could  not  pay  against  that. 

Mr.  Peter  Ander.son,  secretary  to  the  defendant  company, 
said  the  custom  of  the  trade  was  generally  expressed  in 
these  words :  "  To  bo  taken  and  paid  for  by  cash  within 
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fourteen  days."  The  custom  was  for  the  seller  to  band  over 
the  delivery  order  to  the  mercliant  at  the  expiration  of  the 
prompt.  The  only  question  about  the  quantity  which  was 
raised  was  when  he  asked  how  the  allowance  was  made  up. 
It  was  the  custom  in  the  oil  trade  to  hand  over  the  delivery 
order  without  asking  for  a  cheque,  and  then  to  pay  the 
cheque  on  the  prompt  day. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  said  the  case  turned  on  whether 
the  delivery  order  was  tendered  or  not.  He  did  not  think 
there  could  be  a  custom  to  the  effect  that  a  man  was  to  part 
with  his  oil  without  he  had  the  money.  That  would  be 
absurd.  If  a  purchaser  was  known  to  be  good  ho  could  get 
his  delivery  order  and  the  seller  could  rely  on  getting  his 
cheque.  But  in  strict  law  the  seller  was  not  bound  to  part 
with  his  goods  unless  he  got  the  money.  The  plaintiffs  had 
not  satisfied  him  that  the  delivery  order  was  tendered  on  the 
Saturday.  Consequently  they  could  not  recover.  He  would 
enter  a  nonsuit,  so  that  the  plaintiffs  could  bring  another 
action  and  try  it  by  a  jury  if  they  liked.  He  was  sorry  that 
the  parties  did  not  summon  a  jury  in  the  first  instance. 
The  defendants'  costs  were  allowed. 


The  Sale  of  Chlorodyne  by  Grocehs. 

On  Tuesday,  at  Stockton  County  Court,  before  his  Honour 
Judge  Turner,  Mr.  George  Kidley,  trading  as  Toogood  Co., 
Limited,  grocers  and  provision  merchants,  Stockton,  was 
summoned  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
on  a  charge  of  selling  a  bottle  of  patent  medicine  known  as 
"  Freeman's  Chlorodyne,"  he  not  being  a  registered  chemist. 
Mr.  Gray,  barrister,  instructed  by  Messrs.  Flux,  Son  &  Co., 
of  London,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  while  Mr.  Bonsey, 
barrister,  instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve  &  Beck,  London, 
defended  on  behalf  of  the  Patent  Medicine  Vendors'  Associa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Gray  stated  that  the  defendant  was  trading  under  the 
style  of  Toogood  &;  Co.,  Limited,  and  the  registered  address 
was  Central  Buildings,  Stockton,  they  being  the  "  Elephant 
cash  grocers  and  patent-medicine  vendors."  On  November  17 
last  the  defendant  sold  to  Mr.  Thomas  Golightly  a  bottle 
labelled  "  Freeman's  Chlorodyne,"  supposed  to  be  a  remedy 
for  consumption,  bronchitis,  and  other  things  named  on  the 
bottle.  The  bottle  had  been  analysed  and  found  to  contain 
as  much  as  1'05  grains  of  morphine.  Morphine  was  a  poison 
scheduled  in  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and,  therefore,  might  not  be 
sold  by  unregistered  persons. 

Mr.  Gray  having  explained  the  sections  of  the  Act  affecting 
this  case,  cited  cases  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
had  proceeded  against  persons  who,  not  being  registered,  had 
sold  chlorodyne  and  other  medicines  containing  scheduled 
poisons.  It  had  also,  he  said,  been  held  that  an  unregistered 
person  was  liable  to  a  penalty  when  he  sold  a  poison  in  the 
absence  of  his  master,  even  when  that  master  was  himself 
a  registered  chemist.  An  unqualified  assistant  could  not  sell 
any  of  the  scheduled  poisons  or  preparations  thereof  unless 
under  the  personal  superintendence  of  a  qualified  and 
registered  employer. 

Thomas  Golightly,  Norton,  gave  evidence  that  on  November 
17  last  he  went  to  Messrs.  Toogood  &  Co.'s  shop  and  got  a 
bottle  of  chlorodyne,  for  which  he  paid  lO^d.,  the  person 
supplying  him  being  Mr.  Toogood  himself. 

Mr.  Hariy  Moon,  assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  deposed  to  receiving  the  bottle 
sealed  at  both  ends,  and  delivering  it  to  Mr.  Bastes,  the 
analyst. 

Mr.  Ernest  John  Eastes,  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry,  and  assistant  analyst  to  Professor  Attfield,  stated 
that  he  had  analysed  the  preparation  and  found  it  to  contain 
1  05  grains  of  morphine.  The  bottle  held  half  an  ounce. 
There  was  a  dangerous  quantity  of  morphine  in  the  bottle. 
A  fatal  dose  for  an  adult  was  less  than  one  grain,  very  much 
less  for  an  infant. 

By  Mr.  Bonsey :  There  were  seven  or  eight  ingredients  in 
the  bottle.  Morphine  was  an  active  essential  alkaloid  of 
opium,  and  an  active  con.stituent  of  opium.  He  should  con- 
sider that  a  preparation  of  morphine  was  any  compound  into 
which  that  substance  entered.  There  was  very  little  differ- 
ence between  a  preparation  and  a  compound. 

Mr.  Bonsey  said  it  had  been  decided  that  a  preparation 
was  quite  different  from  a  compound. 


To  the  Witness :  Do  you  draw  any  distinction  between  & 
preparation  and  a  compound? 

Witness :  Not  in  a  general  way.  I  cannot  think  of  an 
Instance  when  1  should  draw  the  distinction.  I  consider  a 
preparation  the  same  as  a  compound. 

Arthur  Pearson  Luff,  M.D.,  physician  and  lecturer  on 
medical  jurisprudence  and  toxicology  to  St.  Mary's  Hospital, 
and  special  analyst  to  the  Home  Office,  said  he  had  heard 
the  last  witness's  evidence  with  regard  to  the  dangerous 
nature  of  the  poison,  and  he  concurred  with  it.  Young 
persons  and  infants  were  specially  su.sceptible  to  the  action 
of  very  small  doses.  The  smallest  dose  recorded  to  liave 
killed  an  infant  was  one-twelfth  of  a  grain ;  but  propor- 
tionally smaller  doses  of  opium  had  killed  infants.  People 
suffering  from  Bright's  disease  were  liable  to  be  killed  by 
very  small  doses.  He  thought  it  was  possible  that 
part  of  a  grain  might  kill  an  infant  if  it  was  not  in  good 
health  at  the  time.  The  contents  of  that  bottle  would  be 
more  than  a  fatal  dose  for  an  adult. 

Cross-examined:  He  judged  a  poison  by  the  toxic  dose  ii 
required  to  kill  a  person.  It  depended  on  the  quantity 
whether  it  was  a  fatal  dose  or  not.  Alcohol  taken  in  large 
quantities  would  be  poisonous. 

Do  you  agree  with  Mr.  Eastes  that  a  preparation  is  the 
same  as  a  compound  ? 

Not  entirely. 

Will  you  kindly  tell  me  the  difference  ?  or,  what  would  be 
better,  tell  me  your  idea  of  a  prepar<ati<  n.  Supposing  yoa 
take  six,  eight,  or  ten  drugs  atd  mix  them  together,  that 
would  be  a  compound  and  yet  not  a  preparation  ? 

Wi'ness  :  Well,  it  might  contain  preparations  of  drugs. 

I  want  a  definition  of  the  term  preparation  ? 

Witness  :  I  should  define  a  preparation  of  a  substance  as- 
the  result  of  the  chemical  and- physical  altera' ion  in  the 
constitution  of  that  sutjstance.  For  instance,  in  milk  there 
is  butter,  but  in  a  fine  state  of  separation.  If  you  separate 
the  butter  from  the  milk,  you  do  not  alter  the  chemical  con- 
stitution of  the  butter,  but  only  its  physical  constitution. 

If  you  take  a  glass  of  milk  and  pour  a  quantity  of  rum  into 
it,  would  you  call  it  a  preparation  of  rum. 

Witness :  No,  I  should  call  it  a  compound  preparation  of 
rum  and  milk  (laughter).  Now,  this  chlorodjrne  is  a  com- 
pound containing  a  preparation  of  morphine. 

By  his  Honour  :  It  is  immaterial  to  the  constitution  of  a 
poison  whether  it  is  combined  with  an  acid  or  not. 

Mr.  Bonsey  drew  his  Honour's  attention  to  the  fact  that 
this  was  a  penal  action,  and  though  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  were  within  their  right  in  taking  precautions  to 
prevent  the  open  sale  of  poisons  by  unregistered  persons, 
they  ought  to  conform  their  prosecutions  to  the  strict  condi- 
tions of  the  Act.  They  had  been  brought  to  the  court  on  a 
charge  which  involved  a  penalty  said  to  have  been  incurred 
by  the  defendant  for  selling  a  bottle  containing  morphine. 
He  maintained  that  chlorodyne  is  not  a  preparation  of 
morphine  at  all.  According  to  the  plaintiff's  evidence  it  was  a 
compound  which  contained  eight  or  ten  different  drugs. 
It  was  of  no  use  to  say  that  that  compound  was  a 
preparation  of  any  one  single  drug.  To  show  that  there 
was  a  distinction  between  a  preparation  of  a  drug  and  a 
compound  it  was  only  necessary  to  glance  at  the  schedule  of 
the  Act  itself,  for  it  was  not  likely  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  would  have  introduced  the  question  of  preparations- 
if  it  had  meant  compounds,  and  yet  in  that  schedule  some 
of  the  preparations  were  not  included  at  all.  It  was  per- 
fectly evident  to  anyone  who  looked  at  the  Act  that  a 
preparation  was  not  intended  to  cover  a  compound,  in  which 
eight  or  ten  different  drugs  entered.  They  were  charged 
with  selling  chlorodyne,  which  was  said  to  be  a  preparatiorv 
of  morphine.  It  was  no  more  a  preparation  of  morphine 
than  it  was  a  preparation  of  any  other  of  the  eight  or  nine 
drugs  of  which  it  was  composed.  His  contention  was  thafc 
the  Act  wivs  intended  to  guard  against  the  open  and  reckless- 
sale  of  poisons  by  unqualified  persons.  A  qualified  chemist 
could  not  sell  a  poison  to  anyone  he  did  not  know, 
and  he  must  have  someone  to  identify  the  purchaser, 
who  must  sign  the  book  in  which  the  chemist  muslk- 
enter  the  ingredients  used  in  the  article  sold.  In 
this  case  it  was  not  a  question  of  the  contents  of 
a  bottle,  but  a  question  of  the  doses  taken  ;  for 
anyone  might  purchase  two  or  three  bottles  at  once 
if  he  liked.    It  mattered  nothing  in  respect  to  these  secret 
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nostrnms  whether  they  were  sold  by  a  chemist  or  a  grocer. 
The  chemist  could  not  comply  with  the  Act,  for  he  did  not 
know  what  was  in  the  bottle,  and  the  public  were  no  more 
protected  by  a  chemist  selling  it  than  by  a  grocer.  This 
showed  the  absurdity  of  the  Act.  The  Society  should  say 
they  could  not  allow  these  nostrums  to  be  sold,  but  if  they 
once  allowed  them  to  be  sold  with  a  Oovernment  stamp 
placed' on  the  bottle,  it  made  no  matter  who  the  salesman 
waa.  If  the  construction  was  put  on  the  Act  that  the 
prosecution  sought  to  put  on  it,  the  public  were  no  more 
protected  by  the  chemist  than  by  the  grocer.  Therefore  he 
asked  his  Honour  to  find  that  there  had  been  no  infringe- 
ment of  tlie  Act  in  this  case. 

His  Honour  said  he  was  bound  by  the  Act  and  by  prece- 
dent cases.  He  read  the  decisions  given  in  the  Higher 
Courts  in  similar  cases,  and  said  he  was  bound  by  those 
decisions  ;  therefore  he  found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  for 
51.  and  costs. 

Mr.  Gray  asked  for  costs  on  the  higher  scale,  as  they  had 
had  to  bring  down  expert  evidence.    This  was  granted. 

Mr.  Bonsey  asked  for  leave  to  appeal  against  the  decision, 
but  his  Honour  refused. 


The  Lanoline  Case. 

In  regard  to  Mr.  Justice  Romer's  judgment  in  this  matter, 
we  learn  that  a  case  has  been  laid  before  Mr.  Aston,  Q.C.,  the 
leading  counsel  for  the  defendants,  for  him  to  advise  upon 
with  reference  to  an  appeal.  The  learned  gentleman's  decision 
has  not  yet  been  arrived  at,  but  inasmuch  as  he  told  our 
representative  a  week  or  two  ago  that  there  ought  to  be  an 
appeal,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  case  will  be  taken  to 
the  higher  court.

Boyd.— We  briefly  announced  in  our  last  issue  the  death 
of  Mr.  Samuel  Boyd,  of  Dublin,  which  took  place  on  Sunday, 
January  14,  at  his  residence,  lUerton,  Killiney.  He  had 
suffered  from  the  effects  of  a  paralytic  stroke  for  some  years 
past,  and  though  his  health  was  gradually  failing  he  con- 
tinued to  take  an  interest  in  his  various  business  affairs  to 
the  last.   The  late  Mr.  Samuel  Boyd  was  born  March  15, 


1822.  His  father  was  a  Scotchman,  and  came  to  Ireland 
when  very  young  from  Kilmarnock.  He  commenced  his 
apprenticeship  with  Mr.  John  Allan,  46  Mary  Street,  in  1835, 
and,  as  was  the  custom  then,  served  for  seven  years.  In 
1843  he  went  to  seek  his  fortune  in  London,  and  was 
engaged  for  some  time  with  Messrs.  John  Wright  &.  Co. 


(now  Wilcox  &  Co.),  336  Oxford  Street;  but  not  seeing  much 
prospect  of  advancement  in  the  great  city,  lie  returned  to 
Dublin  In  1845,  and  was  engaged  for  a  short  time  as  manager 
with  Messrs.  McMaster  k  Co.,  Capel  Street  (now  McMaster, 
Hodgson  &  Co.).  While  there  his  late  master  (Mr.  John 
Allan )  died,  and  in  1847  he  purchased  the  business  where  he 
had  formerly  served  his  apprenticeship,  and  which  has  ever 
since  been  continued  in  his  name.  Thus  commenced  a 
period  of  almost  unbroken  success,  due  to  his  untiring 
industry  and  steady  enterprise.  In  1854  he  bought  the 
business  of  Messrs.  Rudkin,  Morrion  Row,  and  placed  his 
tried  friend,  John  Goodwin,  as  managing-partner  of  Boyd  & 
Goodwin.  In  1859  the  old-established  business  of  Messrs. 
Boileau  Bros.,  Bride  Street,  was  in  the  market,  and  he  was 
urged  by  Mr.  Jno.  George  Boileau  to  purchase  it  in  conjunction 
with  him.  As  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Mr.  Boyd  became  the  sole 
proprietor  after  Mr.  Boileau's  death.  In  1866,  when  the 
County  Wicklow  was  the  chief  source  of  sulphur-ore  for 
chemical  manufactures,  he  joined  with  Mr.  Alfred  Alexander 
in  purchasing  works  recently  erected  by  Sir  Robert  Kane  at 
Rogerson's  Quay,  Dublin,  where  the  manufacture  of  such 
heavy  chemicals  as  sulphate  of  soda,  bleaching-powder,  &c., 
is  still  continued.  In  1876  the  firm  became  Boyd,  Son  &  Co., 
and  in  1890  the  concern  was  sold  to  the  United  Alkali 
Company  (Limited).  '  Mr.  Boyd  was  the  pioneer  of  the 
petroleum-trade  in  Ireland.  He  was  the  first  to  bring  in  a 
cargo  direct  from  America,  which  arrived  by  the  vessel 
ffannaJi  Hicks  in  1866.  The  trade  has  since  g^rown  to 
enormous  proportions,  and  he  continued  to  be  one  of  the 
largest  importers  until  his  death.  Mr.  Boyd  was  buried  on 
Thursday  last  at  Mount  Jerome  Cemetery.  The  large 
attendance  of  friends  and  citizens,  both  there  and  at  the 
church  in  Kingstown,  where  a  Memorial  Service  took  place, 
bore  ample  testimony  to  the  respect  in  which  he  was  held 
by  all  who  knew  him  through  a  long  and  useful  life.  He 
leaves  a  widow,  daughter,  and  Seven  sons,  four  of  whom  are 
at  present  engaged  in  the  various  businesses.

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MEDICINAL  HERB-GROWING  IN  BAVARIA. 


"  "W  UN  SIEDBL  ? "  asked  Herr  Karl  Schmidt,  who  had  come 
VV  over  to  London  from  Bavaria,  to  estabUsh  business 
connections  in  the  vegetable  drug-lice.  "  Don't  you  know 
where  Wunsiedel  is  ?  Why,  here,  on  the  railway  from 
Bayreuth,  the  Wagnerite  Mecca,  to  Eger  in  Bohemia."  And, 
tapping  the  imfolded  railway-map  with  his  knuckles,  he 
added  emphatically,  "  We  lie  in  the  centre  of  the  Fichtel 
Mountains,  about  2,000  feet  above  sea-level,  in  a  region  where 
wild  medicinal  herbs  grow  better  and  more  freely  than 
anywhere  else  in  Europe,  and  where  the  greatest  attention  is 
paid  to  their  collection,  and  I  have  come  over  to  London 
with  my  samples  because  I  am  convinced  that  no  one  can 
supply  the  great  British  market  under  more  favourable  con- 
<Utions  than  I." 

The  interview  took  place  in  a  sitting-room  at  the  Royal 
Hotel,  Blackfriars.  Empty  cases  were  piled  in  one  corner, 
and  in  the  centre  of  the  apartment  three  tables  placed  close 
together  almost  bent  under  the  weight  of  large  blue  sample- 
bags  of  Herr  Schmidt's  vegetable  drugs,  of  which  the  mingled 
■odours  suffused  the  apartment. 

"  Besides  our  own  district,"  Herr  Schmidt  proceeded, 
•"  Thuringia,  which  lies  close  to  our  doors,  also  supplies 
drugs,  but  mostly  cultivated  ones.  The  wild  drugs  from 
Tyrol,  which  is  the  only  other  large  district  competing  with 
our  own,  are  not  so  good  as  those  of  Bavaria,  always  ex- 
cepting gentian  and  one  or  two  others.  My  grandfather 
established  the  business  in  1828,  and  I  now  keep  about  400 
■collectors  who  find  employment  as  straw-plaiters  in  the 
"winter,  when  there  are  no  leaves  to  pull  or  roots  to  dig,  and 
•work  for  me  from  spring  to  autumn.  In  the  gathering- season 
<the  whole  family  (husband,  wife  and  youngsters  all  take  part 
in  the  work)  turn  out  about  5  in  the  morning,  and  return 
late  at  night.  The  work  is  not  difficult,  excepting  as  regards 
root-digging,  which  requires  some  expertness.  Drug-gather- 
dng  is  an  almost  hereditary  occupation  with  some  of  our 
peasants.  It  is  but  a  poorly-paid  work,  however,  as  the  low 
prices  at  which  most  of  the  goods  have  to  be  sold  make  it 
impossible  to  pay  high  rates,"  added  Herr  Schmidt,  to  whom 
-the  wages-should-govem-prices  theory  was  evidently  un- 
known. 

"  Is  there  no  law  against  the  destruction  of  mountain- 
plants  in  Bavaria,  as  there  is  in  Tyrol  and  parts  of  Switzer- 
iand "  I  asked. 

The  Inexteeminable  Drugs. 

"  Not  at  all,"  was  the  answer.  "  Besides,  most  herbs  are 
■so  plentiful  that  there  is  no  danger  of  their  extermination. 
And  you  cannot  extirpate  others,  do  what  you  wUl.  Take 
arnica,  for  instance,  one  of  our  chief  products.  Here  are  the 
flowers,  here  is  a  sample  of  the  leaf  (by  the  way,  I  think 
there  is  a  great  medicinal  future  for  arnica-leaves),  here  is 
the  root.  We  dig  it  year  after  year,  yet  it  shows  no  sign  of 
diminution.  Another  instance.  Iceland  moss  is  consumed 
in  enormous  quantities  in  France.  We  collect  it  by  waggon- 
loads  every  season,  mostly  from  underneath  the  cran-  and 
bilberry  bushes,  and  it  takes  half-a-century  to  exhaust  a  spot 
40  such  an  extent  that  the  leaves  become  too  small  for  com- 
mercial use.  Then  the  collectors  go  to  another  spot  and  leave 
•the  old  one  to  recuperate  for  a  while.  Bilberries  (^BacccB 
MyrtilloTum)  are  the  chief  crop  of  wild  fruit  gathered  on 
•our  hills,"  continued  Herr  Schmidt.  "  The  leaves,  of  which  I 
4iave  brought  a  sample,  have  lately  acquired  some  reputation  as 
.a  diabetes-remedy,  and  I  have  therefore  added  them  to  my  list. 
<Jranberrie8  are  a  highly  speculative  article.  Good  heavens, 
how  they  fluctuate  !  Some  years  ago  our  district  alone  used 
to  send  about  3,000  cwt.  a  year  to  France,  but  now  the  French 
<^ustom8  duty  has  stopped  that  business.  In  Germany, 
besides  being  used  as  a  preserve,  bilberries  are  in  high 
repute  as  a  prophylactic  in  cholera,  and  the  consumption  in 
Hamburg  last  year  was  enormous. 

"  Another  fruit  very  much  used  in  our  country  are  cran- 
iberries  (^Baccce  Vitis-idcpce'),  which  are  much  esteemed  as  a 
preserve.  There  are  four  or  five  factories  in  our  district 
which  have  for  their  sole  occupation  the  preparation  of  jam 
from  these  berries,  which  are  put  up  in  special  wooden  firkins 
closed  with  a  large  flat  cork. 

"  In  juniper-berries  we  cannot  compete  with  Italy,  and  for 
the  life  of  me  I  cannot  understand  how  the  Italians  can  sell 


these  berries  so  cheaply.  The  fruit  is  plentiful  with  us,  but 
it  takes  a  man  several  days  to  gather  a  hundredweight.  He 
has  to  spread  a  cloth  around  each  bush  and  knock  off  the 
fruit,  and  then  must  remove  the  foreign  matter  from  the 
fruit,  which,  when  brought  to  market  is  worth  only  about  6». 
or  7s.  per  cwt.,  a  price  which  even  in  our  low-wage  country 
is  not  remunerative." 

Deug-culttjee. 

"  Do  you  not  cultivate  any  drugs  at  all  ?  " 

"  Not  many.  Pray  remember  the  rigour  of  our  climate. 
At  the  end  of  October  the  thermometer  fell  to  an  equivalent 
of  18"  F.  We  have  seven  months  of  severe  winter,  and  five 
months  of  doubtful  summer,"and  Herr  Schmidt  looked  wistfully 
along  the  wind-swept  Embankment,  as  if  regretting  that  he 
would  soon  have  to  bid  good-bye  to  the  Paradisic  climate  of 
the  metropolis.  "  But  we  grow  Floras  verbasci  (mullein),  and 
altha^,  or  marshmallow,  which  is  planted  out  in  the  fields. 
Peppermint  we  cannot  grow,  but  I  import  it  from  Saxony 
and  Russia.  My  sample  of  mullein-flowers  hardly  does  the 
article  justice.  It  is  beginning  to  show  brown  spots,  and 
should  be  bright  golden  in  colour.  These  flowers  have  to  be 
handled  very  carefully,  and  must  be  kept  hermetically 
closed.  On  the  other  hand,  my  arnica-flowers  are  truly 
magnificent.  Did  you  ever  see  any  finer?  The  aroma  is 
wonderful.  The  packing  of  the  leaves  in  my  factory  is  a 
most  troublesome  work  ;  the  dust  generated  during  the 
packing  of  the  leaves  is  very  injurious  to  the  workpeople." 

"  What  is  your  principal  article  ?  " 

Ergot  of  Rye. 

"Ergot  of  rye,  far  and  away.  In  1892  my  turnover  ia 
ergot  was  about  1,500  cwt.,  and  I  have  always  from  80  to 
100  cwt.  in  stock.  These  are  the  samples— quite  as  bold  as 
Spanish,  but  lacking,  of  course,  the  peculiar  bluish  colour  of 
that  variety.  There  seems  to  be  some  prejudice  against  our 
ergot  in  this  country — or  rather,  let  me  say,  one  in  favour  of 
Spanish.  Why,  I  cannot  say.  The  article  in  which  I  deal  is 
produced  in  Bavaria  and  in  Bohemia,  and  as  a  rule  there  is 
plenty,  but  this  year  the  crop  with  us  has  been  very  small. 
They  say  that  the  Americans  use  almost  exclusively  Spanish 
ergot.  Well,  all  I  can  say  is  that  I  ship  mine  by  the  ton  to 
Hamburg,  and  where  should  it  go  to  from  there  if  not  to  the 
States  1  I  am  now  going  to  test  the  London  markets,  and 
have  made  arrangements  to  place  parcels  of  the  drug  in  sale 
regularly  for  some  time." 

"  Is  not  ergot  a  dangerous  article  to  keep  in  stock,  on 
account  of  its  liability  to  deterioration  ?  " 

"  Not  if  you  handle  it  carefully.  When  I  receive  my  sup- 
plies from  the  collectors  I  put  the  drug  into  the  desiccator  for 
about  two  days.  After  that  it  is  sifted  and  sorted  in  two 
sizes,  and  stacked  in  barns.  It  has  to  be  bulked  and  spread 
out  upon  the  floor  frequently,  and  periodically  I  inspect  each 
sack  and  put  my  hand  dewn  it  as  far  as  possible.  If  any  dust 
adheres  to  my  arm,  the  worm  is  in  the  drug,  and  it  requires 
to  be  put  into  the  desiccator  at  once. 

'  "  And  then  there  is  always  this  trouble — that  just  at  the 
time  when  the  corn  begins  to  flower  the  old  stock  of  ergot  in 
the  bam  will  begin  to  'work' — to  ferment — and  has  to  be 
spread  out  on  the  floor.  The  same  habit  may  be  observed  in 
old  stocks  of  cranberries,  which  ferment  to  such  a  degree 
that  they  begin  to  smoke  when  the  flowering- time  of  the 
cranberry-bushes  comes  round." 

The  Export  Trade. 

"  Only  a  comparatively  small  number  of  my  articles  are 
used  in  this  country.  Angelica,  rad.  Irvistioi,  belladonna 
leaves  and  root,  lupulin,  aconite,  and  Iceland  moss  are  the 
principal  drugs  for  Great  Britain.  Unfortunately  cheapness 
appears  to  be  the  chief  consideration  with  the  English 
buyers — at  any  rate,  so  far  as  I  can  judge  at  present.  When 
I  have  thoroughly  tested  the  market  I  may  feel  compelled  to 
revise  my  opinion.  In  France,  on  the  other  hand,  where  I 
have  many  excellent  customers,  druggists  do  not  mind  what 
prices  they  pay  so  long  as  they  get  good  quality.  Linden- 
flowers — for  the  famous  French  tisane — Iceland  moss, 
angelica,  arnica,  coltsfoot  flowers,  and  ergot  of  rye  are  some 
of  the  chief  articles  for  the  French  market. 

"  In  Germany  I  sell  large  quantities  to  wholesale  druggists 
and  to  the  botanical  drug- houses,  but  I  do  not  deal  with 
retailers." 
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"  It  seems  somewhat  singular 
that  an  important  trade  like 
that  cf  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  should  hove  re" 
mained  so  long  without  a 
special  Almauaok.  The  pre- 
sent attempt  to  supply  this 
want  has  been  greatly  aided 

by  the  advice  and  assistance  of  numerous  friends,  to  whom  the  Editor 
wishes  to  offer  his  best  thanks." 


0  ran  the  preface  to  The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Almanack  and  Phakmacbu- 
TICAL  Text-book,  1869.  We  take  np  the 
tiny  octavo  volume  with  something  more 
than  interest,  for  it  was  the  first  trade  diary 
ever  published — the  mother  of  a  genus  from 
which,  in  the  coarse  of  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, many  species  have  evolved.  The  growth 
of  the  mother  is  our  present  concern.  Some  of  our  subscribers 
have  recently  told  us  that  they  have  the  Diabibs  from  the  be- 
ginning, and  to  such  the  row  of  six-and-twenty  is  a  graphic 
exposition  of  progress.  To  the  left  are  the  small  octavo 
volumes  for  1869  and  1870,  the  latter  an  almanac  without  a 
"  k,"  in  sumptuous  green-cloth  binding  and  gilt  edges.  Then 
comes  the  1871  "Almanac  and  Diary,"  in  royal  octavo, 
chocolate  boards  and  red  edges ;  and,  following  this,  the  row  of 
volumes  uniform  in  size  with  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist. 
These  latter  show  a  steady  expansion  in  thickness  from  the 
hundred  pages  odd  of  the  1872  DiABT  to  the  475  which  figure 
in  the  volume  for  the  current  year. 

The  labour,  in  oflSce  and  sanctum,  which  is  bound  up  with 
these  volumes  only  those  who  have  taken  part  in  it  can 
appreciate,  and  for  them  the  constant  and  steady  growth 
manifested  is  the  factor  which  sweetens  the  labour. 

It  was  our  custom  in  ^  early  times  to  invite  special  con- 
tributions from  leading  "pharolaoists.  Thus,  in  1870,  Mr. 
Daniel  Hanbury  F.R.S.,  wrote  on  "  The  Price  of  Medicines," 
Professor  Attfield  on  "  Urine  Testing,"  and  contributions 
from  Mr.  G.  F.  Schacht  and 
Mr.  Joseph  Ince  also  appeared 
in  it.  Mr.  William  A.  Tilden, 
B.Sc,  at  that  time  demon- 
strator of  practical  chemistry 
at  Bloomsbury  Square,  was  of 
considerable  assistance  to  us, 
and  with  the  aid  of  such  men 
what  we  now  designate  the 
special  Diaby  treatise  was 
gradually  evolved.  The  groups 
of  reference-matter  are  prac- 
tically the  same  now  as  then, 
which  is  an  excellent  proof  of 
the  value  of  the  choice  and  the 
utility  of  the  matter  to  the 
trade. 

The  production  of  the  Diaby 
is  new  one  of  the  most 
onerous  duties  falling  upon  our 
staff.  AU  the  work  for  it, 
both  in  the  literary  and  pub- 
lishing departments,  must  be 
done  without  in  the  least  dis- 
turbing the  prompt  preparation 
and  despatch  of  the  weekly 
issues  of  The  Chemist  and 
Dbuggist.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  five  weeks  preceding 
October  30, 1893,  was  the  whole 
time  available  for  preparing  the 
Diaby  for  the  present  year. 


If  we  follow  the  pub- 
lisher's share  of  the  work 
we  note  that  ere  the 
summer  months  have 
gone  he  has  arranged 
for  the  manufacture  of 
the  various  kinds  of 
paper  used  in  the 
Diaby — so  much  of  the  white,  yellow,  pink,  and  crimson 
used  for  the  printed  matter ;  ruled  writing-paper  and  blot- 
ting-paper for  the  Diaby  pages — all  being  made  specially 
for  the  purpose.  Paper  for  the  wrappers  is  also  specially 
made  and  printed ;  and  the  contract  for  binding  is  so  im- 
portant in  magnitude  and  stringent  in  conditions  as  to 
require  settlement  long  before  the  work  of  making  up  the 
Diaby  is  actually  begun.  The  necessity  for  this  will  be 
appreciated  when  we  speak  of  the  last  hours  of  the  labour. 
As  it  stands,  the  boards  of  the  1894  Diaby  enclose  a  total  of 
518  advertisements.    These  comprise  : —

Orders  for  most  of  these  have  to  be  obtained  and  copy  for 
all  of  them  arranged  by  advertisers  and  set  up  by  our 
printers  during  the  month  of  October.  It  would  be  unpar- 
donable for  us  to  comment  upon  the  whole-souled  efforts  of 
the  publisher's  staff  in  accomplishing  this  journalistic  feat ; 
the  only  thing  we  need  say  is  that  their  devotion  to  their 
work  is  shown  by  the  results  and  the  fact  that  changes  on 
our  staff  rarely  occur.    But  it  is  only  when 

The  Closing-day 
arrives  that  the  most  serious  work  beg^s,  which  was 
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October  28  last  year,  and  by 
that  time  the  editorial  btaff 
had  prepared,  made-up,  and 
passed  the  literary  matter 
,om  prised  in  pages  137-144, 
173-204,  and  355-386;  the 
diary  pages  were  arranged 
and  printed,  and  most  of  the 
advertisements  were  in  type, 
but  they  were  a  chaotic  mass 
weighing  exactly  10,140  lbs. 
(4^  tons)  of  type-metal.  To 
reduce  this  mass  to  definite 
order,  to  classify  and  provide 
for  the  positions  of  all  these 
advertisements,  to  ariange 
different  styles  pleasingly, 
and  to  produce  a  thoroughly 
interesting  and  useful  trade- 
directory  from  the  hetero- 
geneous material  falls  to  the 
personal  care  of  the  publisher. 
The  "  make-up,"as  it  is  tech- 
nically called,  is  a  mystery  to 
his  editorial  colleagues  and  a 
marvel  to  the  printers.  The 
latter  get  it  all  page  by  ppge, 
neatly  mapped  out  in  blue 
pencil,  and  by  Monday 
morning,  October  30,  we

with  a  photographer  to  get  a 
few  impressions  of  the  scenes. 

All  the  district  round  New  Street  Square,  E.G.,  throbs  with 
the  heart-beats  of  printing-machines.  It  is  fringed  by  the 
offices  of  the  great  London  daily  newspapers,  and  in  the 
courts  and  ianes  which  radiate  from  it  periodical  literature 
of  all  kinds  emanates  to  the  world.  Messrs.  Spotliswoode 
&  Co.'s  works  are  the  most  notable  in  the  district.  They 
extend  from  St.  Andrew  Street  on  the  east  to  New  Street 
Square  on  the  west.  We  cannot  guess  how  many  men 
and  women  they  give  employment  to,  but  the  workers  are 
so  numerous  that  the  firm  concern  themselves  with 
their  social  and  spiritual  welfare,  a  chaplain  and  a  schoolmaster 
being  on  the  salaried  staff.  The  Spottiswoode  Institute,  a 
private  dwelling-house  close  by,  contains  reading,  music, 
recreation  and  billiard  rooms  for  the  free  use  of  the  employ  68. 
The  works   also  have   their  own   commissariat,  with  a

staff  of  cooks  and  waiters  to  serve  dinner  and  tea  to  com- 
positors, &c.  These  facts  indicate  the  magnitude  of  the 
operations  undertaken  by  this  firm  as  plainly  as  statistics 
could  do.  Messrs.  Spottiswoode  &  Co.  print  more  than  a 
hundred  periodicals,  and  their  book- work  is  almost  an  in- 
calculable quantity.  In  their  offices  one  rubs  shoulders  occa- 
sionally with  some  of  the  noted  writers  of  the  day  ;  indeed, 
there  are  few  leading  men  in  literature  and  sjience  between 
whom  and  the  New  Street  Square  office  proofs  have  not 
passed  at  some  time  or  other.  Lord  Macaulay,  Lord 
BeaconsQeld,  Mr.  Gladstone,  Mr.  Herbert  Spencer,  and 
Professor  Huxley  may  be  mentioned  as  amongst  them. 
But  even  Messrs.  Spottiswoode  &  Co.  have  not  many  single 
jobs  which  utilise  their  resources  more  exhaustively  than  The

The  whole  of  the  sheets 
have  to  be  made  up  and 
printed  within  two  days,  and 
that  involved  la^st  October  the 
exclusive  use  of  nineteen 
printing-machines.  This 
takes  us,  however,  from  the 
story  of  the 

Make-up. 

With  the  publisher's 
scheme  before  them  the  "  cap- 
tains "of  our  Diaey  "chapel" 
set  to  work  on  Monday  morn- 
ing, and  about  11  o'clock  we 
were  told  that  a  sheet  of  the 
ad  vert  i»emen  ts  (32  pages)  had 
already  been  put  into  foimes 
and  sent  down  to  the  machine- 
room.  We  may  explain  the 
process  briefly.  For  the  32 
pages  four  formes  are  re- 
quired, each  to  hold  8  pages 
of  the  type.  The  formes  are 
strong  frames  of  steel,  and 
after  the  headlines  have  been 
put  on  the  advertisements 
they  are  placed  on  an  iron- 
topped  table  within  the 
formes,  interspaces  are  filled 
with  "furniture,"  the  quantity 
and  size  of  which  basal)  been 
calculated  by  the  "  captain  ' 
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to  a  nicety,  so  thiit  the  exact 
amount  for  the  complete  job 
is  furnished  by  the  store- 
keeper. After  the  "  furni- 
ture" is  placed  in  position 
wedges  are  inserted  and  ham- 
mered in  with  a  wooden  mal- 
let, as  one  of  the  men  is  doing 
in  the  foreground  of  the  first 
picture.  The  whole  arrange- 
ment is  then  like  one  mass  of 
metal,  so  that  it  can  be  han- 
dled any  way  without  the 
type  being  displaced. 

For  the  "  Buyers'  Guide  ' 
we  had  determined  upon 
adopting  the  simple  index 
from  this  year,  and  as  that 
necessitated  doing  the  vvoik 
alter  the  Diary  pages  were 
complete,  the  compilation 
could  not  begin  until  the  af- 
ternoon of  Monday,  Octo- 
ber 30.  Our  assistant  editors 
set  to  woik  then,  their  in- 
structions being  to  provide 
the  compositors  with  copy  on 
the  Tuesday  night.  They  had 
thought  out  a  good  working 
system,  and  had  drawn  up  an 
alphabetical  skeleton.  Then 
every  page  of  the  advertise- 
ments was  exa  mined  and  every 
article  advertised  was  entered, 

with  the  page  on  which  it  occurred.  There  are  5,266  references 
in  the,"  Guide  "  as  printed,  but  in  the  course  of  editing  about 
a  page  of  cross-references  had  to  be  sacrificed  in  order  to 
get  the  "  Guide  "  within  the  allotted  space,  so  that  6,000

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may  be  put  down  as  the  numV)er  of  references  which  had 
been  collated  within  the  two  days. 

While  our  assistant  editors  were  making  a  digest  of  the 
advertisements  the  printing-machines  were  rattling  away 
downstairs.    The  work 

In  the  Machine-rooms 
is  not  purely  mechanical.  Our  printing  is  done  "on  the 
flat,"  and,  therefore,  from  the  actual  type.  When  the  formes 
are  received  from  the  composing-room  the  printers  or 
machinemen  have  to  "doctor"  them  considerably  before 
they  are  suitable  for  printing.  Many  little  things  occcr 
which  cause  delay,  so  while  the  printing  lasted  it  was  an 
exciting  time.  Our  contracts  were  to  deliver  complete  and 
bdund  copies  of  the  Diary  on  board  the  s.s.  Arcadia  for  our 
Austialian  fubsoibers  by  Monday,  November  6,  and  every 
hour  and  minute  from  November  2  until  that  day  was  valuable 
to  the  bookbinders.  So  well  was  the  thing  managed  by  the 
19  machines  and  50  printers  that,  though  the  last  sheet  went 
to  press  at  midnight  on  November  1,  we  learnt  on  the 
morning  following  that  the  first  instalment  of  1,600  complete 
sets  of  sheets  had  been  delivered  to  the  binders,  and  by 
noon  that  day  bound  copies  of  the  Diary  were  available. 
After  leaving  the  machine- room  the  sheets  pass  through  the 
warehouse,  which  is  the  only  department  wherein

Doling  the  night  men  are  engaged  in  folding  the  sheets 
of  'I  UE  t'niOMisT  AND  DRUGGIST  for  home  subscribers,  as 
it  is  contiary  to  law  for  women  to  he  engaged  after  8  p.m. 
When  the  latler  come  in  on  Friday  mornings  they  are  in  time 
to  fold  the  foreign  and  colonial  copies  for  the  afternoon 
mails.    And  now  we  go  to 

The  Bookbinding  Factory 
and  take  a  photograph  there  (shown  above)  while  the 
Diary  is  in  hand.  Some  fifty  folders  and  binders  are 
delegated  to  bind  the  Dtary,  their  firs-t  duty  being  to  cut 
and  fold  the  sheets  and  put  them  in  the  order  of  the  "signa- 
tures," which  are  the  mysteiioiis  letters  at  the  bottom  right- 
hand  corners  of  the  pages.  Deft  hands  stitch  the  sheets, 
piece  them  together  with  a  strip  of  glued  calico  at  the 
back,  but  before  that  each  set  of  the  pages  goes  into 
a  mammoth  hydraulic  press,  in  which  the  bulk  is  reduced 
enormously,  and  the  printed  surface  made  smooth  and 
shining.  Then  comes  the  boarding  part  of  the  work,  and 
before  the  week-end  we  were  told  that  the  colonial  consign- 
ment was  ready  for  shipment.  Our  Australasian  Diaries 
filled  five  large  tin-lintd  caocs,  5  feet  long  by  about  the 
same  width  and  depth.

fx  the  Decern  tier  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  a  piece  of  unreported  business  was  trans- 
acted which  should  make  that  occasion  famous 
^  in  the  annals  of  the  Society. 
Ss  The  ordinary  day's  business  had  been  disposed 
of,  luncheon  was  waiting  in  Galen  Place,  and 
several  members  were  preparing  to  escape  from 
the  metropolis,  when  the  President  announced 
the  important  fact  that  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Camerarian  was  waiting  in  an  adjoining  room, 
and  wanted  to  "  show  them  up,"  but  this  time  with  bene- 
volent intentions  only.  Was  it  the  pleasure  of  the  gentle- 
men present  to  submit  to  this  indignity  7 


Not  a  word,  not  a  thought  of  objection  passed  through 
that  Council- room.  Not  a  man  there  who  did  not  love  his 
Chemist  and  Dbuogist  well  enough  to  sacrifice  his  early 


train,  his  luncheon,  his  business,  his  family,  and  whatever  of 
personal  vanity  he  may  have  possessed,  if  by  any  of  these 
means  he  could  add  to  the  attractions  of  the  Winter 
Number. 

The  Camera,  therefore,  was  invited  to  enter  the  sacred 
chamber.  It  took  up  a  position  at  the  window  end  of  the 
room,  straddled  its  skimpy  legs,  opened  its  cunning  eye,  and 
surveyed  its  victims,  while  it  transferred  their  lineaments 
to  its  own  unprejudiced  bosom.  Twenty  of  the  twenty-one 
councillors  were  present,  and  the  Secretary  makes  the 
twenty-first  in  the  group.  The  absent  member  was  Mr 
Newsholme,  of  Sheffield,  whose  portrait  we  append  on  this 
page  so  as  to  make  the  record  complete. 

This  is  the  first  time  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  repre- 
sent our  pharmaceutical  parliament  in  session.  The  optical 
laws  which  govern  photographic  operations  compel  us,  much 
against  our  will,  to  exhibit  some  of  the  best  men  in  com- 
parative insignificance ;  but  every  member  is  easUy  recog- 
nisable in  our  picture.  The  light  was  not  too  good  when  it  was 
taken,  and  a  two-minutes'  exposure  was  necessary.  One  coun- 
cillor laughingly  remarked  when  the  ordeal  was  over  that  this 
was  probably  the  longest  time  that  the  President  had  ever 
been  still,  except  in  his  sleep,  since  he  came  into  office. 
However  this  may  be,  we  may  claim  to  have  accomplished 
the  feat  of  inducing  the  whole  of  the  Council  to  "look 
pleasant "  for  this  once  at  all  events,  the  anxieties  of  their 
responsible  position  notwithstanding. 

We  append  a  key-blook,  by  the  aid  of  which  all  the  por 
traits  can  be  readily  identified.  The  Council-room  is  adorned 
with  a  number  of  portraits  in  oil,  some  of  considerable  value. 
Our  photograph,  it  will  be  seen,  takes  in  seven  of  these.  The 
others  on  the  walls  are  those  of  Professor  Redwood,  Mr. 
Bottle,  Henry  Deane,  and  John  Williams.

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HISTOLOGICAL  PHARMACOGNOSY. 
A  Rhminisoenoh  op  thb  Lath  Pkofbssob  Maisoh. 


^HE  importance  of  combining  practical  histology 
with  the  teaching  of  materia  medica  has 
lately  been  recognised  in  this  country,  and 
there  is  now  a  fair  prospect  that  a  knowledge 
of  the  minute  structure  of  drugs  will  be  as 
general  amongst  pharmacists  as  familiarity  with  ohemioal 


to  the  professor's  modest  remarks  regarding  their  good 
points.  These  photographs  he  only  used  in  class  when  the 
optical  lantern  could  not  be  employed,  and  it  was  by  the 
latter  method  that  he  chiefly  illustrated  his  lectures.  It 
worked  exceedingly  well,  and  the  enlarged  sections  were 
found  to  be  a  material  aid  to  the  students. 

The  three  illustrations  which  accompany  this  note  are  re- 
productions from  cabinet  photographs  which  our  represen- 
tative received  from  the  professor,  and  he  promised,  when 
he  had  completed  the  classification,  which  he  was  then 
engaged  in,  to  supply  ns  with  some  notes  on  the  subject. 
That,  unhappily,  his  death  has  frustrated.  The  descriptions 
appended  to  the  sections  are  from  "  Pharmacographia."

tests.  Perhaps  no  teacher  of  materia  medica  valued  this 
method  of  teaching  more  than  the  late  Professor  John 
M.  Maisch,  of  Philadelphia.  One  of  our  staff,  while  visiting 
the  United  States  last  summer,  received  from  the  veteran 
professor  a  kindly  note,  in  which  he  suggested  a  conversation 
on  this  subject,  and  in  response  to  his  invitation  our  col- 
league called  at  the  professor's  home.  Dr.  Maisch  had  been 
out  botanising  that  day  with  a  few  of  his  most  enthusiastic 
"  boys,"  as  he  called  his  students,  and  it  was  difficult  to 
say  whether  it  was  the  physical  exhaustion  of  the  day's 
excursion,  or  the  insidious  ravages  of  the  disease  from 
which  he  was  snfEering,  that  gave  the  stalwart  man  his 
wan  appearance ;  but  as  soon  as  he  commenced  to  speak 
of  his  work  in  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  his 
eye  brightened,  and  one  could  see  how  devoted  he  was  to 
his  duties. 

Students  of  materia  medica  know  that  Professor  Maisch 
gave  prominence  to  the  histological  structure  of  drugs  in  his 
works  on  pharmacognosy,  and  following  what  he  did  in  this 
connection  in  his  "  Students'  Manual,"  he  determined  at  the 
first  opportunity  to  introduce  illustrations  in  his  lectures. 
That  had  been  accomplished  for  several  sessions  before  the 
date  of  the  visit,  and  it  is  pathetic  to  recall  that  the  pro- 
fessor spoke  of  adding  to  this  instruction  in  the  College  the 
preparation  of  specimens  by  students  themselves. 

He  explained,  in  reply  to  a  question  as  to  the  origin  of 
his  system  of  instruction,  that  on  his  last  visit  to  Europe  he 
became  acquainted  with  a  clever  microsoopist  in  Germany, 
who  undertook  to  supply  him  with  mounted  sections  of  the 
drugs  in  oommon  use  or  recognised  by  Pharmacopoeias.  Of 
these  he  received  several  hundreds,  many  of  them  in  dupli- 
cate, and  these  were  reproduced  in  photograph  by  his  sons 
— Mr.  Fred.  Maisch,  a  professional  photographer,  and  Dr. 
H.  C.  C.  Maisch,  a  pharmacist.  It  was  a  peculiar  pleasure 
to  examine  a  pile  of  the  cabinet  photographs  and  to  listen

transverse  section  the  flbro-vaaoular  bundles  are  restricted  to  the 
central  part,  and  surrounded  b;  a  brown  ring  consisting  of  one 
row  of  prismatic  cells.

These  bundles  asjume  a 
greenish-black  hue  with  alcoholic  ferric  chloride. 

We  believe  that  Professor  Maisch's  collection  of  materia- 
medica  photographs  is  one  of  the  most  complete  in  existence. 
It  would  be  a  pity  if  it  were  lost  to  the  pharmaceutical  world 
At  one  time  Dr.  H.  C.  C.  Mai.sch  and  Mr.  Fred.  Maisch 
contemplated  publishing  them  in  book  form  with  -suitable 
descriptions,  and  we  hope  that  that  may  litill  be  possible. 
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T  has  been  said  in  the  London 
papers  that  the  dissolution  of  the 
Soho    Anarchist    League  was 
caused  by  want  of  funds.  This 
is  very  far  from  being  the  case. 
An  Anarchist  League  has  no  need 
for  funds,  and  so  long  as  there  is 
money  enough   to  buy    beer  the 
League  is  sure  of  continued  exist- 
ence. The  truth  about  the  scattering 
of  the  Soho  organisation  was  told 
me  by  a    young  newspaper-man 
who  was  chairman  at    the  last 

meeting. 

The  young  man  was  not  an  Anarchist,  though  he  had  to 
pretend  to  be  one  in  the  interests  of  his  paper,  and  so 
joined  the  Soho  League, 
where  he  made  some  fiery 
speeches  that  were  much  ap- 
plauded. At  last  Anarchist 
news  became  a  drug  in  the 
market,  and  the  editor  of  the 
paper  young  Marshall  Simkins 
belonged  to,  told  him  that  he 
would  now  have  to  turn  his 
attention  to  Parliamentary 
work,  as  be  would  print  no 
more  Anarchist  news  in  the 
sheet. 

One  might  think  that  young 
Simkins  would  have  been  glad 
to  get  rid  of  his  Anarchist 
work,  as  he  had  no  love  fc. 
the  cause.  He  was  glad  to 
get  rid  of  it,  but  he  found 
some  difficulty  in  sending  in 
his  resignation.  The  moment 
he  spoke  of  resigning  the 
members  became  suspicious  of 
him.  He  had  always  been 
rather  better  dressed  than  the 
others,  and,  besides,  he  drank 

less  beer.  If  a  man  wishes  to  be  in  good  standing  in  the 
League  he  must  not  be  fastidious  as  to  dre^s,  and  he  must 
be  constructed  to  hold  at  least  a  gallon  of  beer  at  a  sitting. 
Simkins  was  merely  a  "  quart  "  man,  and  this  would  have 
told  against  him  all  along  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  extra 
gunpowder  he  put  in  his  speeches.  On  several  occasions 
seasoned  Anarchists  had  gathered  about  him  and  begged 
him  to  give  up  his  designs  on  the  Parliament  buildings. 

The  older  heads  claimed  that,  desirable  as  was  the  oblitera- 
tion of  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  the  time  was  not  yet  ripe 
for  it.    England,  they  pointed  out,  was  the  only  place  where 


Anarchists  could  live  and  talk  unmolested,  po,  while  they 
were  quite  anxious  that  Simkins  should  go  and  blow  up 
Vienna,  Berlin,  or  Paris,  they  were  not  willing  for  him  to 
begin  on  London.  Simkins  vras  usually  calmed  down  with 
much  difficulty,  and  finally,  after  hissing,  "  Cowards  1 "  two  or 
three  times  under  his  breath,  he  concluded  with,  "  Oh,  very 
well,  then,  you  know  better  than  I  do — I  am  only  a  young 
recruit ;  but  allow  me  at  least  to  blow  up  Waterloo  Bridge, 
or  spring  a  bomb  in  Fleet  Street,  just  to  show  that  we  are  up 
and  doing." 

But  this  the  Anarchists 
would  not  sanction.  If  he 
wanted  to  blow  up  bridges, 
he  could  try  his  hand  on 
those  across  the  Seine.  They 
had  given  their  word  that 
there  would  be  no  explosions 
in  London  so  long  as  England 
afEorded  them  an  asylum, 

"But  look  at  Trafalgar 
Square,"  cried  Simkins  an- 
grily ;  "  we  are  not  allowed  to 
meet  there." 

"  Who  wants  to  meet 
there  ?  "  said  the  chairman. 
"  It  is  ever  so  much  more 
comfortable  in  these  rooms, 
and  there  is  no  beer  in  Tra- 
falgar Square."  "Yes,  ye««," 
put  in  several  others  ;  "  the 
time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  it." 
Thus  was  Simkins  calmed 
down,  and  beer  allowed  to 
flow  again  in  tranquillity, 
while  some  foreign  Anarchist, 
who  was  not  allowed  to  set 
foot  in  his  native  country,  would  get  up  and  harangue  the 
crowd  in  broken  English  and  tell  them  what  great  things 
would  yet  be  done  by  dynamite. 

But  when  Simkins  sent  in  his  resignation  a  change  came 
over  their  feelings  towards  him,  and  he  saw  at  once  that  he 
was  a  marked  man.  The  chairman,  in  a  whisper,  advised 
him  to  withdraw  his  resignation.  So  Simkins,  who  was  a 
shrewd  young  fellow,  understanding  the  temper  of  the 
assembly,  arose  and  said  - 

"I  have  no  desire  to  resign,  but  you  do  nothing  except 
talk,  and  I  want  to  belong  to  an  Anarchist  Society  that  acts.' 
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He  stayed  away  from  the  next  meetiog,  and  tried  to  drop 
thetu  in  that  way,  but  a  committee  from  the  League  called 
apon  him  at  his  lodgings,  and  his  landlady  thought  that 
young  Simkins  had  got  into  bad  ways  when  he  had  such 
evil-looking  men  visiting  him. 

Simkins  was  in  a  dilemma,  and  could  not  think  what  to 
do  The  Anarchists  apparently  were  not  to  be  shaken  off. 
He  applied  to  his  editor  for  advice  on  the  situation,  but  that 
good  man  could  think  of  no  way  out  of  the  trouble. 

"  You  ought  to  have  known  better,"  he  said,  "  than  to  mix 
up  with  such  people." 

"  But  how  was  I  to  get  the  news  1 "  asked  Simkins,  with 
some  indignation.  The  editor  shrugged  his  shoulders.  That 
was  not  his  part  of  the  business ;  and  if  the  Anarchists  chose 
to  make  things  uncomfortable  for  the  young  man,  he  could 
not  help  it. 

Simkins'  fellow-lodger,  a  student  who  was  studying 
chemistry  in  London,  noticed  that  the  reporter  was  becoming 
gaunt  with  anxiety. 

"  Simkins,"  said  Sedlitz  to  him  one  morning,  "  you  are 
haggard  and  careworn :  what  is  the  matter  with  you  ? 
Are  you  in  love,  or  is  it  merely  debt  that  is  bothering  yon  ? " 

"  Neither,"  replied  Simkins. 

"  Then  cheer  up,"  said  Sedlitz. 
"  If  one  or  the  other  is  not  bothering 
you,  then  anything  else  is  easily 
remedied." 

"  I  am  not  so  sure  of  that,"  re- 
joined Simkins  ;  and  then  he  sat 
down  and  told  his  friend  just  what 
was  troubling  him. 

"  Ah,"  said  Sedlitz, "  that  accounts 
for  it.  There  has  been  a  ruflianly- 
looking  man  marching  up  and  down 
watching  this  house.  They  are  on 
your  track,  Simkins,  my  boy,  and 
when  they  discover  that  you  are  a 
reporter,  and  therefore  necessarily  a 
traitor,  you  will  be  nabbed  some 
dajk  night." 

"  Well  that's  encouraging,"  said 
Simkins,  with  his  head  in  bis  hands. 

"  Are  these  Anarchists  brave  men, 
and  would  they  risk  their  lives  in 
any  undertaking  ? "  asked  Sedlitz. 

"  Oh  I  don't  know.  They  talk 
enough,  but  I  don't  know  what  they 
would  do.  They  are  quite  capable, 
though,  of  tripping  me  up  in  a  dark  alley." 

"  Look  here,"  said  Sedlitz,  "  suppose  you  let  me  try  a  plan. 
Let  me  give  them  a  lecture  on  the  Chemistry  of  Anarchy. 
It's  a  fascinating  subject." 

"  What  good  would  that  do  ? " 

"  Oh,  wait  till  you  have  heard  the  lecture.  It  I  don't  make 
the  hair  of  some  of  them  stand  on  end,  they  are  braver  men 
than  I  expect  them  to  be.  We  have  a  large  room  in 
Clement's  Inn,  where  we  students  meet  to  try  experiments 
and  smoke  tobacco.  It  is  half  club,  and  half  a  lecture-room. 
Now,  I  propose  to  get  those  Anarchists  in  there,  lock  the 
doors,  and  tell  them  something  about  djmamite  and  other 
explosives.  You  give  out  that  I  am  an  Anarchist  from 
America.  Tell  them  that  the  doors  will  be  locked  to  prevent 
police  interference,  and  that  there  will  be  a  barrel  of  beer. 
You  can  introduce  me  as  a  man  from  America,  where  they 
know  as  much  about  Anarchism  in  ten  minutes  as  they  do 
here  in  ten  years.  Tell  them  that  I  have  spent  my  life  in 
the  study  of  explosives.  I  will  have  to  make  up  a 
little,  but  you  know  that  I  am  a  very  good  amateur 
actor,  and  I  don't  think  there  will  be  any  trouble  about 
that.    At  the  last  you  must  tell  them  that  you  have  an  ap-

pointment  and  will  leave  me  to  amuse  them  for  a  couple  of 
hours." 

"  But  I  don't  see  what  good  it  is  all  going  to  do,  though  I 
am  desperate  "  said  Simkins,  "  and  willing  to  try  anything. 
I  have  thought  some  of  firing  a  bomb  off  myself  at  an 
Anarchist  meeting." 

When  the  Friday  night  of  meeting  arrived  the  large  hall 
in  Clement's  Inn  was  filled  to  the  doors.  Those  assembled 
there  saw  a  platform  at  one  end  of  the  apartment,  and  a  door 
that  led  from  it  to  a  room  at  the  back  of  the  hall.  A  table 
was  on  the  platform,  and  boxes,  chemical  apparatus,  and 
other  scientific-looking  paraphernalia  were  on  it.  At  the  hour 
of  eight  young  Simkins  appeared  before  the  table  alone. 

"  Fellow  Anarchists,"  he  said,  "  you  are  all  well  aware 
that  I  am  tired  of  the  great  amount  of  talk  we  do  and  the 
little  action  which  follows  it.  I  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  secure  the  co-operation  of  an  Anarchist  from  America, 
who  will  tell  you  something  of  the  cause  there.  We  have 
had  the  doors  locked,  and  those  who  keep  the  keys  are  now 
down  at  the  entrance  of  the  Inn,  so  that  if  a  fire  should 
occur  they  can  quickly  come  and  let  us  out.  There  is  no 
great  danger  of  fire,  however,  but  the  interruption  of  the 
police  must  be  guarded  against  very 
carefully.  The  windows,  as  you  see, 
are  shuttered  and  barred,  and  no  ray 
of  light  can  penetrate  from  this 
room  outside.  Until  the  lecture  is 
over  no  one  can  leave  the  room,  and 
by  the  same  token  no  one  can  enter 
it,  which  is  more  to  the  purpose. 

"  My  friend.  Professor  Josiah  P. 
Slivers,  has  devoted  his  life  to  the 
chemistry  of  Anarchy,  which  is  the 
title  of  this  lecture.  He  will  tell 
you  of  some  important  discoveries, 
which  are  now  to  be  made  known  for 
the  first  time.  I  regpret  to  say  that 
the  Professor  is  not  in  a  very  good 
state  of  health,  because  the  line  rif 
life  which  he  has  adopted  has  its 
drawbacks.  His  left  eye  has  been 
blown  away  by  a  premature  explosion 
during  his  experiments.  His  right 
leg  is  also  permanently  disabled. 
His  left  arm,  as  you  wiU  notice,  is  in 
a  sling,  having  been  injured  by  a 
little  disaster  in  his  workshop  since 
he  came  to  London.  He  is  a  man, 
as  you  will  see,  devoted  body  and  soul  to  the  cause,  so  I  hope 
you  will  listen  to  him  attentively.  I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to 
remain  with  you  to-night,  having  other  duties  to  perform 
which  are  imperative.  I  will  therefore,  if  you  will  permit 
me,  leave  by  the  back  entrance  after  I  have  introduced  the 
Professor  to  you." 

At  this  moment  the  stumping  of  a  wooden  le^  was  heard, 
and  those  in  the  audience  saw  appear  a  man  on  crutches, 
with  one  arm  in  a  sling  and  a  bandage  over  an  eye,  although 
he  beamed  upon  them  benevolently  with  the  other. 

" Fellow  Anarchists,"  said  Simkins,  "allow  me  to  intro- 
to  you  Professor  Josiah  P.  Slivers,  of  the  United  States." 

The  Professor  bowed  and  the  audience  applauded.  As 
soon  as  the  applause  began  the  Professor  held  up  his  nn- 
maimed  arm  and  said,  "  Gentlemen,  I  beg  that  you  will  not 
applaud." 

It  seems  the  fashion  in  America  to  address  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men  as  "Gentlemen."  The  Professor  con- 
tinued, "  I  have  here  some  explosives  so  sensitive  that  the 
slightest  vibration  will  cause  them  to  go  off,  and  I  therefore 
ask  you  to  listen  in  silence  to  what  I  have  to  say.  I  must 
particularly  ask  you  also  not  to  stamp  on  the  floor." 
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Before  these  renarks  were  concluded  Simkins  had  slid  out 
by  the  back  entrance,  and  somehow  his  desertion  seemed  to 
have  a  depressing;  effect  upon  the  company,  who  looked  upon 
the  broken-up  Professor  with  eyes  of  wonder  and  appre- 
hension. 

The  Professor  drew  towards  him  one  of  the  boxes  and 
epeued  the  lid.     He  dipped  his  one  useful  hand  into  the

box  and,  holding  it  aloft,  he  allowed  something  which  looked 
.like  wet  sawdust  to  drip  through  his  fingers.  "That, 
gentlemen,"  he  said,  with  an  air  of  the  utmost  contempt, 
"  is  what  is  known  to  the  world  as  dynamite.  I  have  nothing 
at  all  to  say  against  dynamite.  It  has,  in  its  day,  been  a 
very  powerful  medium  through  which  our  opinions  have  been 
cmparted  to  a  listening  world,  but  its  day, is  past.  It  is 
what  the  lumbering  stage-coach  is  to  the  locomotive,  what 
the  letter  is  to  the  telegram,  what  the  sailing  vessel  is  to  the 
steamship.  It  will  be  my  pleasant  duty  to-night  to  exhibit 
to  you  an  explosive  so  powerful  and  deadly  that  hereafter, 
having  seen  what  it  can  accomplish,  you  will  have  nothing 
but  derision  for  such  simple  and  harmless  compounds  as 
dynamite  and  nitro-glycerine." 

The  Professor  looked  with  kindly  sympathy  over  his 
audience  as  he  allowed  the  yellow  mixture  to  percolate 
slowly  through  his  fingers  back  into  the  box  again.  Ever 
and  anon  he  took  up  a  fresh  handful  and  repeated  the 
action. 

The  Anarchists  in  the  audience  exchanged  uneasy  glances 
one  with  the  other. 

"  Yet,"  continued  the  Professor,  "  it  will  be  useful  for  us  to 
consider  this  substance  for  a  few  moments,  if  but  for  the 
purpose  of  comparison.  Here,"  he  said,  diving  his  hand  into 
another  box  and  bringing  up  before  their  gaze  a  yellow  brick, 
"  is  dynamite  in  a  compressed  form.  There  is  enough  here  to 
wreck  all  this  part  of  London,  were  it  exploded.  This  simple 
brick  would  lay  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  in  ruins,  so,  however 
antiquated  dynamite  may  become,  we  must  always  look  upon 
it  with  respect,  just  as  we  look  upon  reformers  of  centuries 
ago  who  perished  for  their  opinions,  even  though  their 
opinions  were  far  behind  what  ours  are  now.  I  shall  take 
the  liberty  of  performing  some  experiments  with  this  block 
of  dynamite."  Saying  which  the  Professor,  with  his  free 
arm,  flung  the  block  of  dynamite  far  down  the  aisle,  where 
it  fell  on  the  floor  with  a  sickening  thud.    The  audience 


sprang  from  their  seats  and  tumbled  back  one  over  the  other. 
A  wild  shriek  went  up  into  the  air,  but  tlie  Professor  gassed 
placidly  on  the  troubled  mob  below  him  with  a  superior  smile 
on  his  face.  "  I  beg  you  to  seat  younselves,"  he  said,  "  and 
for  reasons  which  I  have  already  explained,  I  trust  that  you 
will  not  applaud  any  of  my  remarks.  You  have  just  now 
portrayed  one  of  the  popular  superstitions  about  dynamite, 
and  you  show  by  your  actions  how  necessary  a  lecture  of  this 
sort  is  in  order  that  you  may  comprehend  thoroughly  the 
substcance  with  which  you  have  to  deal.  That  brick  is  per- 
fectly harmless,  bec<ause  it  is  frozen.  Dynamite  in  its  frozen 
state  will  not  explode — a  fact  well  understood  by  miners  and 
all  those  who  have  to  work  with  it,  and  who,  as  a  rale,  gene- 
rally prefer  to  blow  themselves  to  pieces  trying  to  thaw  the 
substance  before  a  fire.  Will  jou  kindly  bring  that  brick 
back  to  me,  before  it  thaws  out  in  the  heated  atmosphere  of 
this  room  ? " 

One  of  the  men  stepped  gingerly  forward  and  picked  up 
the  brick,  holding  it  far  from  his  body,  as  he  tip-toed  up  to 
the  platform,  where  he  laid  it  down  carefully  on  the  desk 
before  the  Professor. 

"  Thank  you,"  said  the  Professor,  blandly. 

The  man  drew  a  long  breath  of  relief  as  he  went  back  to 
his  seat. 

"  That  is  frozen  dynamite,"  continued  the  Professor,  "  and 
is,  as  I  have  said,  practically  harmless.  Now,  it  will  be  my 
pleasure  to  perform  two  startling  experiments  with  the  un- 
frozen substance,"  and  with  that  he  picked  up  a  handful  of 
the  wet  sawdust  and  flung  it  on  a  small  iron  anvil  that  stood 
on  the  table.  "  You  will  enjoy  these  experiments,"  he  said. 
"  because  it  will  show  you  with  what  ease  dynamite  may 
be  handled.  It  is  a  popular  error  that  concussion  will  cause 
dynamite  to  explode.  There  is  enough  dynamite  here  to 
blow  up  this  hall  and  to  send  into  oblivion  every  person  in 
it,  yet  you  will  see  whether  or  not  concussion  will  explode 
it."  The  Professor  seized  a  hammer  and  struck  the  substance 
on  the  anvil  two  or  three  sharp  blows,  while  those  in  front  of

him  scrambled  wildly  back  over  their  comrades,  with  hair 
standing  on  end.  The  Professor  ceased  his  pounding  and 
gazed  reproachfully  at  them  ;  then  something  on  the  anvil 
appeared  to  catch  his  eye.  He  bent  over  it  and  looked 
critically  on  the  surface  of  the  iron.  Drawing  himself  up  to 
his  full  height  again,  he  said,  "  I  was  about  to  reproach  you 
for  what  might  have  appeared  to  any  other  man  as  evidence 
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of  fear,  but  I  see  my  mistake.  I  came  very  near  making  a 
disastrous  error.  I  have  myself  suffered  from  time  to  time 
from  similar  errors.  I  notice  now  upon  the  anvil  a  small 
spot  of  grease ;  if  my  hammer  had  happened  to  strike  there 
you  would  all  now  be  writhing  in  your  death-agonies  under 
the  ruins  of  this  building.  Nevertheless,  the  lesson  is  not 
without  its  value.  That  spot  of  grease  is  free  nitro-glycerine 
that  has  oozed  out  from  the  dynamite.  Therein  rests,  perhaps, 
the  only  danger  in  handling  dynamite.  As  I  have  shown  you, 
you  can  smash  up  dynamite  on  an  anvil  without  danger,  but 
if  a  hammer  happened  to  strike  a  spot  of  free  nitro-glycerine 
it  would  explode  in  a  moment.  I  beg  to  apologise  to  you  for 
my  momentary  neglect." 

A  man  rose  up  in  the  middle  of  the  hall,  and  it  was  some 
little  time  before  he  could  command  voice  enough  to  speak^ 
for  he  was  shaking  as  if  from  palsy.  At  last  he  said,  after 
he  had  moistened  his  lips  several  times  : — 

"  Professor,  we  are  quite  willing  to  take  your  word  about 
the  explosive.  I  think  I  speak  for  all  my  comrades  here. 
We  have  no  doubt  at  all  about  your  learning,  and  would ' 
much  prefer  to  hear  from  your  own  lips  what  you  have  to  say 
on  the  subject,  and  not  have  you  waste  any  more  valuable 
time  with  experiments.  I  have  not  consulted  with  my  com- 
rades before  speaking,  but  I  think  I  voice  the  sense  of  the 
meeting."  Cries  of  "  You  do,  you  do  "  came  from  all  parts 
of  the  hall.  The  Professor  once  more  beamed  upon  them 
benevolently. 

"  Your  confidence  in  me  is  indeed  touching,"  he  said,  "  but 
a  chemical  lecture  without  experiments  is  like  a  body  without 
a  soul.  Experiment  is  the  soul  of  research.  In  chemistry 
we  must  take  nothing  for  granted.  I  have  shown  you  how 
many  popular  errors  have  arisen  regarding  the  substance 
with  which  we  are  dealing.  It  would  have  been  impossible 
for  these  errors  to  have  arisen  if  every  man  had  experimented 
for  himself  ;  and  although  I  thank  you  for  the  mark  of  confi- 
dence you  have  bestowed  upon  me,  I  cannot  bring  myself  to 
deprive  you  of  the  pleasure  which  my  experiments  will  afford 
you.  There  is  another  very  common  error  to  the  effect  that 
fire  will  explode  dynamite.  Such,  gentlemen,  is  not  the  case." 

The  Professor  struck  a  match  on  his  tronsers-leg  and 
lighted  the  substance  on  the  anvil.  It  burnt  ■with  a  pale 
bluish  flame,  and  the  professor  gazed  around  triumphantly  at 
his  fellow  Anarchists. 

While  the  shuddering  audience  watched  with  intense 
fascination  the  pale  blue  flame  the  Professor  suddenly  stooped 
over  and  blew  it  out.  Straightening  himself  once  more  he 
said,  "  Again  I  must  apologise  to  yon,  for  again  I  have  for- 
gotten the  small  spot  of  grease.  If  the  flame  had  reached 
the  spot  of  nitro-glycerine  it  would  have  exploded,  as  you  all 
know.  When  a  man  has  his  thoughts  concentrated  on  one 
subject  he  is  apt  to  forget  something  else.  I  shall  make  no 
more  experiments  with  dynamite.  Here  John,"  he  said  to 
the  trembling  attendant,  "  take  this  box  away  and  move  it 
carefully,  for  I  see  that  the  nitro-glycerine  is  oozing  out.  Put 
it  as  tenderly  down  in  the  next  room  as  if  it  were  a  box  of 
eggs." 

As  the  box  disappeared  there  was  a  simultaneous  long- 
drawn  sigh  of  relief  from  the  audience. 

"  Now  gentlemen,"  said  the  Professor,  "  we  come  to  the 
subject  that  ought  to  occupy  the  minds  of  all  thoughtful 
men."  He  smoothed  his  hair  complacently  with  the  palm  of 
his  practicable  hand,  and  smiled  genially  around  him. 

"  The  substance  that  I  am  about  to  tell  yon  of  is  my  own 
invention,  and  compares  with  dynamite  as  prussic  acid  does 
■withnew  milk  as  a  beverage."  The  Professor  dipped  his  fingers 
in  his  vest  pocket  and  drew  out  what  looked  like  a  box  of 
pills.  Taking  one  pill  out  he  placed  it  upon  the  anvil  and  as 
he  tip-toed  back  he  smiled  on  it  with  a  smile  of  infinite 
tenderne.ss.  "  Before  I  begin  on  this  subject  I  want  to  warn 
you  once  more  that  if  any  man  as  much  as  stamps  upon  the 


floor,  or  moves  about  except  on  tip-toe  this  substance  will 
explode  and  will  lay  London  from  here  to  Charing  Cross,  in 
one  mass  of  indistinguishable  ruins.  I  have  spent  ten  years 
of  my  life  in  completing  this  invention.  And  these  pills, 
worth  a  million  a  box,  will  cure  all  ills  to  which  the  flesh 
is  heir." 

"  John,"  he  said,  turning  to  his  attendant,  "  bring  me  a 
basin  of  water !  "    The  basin  of  water  was  gingerly  placed 
upon  the  table,  and  the  Professor  emptied  all  the  pills  into- 
it,  picking  up  also  the  one  that  was  on  the  anvil  and  putting- 
it  with  the  others. 

"  Now,"  he  said,  with  a  deep  sigh,  "  we  can  breathe  easier. 
A  man  can  put  one  of  these  pills  in  a  little  vial  of  water,  put- 
the  vial  in  his  vest-pocket,  go  to  Trafalgar  Square,  take  the 
pill  from  the  vial,  throw  it  in  the  middle  of  the  Square,  and 
it  will  shatter  everything  within  the  four-mile  radius,  he- 
himself  having  the  glorious  privilege  of  suffering  instant 
martyrdom  for  the  cause.  People  have  told  me  that  this  i» 
a  drawback  to  my  invention,  but  I  am  inclined  to  differ  with 
them.  The  one  who  uses  this  must  make  up  his  mind  to- 
share  the  fate  of  those  around  him.  I  claim  that  this  is  the 
crowning  glory  of  my  invention.  It  puts  to  instant  test  our 
interest  in  the  great  cause.  John,  bring  in  very  carefully 
that  machine  with  the  electric-wire  attachment  from  the 
next  room." 

The  machine  was  placed  upon  the  table.  "  This,"  said  the 
Professor,  holding  up  some  invisible  object  between  his 
thumb  and  forefinger,  "  is  the  finest  cambric  needle.  I  wilJ 
take  upon  the  point  of  it  an  invisible  portion  of  the  substance 
I  speak  of."  Here  he  carefully  picked  out  a  pill  from  the 
basin,  and  as  carefully  placed  it  upon  the  table,  where  he 
detached  an  infinitesimal  atom  of  it  and  held  it  up  on  the 
point  of  the  needle.  "  This  particle,"  he  said,  "  is  so  small 
that  it  cannot  be  seen  except  with  the  aid  of  a  microscope. 
I  will  now  place  needle  and  all  on  the  machine  and  touch  it 
off  with  electric  current " ;  and  as  his  hand  hovered  over 
the  push-button  there  were  cries  of  "  Stop !  stop  1 "  but  the 
finger  descended,  and  instantly  there  was  a  terrific  explosion. 
The  very  foundation  seemed  shaken,  and  a  dense  cloud  nf 
smoke  rolled  over  the  heads  of  the  audience.  As  the  Pro- 
fessor became  visible  through  the  thinning  smoke,  he  looked 
around  for  his  audience.  Every  man  was  under  the  benches, 
and  groans  came  from  all  parts  of  the  hall.  "  I  hope,"  said 
the  Professor,  in  anxious  tones,  "  that  no  one  has  been  hurt. 
I  am  afraid  that  I  took  up  too  much  of  the  substance  on  the 
point  of  the  needle,  but  it  will  enable  you  to  imagine  the 
effect  of  a  larger  quantity.  Pray  seat  yourselves  again* 
This  is  my  last  experiment." 

As  the  audience  again  seated  itself,  another  mutual  sigh 
ascended  to  the  roof.  The  Professor  drew  the  chairman's 
chair  towards  him  and  sat  down  wiping  his  grimy  brow. 

A  man  instantly  arose  and  said,  "  I  move  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Professor  Slivers  for  the  interesting  " 

The  Professor  raised  his  hand.  "  One  moment,"  he  said, 
''  I  have  not  quite  finished.  I  have  a  proposal  to  make  to- 
you.  You  see  that  cloud  of  smoke  hovering  over  our  heads  ?  In 
twenty  minutes  that  smoke  will  percolate  down  through  the 
atmosphere.  I  have  told  you  but  half  of  the  benefits  of  this 
terrific  explosive.

No  cause  is  without  its 
martyrs.  Let  us  be  the  martyrs  of  the  great  religion  of 
Anarchy.  I  have  left  in  my  room  papers  telling  just  how 
and  why  we  died.  At  midnight  these  sheets  will  be  distri- 
buted to  all  the  newspapers  of  London,  and  to-morrow  the 
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world  will  ring  with  our  heroic  names.  I  will  now  put  the 
motion.  All  in  favour  of  this  signify  it  by  the  usual  up- 
raising of  the  right  hand." 

The  Professor's  own  right  hand  was  the  only  one  that  was 
raised. 

"  Now  all  of  a  contrary  opinion,"  said  the  Professor,  and  at 
once  every  hand  in  the  audience  went  up. 

"  The  noes  have  it "  said  the  Professor,  but  he  did  not  seem 
to  feel  badly  about  it.  "  Gentlemen,"  he  continued,  "  I  see 
that  you  "have  guessed  my  second  proposal,  as  I  imagined 
you  would,  and  though  there  will  be  no  newspapers  in 
Lpndon  to-morrow  to  chronicle  the  fact,  yet  the  newspapers 
of  the  rest  of  the  world  will  tell  of  the  destruction  of  this 
wicked  city.  I  see  by  your  looks  that  you  are  with  me  in 
this,  my  second  proposal,  which  is  the  most  striking  thing 
•ever  planned,  and  is  that  we  explode  the  whole  of  these  pills 
in  the  basin.    To  make  sure  of  this,  I  have  sent  to  an  agent 


*  Gentlemen  in  favour  of  tUe  destruction  of  London," 

in  Manchester  the  full  account  of  how  it  was  done,  and  the 
resolutions  brought  forward  at  this  meeting,  and  which 
•doubtless  you  will  accept. 

"  Gentlemen,  all  in  favour  of  the  instant  destruction  of 
London  signify  it  in  the  usual  manner." 

"  Mr.  Professor,"  said  the  man  who  had  spoken  previously, 
•"before  you  put  that  resolution  I  would  like  to  move  an 
amendment.

"  I  second  that  amendment,"  said  fifteen  of  the  audience 
rising  together  to  their  feet. 

"  In  the  absence  of  the  regular  chairman,"  said  the  Pro- 
fessor, "it  is  my  duty  to  put  the  amendment.  All  in  favour 
of  the  amendment  signify  it  by  raising  the  right  hand." 

Every  hand  was  raised.  "  The  amendment,  gentlemen,  is 
carried.  I  shall  be  only  too  pleased  to  meet  you  to-morrow 
night  at  your  club,  and  I  will  bring  with  me  a  larger 
quantity  of  my  explosive. 

"  John,  kindly  go  round  and  tell  the  man  to  unlock  the 
•doors." 

When  Simkins  and  Slivers  called  round  the  next  night  at 
the  regular  meeting-place  of  the  Anarchists,  they  found  no 
signs  of  a  gathering,  and  never  since  the  lecture  has  the 
Soho  Anarchist  League  been  known  to  hold  a  meeting.  The 
Club  has  mysteriously  dissolved.

The  advertisement  may  bo  only  an  announcement  of  the 
advertiser's  name,  qualification,  and  place  of  business,  in- 
tended to  act  as  a  stimulus  to  his  trade  as  a  whole ;  or  it 
may  be  an  advertisement  of  some  speciality  or  proprietary 
article  which  he  puts  up.  In  the  first  case  the  announce- 
ment partakes  more  or  less  of  a  stereotyped  form : —

The  object  of  such  an  advertisement  as  this  is  to  keep  the 
name  of  the  advertiser  before  the  local  public— to  avoid  being 
forgotten.  It  cannot  do  much  towards  securing  new  trade, 
though  both  objects  are,  no  doubt,  in  the  advertiser's  mind. 
A  better  method  is  to  vary  the  advertisement  from  week  to 
week,  and  to  take  up  some  special  line  of  stock  each  time, 
making  a  text  of  it,  and  endeavouring  to  say  something  new, 
readable,  and  interesting  every  week.  This  means  a  little 
trouble,  of  course,  but  it  is  pleasant  work,  and  soon  finds  its 
reward  in  the  interest  created.    As  an  example  : — • 


How  to  judge 
a  SPONGE. 

A  good  Sponge  should  be  firm  in  texture, 
clean,  free  from  odour  and  grit,  soft,  and 
absorptive.  The  colour  should  be  the 
natural  pale-brown :  there  are  one  or  two 
kinds  of  sponges  that  are  yellow;  but,  as 
a  rule,  any  large  SDonga  that  is  bright 
yellow  in  colour  has  bean  bleached  in  acid, 
which  is  bad  for  the  skin,  and  makes  the 
sponge  go  to  pieces  in  about  three  weelcs. 
A  yellow  sponge,  therefore,  should  be  care- 
fully examined:  aoid-bleaohing  leaves  a 
peculiar  smell,  sometimes  said  to  be  the 
smell  of  the  sea :  it  is  really  the  smell  of ' 
the  acid.  Nothing  varies  so  much  in 
quality  as  sponge. 

The  wisest  plan  is  to  buy  of  an  honest 
dealer  who  understands  them  and  has  a 
good  stock.

This  takes  up  more  space  than  the  first  announcement 
shown  ;  but  as  one  in  a  series  of  weekly  advertisements,  it  is 
worth  a  hundred  of  the  other,  so  far  as  actually  bringing 


trade  is  concerned.  The  next  week's  advertisement  will  be- 
about  some  other  line — perfumes,  perhaps,  or  fancy  soap ;  but' 
the  same  style  of  construction  will  be  adhered  to  throughout,, 
so  that  the  advertisement  is  readily  recognised.  It  is  won- 
derful how  soon  the  townspeople  get  to  look  for  such  adver- 
tisements, if  they  are  cleverly  and  interestingly  written,  and' 
how  many  callers  will  remark  the  circumstance  if  the 
advertisement  is  omitted  from  the  weekly  paper. 

There  is  a  good  deal  to  be  done,  in  the  way  of  supple- 
menting the  effect  of  an  advertisement,  by  making  the- 
window  remind  the  passers-by  of  it.  For  instance,  on  the 
day  the  paper  is  published  that  contains  the  sponge- 
advertisement  above  shown,  a  large  section  of  the  chemist'* 
window  is  cleared,  and  filled  entirely  with  sponges  of 
different  kinds,  sorted  out  and  labelled.  Perhaps  on  a 
shelf,  near  the  middle,  there  will  be  shown  a  sponge  that 
has  been  bleached  to  the  characteristic  yellow  with  hydro- 
chloric acid,  side  by  side  with  an  ordinary  brown  sponge,, 
each  marked  off  by  a  neatly- written  or  stencilled  label,  thus  :—

The  effect  in  cultivating  general  trade — not  by  any  meana 
sponge-trade  alone — is  very  striking.  The  connection  be- 
tween the  window  and  the  advertisements  is  quickly 
noted;  it  becomes  a  subject  of  local  conjecture :  "Wonder 
what  Epsilon  will  rig  his  window  up  with  to-morrow  ?  " — and 
on  market-day  the  farmers  and  country-people  will  make  a 
point  of  seeing  it  before  they  leave,  which  means  business. 

This  plan  of  trying  to  keep  up  a  sustained  interest  in  th& 
advertisements  from  week  to  week  has  so  much  to  commend 
it,  that  it  is  worth  while  to  take  a  little  extra  trouble  to- 
foster  the  said  interest.  The  advertisement-order  to  the- 
local  weekly  paper  should  provide  that  the  "  ad. "  shall 
appear  always  in  the  same  position,  and  that  position  as  good 
a  one  as  can  be  obtained — as  near  as  practicable  to  the  most 
interesting  news  in  the  paper.  A  retail  advertiser  in 
America,  who  became  Postmaster-General  of  the  United 
States — Mr.  Wanamaker — initiated  a  plan  of  advertising  in 
the  daily  papers  of  Philadelphia  which  gave  him  hia  first 
great  success.  He  made  arrangements  with  the  local 
observatory,  for  weather  reports  (this  was  before  the  days 
when  weather  forecasts  were  an  essential  feature  in  every 
newspaper),  and  from  these  he  got  a  forecast,  which  he 
printed  at  the  head  of  his  advertisements.  "  Wanamaker's 
weather  "  was  soon  the  talk  of  the  city,  and  everyone  knew 
what  part  of  the  papers  to  look  in  for  it.  English  chemists 
might  well  seek  out  some  similar  plan  of  securing  continuous 
attention  to  a  series  of  advertisements.  For  example,  the 
local  fixtures  for  the  forthcoming  week  might  be  laid  under 
requisition  thus  : —

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Even  if  nothing  is  done  to  stimulate  special  interest  in 
the  advertisement — even  if  the  latter  is  confined  to  a  bare 
announcement  of  the  fact  that  a  pharmacy  is  open  at  such 
and  such  an  address — some  little  attention  should  be 
bestowed  on  the  preparation  of  the  "  ad.,"  which  in  this  case 
is  made  up  once  for  .all.  There  is  no  reason  why  an  attempt, 
at  least,  should  not  be  made  to  differ  from  the  ordinary  ruck 
of  trade  advertisements.  A  border,  a  block  (which  one  can 
buy  ready-made  from  several  houses  in  London,  as  the 
advertisement  columns  of  The  Chkmist  and  Druggist 
will  show),  or  simply  a  comely  arrangement  of  type,  will 
attract  attention,  and  will  serve  the  purpose  of  the  adver- 
tiser, if  dififerentiated  from  the  advertisements  around  it,  far 
better  than  a  mere  commonplace  "  card." 

Pbopbietaeies. 

In  advertising  proprietary  articles  we  come  into  more 
direct  competition  with  the  great  wholesale  advertisers  than 
when  we  simply  aim  to  increase  or  call  attention  to  our 
general  business,  and  more  attention  is  required  to  the  general 
make-up  of  the  matter  to  be  published. 

As  a  general  rule,  chemists  act  wisely  in  steering  clear  of 
any  noticeable  adoption  or  imitation  of  the  methods  used  by 
the  large  advertisers.  There  are  general  principles  on  which 
the  advertising  of  the  latter  is  done,  however,  which  may 
well  be  borne  in  mind,  and  there  is  usually  a  hint  to  be 
gained  from  their  methods.  For  example,  it  will  be  seen 
that  they  choose  more  often  to  pay  a  higher  price  for  space 
in  a  good  position  in  the  paper,  than  to  save  money  by  taking 
a  position  among  a  number  of  other  announcements.  Retail 
and  local  advertisers  in  all  trades  are,  as  a  glance  at  any 
country  paper  will  show,  far  too  ready  to  overlook  the  advan- 
tages of  "position."  The  local  trade  announcements  are  gene- 
rally lumped  together  on  one  page,  and  set  up  with  a  dead 
uniformity  of  type  that  is  discouraging  to  look  at.  It  is 
certainly  better,  even  if  one  has  to  be  content  with  less 
space,  to  have  an  advertisement  where  it  is  S7ire  to  be  seen, 
than  to  let  it  take  its  chance,  and  perhaps  escape  attention 
altogether. 

Chemists'  proprietaries  are  often  very  well  advertised. 
Here  is  an  example  which,  seizing  on  the  prevailing 
epidemic,  brings  up  the  name  of  the  scourge,  and  preaches 
a  readable  little  sermon  upon  it : — •

This  would  have  been  better  had  the  text  been  broken  up 
into  little  paragraphs :  but  it  is  a  very  telling  ad.  as  it  is,  and 
it  illustrates  the  fact  that  big,  ugly  type  is  not  by  any  means 
essential  to  a  good  advertisement. 

In  writing  any  kind  of  advertisement  it  is  important  to  be 
original.    To  advertise 


SMITH'S  COUGH-MIXTURE. 

The  best  Cure  for  Coiiffhs  and  Bronchitis, 
Never  known  to  fail. 


is  to  nae  the  most  obvious  collocation  of  words  that  could 
be  hit  upon,  "  Best,"  "  cheapest,"  "  purest,"  "  oldest," 
"  newest,"  and  other  superlatives — "  sure  cure,"  "  unfailing 
remedy,"  "unrivalled  medicine,"  and  the  like — all  these 
things  are  the  common  property  of  everyone.  Such  ex- 
pressions appear  so  continually  in  various  advertisements 


that  the  reader's  eye  passes  thoin  over.  They  convey  no 
meaning  to  his  understanding:  they  are  commonplaces  of 
the  advertisement  column,  and  the  space  they  occupy  would 
be  better  left  blank.  What  is  needed  is  a  terse  epigrammatic 
sentence,  that  will  stick  in  the  memory  of  the  reader,  and 
thus  serve  its  true  end,  which  the  superlatives  quoted 
certainly  do  not.  It  is  better  if  the  description  is  not  too 
strongly  laudatory;  a  dignified  and  not  particularly  self- 
assertive  claim  commands  acceptance  where  a  loud  pa2.'in  of 
self-praise  is  overlooked  or  forgotten.  Such  sentences  are 
not  to  be  coined  on  five  minutes'  notice.  We  do  not  profess 
to  do  more  than  suggest  the  kind  of  thing  desired  in 
the  following  amendment  to  the  cough  mixture  advertisement 
just  printed :—

Short,  familiar  sentences  are  liked  by  some  advertisers,  as

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In  the  case  o!  a  medicine  applicable  to  several  different 
diseases  or  ailments,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  use  different  adver- 
vertisements  in  rotation,  each  giving  prominence  to  one 
disorder  and  enumerating  the  others,  as  shown  in  the  fore- 
going example. 

The  other  advertisements  of  the  series  will  treat  of 
coughs,  colds,  bronchitis,  and  diarrhcca  in  the  same  manner. 
Thus  in  a  small  apace  Mr.  Kapper  will  contrive  to  say  some- 
thing convincing  on  each  of  these  diseases,  without  crowding 
his  advertisement  with  small  type,  as  he  would  have  to  do  if 
he  attempted  to  deal  with  all  in  the  same  announcement. 

In  framing  advertisements  for  unstamped  proprietaries  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  under  the  Kevenue-stamp 
Statute,  any  advertisement,  wherever  published,  may  render 
an  article  liable  to  stamp-duty,  even  though  the  label  may 
have  been  declared  exempt.  Mr.  E.  N.  Alpe,  whose  excellent 
"  Handy-book  of  Stamp-duty"  should  be  on  every  chemist's 
bookshelf  for  daily  reference,  says  in  that  work  (p.  70)  : — "  By 
the  careless  wording  of  counter-bills,  almanacks,  &c.,a  great 
number  of  preparations  are  made  liable  to  duty,  contrary  to 
the  intention  of  the  maker.  For  instance,  a  handbill  headed 
'  The  following  proprietary  articles  may  be  obtained  at 
reasonable  prices '  has  been  held  to  give  the  character  of  a 
proprietary  medicine  to  every  medicinal  preparation  named 
upon  it."  The  same  work  contains  a  number  of  specimen 
labels,  and  indicates  which  are,  and  which  are  not,  held  to 
involve  liability.  As  a  general  rule,  however,  where  any 
advertising  is  to  be  done,  it  is  found  by  chemists  advisable 
to  stamp  the  goods,  and  thus  have  a  free  hand  in  recom- 
mending them. 

A  great  deal  of  good  may  be  done  by  making  advertise- 
ments topical.  If  there  has  been  an  outbreak  of  fever  in 
some  district  in  the  town,  for  instance,  a  prompt  advertise- 
ment of  a  proprietary  disinfectant  will  bring  a  rush  of  trade, 
particularly  if  something  distinctive  can  be  said  of  it,  as  in 
the  following  example  : —

In  cold  weather  cough-mixtures,  rheumatic  embroca- 
tions, &c.,  can  be  brought  into  prominence  in  the  same 
manner. 

"  Copy  "  for  newspaper  advertisements  should  be  carefully 
marked,  so  that  the  setting-up  may  be  done  according  to  the 
wishes  of  the  advertiser.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  cut  from  the 
newspaper  a  few  letters  of  the  type  desired  to  be  used,  and 
paste  them  on  the  copy  to  show  what  is  wanted.  Con.sidering 
what  an  advertisement  costs,  it  is  worth  while  to  take  some 
pains  to  make  it  as  telling  as  possible.  The  name  of  the 
proprietary  article  advertised  should  stand  out  well  in  the 
boldest  type  used  throughout  the  announcement.  A  judicious 
employment  of  white  space  gives  a  distinctive  and  prominent 
character  to  an  advertisement,  and  is  a  valuable  addition  to 
its  effectiveness.  Long  paragraphs  are  to  be  eschewed ; 
where  much  reading-matter  is  absolutely  es.sential  to  the 
announcement,  it  is  best  divided  into  small  paragraphs  and 
set  up  with  a  little  white  space  between.  Heidlines  are 
more  legible  in  black-faced  capitals  and  lower-case  type 
(i.e ,  small  letters)  than  when  printed  in  capitals  through- 
out, and  if  there  is  a  striking  headline  the  text  or  body  of 
the  announcement  can  be  set  in  smaller  type  than  would 
otherwise  be  judicious.  Too  great  a  variety  of  type-faces  in 
the  same  advertisement  is  to  be  avoided. 

Pamphlets  and  Handbills, 

Price-lists,  almanacks,  and  handbills  are  far  more  generally 
used  by  chemists  than  newspaper  advertisements.  They  no 
doubt  have  a  beneficial  efiFect  on  business  generally,  and 
on  proprietary  articles,  if  these  are  advertised  in  them, 
especially.  As  regards  price-lists  and  almanacks,  indeed, 
the  trade  generally  so  well  understands  the  subject,  and 
practice  in  regard  to  the  same  is  so  uniform  throughout  the 
country,  that  there  is  little  or  nothing  that  can  be  usefully 
said  thereon  in  the  present  article. 

As  regards  handbills  and  pamphlets,  however,  one  or  two 
practical  notes  may  be  gleaned  from  the  methods  of  the 
more  experienced  employers  of  this  mode  of  advertising. 

A  pamphlet  has  the  advantage,  as  compared  with  a  news- 
paper advertisement,  that  it  will  hold  more  "  matter "  in 
proportion  to  its  cost  than  the  latter,  and  that  the  quantity 
of  print  can  be  increased  to  a  greater  extent  (within  a 
reasonable  limit),  without  either  unduly  crowding  the  space 
or  employing  type  of  so  small  a  size  as  not  to  be  readily 
legible.  You  can,  in  short,  afford  to  say  more — to  use 
more  words — in  a  pamphlet  or  a  handbill  than  in  a  news- 
paper announcement.  On  the  other  hand,  a  handbill,  or 
even  a  pamphlet,  is  often  thrown  aside,  while  a  newspaper, 
having  been  bought  to  read,  is  read,  and  the  advertisements 
come  in  for  their  share  of  attention,  or  should  do  if  they  are 
properly  prepared.  And  in  regard  to  the  latter  point,  it  is 
the  opinion  of  experts  in  advertising  that  no  class  of  papers 
in  the  kingdom  are  more  attentively  read,  and  passed  from 
hand  to  hand  than  the  small  country  weeklies.  In  propor- 
tion to  their  circulation,  these  country  newspapers  command 
higher  rates  from  large  and  general  advertisers  than  any 
other  class  of  publication.  It  is  generally  recognised  that 
small  country  papers  are  more  exhaustively  studied  than 
even  the  great  metropolitan  dailies,  because  they  are  often 
the  only  newspaper  taken  in  at  farmhouses  or  country 
cottages.  Of  course,  an  advertisement  is  only  useful  so.  far 
as  it  is  read,  or,  at  all  events,  noticed ;  consequently,  to 
secure  that  they  shall  be  read  is  the  prime  object  to  be 
kept  in  view  as  regards  both  newspaper  advertisements  and 
printed  matter  for  distribution. 

To  secure  that  they  shall  be  read  !  How  is  this  object  to 
be  attained  ?  A  glance  at  the  methods  of  experienced  local 
traders  will  supply  the  answer.  Handbills,  villainously 
printed  on  shocking  paper,  were,  not  so  many  years  ago,  to 
be  the  all  but  universal  notion  of  advertising  by  distribution. 
To-day,  the  experienced  man,  if  he  distribute  handbills  at 
all,  will  use  paper  and  type  of  good  appearance,  and  will 
devote  no  inconsiderable  amount  of  thought  to  the  writing, 
illustration,  and  general  get-up  of  the  same. 

Bat,  as  a  rule,  it  has  been  found  that  a  booklet,  however 
small,  is  a  vast  improvement,  from  the  advertising  point  of 
view,  on  any  handbill.  A  bill  put  in  a  letter-box,  or  handed 
in  at  the  door,  is  often  crumpled  up  and  thrown  away.  A 
neat  little  book  stands  at  least  four  times  the  chance  of 
being  kept,  and  a  book  that  is  kept  will,  even  if  not  read 
at  the  moment,  some  day  or  other  do  its  work.

This  IS  one  side  of  a  handbill  set  up  according  to  what 
passes  for  the  taste  of  the  average  country  printer,  and  a 
veij  uncomely  object  it  is.  Now  why  should  not  this  be 
folded  in  four  to  make  a  neat,  square-looking  folder,  and  set 
up,  under  the  instructions  of  the  proprietor,  somewhat  in 
the  style  shown  on  the  next  column. 

The  most  casual  glance  will  show  that  this  second 
airangement  is  far  more  attractive  than  an  ordinary  handbill 
Of  course  an  octavo  handbill  printed  on  both  sides  would 
yield  eight  of  these  little  32mo  pages  instead  of  four  but 
enough  IS  given  to  illustrate  the  principle.  The  folding  costs 
but  httle,  and  may  be  done  by  an  apprentice  or  assistant. 
A  staphng-machine  to  fasten  the  leaves  together  can  be 
had  for  about  2s.  6d. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  improvement  here  depends  largely 
on  the  reserve  which  has  been  exercised  in  the  matter  of 
*yP«-  A  printer  if  you  let  him,  will  always  try  how  many 
different  faces  of  type  he  can  crowd  on  the  same  page,  with 
a  ghastly  kind  of  effectiveness  which  is  regarded  as  tasteful. 
It  may,  however,  be  taken  as  an  axiom  that  the  less  the  type 
IS  varied  the  more  easily  it  is  read.  A  handbill  such  as  vve 
first  showed  (it  contains  no  fewer  than  eight  different  faces  of 
type)  ,8  extremely  confusing  to  the  eye.  It  abounds  in  nasty 
httle  '  rules  or  division  marks,  and  is  liberal  in  the  use  of 
capital  letters  The  divided  setting  is  much  more  reserved 
-there  are  only  four  types  used  in  it,  though,  as  a  matter  of 


fact,  it  would  stand  more  variety  tlian  the  single  sheet,  since 
each  httle  32mo  page  is  a  unit  in  itself^  Experienced 
(About  half-size.)

chemists  well  know  the  evil  propensities  of  the  country 
printer,  and  circumvent  them  by  carefully  marking  off  the 
copy  with  the  type  to  be  used.  This  is  advisable  on  all 
grounds,  because  if  the  printer  be  allowed  to  set  up  the 
matter  in  his  own  way  first,  he  will  make  you  pay  for  cor- 
recting it.  J       r  J 

Where  there  is  enough  trade  to  stand  it,  a  little  book— say,  of 
this  same  32mo  size,  or  perhaps  larger— can  be  advantageously 
used.  Sixteen  inside  pages  on  a  light  paper,  and  a  cover  of 
thick  cartridge-paper  or  leatherette,  will  make  a  handy  little 
book,  which  will  hold  a  good  deal  of  useful  advertising. 
Ihe  cost  need  not  be  excessive.  If  some  local  information 
—such  as  a  tide-table  in  seaside  places,  for  example— can  be 
put  in,  all  the  better.  The  cover  is  best  left  blank  behind, 
and  the  less  there  is  on  the  front  the  better :  it  should  not 
look  too  much  like  a  "  mere  "  advertisement  pamphlet. 

Illustrations  help  any  pamphlet  and  any  handbill.  There  are 
several  London  iirms  which  keep  a  large  collection  of  blocks 
on  sale  at  very  cheap  rates.  A  few  dainty  outline  pictures, 
cleverly  written  up  to  in  the  text,  brighten  a  pamphlet,  and 
cause  It  to  be  kept.  Taste  is  an  invaluable  quality  in 
preparing  this  class  of  advertising  matter,  and,  fortunately,  it 
IS  one  which  most  chemists  possess. 

For  the  distribution  of  such  books  and  handbills,  a  trust- 
worthy man  is  usually  hired  by  the  day  to  leave  them  from 
house  to  house.  The  outlying  districts  of  a  country  town 
are,  as  a  rule,  found  well  worthy  of  attenrion  "in  this 
way,  and  should  not  be  neglected.  A  curious  fact,  repeatedly 
noticed  by  systematic  users  of  this  class  of  publicity,  is 
that  while  the  first  distribution  over  a  given  district  will 
not  pay  expenses,  a  second  distribution,  after  a  few  weeks' 
interval,  will  often  pay  for  both  the  operations.  It  is  the 
repetition  that  does  it.  The  second  distribution  need  not 
—and,  indeed,  should  not— be  done  with  a  reprint  of  the 
same  pamphlet.  Let  the  article  adveriised  bo  the  same,  but 
let  the  advertisement  itself  be  a  new  one.  It  is  dillicult 
enough  to  get  an  advertisement  read  once ;  to  get  it  read 
twice  is  harder  stiM,  Therefore,  whether  in  almanack, 
handbill,  pamplilet,  or  newspaper  advertisement,  variety  is 
to  be  cultivated. 
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AN  EDITORIAL  JUBILEE. 


DR.  HERMANN  BOTTGER,  editor  and  co-proprietor  of 
the  Pharina,e!'iiUscki'  Zettun^  oi  Berlin,  celebrated  his 
editorial  "jubilee,"  in  the  sense  in  which  the  word  is  un- 
derstood in  Germany,  on  January  1.  On  that  date  he  com- 
pleted the  twenty-fifth  year  of  his  connection  with  the 
editorial  staff  of  the  journal,  which  under  his  expert  and 
energetic  leadership  has  grown  into  one  of  the  best  and 


most  influential  pharmaceutical  journals  in  the  world.  Dr. 
Bottger,  who  was  born  on  his  father's  estate  at  Strelnow,  in 
the  Prussian  province  of  Posen,  on  February  28,  1843, 
qualified  as  a  pharmacist  in  1861,  and  afterwards  acted  as 
an  assistant  in  various  pharmacies  in  Germany,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  and  France.  After  his  return  to  Germany,  he  became 
a  contributor  to  the  Pharmaceutisehe  Zeitung,  and,  in  1869, 
obtained  a  firm  position  on  the  staff  of  that  journal,  which 
was  then  published  in  the  little  town  of  Bunzlau,  in 
Silesia,  where  it  had  been  established  in  1856  by  Mr. 
H.  Miiller,  a  local  apotheker.  At  the  same  time  Dr. 
Bottger  devoted  himself  strenuously  to  the  study  of  poli- 
tical economy  and  history,  and  in  1868  acquired  the  doctor's 
degree  of  the  University  of  Gottingen.  In  1869  he  became 
associate-editor  of  the  journal,  and  shortly  afterwards  married 
the  eldest  daughter  of  Apotheker  Miiller,  the  proprietor  of 
the  paper.  In  1886  the  Pharmaceutisehe  Zeitung  was  re- 
moved from  Bunzlau  to  Berlin — a  step  which  had  become 
absolutely  necessary  by  the  growing  power  and  circulation 
of  the  journal,  and  has  since  been  completely  justified  by  its 
further  growth.  In  the  same  year  Dr.  Bottger  became  a 
part  proprietor  of  the  paper.  Besides  his  contributions  to 
his  own  journal.  Dr.  Bottger  has  written  numerous  treatises 
of  pharmaceutical  interest  and  various  contributions  to 
encyclopiEdias.  He  is  also  the  co-editor  with  his  former 
assistant.  Dr.  B.  Fischer,  of  Breslau,  of  the  Pharjnaceittisehe 
Kalender.  Upon  the  day  of  his  jubilee  Dr.  Bottger  was 
presented  by  his  admiiers  with  an  album  containing  photo- 
graphs of  a  large  number  of  pharmacists,  present  and  former 
contributors  to  the  Pharmaceutisehe  Zeitung,  and  other 
friends. 

We  tender  our  best  wishes  to  our  colleague  for  his  own 
continued  happiness  and  the  prospsrity  of  the  journal  he  so 
ably  edits.

AN  INDIAN  PHARMACOGNOSIST. 


THE  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  thirty  years 
ago  recognised  the  abilities  of  Dr.  Kanny  Loll  Dey,  then 
professor  of  chemistry  in  the  Presidency  College  of  the 
Calcutta  University,  by  electing  him  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Society.  But  it  was  as  a  pharmacognosist  that  he 
received  the  distinction  which  is  reserved  for  the  world's 
fifty  most  eminent  men  of  science  related  to  pharmacy.  Dr. 
Kanny  Loll  Dey  had  exhibited  in  the  International  Exhibi- 
tion of  1862  a  unique  collection  of  the  drugs  of  India,  and 
that  collection  formed  the  groundwork  of  his  "  Indigenous 
Drugs  of  India,"  which  was  published  in  1867.  This  collec- 
tion was  awarded  a  gold  medal,  and  from  that  time  dis- 
tinctions and  honours  have  poured  in  upon  the  Bengalese 
pharmacognosist. 

Rai  Bahadur  Kanny  Loll  Dey,  C.I.E.,  Hon.  M.P.S  ,  F.C.S.,  &c., 
was  bom  on  September  24,  1831,  and  received  his  education 
at  the  hands  of  the  early  pioneers  of  medical  education  in 
Bengal  who  were  connected  with  organising  the  Calcutta 
Medical  College.  After  obtaining  the  College  diploma,  he 
entered  the  service  as  a  sub-assistant-surgeon  in  the  Bengal 
Medical  Establishment  in  1854,  and  held  in  succession  the 
professorships  of  chemistry  in  the  Calcutta  Medical  College 
and  the  Presidency  College,  to  the  latter  being  added  the 
office  of  chemical  examiner  to  the  Government. 


The  Pharmacopoeia  of  India  contains  many  valuable  contri- 
butions from  his  pen  on  the  therapeutic  uses  of  Indian  indi- 
genous drugs.  He  contributed  a  large  number  of  most  interest- 
ing, novel,  and  valuable  facts  illustrative  of  Indian  toxicology 
and  medical  jurisprudence  in  Dr.  Norman  Chevers'  "  Medical 
Jurisprudence."  He  is  the  author  of  several  treatises  on 
chemistry,  physics,  and  medical  jurisprudence  in  Bengali, 
besides  the  work  in  English  to  which  we  have  referred. 
For  our  portrait  of  the  Rai  Bahadur  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Indiaii  Medical  Reporter. 


One  of  Professor  Maisch's  students  brought  him  a  sample 
of  a  common  bark,  which  had  been  artificially  coloured  with 
an  aniline  colour,  and  said  :  "  Professor,  what  is  that  a  piece 
of?"  For  a  moment  he  was  puzzled,  then  he  replied: 
"  Young  man,  this  is  a  piece  of — a  piece  of  impudence  !  " 

Quinine  in  British  India. — According  to  the  French 
Consul-General  at  Calcutta  the  imports  of  quinine  in  1892-93 
amounted  to  27,602  lbs.,  or  7  per  cent,  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons'  brand  stands  first  by 
a  long  way,  although  German  manufacturers  are  striving 
their  utmost  to  get  a  permanent  footing. 
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f\N  all  sides  I  hear  reports  of  reviving  trade.  Business  is 
"  not  brisk  at  all,  but  it  is  moving  upwards,  and  there  is 
a  prospect  of  a  good  spting.  So  far  as  London  is  con- 
cerned, the  West-end  trade  is  still  at  low- water  mark,  and 
carriage-folk  are  not  spending  much.  Moreover,  since  the 
Australian  bank-scare,  county  families  have  stayed  in  the 
country,  and  West-end  shopkeepers  have  missed  their  custom 
badly.  This  applies  particularly  to  big  drapers  and  fancy- 
goods  stores,  but  pharmacists  have  also  felt  the  depression 
City  houses,  who  may  be  said  to  have  their  fingers  on  the 
pulse  of  trade,  are  the  first  to  feel  the  symptoms  of  renewed 
strength,  and  although  they  confess  the  signs  to  be  feeble  as 
yet,  there  is  a  regularity  about  the  beat  which  denotes 
renewing  strength.  Perhaps  the  number  of  new  ideas  which 
are  described  in  what  follows  may  be  taken  as  another 
pointer  in  the  same  direction.  Some  of  the  articles  may  not 
be  things  which  every  chemist  would  care  to  stock,  but  there 
are  many  who  would  not  hesitate,  and  all,  I  doubt  not,  will 
be  glad  to  know  of  them. 

Lkath  &  Eoss's  West-end  Phakmacy. 

Passing  along  Vere  Street,  W.,  which  is  in  the  very  heart  of 
the  medical  consulting-district,  I  noticed  a  hoarding  in  front 
of  Messrs.  Leath  &  Boss's  old  pharmacy,  so  it  was  the  work 
of  a  minute  or  two  to  step  round  to  Holies  Street,  where 
the  firm  have  temporary  premises.  Mr.  Frederick  Ross 
explained  that  his  firm  have  obtained  a  satisfactory  renewal 
of  the  lease,  and  are  building  a  new  house.  This  is  to  be  a 
very  handsome  structure,  with  a  stone  front — in  fact,  there 
are  few  buildings  of  the  same  size  in  the  West-end  which 
are  so  handsome  as  the  new  homreopathic  pharmacy  will  be. 
The  ground  floor  will  be  occupied  as  a  retail  pharmacy,  and 
the  upper  ones  as  store-rooms  and  laboratory.  Tinctures, 
triturations,  &c.,  and  the  firm's  specialities  are  all  made 
under  Mr.  Eoss's  personal  supervision  in  the  West-end 
pharmacy — in  fact,  the  whole  business  is  controlled  from 
there.  When  the  new  building  is  complete  I  hope  to  say 
more  about  it  and  the  business  in  it,  so  in  the  meantime  I 
need  only  say  that  it  will  give  the  firm  excellent  all-round 
facilities. 

Tea  Tabloids. 

In  my  December  notes  I  mentioned  that  Messrs.  BURROVGHS, 
Wellcome  &  Co.  had  in  hand  a  novelty  which  would  mark  a 
new  departure  in  the  application  of  the  compressed  principle. 
Tea  was  the  thing  referred  to,  and  I  called  the  other  day  to 
see  how  matters  were  progressing.  I  was  fortunate  in  seeing 
Mr.  Wellcome,  fresh  from  his  visit  to  his  old  American  home, 
and  after  chatting  with  him  about  that,  mentioned  the  object 
of  my  visit.  "  We  are  not  quite  ready  with  the  tea  tabloids 
yet,"  was  his  reply.  "  'We  are  putting  down  new  machinery 
expressly  for  them,  and  of  a  quite  novel  type,  but  we  wish  to 
have  everything  working  well  before  we  oiler  to  supply  the 
trade." 

"  Can  you  tell  me  anything  about  the  manufacture  of  them, 
the  kinds  of  tea  for  instance  ?  " 

"  Well,  we  shall  have  all  kinds  of  the  best  tea — China, 
Indian,  and  Ceylon.  It  will  all  be  deprived  of  the  woody 
fibre — midrib,  I  mean — and  will  consequently  contain  a  larger 
percentage  of  theine  in  proportion  to  tannin  than  is  generally 
found  in  tea.  We  arc  giving  special  attention  to  flavour, 
too ;  in  fact,  there  will  be  quite  a  variety  to  choose  from. 
Several  tea- tasting  experts  are  assisting  us  in  the  matter."

"You  know  how  convenient  the  tabloid  is.  I  nefd  pay 
nothing  about  that.  There  is  nothing  exactly  like  it  in  the 
tea-trade,  or  more  suitable  for  carryinc  There  will  be  ICO 
tabloids  in  a  6d.  box,  and  each  tabloid  will  make  a  cup  of 
lea.    Cheap  enough,  i.sn  t  it  7  " 

"  It  is.    Are  you  to  advertise  them  to  the  public  ? " 

"  We  have  not  considered  that,  but  I  think  not.  They  will 
advertise  themselves. ' 


Since  this  interview  the  firm  have  sent  on  the  accompany- 
ing illustration  of  the  box  of  the  tea  tabloids,  from  which  it 
will  be  seen  that  it  is  a  highly  artistic  production.  The 
smaller  engraving  represents  the  exact  size  of  the  tabloid. 

In  Maw's  Showrooms 

just  now  there  is  quite  an  array  of  new  articles  which 
have  been  introduced  since  my  last  visit.  Anyone  who  has 
ever  gone  through  any  of  the  traveller's  sample-cases  knows 
what  a  variety  of  goods  such  a  firm  as  Messrs.  S.  Maw, 
Son,  &  Thompson  hold  in  stock,  but  one  has  to  visit  the 
showroom  with  its  elegant  furniture  and  other  advantage- 
ous settings,  to  fully  realise  how  things  will  look  in  one's 
own  showcases.  At  the  same  time  one  sees  the  latest  things 
and  gets  the  finest  prices.  At  present,  for  example,  the  firm 
have  secured  a  splendid  line  of  real  ivory  goods,  hair-brushes 
chiefly,  and  the  prices  are  abnormally  low.  I  was  so  struck 
with  the  latter  factor  that  I  could  not  help  smelling  the  ivory 
for  camphor — celluloid  is  made  so  like  ivory  nowadays. 
But  there  was  none  there.  Another  "line"  attracted  my 
attention — a  loofah  2  feet  long  by  16  inches  diameter  at  the 
stoutest  part — one  of  three  bales  which  have  just  been  opened 
up.  Amongst  new  sundries  for  retail  which  are  exhibited 
in  the  showroom  I  noted  the  following : — 

A  Sixpenny  Mentlwl  in  circular  celluloid  box.  The  rounded 
plate  of  menthol  is  fixed  into  the  lower  half  of  the  box,  and 
the  edges  of  the  box  are  rounded. 

Aromatic  Tooth-paste. — A  large  pink  cake  in  celluloid  box 
with  gold-embossed  lettering  on  the  lid.  The  flavour  of  the 
soap  is  cinnamon  and  cloves.  The  dentifrice  is  thoroughly 
antiseptic. 

Eiiibossecl  Lozenge-tins  in  2  oz.  and  4-oz.  sizes.  The 
embossing  is  in  foliage  and  floral  designs,  and  may  be  had 
in  one  colour,  or  with  the  raised  part  blue  ag-ainst  the  bronze 
of  the  background.    These  are  very  attractive. 

Antiseptic  SmeUing-salts  are  put  up  in  2  oz.  wide-mouth 
cobalt-blue  stoppered  bottles.  The  contents  are  of  the  well- 
known  catarrhal  type,  and  the  salts  are  good  value  for  tlie 
Is.  at  which  each  bottle  retails. 

Invalid's  Toilet-tray. — This  is  made  in  earthenware,  plain 
and  gilt.  The  tray  is  for  use  in  bed.  There  are  moulded 
spaces  in  it  for  tooth,  nail,  and  shaving  brushes ;  sponge, 
soap,  dentifrice  tablet,  and  artificial  teeth.  I  should  think 
chemists  would  be  able  to  do  some  good  business  -with  these 
in  private  hospitals. 

The  selection  of  cut-glass  goods  in  the  showroom  is  always 
choice  ;  some  new  patterns  have  recently  been  added,  but  I 
need  not  attempt  to  describe  them  without  illustrations. 
The  firm  now  devote  a  part  of  their  wall-ca.ses  to  the  ex- 
hibition of  balances  and  dispensing-scales.  There  is  a  very 
fine  example  of  short-beam  analytical  balance  shown  :  it 
has  a  glass  base,  with  levelling-screws,  and  all  the  finest 
adjustments  for  exact  weighing.  As  attractive  a  balance  in 
some  respects  is  shown  in  the  dispensing-case— namely,  a 
nickel-silver  set  of  dispensing-scales  enclosed  in  a  large 
ebony  case,  with  glass  base.    This  is  as  handsome  a  thing 
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for  the  counter  as  one  could  wish  for,  and  the  best  point 
about  the  scales  is  that  they  are  not  for  show-purposes 
nierely,  but  are  strong  in  construction  and  delicate  in  action. 
A  crown  less  than  4^.  buys  them. 

Garden  and  Other  Seeds. 
"  There  has  been  a  wonderful  growth  in  the  flower-seed 
line."  Such  was  the  expression  I  had  from  the  representative 
of  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke,  of  Raven  Row,  E.,  when  I 
called  to  make  a  few  inquiries  as  to  the  coming  season's 
seeds.  I  found  the  employes  in  the  seed-department  hard 
at  work  putting  up  the  popular  Id.  packets  of  the  flower  and 
vegetable  variety  so  as  to  meet  the  demand  in  the  spring. 
Each  of  these  packets  has  an  artistically-coloured  represen- 
tation of  the  particular  flower  which  the  seed  represents, 
and  when  an  assortment  are  neatly  affixed  to  the  large  card 
sent  out  by  the  firm  the  whole  makes  an  attractive  showcard 
for  window  display.  A  popular  collection  of  fourteen 
varieties  of  flower-seeds  is  also  sent  out  in  one  envelope, 
which  also  contains  full  directions  to  the  planter.  A  new 
line  of  the  firm  is  in  bird-seed,  put  up  in  neat  packages  in 
two  sizes.  "  Potter's  Popular  Gardening  "  is  a  people's  hand- 
book of  gardening,  specially  written  for  the  firm,  and  now  in 
the  press.  It  will  shortly  be  published  at  the  modest  sum 
of  Id.,  and  will,  no  doubt,  be  of  great  value  and  service  to 
both  the  professional  and  amateur  gardener.  Messrs.  Potter 
&  Clarke  have  plenty  of  printed  pamphlets  and  lists  for 
those  who  wish  to  become  more  familiar  with  their  special 
lines.  For  customers  also  a  large  and  beautifully-coloured 
and  varnished  floral  show-card  has  been  prepared. 

Messrs.  Stevenson  &  Howell 
have  made  a  considerable  extension  of  their  warehouse 
premises  in  South wark  Street  Some  time  ago  they  secured 
a  lease  of  a  plot  to  the  south  of  their  present  warehouse,  and 
upon  this  they  have  erected  a  six-floor  and  basement  wing. 
The  basement,  which  has  a  steady  low  temperature  all  the 
year  round,  is  now  in  use  as  an  essential-oil  store-room, 
the  more  precious  oils  being  kept  in  two  lock-up  chambers 
communicating  with  each  other.  On  the  ground  floor  of  the 
wing  the  principals  have  furnished  a  pretty  office-parlour  for 
their  own  use,  and  between  it  and  two  large  rooms  to  the 
back  is  an  apartment  which  is  to  be  used  as  a  wardrobe-room 
and  book-room  for  the  clerical  staff.  The  large  rooms  referred 
to  are  a  distinct  wing  by  themselves,  and  are  to  be  used  by  the 
firm's  research  chemist  as  private  laboratories.  They  are 
weU.  lighted  from  the  roof,  ind  are  excellently  adapted  for 
chemical  research,  a  department  of  work  which,  I  under- 
stand, Messrs.  Stevenson  &  Howell  propose  to  develop  more 
thoroughly  than  has  been  done  so  far  in  this  country  in 
relation  to  essential  oils.  The  whole  of  the  ground  floor  of 
the  old  building  is  at  present  undergoing  reconstruction  by 
the  Shannon  Kile  Company  as  a  counting-house.  It  is  too  soon 
to  speak  of  it  yet.  All  the  upper  five  floors  have  been  joined 
to  the  floors  of  the  new  wing,  so  that  the  firm's  storage  and 
packing  accommodation  has  been  much  increased. 

I  am  indebted  to  this  firm  for  a  copy  of  a  quaint 
pamphlet  on  Old  Paris  Gardens,  Southwark.  The  area 
between  Blackfriars  Road  and  Southwark  Bridge  Road, 
on  the  west  and  east,  and  the  river  and  Union  Street,  on 
north  and  south,  was  once  a  rural  pleasure-ground.  Up 
to  the  end  of  the  seventeenth  century  there  were  bear- 
pits  and  "publics"  there  which  afforded  the  citizens 
of  London,  and  even  the  nobility  and  Good  King  Hal 
himself,  scope  for  frolic  such  as  they  loved  dearly.  In 
Gerard's  day  there  was  many  a  good  botanical  specimen  to 
be  picked  up  in  the  district ;  in  Hogarth's,  Southwark  Fair  was 
still  held  in  the  Gardens,  and  I  notice  a  good  reproduction 
of  his  picture  of  it  amongst  the  half-dozen  excellent  old  prints 
included  in  the  pamphlet.  Now  Southwark  "  resounds  with 
the  busy  hum  of  machinery,"  and  in  the  race  for  wealth  the 
memory  of  Old  Paris  Gardens  is  passing  into  oblivion.  As  a 
London  "  Town  Traveller  "  I  cherish  all  the  historic  spots  of 
the  metropolis,  and  am  glad  that  Messrs.  Stevenson  &  Howell 
treasure  the  traditions  of  the  district  in  which  they  "  distil 
sweet  odours  "  sufficiently  to  give  the  trade  this  interesting 
brochure.  England's  greater  wealth  is  in  the  Past.  Mr. 
Howell  tells  me  that  since  the  book  was  written  he  has 
discovered  that  "  rare  Ben  Jonson  "  played  his  first  play  in 
Old  Paris  Gardens,  and  he  was  hissed  for  his  pains— a 
startling  experience  for  him. 


Amongst  Druggists'  Sundries. 

Professor  Tyndall  had  just  died,  and  the  "  public  Press  "  had 
begun  to  rave  about  poison-bottles.  I  was  in  Gilbbrtson's 
showrooms  in  St.  Andrew's  Street,  E.C.,  with  poison- bottles 
all  around  me  ;  flat-ribbed  blue,  flat-ribbed  green,  flat-ribbed 
white,  &c.,  these  for  lotions  or  gargles,  or  other  medicines 
"  not  to  be  taken."  There  were  hexagons  of  all  sorts,  and  I 
wondered  why  a  Teler/raph  gentleman  or  a  smart  Sta/r  man 
had  not  been  there  before  me  to  post  himself  up  on  poison- 
bottles.  It  was  improvements  1  was  on  the  look-out  for, 
and  these  I  saw  in  the  hexagon  poisons  which  Messrs. 
Gilbertson  make  with  the  bottom  edges  nicely  bevelled  so 
that  a  corner  or  two  do  not  chip  off  now  and  then.  The 
round-cornered  ribbed  flats  are  also  good,  though  not  abso- 
lutely novel  with  the  St.  Andrew's  Street  house.  Other 
things  I  saw  in  the  bottle  line.  For  instance,  amber  and 
actinic  lavenders  and  perfume-bottles,  with  the  names  in 
white- enamel  lettering,  burnt  in.  This  is  done  in  London, 
and  the  price  is  not  extravagant — i.e.,  those  who  get  2s.  6d. 
for  a  4- oz.  bottle  of  lavender-water  have  in  these  bottles  a 
splendid  chance  and  a  new  attraction.  I  have  said  that  the 
lettering  is  done  in  London.  A  wicker-covered  bottle  was 
produced,  also  of  London  workmanship ;  the  same  is  applied 
to  lavender-salt  bottles,  for  tumbler  cases,  &c.  One  is  apt  to 
think  sometimes  that  London  is  a  mere  middleman's  paradise — ■ 
the  centre  towards  which  workers  pour  their  produce  and 
from  which  consumers  draw  it  out — but  it  is  astonishing  what 
variety  of  artisans  and  craftsmen  there  is  from  St.  Martin's  to 
Bow.    The  difficulty  is  to  find  out  where  they  are. 

Another  type  of  bottle  I  must  not  pass  over — the  omni- 
present feeder.  Mr.  TafEs  showed  me  the  eighteenpenny 
"graduated,"  a  first-class  article  with  extra  supply  of 
tubing.  The  point  of  distinction  about  this  is  that  the 
tubing  is  so  stout  that  it  does  not  "  kink "  or  double  np. 
£71 2>assant,  has  that  word  the  same  origin  as  the  Scotch  for 
whooping-cough — Xink  Jiostl  or  is  the  Scotch  "kink"  of 
German  or  Dutch  origin?    The  two  illustrations  are  of 


a  new  bed-pan :  I  might  call  it  the  "  sanitary,"  for  it 
has  been  designed  to  ensure  perfect  purity.  In  bed -pans 
the  foul  matter  is  apt  to  crust  on  the  upper  interior 


edge,  where  no  brush  can  reach ;  so  Messrs.  Gilbertson 
introduce  this  one,  which  has  a  separate  top  rim  that  can 
be  removed  and  brushed.  It  is  a  good  idea.  For  dispensers 
I  saw  a  novelty  which  they  will  welcome — viz.,  a  nickel- 
plated  steel  spatula,  with  nickel  handle.  The  handle  is  flat 
and  bevelled,  and  one  could  not  wish  for  a  better  pocket- 
spatula.  It  must  be  excellent  for 
powders.  Messrs.  Gilbertson  & 
Son  have  made  a  slight  improve- 
ment in  the  wedge-shaped  bottle 
for  potent  internal  or  poisonous 
medicine,  which  they  registered 
in  1861.  The  extreme  edge  is  now  rounded  as  shown  in  the 
figure. 

Spratt's  Patent  (Limited) 

in  Bermondsey  presented  so  busy  a  scene  when  I  called  that  it 
was  evident  that  the  "trade  depression"  of  which  one  hears 
has  not  penetrated  there.  The  manager  told  me  that  they 
were  so  pleased  with  our  Diary  that  they  have  purchased 
twenty  extra  copies  of  it — one  for  each  of  their  travellers  on 
the  road.  The  dog  and  poultry  medicine  business  is  now 
one  of  their  most  flourishing  departments,  to  which  chemists' 
orders  contribute  a  considerable  share.  Spratt's  horse- 
powders,  which  were  formerly  only  put  up  in  2s.  tins,  may 
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now  be  had  also  in  packets  at  half  that  money.  On  tonic- 
pills  for  dogs  there  is  quite  a  run  just  now.  "  You  noticed," 
said  the  laboratory-manager  to  me, "  that  a  case  was  recently 
reported  of  a  valuable  dog  poisoned  by  '  tonic-pills.'  That 
shows  how  careful  one  has  to  be  with  these  medicines. 
Now,  we  guarantee  our  pills  to  be  absolutely  non-poisonous, 
just  as  we  do  in  the  case  of  .our  condition-powders  for 
horses,  which  are  quite  free  from  arsenic,  antimony,  can- 
tharides,  or  other  poisons. 

"  We  are  just  adding  a  new  and  important  branch  to  our 
cattle-medicine  department — viz.,  cattle-medicine  chests.  I 
cannot  show  you  a  specimen  yet,  for  the  exact  size  has  not 
been  determined  upon.  The  price  will  be  moderate — a 
couple  of  guineas,  probably— and  each  chest  will  include  a 
guide-book. 

"  The  sale  of  our  dog-soap  is  growing  quickly.  The  flea,  as 
has  lately  been  shown,  is  often  the  intermediate  bearer  of 
the  germs  of  tapeworms,  from  which  dogs  suffer  so  much. 
You  will  see  the  bearing  which  that  fact  has  upon  the  fre- 
quent use  of  the  soap.  In  our  poultry  department  we  have 
new  remedies  for  the  affections  known  as  '  bumblefoot '  and 
'  scaly  leg,'  from  which  fowls  suffer  greatly.  It  used  to  be 
thought  that  '  scaly  leg '  was  caused  by  wet  and  dirt,  and 
"  bumblefoot "  by  the  treading  of  the  fowls  on  gravel,  or  by  the 
concussion  caused  by  their  alighting  from  perches  pitched 
too  high.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  both  are  parasitic  disorders. 

"  This  " — producing  a  neat  packet — "  is  a  new  special  food 
for  young  canary  birds.  You  see,  we  watch  over  dumb 
creation  from  birth  to  maturity.  These  are  puppy-biscuits 
in  tins ;  we  also  have  cod-liver  oil  biscuits,  wheat-meal  biscuits, 
and  other  dainties  for  pet  and  toy  dogs. 

"  Perhaps  many  of  your  readers  are  not  aware  that  we  are 
very  large  dealers  in  seeds  in  bulk.  That  is  the  case,  how- 
ever. We  have  our  own  stand  at  the  Corn  Exchange,  and 
make  specialities  of  canary-seed,  crushed  linseed,  and  so 
on." 

With  this  I  departed  in  search  of  further  novelties  else- 
where, convinced  that  Spratt's  (Limited)  boast  of  "  keeping 
abreast  of  the  times,"  is  not  an  idle  one. 

Sundry  Supplies. 

The  first  words  I  heard  from  Mr.  Fordham,  of  W.  B. 
FOHDHAM  &  Sons  (Limited),  when  I  presented  my  card, 
were  so  pertinent  to  retail  chemists  that  they  are  worth  re- 
peating. "  We  advertise  in  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist," 
said  he,  "  because  we  want  to  get  before  wholesale  houses  and 
shippers ;  the  retailers  too,  of  course,  but  they  can  get  any 
of  our  articles  with  other  goods  they  are  ordering  from  any 
wholesale  druggist  or  sundries  house.  There's  scarcely  a 
house  in  the  kingdom  that  has  not  an  account  with  us."  So 
any  who  think  of  getting  some  of  the  things  mentioned  in 
this  note  should  include  them  in  their  next  sundries  order. 
The  first  thing  I  will  mention  is  a  patent  time-light,  illustrated 
in  fig.  1. 

The  stand  of  this  is  hoUow,  and  contains  a  spring  upon  which 
a  standard  wax  candle  is  placed, 
and  a  perforated  cover  keeps  the 
candle  down.  The  candle  burns 
about  eight  hours.  When  it  is 
lighted,,  the  indicator  is  placed  at 
the  time,  and  as  the  candle  barns, 
the  spring  forces  it  up,  at  the  same 
time  dragging  the  chain  which 
moves  the  hand  of  the  dial.  So 
the  time  is  shown  approximately. 
There  is  absolutely  no  noise,  be- 
cause there  is  no  clockwork. 
The  dials  are  very  pretty,  for  they 
are  made  of  tinted  glass  engraved. 
One  cannot  fancy  a  thing  which 
invalids  more  needed  than  this 
noiseless  marker  of  the  flight  of 
time.  Another  nice  thing  for 
the  sick-room  is  the  attachable 
lid  which  is  shown  in  figs.  2 
and  3. 

The  first  illustration  shows  the 
style  of  lid,  and  the  second  how 
it  can  be  attcached  to  a  medicine- 
glass,   to  prevent  any  volatile

medicine  from  dissipating  or  to  keep  out  the  dust.    The  lid 


is  also  useful  for  attaching  to  inkers,  jam-pots,  tumblers  and 
soon.  It  IS  made  of 
nickel-plated  metal. 
One  of  the  most 
powerful  petroleum 
stoves  that  I  have 
seen  is  the  subject 
of  fig.  4.  The  stove 
or  lamp  is  made  to 
burn  without  wick. 
The  principle  is  this. 
The  burner  on  the 
top  has  a  cup-rim  (/) 
to  hold  a  few  drops 
of  methylated  spirit. 
This  is  lighted,  and 
by  means  of  a  small 
syringe  (d)  in  the 
side  of  the  oil-holder 
air  is  pumped  in  for  Fig.  3. 

a  moment  or  two.  Some  oil  then  goes  in  vapour  up  to  where 
the  spirit  is  burning,  where  it  takes  light.  Soon  the  top 
(/)  becomes  very  hot,  whereby  the 
supply  of  oil  vapour  becomes  auto- 
matic, and  an  intensely  hot  and 
Bootless  flame  is  secured.  It  boils 
a  quart  of  water  in  three  minutes, 
or  two  in  five  minutes.  For 
chemists  who  have  no  gas  it  should 
be  a  boon.  The  price  is  17,9.  6d., 
but  the  stove  is  made  of  solid 
brass,  and  will  last  a  lifetime. 
The  last  item  which  I  will  refer  to 
is  not  strictly  pharmaceutical,  but 
as  one  whose  business  it  is  to 
travel,  I  know  that  there  is  many 
a  chemist  who  will  be  glad  to  become  acquainted  with 

A  Bamboo  Sleeping-Frame. 

It  is  for  putting  from  one  seat  of  a  railway  carriage  to 
another.  It  folds  up,  being  made  of  two  bamboo  sticks  to 
which  a  piece  of  waterproof  canvas  is  attached.  There  are 
two  steel  fixing-straps  behind  which  secure  the  rods  when 
they  are  stretched,  and  the  canvas  is  about  a  foot  longer  than 
the  sticks,  thus  forming  a  flap  to  cover  the  ankles.    It  can

also  be  used  as  a  table  for  card-playing  or  luncheon,  .as  a 
seat  when  picnicking,  and  can  go  along  with  one's  umbrella 
in  the  rug-straps.  These,  and  many  other  useful  inventions, 
I  saw  in  Messrs.  Fordhani's  York  Eoad  showrooms.  Mr. 
Fordham  told  me  that  he  accepts  only  about  50  per  cent,  of 
the  inventions  offered  him.  "  And  how  many  of  the  50  per 
cent,  succeed  ?  "  was  my  inquiry.  "  Roughly  about  75  per 
cent.,"  he  replied. 

Some  Packed  Goods. 

Messrs.  HocKiN,  Wilson  &  Co.  are  bidding  boldly  for  the 
packed-goods  trade.  In  their  warehouses  in  Tottenham 
Court  Road  they  employ  between  fifty  and  sixty  girls  for 
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thia  department  alone,  and  as  employment  for  girls  is  none 
too  rife  in  London,  labour  can  be  had  at  a  moderate  rate. 
That  is  the  first  essential  when  we  begin  to  deal  with  "  penny 
lines,"  such  as  the  "  Acme  "  household  dyes,  tooth-stopping, 
penny  pungents,  and  the  like.  All  these  the  firm  put  up  on 
the  premises.  The  "  pungents "  are  good  bottles  (oval 
tablet  style)  filled  with  sponge,  charged  or  uncharged,  and 
corked.  They  are  carded.  The  dyes,  and  all  other  packet- 
goods  sent  out  by  the  firm,  are  put  up  in  glazed  boxes— well 
finished  and  strong  they  are— and  Messrs.  Hockin,  Wilson  Ic 
Co.  are  proud  that  they  lead  the  way  in  this  direction. 
Amongst  higher-class  goods  brought  under  my  notice 
"  Alpine  "  felt  chest-protectors  are  particularly  noteworthy, 
for  the  material  consists  of  two  layers  of  felt,  one  red  and  one 
grey  (or  any  assortment  of  colour).  Then  felt  is  very  much 
cheaper  than  the  fine  thick  stuff  conventional  to  this  depart- 
ment of  goods,  and  cheapness  was  the  object  in  using  it  in 
this  instance ;  but  it  is  obvious  that  an  improvement  may  also 
have  been  secured,  for  the  air  between  the  two  layers  of  felt 
will  also  act  as  a  protection.  At  all  events,  I  can  say  that 
the  protectors  are  nice  looking  and  wonderfully  cheap. 
Another  marvel  of  low  price  which  I  saw  was  the  "  Picka- 
ninny" feeding-bottle— all  the  Hockin- Wilson  infantile  goods 
are  "  Pickaninnies."  The  feeders  have  white-glass  bottles 
and  black-rubber  fittings,  and  each  is  enclosed  in  a  bag,  and 
they  sell  per  gross  at — well,  6d.  each  retail.  My  con- 
ductor on  this  occasion  was  good  enough  to  show  me  the 
machine  for  makiog 

SUPPOSITOEIES  BY  COMPBESSION. 

Tliis  is  a  process  which  is  not  so  well  known  here  as  in  the 
United  States,  where  the  machine  comes  from.  All  pharma- 
cists know  how  troublesome  it  is  to  ensure  that  a  drug  is 
equally  diffused  throughout  the  cocoa-butter  mass  in  making 
suppositoiies  by  the  cold  process.  I  have  seen  i-grain 
morphia  suppositories  with  a  quartcr-of-an-inch  of  the 
alkaloidal  salt  fused  hard  at  the  point.  That  is  bad  phar- 
macy, of  course,  but  it  happens,  and  cannot  happen  in  the 
cold  way.    The  machine  is  as  shown  in  the  engraving.  First 


you  powder  the  cocoa-butter  and  mix  the  active  ingredient 
with  it,  put  into  the  cylinder  (4),  and  press  down  by  the 
screw- lever  (3).  The  mould  is  shown  at  6,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  mass  goes  into  the  narrower  aperture  and  comes 
out  at  the  wider  (5).  I  need  not  explain  it  further,  except 
to  add  that  perfect  bougies  can  also  be  made  with  it.  Forthis 
purpose  there  is  a  hole  in  thesideof  the  cylinder  into  whicha 
tube  of  about  i  inch  diameter  is  screwed.  When  the  mass  is 
squeezed  it  comes  through  the  tube  as  a  long  stick,  and  can 
he  cut  off  to  r.ny  length  or  weight  required. 

Messes.  Tno3.  Cheisty  &  Co. 
When  I  called  at  Mr.  Thos.  Christy's  office  I  found  that 
gentleman's  private  room  littered  with  paraphernalia  indi- 
cative of  foreign  travel,  and  himself  intently  poring  over  a 
large  map  of  Mexico  on  his  table.  "My  son,  Percy,  is  just 
about  to  go  out  there,"  said  Mr.  Christy,  pointing  to  a  spot 


near  Central  America.  "  He  has  been  brought  up  at  Tamworth 
College,  and  knows  all  about  agriculture,  so  they  have  en- 
gaged him  for  a  large  plantation  owned  by  a  syndicate  who 
intend  to  take  np  the  cultivation  of  new  plants.  Splendid 
climate !  Indiarubber  and  pineapples  grow  in  the  valley, 
and  higher  up  the  hill  you've  got  to  sleep  under  two  blankets 
to  keep  yourself  warm  at  night.  The  place  is  rather  diffi- 
cult to  get  at,  however.  The  nearest  civilised  city  is  a 
place  called  Chiapas,  and  from  there  yon  have  to  travel 
for  ten  days  in  a  dug-out  mahogany  tree,  with  boots 
reaching  over  your  knees,  as  there  are  no  roads.  But  you've 
called  to  see  what  new  goods  we  have  ?  Well,  we  have  lately 
been  appointed  agents  for  Stearns,  of  Detroit,  for  whom  we 
are  now  introducing  this  Aromatic  Extract  of  Cascara.  The 
bitter  principle  of  the  drug  has  been  removed,  and  the 
extract  is  beautifully  flavoured  and  sweetened.  The  active 
principle,  of  course,  remains  in  the  extract  unimpaired,  and 
as  put  up  here  the  drug  does  not  gripe.  It  may  be  had 
in  1-lb.  or  5-lb.  bottles.  For  the  same  firm  we  are  selling  a 
wine  of  cod-liver  oil  with  peptonate  of  iron.  The  prepara- 
tion contains  25  per  cent,  of  the  active  principle  of  cod-liver 
oil  and  4  gr.  of  the  peptonate  per  fl.  oz.  The  wine 
is  a  nice  sherry,  and  the  taste  of  the  oil,  as  you  will  notice, 
is  beautifully  disguised." 

I  tasted  both  preparations  and  can  say  that  the  statements 
with  regard  to  the  taste  are  quite  borne  out. 

Then  Mr.  Christy  fell  to  talking  of  "  Christia,"  which  he 
has  again  improved.  The  ruby  colour  is  now  imparted  to 
the  fabric  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  not  fade  or 
come  ofE. 

On  a  table  in  Mr.  Christy's  warehouse  is  exhibited  one  of 
the  drug-collections  of  the  German  firm  of  C.  Stephan. 
These  consist  of  about  300  drugs,  including  all  the  simple 
botanical  drugs  of  the  B.P.  They  are  neatly  put  up  on 
superposed  trays  in  a  wooden  box.  The  collection  also 
contains  specimens  of  the  principal  spurious  articles  which 
are  sometimes  offered  as  substitutes  for  the  chief  drugs  of 
commerce,  and  a  handbook  and  guide  is  enclosed  in  each 
box. 

Ceystal  Dyes. 

Business  with  Messrs.  Ceawshaw  &  Co.,  of  80  Fann 
Street,  E.C.,  the  chemists'  dye-men,  has  bfen  brisk  and 
better  during  the  past  year  than  at  any  period  of  the  pre- 
ceding four.  The  demand  for  Crystal  dyes  has  been  so 
well  sustained  that  the  proprietors  have  seen  their  way  to 
improve  and  enlarge  the  packets  in  all  three  sizes — penny, 
threepenny, and  sixpenny — their  experience  showingthem  that

where  a  purchaser  obtains  both  quality  and  quantity  there 
he  will  buy  again.  Messrs.  Crawshaw  are  also  the  manufac- 
turers of  the  popular  "  Bunsen's  Butter-colouring,"  and  I 
notice  that  the  firm  have  again  obtained  a  large  number  of 
votes  for  their  advertisement  in  our  Di.VBY  Coupon  Competi- 
tion, 1894,  the  results  of  which  are  given  in  this  issue.  To 
meet  the  growing  demand  for  the  colouring  Messrs.  Craw- 
shaw have  recently  had  two  large  metal  tanks  fitted  at  their 
premises,  from  which  the  liquid  is  drawn  off  as  required. 
These  tanks  are  of  1,000  gallons  each,  and  fill  the  whole 
space  between  floor  and  ceiling  of  the  ap>artment  in  which 
they  stand.  The  firm  claim  four  good  points  for  their 
production — viz.,  freedom  from  taste,  freedom  from  smell, 
very  high  concentration,  and  perfection  of  tint.  This  article 
is  neatly  put  up  in  three  sizes. 
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THE  HOMOSOTROPE. 


T"pHE  homocitrope  is  an  instrument  devised  by  Professor 
-L  Emile  Gossart,  of  Caen,  for  estimating  tlie  amount  of 
impurity  in  commercial  spirit.  It  consists  of  a  pipette  of 
about  4  c.c.  capacity,  shaped  as  shown  in  A,  to  the  top  of 
which  is  attached  a  blind-teat,  or  other  suitable  enclosed  and 
flexible  air-container,  and  the  hexagonal  dish  shown  on  a 
larger  scale  in  b.  The  oridce  of  the  pipette  should  not  ex- 
ceed 1  mm.  in  diameter.  The  spirit  to  be  tested  is 
placed  in  this  pipette,  and  the  dish  is  filled  with  a  liquid- 
such,  for  example,  as  a  10-per-cent.  aqueous  solution  of 
citric  acid — which  shows  appreciable  \iscosity. 

The  principle  of  the  process  depends  upon  the  fact  that 
when  the  drops  of  spirit  come  out  of  the  pipette  they  leave  a 
certain  degree  of  surface-tension,  which  varies  with  the 
purity  of  the  liquid,  so  that  when  the  drops  fall  upon  the 


surface  of  the  liquid  in  the  dish,  which  is  agitated  so  as  to 
give  it  a  concave  surface,  they  have  a  peculiar  "  roU."  By 
the  duration  and  nature  of  the  roll  the  purity  of  the  spirit  is 
determined.  In  practice  sulphuric  acid,  glycerine,  or  a  fixed 
oil  is  used  for  filling  the  hexagonal  dish,  as  they  present  a 
better  degree  of  viscosity. 

If  we  compare  the  behaviour  of  pure  alcohol,  and  alcohol 
■nixed  with  acetone,  the  remarkable  accuracy  of  the  principle 
apon  which  the  test  is  founded  becomes  apparent.  It  is 
observed  as  the  percentage  of  acetone  is  increased  that  the 
roll  of  the  drops  becomes  feebler  and  feebler,  while  a  sort  of 
dip  which  is  characteristic  of  pure  alcohol  also  diminishes  ; 
in  fact,  when  30  per  cent  of  acetone  is  reached  roll  and  dip 
altogether  disappear.  Similarly  with  wood-spirit,  amylic 
alcohol,  and  other  impurities.  The  test  is  independent  of 
twmperature,  and  it  is  stated  that  as  little  as  a  thousandth 
or  even  a  ten-thousandth  part  of  impurity  in  alcohol  can  be 
detected. 


What  is  Life  7— In  physiology  the  word  "life"  is  under- 
stood to  mean  the  chemical  and  physical  activities  of  the 
parts  of  which  the  organism  consists  together  with  their 
co-ordination — not  tlie  processes  only,  nor  their  co-orriination 
only,  but  both  at  the  same  time.

CHLORALOSE. 
By  A.  Pebcy  Smith,  F.I.C,  F.C.S. 

CHLORALOSE,  or  anhjdrogluchloral,  was  discovered  by 
Hetter  in  1889.  In  January  of  the  present  year  MM. 
Haniiot  and  Ricliet  published  in  the  C'owjttcs  Jd-ndut  an 
account  of  their  method  of  manufacture  and  of  their  re- 
searches upon  the  action  of  the  drug.  The  superiority  which 
chloralose  is  claimed  to  possess  over  other  hypnotics  of  a 
similar  nature  lies  in  the  fact  that  its  administration  is  not 
followed  by  any  unpleasant  effects,  such  as  headache.  'J'he 
dose  is  small — from  3  grains.  It  has  lately  been  u.sed,  in 
larger  doses,  for  chorea,  hysteria,  and  epilep.sy. 

Chloialose  is  a  direct  combination  of  anhydrous  chloral 
and  glucose — 

CCl.CHO  +  C„H,,,0,  =  C,H„C108  +  H,0  +  CJ., 

In  making  it,  pure  grtape  sugar  must  be  employed. 

The  process  of  manufacture  consists  in  mixing  and  heating 
together  in  a  flask  equal  weights  of  chloral  and  grape  sugar, 
both  of  which  must  be  absolutely  dry.  Theoretically  the 
proportions  are  as  147'5  to  180,  but  those  quantities  would  not 
ensure  a  perfect  admixture.  It  is  necessary  to  have  sufficient 
chloral  to  moisten  the  sugar  throughout.  In  spite  of  this 
precaution,  however,  even  after  two  hours'  heating  at  100°, 
there  will  still  be  portions  of  uncombined  sugar  and  free 
chloral,  the  separation  of  which  from  the  finished  product 
presents  some  difficulties. 

Having  obtained  the  crude  chloralose,  which  when  cold  is 
as  hard  as  glass,  it  is  necessary  to  extract  with  boiling  ether, 
which  is  a  long  and  tedious  operation.  After  recovering  by 
distillation  as  much  ether  as  possible,  the  residuum  is  boiled 
for  several  hours  with  a  large  quantity  of  water,  as  until  all 
traces  of  ether  and  chloral  are  dissipated,  it  is  impossible  to 
obtain  the  chloralose  in  a  crjrstalline  form.  When  the 
aqueous  solution  is  first  allowed  to  cool,  one  perceives  a 
small  quantity  of  micaceous  crystals,  which  are  not  chloralose, 
but  an  isomer,  called  para- chloralose.  This  is  but  slightly 
soluble  in  cold  water — much  less  soluble  than  the  orthodox 
body.  The  solution  is  subjected  to  fractional  crystallisation, 
and  all  crystals  which  have  a  melting-point  of  more  than 
190°  are  rejected.  The  selected  crops  are  united,  purified 
by  charcoal,  and  recrystallised.  The  crystals  are  difficult  to 
dry,  as  they  hold  water  mechanically.  The  mother-liquors, 
on  standing  a  few  days,  generally  deposit  more  crystals  which 
can  be  worked  up  in  future  batches.  This  is  probably  due 
to  a  trace  of  ether  left  after  the  boiling,  &c.  Traces  of  sugar 
are  also  likely  to  be  present.  The  yield  is  small  on  the 
experimental  scale — viz.,  about  2  drachms  from  \  lb.  of 
chloral.

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NOTES  OF  AN  AMERICAN  JOURNEY. 


N  the  course  of  travelling  through 
the  more  eastern  district  of 
the  United  States  one  meets 
with  much  of  the  best  of 
American  pharmacy.  In  New 
York,  Pliiladelphia,  Baltimore. 
Chicago,  Detroit,  and  Boston' 
amongst  the  larger  cities,  are 
situated  some  of  the  largest 
pharmaceutical  factories  in 
the  world,  and  it  was  the 
privilege  of  the  writer  to  inspect  some  of  these.  The 
methods  pursued  were  found  to  be,  in  a  great  measure,  the 
same  as  obtain  in  England.  There  are  points  of  difEerence 
which  may,  however,  be  noted,  for  American  pharmacy  has 
its  indigenous  element,  much  that  is  of  native  growth,  the 
influence  of  which  has  filtered  to  Europe.  Incidentally, 
matters  outside  pharmaceutical  factories  will  be  referred  to. 

PopuLABiTY  OP  Quinine. 
It  is  difficult  for  an  English  -pharmacist  to  imagine  how 
popular  a  medicine  quinine  is  with  American  people.  They 
call  it  kwy-neen  or  kwy-niue,  but  it  is  the  same  article  as 
we  use  here.  It  is  exhibited  chiefly  in  the  form  of  pills,  but 
the  capsule  is  a  hard  rival  to  the  pill-form.  Malaria  is  very 
common,  hence  the  popularity  of  the  cinchona  alkaloid.  In 
the  treatment  of  the  fever  doctors  generally  prescribe  a  good 
dose  of  calomel,  then  liberal  doses  of  quinine  in  3-grain  pills ; 
the  soluble  sulphate  is  preferred. 

Ameeican  Pill-massing. 
The  manufacture  of  pills  of  all  kinds  is  carried  on  to  an 
incredible  extent  in  the  principal  pharmaceutical  factories. 
The  methods  employed  diflEer  in  some  respects  from  those 
seen  in  England.  Thus,  in  two  factories  which  were  visited, 
massing  was  done  by  revolving  steel  cylinders — in  fact,  a 
mangle.  It  is  claimed  that  the  mixing  is  done  much  better 
in  this  way  than  by  the  mixer  consisting  of  revolving  twisted 
blades.  The  workmen  always  have  the  mass  before  their  eyes, 
and  can  shift  it  about  as  they  see  that  to  be  necessary ;  more- 
over, the  cylinders  can,  if  desired,  be  heated  with  steam,  so 
that  the  minimum  of  aqueous  excipient  is  required.  In  prac- 
tice the  method  appears  to  work  well,  especially  with  aloetic 
masses.  I  was  struck  with  the  rapidity  with  which  large 
quantities  of  mass  are  turned  out  by  the  method,  and  the 
complete  control  which  the  workmen  have  over  the  quality 
of  the  mass. 

Pills  are  Hand-cut. 
The  United  States  pharmacists  have  passed  the  machinery 
stage  in  pill-making — that  is,  in  the  actual  cutting.  I 
saw  few  piping-machines  or  machine- cutters  in  three 
factories  visited,  and  was  assured  that  they  are  reserved  for 
pills  made  by  contract  in  which  strict  accuracy  is  not  aimed 
at.  The  explanation  given  included  practically  all  the 
arguments  which  are  brought  against  steam  pill-machinery, 
but  the  ultimate  objection  really  was  the  difficulty  which 
the  manufacturers  have  had  in  sorting  the  pills  after  they 
are  made.  This  is  accomplished  in  England  by  means  of  an 
ingenious  pill-picking  machine,  which  is  little  known  to 
American  pill-manufacturers.  However,  this  circumstance 
enabled  me  to  see  as  pretty  pill-making  as  the  most  con- 
scientious pharmacist  could  desire.  I  will  illustrate  it  with 
a  quinine-mass.  A  pill-girl  (all  labour  of  this  kind  is  done 
by  girls  and  women)  gets  about  14  lbs.  or  so  of  the  pure  white 
mass  from  the  laboratory,  and  keeps  this  covered  with  a  damp 


cloth  beside  her.  The  machine  she  uses  is  the  ordinary  flafc 
mahogany  kind,  with  movable  sides  that  can  be  fixed  with 
screws.  She  tjikes  a  piece  of  mass,  and  with  her  hands  rolls 
it  gently  into  a  pipe,  snipping  off  pieces  about  as  long  as  the 
width  of  the  machine-slab.  The  first  piece  is  rolled  exactly 
the  length  of  the  twenty-four  or  thirty  grooves  on  the  cutter^ 
and  the  correct  weight  determined ;  or  a  weighed  piece  i» 
rolled  out  and  the  raised  edges  of  the  machine-slab  adjusted 
to  the  diameter  which  this  piece  acquires.  I  saw  it  don& 
each  way,  but  both  have  the  same  object — viz.,  to  ascertair^ 
the  height  at  which  the  movable  edges  must  be  fixed.  Once 
this  is  done  the  girl  proceeds  very  smartly  to  roll  out  the 
mass  with  her  hand,  or  an  assistant  does  this  for  her. 
When  about  a  dozen  of  the  pipes  are  on  the  slab  they  are 
finished  with  the  roller-cutter,  and  cut  a  few  at  a  time. 

Ovoid  Pillb. 

I  was  struck  vrith  the  width  of  the  grooves  in  the  cutters^ 
but  I  had  never  seen  ovoid  pills  made,  and  in  my  innocence 
imagined  some  special  form  of  machine  was  necessary  for 
their  production.  Instead  of  that  these  large  grooves  are 
the  sole  mystery.  Given  a  10-grain  pill  machine,  witb 
elliptical  rather  than  cylindrical  grooves,  a  pipe  cut  there- 
with comes  out  as  5-grain  ovoid  pills,  which  require  no- 
more  finishing.  A  small  girl  looks  over  the  pills  as  they 
come  oS  the  machine,  and  puts  back  the  few  thoroughly  bad) 
ones.  That  is  all  that  is  necessary  before  sending  them  ory 
to  the  coating-room. 

Gelatine  Coating. 
Gelatine  is  the  favourite  coating,  and  next  to  that  sugar, 
the  pearl-coating  being  less  common,  and  not  so  well  done 
as  we  have  it  in  England.  There  seem  to  be  two  methods- 
of  applying  the  gelatine  coating,  one  with  pins  and  the  other 
without.  The  objection  to  the  former  is  the  pinhole,  but. 
that  is  overcome  by  one  firm  in  an  ingenious  way.  First  the 
pills  are  filled  into  a  tray  full  of  holes  in  lines.  Exactly* 
over  these  a  block  of  pins  holding  about  a  gross  is  place* 
and  pressed  down.  This  fixes  the  whole  gross  of  pUls,  and 
they  are  passed  on  to  the  dipper,  who  dips  them  in  the 
gelatine  bath.  Next  they  are  placed  in  a  shallow  glazed 
case,  through  which  a  current  of  hot  air  is  driven.  In  a  few- 
seconds  the  surface  of  the  coating  is  hardened,  and  the 
pills  are  removed,  so  that  the  softer  part  of  the  coating 
shrinks  into  the  lower  part  of  the  hole.  Thus  the  whole? 
surface  of  the  piU  is  coated,  although  there  is  actually  a 
pinhole  outside.  While  this  is  ingenious,  it  cannot  compare 
with  the  method  followed  in  another  factory  (Messrs. 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  of  Detroit,  Mich.).  There  the  piUs  are 
filled  into  a  tray  of  holes,  superfluous  ones  removed,  and 
where  before  we  had  pins  here  we  have  small  tubes- 
which  communicate  with  a  hollow  holder,  which  in  its  turn 
communicates  with  an  exhaust-pump.  A  turn  of  the  valve 
sucks  up  the  pills,  the  lower  halves  of  which  are  dipped 
into  the  gelatine  solution.  After  drying,  the  second  half  is- 
coated,  and  pills  are  thus  produced  which  are  virtually 
enclosed  in  a  capsule.  This  method  is,  1  understand,  the 
subject  of  a  patent  held  by  the  firm. 

SuGAE  Coating. 
Messrs.  Wm.  R.  Warner  &  Son,  of  Philadelphia,  are  the 
principal  sugar-coaters  in  the  States.  Their  factory  is  a- 
large  one,  as  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  I  saw  at 
least  a  dozen  revolving  coating-pans  at  work  during  my 
visit.  The  pans  are  from  2  to  3  feet  in  diameter 
generally,  but  there  are  a  few  smaller  and  larger  for  speciali 
purposes.  The  coating-process  is  simple,  and  consists  of 
adding  a  thick  sugary  mixture  to  the  pills  while  they  revolve 
in  the  heated  pan.    The  manner  of  doing  it  is,  of  course,  a 
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■work  of  experience.  After  the  coating  is  sufficiently  thick 
and  smooth,  the  pills  are  turned  into  a  clean  and  cold  pan, 
where  they  take  on  a  polish.  The  atmosphere  of  the  apart- 
ment in  which  this  work  is  done  is  charged  with  a  very  fine 
saccharine  dust,  and  the  workwomen  wear  white  linen  over- 
alls and  caps.  The  coating-process  is  tlie  noisiest  one  can 
imagine  :  the  pills  are  continually  falling  in  the  pan  with  a 
sound  like  hail  on  the  window-pane,  only  steadier,  more 
voluminous,  and  with  intermittent  breaks  which  may  be 
likened  to  the  sough  of  the  old-fashioned  double  hand- saw. 

The  Advance  op  Elkctrioitt 
in  the  United  States  is  astonishing  to  a  European,  for  there, 
it  is  unquestionable,  they  are  a  generation  ahead  of  us  in 
that  matter.  This  is  only  partly  explained  by  the  fact  that 
■with  them  it  is,  ia  some  measure,  only  a  transition  from  oil 
■to  electricity.  While  this  may  obtain  in  small  towns  there 
remains  the  fact  that  cities  have,  like  ourselves,  to  discard 
.gas  fittings  and  appliances  before  they  can  adopt  the  electric 
iight.  Perhaps  the  average  American  does  not  hesitate  so 
•long  as  the  average  Englishman  in  changing  an  old  kettle  for 
•a  new  pan.  The  use  of  electricity  as  a  motive  force  and  as 
A  heating-agent  is  the  point  which  is  now  specially  referred 
Ao.  Tramway  cars  spin  along  many  streets,  electricity  being 
the  sole  posver  that  drives  them.  The  current  in  this  case  is 
carried  by  an  overhead  wire  in  the  centre  of  the  street.  This 
wire  is  supported  by  standards  at  the  side,  from  which  powerful 
but  slender  cable-bridges  span  the  street.  From  Orange  to 
JSfewark,  N.J.,  there  is  such  a  line  nearly  eight  miles  long, 
-and  at  St.  Louis  there  is  another  of  seven  miles.  The  uniform 
tfare  in  both  cases  is  5  cents,  and  the  rate  of  travel  at  least 
ten  miles  an  hour,  but  a  much  more  rapid  rate  is  attained  on 
-a  clear  track.  The  horse-car  is  now  proverbial  of  slowness, 
axid  is  seldom  seen.  It  does  not  pay  to  rear  horses  in 
America  now.  So  a  Scottish-American  farmer  from  Nebraska 
<told  me,  and  he  has  tried  it. 

As  A  Heating-agent 
-electricity  is  making  wonderful  strides.  One  can  recall  the 
time,  not  so  many  years  ago,  when  an  enthusiastic  and  clever 
student  of  electricity  proposed  to  heat  steam-boilers  by 
-encircling  them  with  a  coil  of  platinum  wire,  and  letting  a 
■current  pass  through  it.  The  suggestion  was  practical  in 
-every  sense,  except  that  a  single  manufacturing  town  of  fair 
standing  would  require  all  the  platinum  in  the  world.  What 
•is  impossible  with  platinum  is,  however,  possible  with  an 
-alloy  of  the  nature  of  German  silver.  I  had  some  talk  about 
this  with  the  manager  of  the  Central  Electric-heating  Com- 
pany, of  New  York.  He  told  me  that  there  is  a  gentleman 
dn  Brooklyn  who  has  no  light,  force,  or  heat  in  his  residence 
which  is  not  the  product  of  electricity.  The  heating  principle 
is  simple.  The  wire  used  is  of  the  material  referred  to,  and 
^bout  a  millimetre  or  more  in  diameter.  It  is  coiled  round 
.an  incombustible  material  to  form  rods  four  or  five  times 
broader  than  they  are  thick.  The  rods  may  be  adapted  to 
any  shape  required,  and  the  surface  of  them  used  depends 
•apon  the  degree  of  heat  required.  The  thickness  of  the 
•wire  is  made  suflSciently  great  to  keep  the  heat  below  the 
,glow-point,  and  there  is  a  second  control,  of  course,  at  the 
.main  shunt.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  as  the  wires 
■become  hot  resistance  increases,  so  that  the  heat  actually 
^rows  with  itself.  It  is  this  system  which  has  been  adapted 
to  all  electric-heating  purposes — such  as  warming  houses 
and  halls,  cooking,  heating  tailors'  and  plumbers'  irons,  for 
cigar-lighters,  muflle-f  urnaces,  crucibles,  &c.  As  an  example 
ot  the  system  I  append  an  illustration  of  a  chemist's  stove, 
which  does  all  the  work  that  a  gas-stove  can  do  in  the  way 
of  boiling.  The  surface  of  this  stove  is  a  sheet  of  steel  (4  inches 
to  16  inches  diameter).    Below  it  is  a  mass  of  the  coiled 


wire,  the  terminals  being  connected  with  the  wires  shown  in 
the  front  of  the  illustration.    The  material  below  the  coila 


is  a  heat  non-conductor,  so  that  all  the  heat  goes  upwards 
The  stove  can  be  lifted  without  danger  by  the  non-conducting 
handles.   I  first  saw  this  stove  in  operation  in 

The  Elbventh-flooe  Phabmact  in  Chicago. 

This  pharmacy  is  situated  in  the  sky-scraper  known  as  the 
Schiller  Building,  Eandolph  Street.  There  is  no  gas  in  the 
building;  nothing  but  electricity.  Mr.  Fred.  M.  Schmidt, 
the  proprietor  of  the  pharmacy,  told  me  that  he  would  not  go 
back  to  gas  again  if  he  could  avoid  it ;  he  found  the  electric 
method  of  heating  so  much  more  satisfactory.  "  But  what 
about  plaster-irons  and  sealing-wax  ? "  someone  may  ask. 
Well,  there  are  electric  arrangements  for  all. these  things  too. 
Judging  from  all  that  I  saw  of  electric  heating,  I  can 
imagine  nothing  to  which  it  cannot  be  adapted,  once  we  get 
the  power  at  a  mode- 
rate price.  A  word 
about  Mr.  Schmidt. 
He  has  created  a 
precedent  in  pharmacy 
by  taking  his  place  of 
business  to  the  elev- 
enth floor  of  the  house. 
About  ten  years  ago 
he  started  in  business 
in  Chicago  (he  was 
born  there  in  1859)  on 
the  second  floor  of  a 
house  in  State  Street. 
This  was  for  a  purely 
dispensing  trade.  He 
wanted  to  get  away 
from  the  soda-water 

and  cigar  business,  and  knew  that  could  only  be  done  by 
getting  above  the  street-level.  At  the  beginning  of  last  year 
he  removed  to  the  Schiller  Building,  in  which  there  is  a  cdIoi  y 
of  doctors.  He  gets  the  cream  of  their  support,  but,  af  art 
from  that,  has  a  trade  connection  all  over  the  city,  ard 
carries  the  usual  stock  of  di  uggists'  goods,  7ninus  the  bazasr 
element  which  Mr.  Martin  speaks  about.  Mr.  Schmidt  is  a 
competent  pharmacist  in  ^the  highest  sense  ;  he  is  oflicially 
connected  with  the  Chicago  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  has 
recently  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Pharmacy 
Board.  He  will  make  a  sound  examiner.  Mr.  Schmidts 
shop-hours  almost  come  up  to  the  Dubhn  rule ;  they  aie 
from  8  A.M.  to  7  P.M.,  with  three  hours  on  Sunday.  This 
nearly  beats  the  banks,  and  puts  all  Chicago  in  the  shade.

We  have  also  received  from  Mr.  Wm.  Lincoln,  senr.,  of  Ely, 
one  of  the  oldest  readers  of  this  journal,  a  note  containing 
valuable  suggestions  for  future  competitions.  Mr.  Lincoln's 
ideas  deserve  to  be  studied  by  all  advertisers,  and  we  feel 
sure  that  many  of  them  may  profit  from  their  excellent, 
though  never  carping,  criticism.    Says  the  writer : —  * 

"  The  idea  of  promoting  the  study  of  advertisements  by 
the  offer  of  prizes  is  good,  but  would  you  not  achieve  greater 
success  by  making  your  awards  on  the  precisely  opposite 
principle  ? 

"  A  critic  is  nothing  if  not  critical,  and  there  is  just  so 
much  of  the  ainari  aliquid  in  human  nature  as  to  make  it 
less  irksome  to  '  spot '  a  blemish  than  to  have  to  discover  a 
beauty.  Besides,  where  the  merits  of  several  advertisements 
are  equally  balanced,  if  each  be  entitled  to  the  vote  which 
can  only  be  given  to  one,  it  becomes  the  merest  mumchance 
which  one  it  shall  be.  The  same  objection  applies  to  the  illus- 
trations. If  the  only  outcome  of  this  fortuitous  concourse  of 
votes  is  to  place  a  design  not  absolutely  in  the  first  rank 
but  only  pri7ms  inter  pares,  would  not  its  proprietors  prefer, 
in  place  of  this  dubious  praise,  some  intelligent  outside 
opinion  suggesting  an  improvement  1  I  hope  I  am  not  alone 
in  this  feeling,  or,  if  so,  that  I  shall  be  pardoned  for  pointing 
out  the  remarkable  mal-adroitness  of  an  illustration  to  be 
found  on  page  402.  Apart  from  the  disproportion  observable 
between  the  palm-tree  and  the  pyramid,  what  may  be  the 
connection  between  them  and  the  tea  of  Ceylon  it  would 
puzzle  the  Sphinx  itself  to  explain. 

"  With  respect  to  the  wording  of  advertisements,  I  was 
amazed  at  the  frequent  absence  of  skill  in  the  '  art  of  putting 
it.'  Within  the  first  128  pages  I  found  room  for  360  emenda- 
tions 1  If  your  readers  doubt  this,  let  them  search  for 
themselves,  and  if  they  do  not  find,  as  I  did,  much  slipshod 
English  and  now  and  then  defective  Latinity,  they  will  at 
least  discover  much  valuable  information.  Your  advertising 
friends  may  think  some  of  my  corrections  hypercritical,  yet 
as  an  advertisement,  fitly  framed,  is  like  '  apples  of  gold  in  a 
picture  of  silver,'  and  anything  worth  doing  at  all  is  worth 
being  done  as  well  as  we  know  how,  I  trust  they  will  not 
take  amiss  this  uninvited  attempt  to  place  the  advertising 
pages  of  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  among  the  daintiest 
reading  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 

"  The  Marr  and  Williamson  murders  of  1811  led  De  Quincey 
to  write  on  '  Murder  Considered  as  a  Fine  Art,'  and  Mr. 
Stead  has  lately  done  the  same  for  advertising.  He  thinks 
advertisements  ought  to  be  interesting,  and  to  that  end 
require  to  be  edited.  Will  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  be 
the  first  to  work  out  that  idea  1  I  believe  it  could  be  made 
to  pay,  and,  if  all  that  is  needed  is  an  Advertising  Editor, 
there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  procuring  a  suitable  man." 

The  Gold  Coast  (West  Afbica)  Palm-oil  Trade. — 
The  principal  commercial  product  of  the  Gold  Coast  is  the 
oil-palm,  which,  although  found  in  profusion  throughout  the 
colony,  has  never  been  systematically  cultivated.  There  are 
three  varieties  of  the  tree,  which  are  distinguishable  by  the 
colour  of  the  nuts — orange,  rod,  and  black  the  first  giving 
the  best  quality  of  oil.  The  means  adopted  by  the  natives 
for  extracting  the  oil  are  miserably  defective,  causing  con- 
siderable waste.  Probably  also  not  more  than  half  the  oil- 
producing  palm-trees  are  made  use  of,  the  nuts  from  the 
remaining  trees  being  allowed  to  fall  from  the  trees  and  rob 
on  the  ground.  In  connection  with  this  staple  industry  of 
the  colony,  the  want  of  improved  means  of  communication 
between  the  plantations  and  the  trade  ports  is  seriously  felt. 
Better  means  of  communication  would  necessarily  lessen  the 
cost  of  transport,  open  out  the  oil-producing  districts, 
stimulate  trade  and,  by  decreasing  the  cost  of  placing  the 
staple  on  the  market,  would  admit  of  the  palm-oil  trade 
holding  its  own  for  a  long  time  to  come  with  its  many 
competitors  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  With  the  spread 
of  education  will  come  improved  methods  of  cultivation  and 
manufacture,  which  in  their  turn  will  be  the  mejins  of 
ensuring  a  stable,  abiding,  and  profitable  trade  to  the 
merchants. 
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Fbbrous  Sulphate  as  a  Debsstkg. 
SuBSEON  Charu  Chandra  Banbeji  calls  attention  in 
the  Indian  Medical  Bccord  to  the  good  effects  resulting  from 
the  use  of  a  weak  solution  of  ferrous  sulphate  in  the  treat- 
ment of  burns.  It  decreases  pain,  relieving  the  intolerable 
symptoms  of  burning,  and  the  surfaces  heal  without  cicatrix. 
A  solution  containing  20  grains  of  ferri  sulphas  to  a  pint  of 
warm  water  is  used.    It  is  also  good  for  indolent  ulcers.

De-embtinisbd  Ipecacuanha. 

The  Indian  Medical  Becord  does  not  regard  with  favour 
the  use  of  de-emetinised  ipecacuanha  in  the  treatment  of 
dysentery.  Most  experienced  Indian  authorities  recommend 
the  use  of  castor  oil,  guarded  with  opium,  not  only  as 
a.  preliminary  but  as  an  accompaniment  of  any  line  of 
treatment  for  acute  dysentery.  Several  eminent  physicians 
who  have  had  many  years  of  Indian  experience  consider  ipecac 
in  its  pure  form  as  preferable,  and  they  believe  that  the  test 
of  time  will  undoubtedly  be  against  the  de-emetinised  drug. 
From  an  economic  point  of  view,  in  so  poor  a  country  as 
India,  it  would  be  extremely  hazardous  to  substitute  an 
expensive  for  a  cheap  and  effectual  medicament,  and  hence 
it  would  be  well  to  wait  patiently  before  we  cast  aside  this 
great  sheet-anchor  for  the  cure  of  dysentery  in  favour  of  any 
new-fangled  and  insufficiently-tested  preparation. 

Rubidium  Iodide  in  Mbdioinb. 

The  Tlierapist  gives  some  particulars  regarding  the  use  in 
medicine  of  rubidium  iodide,  which  has  lately  been  revived 
by  Dr.  Aurand  and  other  German  specialists.    Rubidium  is 


one  of  the  sodium  group  of  alkali-metals,  it  has  an  atomic 
weight  of  85,  and  forms  a  white  crystalline  but  efflorescent 
iodide  which  is  odourless  and  has  a  milder  taste  than 
potassium  iodide.  It  is  now  recommended  for  use  in  skin- 
diseases  and  for  ophthalmic  practice.  Its  chief  claim  to 
attention  is  that  the  physiological  action  of  potassium  can 
be  avoided  by  its  employment.  In  syphilitic  and  other 
affections  of  the  eye  it  has  been  given  in  tablespoonful 
doses  of  Z\  to  5  per  cent,  solutions  three  times  a  day.  Eye- 
lotion  of  the  same  strength  is  also  used,  and  6-per-cent. 
ointment  with  vaseline  basis.  The  lotion  is  dropped  into 
the  eye  two  or  three  times  daily.  The  results  have  been 
exceedingly  encouraging  ;  but  we  may  repeat  that  the  only 
advantage  which  rubidium  iodide  has  over  the  potassium 
salt  is  that  it  does  not  have  the  depressing  influence  of 
the  latter. 

Lanoline  Vaccine. 

We  mentioned  some  time  ago  that  the  Indian  Medical 
authorities  had  undertaken  the  trial  of  vaccine  mixed  with 
lanoline.  This  mixture  is  said  to  keep  much  better  than  any 
other.  The  Sanitary  Commissioner  to  the  Mysore  Govern- 
ment now  reports  that  vaccination  with  lanoline  vaccine  is 
the  cheapest,  easiest,  and  most  efficacious  of  all  methods  of 
vaccination.  The  percentage  of  success  obtained  with  lanoline 
vaccine  was,  for  1891-92,  10  18  per  cent,  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  ten  previous  years.  The  results  for  1892-93 
will  give  a  still  higher  percentage.  Surgeon- Captain  Dyson 
suggests  that  a  mixture  of  lanoline  and  buffalo-lymph  should 
be  again  tried. 

Cabbuncle. 

The  Indian  treatment  of  carbuncle  as  described  by  Assis- 
tant Surgeon  Gunga  Singh,  in  the  Medical  Beporter  is 
interesting.  In  the  incipient  stage  ung.  hydrarg.  fort,  is 
applied  to  the  carbuncle,  and  if  on  examination  of  the  urine 
it  is  found  to  contain  sugar,  the  patjent  is  treated  with  opium, 
morphia,  or  codeine  (as  for  diabetes),  and  should  get  a  dessert- 
spoonful of  whisky  with  each  meal.  If  there  be  much  thirst 
it  should  be  quenched  with  small  doses  of  bicarbonate  of 
soda — say,  five  or  ten  grains  twice  a  day — and  plenty  of  milk 
should  be  drunk.  If  the  urine  does  not  contain  sugar  and 
the  patient  be  weak,  give  ammonia  carbonate,  brandy,  and 
cinchona,  until  the  pulse  improves  and  the  sore  becomes 
healthy  ;  and  quinine  disulph,,  acid,  nitro-hydroch.  dil.  with 
inf.  chiratje  afterwards  to  complete  the  cure. 

A  Modified  Dobemus  Ubinometee. 

The  annexed  drawing  of  a  modified  Doremus  urinometer 
is  by  Professor  J.  I.  D.  Hinds,  Cumberland  University 
Lebanon,  Tenn.,  and  consists  of  a  tube,  graduated  to  tenths 
of  cubic  centimetres,  at- 
tached as  shown.  The  in- 
strument is  filled  with  the 
test-fluid  in  the  usual  way, 
and  then  the  small  tube  is 
filled  with  the  urine.  Exactly 
1  c.c.  is  allowed  to  run  in 
through  the  stop-cock,  and 
the  evolved  nitrogen  is  mea- 
sured in  the  larger  tube.  The 
instrument  gives  as  great 
accuracy  as  can  be  attained 
with  the  small  quantities  dealt 
with.  Theadvantagesclaimed 
for  it  over  the  ordinary  uri- 
nometers  are  that  the  urine 
is  more  accurately  measured 
and  that  no  bubbles  of  nitro- 
gen can  escape.  The  solution 
which  is  used  to  decompose 
the  urea  is  a  40-per-cent. 
solution  of  sodium  hydrate.  Twenty  cubic  centimetres  are 
sufficient  for  a  test.  This  quantity  is  put  into  a  test-tube  or 
beaker  and  about  1  c.  c.  of  bromine  added  with  a  small 
nipple  pipette.  When  the  bromine  has  disappeared,  dilute 
until  the  quantity  is  sufficient  to  fill  the  urinometer.  The 
instrument  is  empirically  graduated  so  as  to  indicate  milli- 
grammes of  urea  to  the  cubic  centimetre  of  urine,  or  grains 
to  the  fluid  ounce.

The 
testator  leaves  the  family  Bible  .and  chair  formerly  belonging 
toTysche  Palmer,  Esq.,M.P.,  to  his  son  T.  C.  H.  Spencer;  to 
his  son  Ernest  Frederick  Spencer  he  leaves  his  microscopic  and 
telescopic  instruments  and  his  books  in  connection  therewith. 
He  bequeaths  1,000/.  to  each  of  his  five  children,  50/.  to  each 
grandchild,  and  200/.,  with  certain  specified  articles,  to  his 
wife's  {■ister,  Mrs.  Adams.  The  residue  is  to  be  divided  among 
his  children. 

The  will,  dated  December  9,  1893,  of  the  late  Mr.  William 
Wood,  of  Pontypool,  retired  chemist  and  druggist,  who  died 
on  December  13,  1893,  has  been  proved  at  the  Principal 
Probate  Registry  by  the  executors.  Dr.  J.  W.  Mulligan,  of 
Aberyschan,  and  Dr.  E.  S.  Wood,  nephew  and  one  of  the 
next-of-kin  of  the  deceased,  by  whom  the  value  of  the  per- 
sonalty has  been  sworn  at  995/.  14s.  2d.  The  testator  leaves 
to  his  sister,  Mrs.  Hampton,  his  nieces,  the  Misses  Hampton, 
and  his  nephew,  Godfrey  Wood,  specific  articles  of  plate  and 
also  pictures  to  be  held  as  heirlooms.  His  interest  in  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  the  testator  bequeaths  to 
his  nephew  and  partner,  Godfrey  Charles  Wood,  subject  to 
the  latter  paying  150/  in  pursuance  of  the  ninth  article  of 
their  deed  ot  partnership.  The  residue  of  his  property,  real 
and  personal,  the  testator  leaves  in  trust  to  his  executors  to 
be  distributed  upon  the  terms  of  the  Intestate  Deceaseds 
Act. 

The  will,  dated  May  16,  1874,  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Hall,  of  Canter- 
bury, who  died  on  August  29,  1893,  has  been  proved  at  the 
District  Probate  Registry  by  Mrs.  Catherine  TasseU,  sister 
and  sole  executrix  of  the  deceased.  The  gross  value  of  the 
personalty  amounted  to  516/.  14s.  2d.,  and  the  net  value  to 
459/.  8s.  4f/.  The  testator  left  his  watch  and  chain  to  his 
nephew  Charles  Tassell.  Of  the  residue  of  his  estate,  real 
and  personal,  he  left  one-tenth  each  to  his  brothers,  Robert 
Coleman  Hall,  Edwin  Penfold  Hall,  and  Nicholas  Hall,  and 
gave  a  life  interest  in  seven  tenths  to  his  aforementioned 
sister,  with  remainder  to  her  son  Charles  Tassell.  By  a 
codicil,  without  date  but  alleged  to  have  been  executed 
between  August  17,  1887,  and  April  17,  1890,  and  witnessed 
by  Messrs.  E.  R.  Biggleston  and  G.  W.  Harris,  chemists, 
of  Mercery  Lane,  Canterbury,  the  testator  states  that  his 
brother  Nicholas  has  died,  leaving  his  family  "  most  comfort- 
ably provided  for,"  and  transfers  his  one-tenth  share  to  Mrs.

The  testator  bequeaths 
to  his  widow  an  immediate  legacy  of  100/.,  with  his  wines 
and  consumable  stores  ;  he  also  leaves  her  250/.  a  year  for 
life,  and  the  use  of  the  residence  and  furniture  at  Woodside. 
Afterwards  his  son,  Charles  W.  Judson,  is  to  have  the 
option  of  the  purchase  of  the  house  and- premises  for  1,300/. 
The  residue  of-  his  estate  the  testator  directs  his 
executors  to  realise  and  to  distribute  as  follows :— One- 
fourth,  less  600/.,  to  his  said  son,  Charles  W.,  absolutely;

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COLZA  OIL.

COLZA  OIL,  the  oil  expressed  from  the  seeds  of  Brasdoa 
caiiipestris,  Brassioa  oleracea,  and  allied  species,  is  one 
•which  is  subjected  to  a  vast  amount  of  adulteration.  Various 
other  seed  oils  are  used  for  this  purpose  and,  within  certain 
limits,  are  exceedingly  liable  to  escape  detection  in  the  hands 
of  the  most  skilful  analyst.  Varieties  of  petroleum  oils  are 
now  being  largely  used  for  the  same  purpose,  and  these,  of 
course,  are  far  easier  to  detect  and  estimate.  At  one  time 
the  terms  rape  oil,  colza  oil,  &o.,  were  employed  for  oils 
obtained  from  different  species,  and  even  to-day  the  distinc- 
tion between  summer  and  winter  oils  is  maintained  by  some. 
However,  for  Customs  purposes,  they  are  all  classed  under  the 
name  of  "  rape  oil,"  so  that  the  distinctions  have  almost 
become  obsolete.  During  the  past  eighteen  months  we  have 
from  time  to  time  obtaiued  samples — about  100  in  all — from 
the  most  varied  sources,  both  from  London  and  provincial 


of  fatty  matters  is  not  so  simple  a  matter  as  has 
been  generally  supposed.  Slight  differences  which  char- 
acterise the  glycerides,  such  as  cases  of  i.somerism, 
occur  ;  oxidisation  and  fermentation  change  their  struc- 
ture; the  resins  and  essential  oils  which  they  contain, 
the  foreign  matters  which  spoil  them  (the  composition 
of  which  varies  greatly  according  to  the  method  of  ex- 
traction, or  the  soil  on  which  the  plant  is  nourished),  have 
a  distinct  ellect  on  their  general  characters.  Apart  from 
the  methods  of  extraction,  the  various  processes  used 
in  the  purification  of  oil  have  indeed  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  the  various  figures  which  have  been  found  by  us  and 
many  other  observers ;  it  thus  becomes  necessary  for  us  to 
investigate  the  principal  constituents,  which  remain  prac- 
tically the  same  for  the  same  species,  and  not,  as  of  old,  the 
impuiities,  which  vary  just  as  their  origin  and  methods  of 
purification  may. 

Working  on  these  lines  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  before  examining  any  oil  submitted  to  us  by  the 
processes  called  iodine  number,  Maumen6  or  sulphuric.

markets,  and  although  this  number  is  hardly  suflQcient  to 
generalise  on,  we  have  never  found  any  difference  in  any 
of  the  figures  between  winter  and  summer  rape  oils.  Schiibler 
and  Lefebvre  have  stated  that  winter  oil  possesses  a  lower 
.  gravity  than  summer  oil,  and  give  the  following  figures  : —

These  figures  (Allen's  "  Commercial  Analysis,"  p.  108)  show 
that  the  differences  stated  are  probably  deduced  from  a  few 
observations,  since  the  average  gravity  is  so  low  in  the  former 
and  so  high  in  the  latter  case.  Moreover,  the  difference 
according  to  Schiibler  is  -0011  and  according  to  Lefebvre  is 
only  -0003. 

The  object  of  this  paper  is  not  critical,  but  is  rather 
directed  to  show  how  careful  it  is  necessary  for  buyers  to  be 
in  bu3dng  colza  oil,  as  we  have  found  50  per  cent,  of  the 
samples  we  have  examined  to  be  adulterated,  besides  several 
doubtful  ones. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  chemical  analysis 


saponification,  action  of  nitrous  fumes  or  elaidine  test, 
Valenta  or  solubility  in  glacial  acetic  acid,  the  first  proceeding 
should  be  to  get  rid  of  all  impurities  not  adulterations; 
therefore  filtration  is  the  first  proceeding,  after  which  a 
saponification  of  the  clear  oil  is  performed  by  the  use  of 
alcoholic  soda.  The  fatty  acids  are  obtained  and  used  for 
most  of  the  methods  of  analysis  pursued  by  us.  In  the 
figures  given  in  the  following  table  we  have  not  used  the 
fatty  acids  in  all  cases,  and  since  we  have  not  suflicient 
figures  to  generalise  on  with  regard  to  the  constants  for  the 
fatty  acids,  we  have  quoted  only  those  obtained  from  the 
oils  themselves ;  we  hope,  however,  to  publish  another  note 
later  on,  dealing  in  greater  detail  with  the  character  of  the 
fatty  acids  of  some  oils. 

The  chief  tests  we  have  employed  are : — (1)  Specific  gravity, 
(2)  Maumen6's  test  of  rise  of  temperature  with  sulphuric 
acid,  (3)  iodine  absorption,  (4)  saponification  equivalent, 
(5)  Valenta's  test  of  solubility  in  acetic  acid,  (6)  characters 
of  the  fatty  acids,  (7)  viscosity. 

The  average  specific  gravity  is  about  •QISO  at  60°  F. 
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Archbutt  gives  -giAO-QieO.  Redwood  gives  from  '9145- 
■9154.  The  limits  in  samples  we  have  examined  of  undoubted 
purity  are  -giaQ-  QlSg. 

MaumenS's  test,  which  consists  in  noting  the  rise  in 
temperature,  is  of  very  considerable  importance,  and  yields 
results  of  greater  quantitative  value  than  might  be  at  firs* 
expected.  A  suitable  quantity  of  oil  to  use  is  10  c.o.  Thi^ 
is  placed  in  a  beaker  of  about  50  c.c.  capacity ;  5  c.o.  of 
strong  sulphuric  acid  is  then  carefully  run  down  the  side 
of  the  beaker,  and  forms  a  layer  below  the  oil.  The  tem- 
perature of  the  oil  and  the  sulphuric  acid  should  previously 
have  been  brought  to  20°  C.  and  noted.  The  acid  and  oil 
are  then  stirred  quickly  with  the  thermometer.  When  the 
mixture  is  complete  (generally  in  about  one  minute)  the 
maximum  temperature  is  reached  and  is  noted. 

So  small  a  quantity  of  mineral  oil  or  rosin  oil  is  sometimes 
used  in  adulterating  colza  oil  that  from  many  of  the  figures 
obtained  it  is  not  possible  to  say  absolutely  that  the  oil  is 
not  pure.  Our  procedure  in  this  case — and,  in  fact,  in  all 
crises  in  which  we  suppose  an  unsaponifiable  oil  to  be  present — 
is  as  follows  : — Twenty  grammes  of  the  sample  are  saponified 
with  8  to  10  grammes  of  caustic  potash  and  50  c.c.  of  alcohol 
^absolute  is  preferable  though  methylated  may  be  used  if  it 
has  previously  been  treated  with  caustic  soda  and  allowed 
to  stand  some  time,  then  distilled)  under  a  condenser  ;  after 
saponification  is  complete  the  alcohol  is  driven  off,  the  soap 
dissolved  in  water,  the  solution  precipitated  with  hydrochloric 
acid  and  then  warmed,  so  as  to  allow  the  fatty  acids  to  come 
ap  to  the  surface.  When  the  fatty  acids  have  become  clear, 
cool.  The  dilute  acid  solution  is  poured  off,  and  the  fatty 
acids  washed  free  until  the  -washings  give  no  reaction  with 
silver  nitrate.  The  fatty  acids,  together  with  any  hydro- 
carbons, are  dissolved  in  ether  ;  the  ether  is  then  driven  off, 
and  the  mixture  dried  and  weighed.  Of  this  take  10  grammes 
and  neutralise  with  potash  and  alcohol  as  before  ;  after  saponi- 
fication the  soap  should  be  dissolved  in  water  and  run  into  a 
separator  of  about  500  c.c.  capacity,  cool,  and  then  add 
ether.  Petroleum  ether  is  suitable  if  care  is  taken  to  use 
only  that  portion  which  has  been  freed  by  distillation  from 
hydrocarbons  boiling  above  80°  C.  The  mixture  should  be 
well  shaken  and  then  allowed  to  stand  and  separate  into  two 
layers.  The  aqueous  solution  is  now  run  off  into  another 
separator,  and  more  ether  added.  This  is  repeated  several 
times  till  all  the  unsaponifiable  matter  has  been  dissolved 
in  ether.  The  various  portions  of  ether  are  now  well 
washed  in  water  in  a  separator.  The  clear  etherial  solution 
is  then  evaporated  down  in  a  tared  weighing-bottle  and 
weighed,  whereby  the  percentage  of  unsaponifiable  matter  is 
found. 

To  detect  quickly  if  the  unsaponifiable  matter  is  resin  or 
mineral  oil  it  is  shaken  with  an  equal  volume  of  acetone.  If 
both  liquids  mix  completely  it  is  resin  oil  or  a  mixture  with 
a  very  small  proportion  of  mineral  oil ;  if  both  liquids  do  not 
mix  completely  it  is  mineral  oil  or  a  mixture  containing  a 
small  quantity  of  resin  oil.  In  alcohol,  sp.  gr.  0  950,  resin 
oils  sink  and  mineral  oils  do  not.  For  the  detection  of 
resin  oil,  Renard's  test,  which  consists  in  adding  a  few  drops 
of  solution  of  stannous  bromide  in  carbon  bisulphide,  with 
slight  excess  of  bromine,  to  a  few  drops  of  the  oil  dissolved 
in  carbon  bisulphide  is  useful.  If  resin  oil  is  present  a  fine 
violet  to  purple  colour  results.  The  addition  of  3  per  cent, 
of  resin  oil  to  a  vegetable  oil  can  thus  be  detected  with 
ease. 

It  is  generally  advisable  to  take  the  unsaponifiable  matter 
found  and  add  strong  sulphuric  acid,  and  heat  it  well ;  thus, 
if  any  oil  other  than  hydrocarbon  by  any  chance  is  in  the 
mixture  it  is  charred.  Then  extract  again  with  ether,  and 
the  true  weight  of  the  hydrocarbon  residue  will  be  obtained. 


It  is  advisable  to  take  the  soap  from  which  the  hydro- 
carbon oils  have  been  extracted  and  add  hydrochloric  acid. 
Wash  till  free  from  acid.  The  fatty  acids  are  then  placed 
in  a  tube  about  3  cm.  in  diameter  and  9  cm.  in  length  ;  to 
this  10  c.c.  of  95-per-cent.  alcohol,  and  2  c.c.  of  a  5-per-cent. 
solution  of  nitrate  of  silver  are  added.  The  tube  is  then 
placed  in  a  hot-air  bath  at  about  100°  C.  till  a  third  or  lialf 
of  the  alcohol  has  been  expelled.  This  is  replaced  by  6  c.c. 
of  distilled  water.  After  the  heating  has  been  continued 
some  minutes  the  test-tube  is  examined  to  see  if  any  colora- 
tion has  occurred.  A  mirror-like  precipitate  of  metallic 
silver  is  observed  if  cotton-seed  oil  is  present  and  the  fatty 
acids  of  the  mixture  are  much  blackened.  The  same  pro- 
cess will  also  show  the  presence  of  pea-nut  and  sesame  oils. 
This  is  a  modification  of  Bechi's  process. 

It  is  evident  that  the  saponification  equivalent  is  of  great 
value  in  indicating  adulteration  with  hydrocarbon  oils,  but 
of  little  use  in  detecting  the  presence  of  vegetable  oils  unless 
these  are  present  in  relatively  large  quantities.  For  ex- 
ample, we  have  had  several  samples  which  were  adulterated 
with  linseed  oil.  This  oil  has  a  saponification  equivalent 
which  may  reach  300.  Hence  10  per  cent,  or  even  20  per 
cent,  will  not  reduce  the  equivalent  of  a  colza  oil  from  its 
extreme  limit,  328,  to  its  minimum  of  313.  In  these  cases — 
such  as,  for  example,  sample  No.  35 — the  chief  indication  of 
adulteration  with  linseed  oil  was  the  excessive  rise  in 
temperature  with  sulphuric  acid.  When  we  carefully  prepared 
and  purified  the  fatty  acids  we  found  that  they  presented 
the  characters  of  those  from  linseed  oil.  In  the  case  of 
sesame  oil  Bechi's  test  is  of  great  use,  as  are  also  certain 
colour-reactions.  Careful  applications  of  these  tests  seldom 
revealed  the  presence  of  other  seed  oils,  with  the  few  excep- 
tions we  have  mentioned,  and  we  found  the  chief  adulterant 
used  is  certainly  hydrocarbon  oil.  This  would  almost  be 
expected,  as  colza  oil  is  chiefly  used  for  burning-purposes. 

Valenta's  test,  which  consists  of  mixing  equal  quemtities 
of  acetic  acid  (glacial)  and  of  the  oil  and  noting  the  tem- 
perature of  complete  solution — or,  more  accurately,  the 
temperature  at  which  turbidity  appears  after  complete 
solution  has  been  obtained  by  means  of  heat — is  useful  in 
some  cases,  since  colza  oil  is  almost  insoluble  in  these  pro- 
portions in  boiling  acetic  acid  whereas  with  linseed  and  other 
seed  oils  the  temperature  of  solution  is  lower.  Hence,  as  in 
samples  Nos.  17  and  35,  the  Valenta  number  is  reduced  on 
account  of  the  presence  of  foreign  seed  oils,  for  the 
saponification  equivalent  precludes  the  possibility  of  the  use 
of  hydrocarbon  oil.  In  the  other  samples,  however,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  hydrocarbon  oil  lowers  the  Valenta 
number. 

Although  the  viscosity  of  colza  oil  is  of  great  importance 
we  have  not  taken  it  into  account  very  largely,  since  it  is 
so  easily  possible  to  make  up  samples  of  oil  which  shall 
possess  a  viscosity  differing  very  little  from  that  of  true 
colza  oil.  But  in  all  the  determinations  we  have  used 
Redwood's  viscosimeter. 

The  figures  are  given  for  thirty-five  samples,  but  the  remain- 
der closely  resemble  them  ;  and  as  the  samples  were  obtained 
as  "  genuine  rape  oil  "  we  think  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
colza  oil,  as  now  on  the  market,  is  adulterated  to  a  very  large 
extent.  In  this  connection  we  may  mention  that  shortly 
after  our  note  in  this  journal  on  castor  oils  (The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  xlii.  488)  we  obtained  samples,  which  were 
to  our  certain  knowledge  drawn  from  bulk,  of  this  oil  from 
the  same  firms  aa  we  had  before  obtained  them,  with  the 
result  that  nearly  the  whole  number  were  genuine.  It  may 
be  merely  a  coincidence,  but  we  have  reasons  to  believe 
that  it  was  something  more— and  we  should  feel  that  the 
object  of  this  note  was  well  achieved  if  the  same  results 
followed. 
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BEESWAX. 


FOLLOWING  up  the  communication  to  the  British  Phar 
maceulical  Conference  by  Messrs.  Parry  and  Bstcourt, 
Mr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler  has  communicated  to  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Pharmacy  a  paper  dealing  with  samples  which  he 
luid  examined  partially  before  August  last.  The  paper  is 
published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Pharmacy  (p.  685), 
and  describes  the  methods  adopted  by  the  author  in  the 
course  of  the  work.  It  is  partly  historical,  and  may  be 
referred  to  on  that  account  by  those  who  wish  fuller  details 
than  are  given  in  this  abstract. 

Mr.  Kebler  determined  the  acid,  ether  and  iodine  numbers  ; 
the  proportions  of  alcohols  and  hydrocarbons  present ;  the 
melting  point  and  specific  gravity,  also  the  amounts  of 
stearin,  stearic  acid,  rosin,  paraflin,  Japan  wax, soap,  mineral 
matters,  and  starches  used  in  adultering  beeswax.  The  results 
of  his  analysis  of  sixteen  commercial  specimens  of  yellow  and 
white  waxjall  described  as  pure,  showed  that  the  beeswax  of 
the  American  markets  is  adulterated  to  the  extent  of  50  per 
cent. ;  Messrs.  Parry  and  Estcoort  found  in  English  markets 
that  it  rises  to  66^  per  cent. 

Mr.  Kebler  remarks  that  the  melting  point  of  beeswax 
varies  from  62-64°  C. ;  it  is  mised  by  adding  carnauba  wax, 
stearic  acid,  certain  mineral  waxes  and  paraflSns.  China 
wax,  Japan  wax,  cacao  butter,  resin,  tallow,  spermaceti, 
vegetable  wax,  certain  stejtric  acids  and  paraffins  lower  it, 
while  it  is  apparently  unaltered  when  adulterated  with  suint 
wax,  certain  mineral  waxes,  paraffins  and  stearic  acids. 

Beeswax  varies  in  specific  gravity  from  •960--973  and 
appears  to  be  greatly  influenced  only  by  resin,  carnauba  wax 
and  certain  mineral  waxes,  which  increase  it,  and  paraffin, 
which  lowers  it. 

The  "Acid  Number "  ranges  from  19-21  mgs.  of  potash 
per  gramme  of  beeswax.  Stearic  acid,  resin,  and  suint  wax 
increase  while  carnauba  wax,  mineral  wax,  cacao  butter, 
paraffin  and  spermaceti  decrease  the  acid  number.  China 
wax,  Japan  wax  and  vegetable  wax  do  not  vitiate  the  number 
seriously. 

The  "  Ether  Number,"  varying  from  73-76  mgs.  of  potash 
per  gramme  of  beeswax,  is  unaffected  by  adding  carnauba 
wax,  but  China  wax,  Japan  wax,  cacao  butter,  tallow  and 
vegetable  wax  increase  it,  while  mineral  wax,  paraffin,  resin, 
stearic  acid  and  suint  wax  decrease  it.  It  must  be  noted 
that  wax  bleached  by  certain  chemical  agents  may  have  an 
ether  number  as  high  as  84  and  yet  be  pure. 

The  percentage  of  iodine  varies  from  8-11,  yet  wax 
bleached  by  certain  agents,  such  as  chlorine,  may  vary  far 
from  these  percentages.  Paraffin,  mineral  wax  and  stearic 
acid  lower  the  percentage,  but  cacao  butter,  resin,  suint  wax 
and  tallow  increase  it.  China  wax,  carnauba  wax,  Japan 
wax  and  vegetable  wax  pass  the  prescribed  limits  but  very 
little. 

The  volume  (53-57  5c.c.)  of  hydrogen  evolved  from  1  gramme 
of  beeswax  and  the  percentage  (12-5-14'5)  of  hydrocarbons 
evidently  are  the  most  reliable  data  securable.  The  former 
being  vitiated  by  all  adulterants  except  tallow,  and  the  latter 
by  all  except  suint  wax.

Many  an  ounce  of  quinine  have  I  taken,  for  I  was  a 
terrible  sufferer  from  ague  in  my  younger  days,  I  can  tell 
you."  "Well,  that's  just  like  you  exactly,  Benjamin 
Franklin  Bowersox."  "What  is  just  like  me?"  asked 
Bowersox  in  some  surprise,  for  his  wife's  tone  was  one  of 
severity.  "  Why,  it  was  just  like  your  extravagant  nature  to 
contract  the  ague  when  ijuinine  was  very  expensive,  and 
now  that  the  drug  is  cheap  enough  to  place  the  shakes 
within  the  reach  of  all  you  are  as  free  from  it  as  it  there 
wasn't  such  a  thing  as  malaria  in  the  world." — Judge. 


CANADIAN  POTASH. 


PROFESSOR  T.  D.  REED,  of  the  Montreal  College  of 
Pharmacy,  communicated  a  paper  on  this  subject  to  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
at  Chicago.  He  said  that  the  manufacture  of  "  Pots  "  and 
"  Pearls  "  in  Canada  has  greatly  fallen  oS  in  recent  years,  the 
competition  of  tlie  mineral  or  German  chloride  liaving  much 
debased  the  price,  and  so  rendering  the  manufacture  from 
wood-ashes  scarcely  profitable.  I'he  consumption  of  un- 
leached  ashes  for  agricultural  purposes  has  also  had  its 
effect.  Potash  is  still,  however,  an  important  article  of 
export.  In  1891  1,800,000  lbs.  of  "  Pots  "  and  "  Pearls " 
passed  under  observation  in  the  Government  inspection  office 
at  Montreal,  and  in  1892  1,409,200  lbs.  The  records  of  the 
inspection  office  extend  over  half  a  century,  and  during  that 
time  the  year  of  greatest  output  was  1850,  when  27,000,000  lbs. 
were  exported. 

The  ashes  are  exhausted  by  repercolation  until  the  liquors 
are  saturated,  then  the  liquors  are  evaporated  in  pans 
("  kettles  "),  of  which  three  are  built  into  a  furnace.  They 
are  of  cast  iron,  and  37  inches  in  diameter.  Two  kettles  of 
fused  potash  are  made  in  four  days  without  working  at 
night.  The  complete  evaporation  of  the  water  is  manifested 
by  the  appearance  of  the  seething  contents  of  the  kettle 
changing  to  that  of  a  quiet,  oily  liquid,  which  soon  becomes 
red-hot.  This  is  then  ladled  into  iron  moulds  to  form  cakes 
of  about  325  lbs.  Two  cakes  make  the  contents  of  a  cask. 
The  casks  are  of  hard  wood,  generally  oak,  the  legal  size 
being  32  by  22  inches.  Two  pounds  of  dry  lime  per  cask  is 
allowed  as  a  preservative  dusting-powder.  In  a  good  sample, 
on  breaking  the  cake,  a  grey  appearance,  slightly  pink,  is. 
seen  with  a  heart  of  different  colours,  as  white,  pink,  blue,  &c. 

Professor  Reed  has  never  met  with  "  Pots"  stronger  than 
84  per  cent.  The  following  are  analyses  of  very  good  and  very- 
poor  Canadian  potashes : —

In  the  manufacture  of  pearlash,  the  lye,  without  lime,  is 
evaporated  to  a  condition  of  black  salts,  then  burnt  on  the 
hearth,  redissolved,  syphoned  off  bright,  evaporated  and 
again  burnt,  a  beautiful  granular  product  with  a  bluish  tint 
being  obtained.  This  manufacture  is  in  very  few  hands  in 
Canada ;  165,000  lbs.  passed  through  the  Montreal  office  iD 
1892.  It  was  almost  uniformly  of  excellent  quality,  averaging- 
over  90  per  cent.  pure. 


RAPID  SAPONIFICATION  OF  COMPOUND  ETHERS. 
By  William  Johnstone,  Ph.D.,  D.Sc. 


SOME  few  years  ago,  while  examining  some  compound 
ethers  by  a  slight  modification  of  the  process  described 
by  Professor  Wanklyn  (Chevtical  S.  J.  sx.,  p.  170),  I  ex- 
perienced considerable  difficulty  in  saponifying  the  whole  of 
the  compound  ether  operated  upon  in  anything  like  a 
reasonable  time,  due  to  the  insolubility  of  the  ether  in  the 
alcoholic  alkali,  even  with  the  aid  of  heat,  two  hours  being 
sometimes  necessary  before  complete  saponification  took 
place.  Seeing  that  such  was  the  case,  it  occurred  to  me  that 
by  adding  some  ordinary  ether  that  difficulty  would  be 
overcome.  On  trying  the  experiment  my  hopes  were  realised,, 
saponification  was  easily  accomplished,  and  the  time  occupied 
in  saponification  greatly  reduced.  So  successful  was  the 
experiment  that  in  no  instance  do  I  now  omit  the  addition  of 
ether  when  saponifying  a  compound  ether  (which  is  more 
readily  soluble  in  alcohol),  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  its 
saponification-equivalent.  The  advantages  to  be  gained  be 
the  addition  of  ether  to  the  alcoholic  alkali  will  be  readily 
understood. 
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PHARMACY  IN  MEXICO. 


ONE  of  the  papers  communicated  to  the  International 
Pliarmaceutical  Congress  was  a  report  on  the  general 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  Mesieo,  presented  by  Professor  A. 
Velasco  Quiros.  He  said  that  pharmacy  in  the  Republic  is 
•at  present  undergoing  a  crisis,  the  results  of  which  it  is 
difficult  to  foresee. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  present  century  pharmacy  was  not 
in  a  flourishing  condition,  but  professional  teaching  w.as  then 
free  ;  the  primary  and  secondary  schools  were  in  the  hands 
of  the  clei^  ;  medicine  and  pharmacy  mutually  sustained 
each  other  ;  and  teaching  was  given  in  pharmacies,  in  hos- 
pitals, and  in  private  houses.  The  masters  did  not  seek  re- 
muneration for  the  instruction  which  they  gave,  and  how- 
ever grandmotherly  the  arrangement  may  have  been,  it  was 
in  such  conditions  that  La  Llave,  Cal  Vargas,  Rio  de  la  Loza, 
and  many  other  brilliant  men  were  produced. 

The  colonial  legislation  which  had  remained  in  force  ex- 
acted the  personal  practice  of  professions.  A  physician 
could  not  be  a  'pharmacist,  or  vice  versa  :  the  person  who 
had  a  title  for  both  professions  was  obliged  to  choose  one  of 
either,  and  could  not  practise  the  two  at  the  same  time. 

Only  three  schools  qualifying  for  the  Government  diplomas 
existed  then — viz.,  in  Mexico,  Puebla,  and  Guadalajara.  The 
pharmacies  and  dispensaries  were  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
the  pharmacists.  The  whole  condition  must  have  been  a 
"veritable  Eldorado  to  the  fortunate  pharmacists. 

A  change  came  about  the  middle  of  the  century,  when 
drug-stores,  wholesale  and  retail,  and  special  agents  and 
travellers  selling  patent  medicines  appeared  on  the  scene. 
There  was  a  change  also  following  the  Reform  Laws  in  1857, 
and  subsequent  disturbances,  which  resulted  in  the  State 
monopolising  the  schools  and  teaching.  Colleges  were  re- 
duced in  number,  and  free  professional  education  was  in- 
stituted. Medicine  and  pharmacy  were  included,  both 
professions  being  then  considered  as  one  branch. 
Unfortunately  there  was  not  sufficient  provision  for 
teaching,  and  in  the  demand  which  resulted  was  so  great 
that  the  Government  granted  them  to  anyone  who  produced 
certificates  showing  that  they  had  gone  through  the  neces- 
sary courses  of  instruction.  Such  certificates  were  easily  ob- 
tainable, and  this  looseness  has  gradually  affected  the  condition 
of  Mexican  pharmacy  which  has  degenerated  and  medical 
men  have  taken  to  keeping  open  shop,  so  that  to-day  in  the 
1,000  pharmaceutical  establishments  that  exist  in  the  whole 
Republic,  there  are  only  about  three  hundred  real  pharma- 
cists disseminated  throughout  the  country,  the  rest  being 
under  the  direction  of  physicians,  and  in  some  cases  the 
apothecaries'  shops  are  in  charge  of  merely  common  servants. 
Still,  there  are  some  thoroughly  scientific  pharmacists  in 
the  country,  among  them  being  Lazaro  Perez,  Joaquin 
Ybafiez,  Manuel  Mena,  Lazo  de  la  Vega,  Alfonso  Herrera, 
Isidore  Palacios,  Urbina,  Almaraz,  Morales,  Begnerissi,  and 
others. 

Commercially  speaking,  pharmacy  may  be  looked  upon  as 
a  simple  secondary  branch,  whose  object  is  the  sale  of  foreign 
manufactures,  the  first  place  being  held  by  large  drug-stores. 
Notwithstanding  this,  a  reaction  is  now  apparent  in  some 
parts,  and  pharmacists  are  beginning  to  take  up  again  the 
wholesale  business.  This  will  greatly  influence  the  direct 
and  original  production  of  chemical  products,  which  hardly 
exists  at  all.  There  are  only  two  establishments  in  the 
capital,  one  in  Guadalajara,  and  another  in  Puebla,  with 
laboratories  on  a  small  scale. 

The  consumption  of  patent  medicines  has  increased  to  an 
extraordinary  extent,  owing  to  the  marked  preference  to 
prescribe  them.  The  number  of  pharmaceutical  establish- 
ments is  notoriously  out  of  proportion  to  the  number  of  in- 
habitants ;  but  the  immense  majority  of  the  lower  native 
classes  do  not  abandon  their  old  and  primitive  curative 
system,  and  keep  aloof  from  physicians  and  apothecaries. 
Only  three  or  four  millions  of  inhabitants  have  adopted  the 
modern  system,  so  that  of  the  1,000  drug-stores  we  have 
one  to  each  three  or  four  thousand  inhabitants.  Mexico 
has  110  of  these  establishments  and  350,000  inhabitants  ; 
Puebla  has  22  establishments  .and  80,000  inhabitants  ;  Merida 
.{Yucatan)  has  15  establishments  and  40,000  inhabitants. 

The  annual  sales  in  Mexico  city  amount  to  ^450,000,  and 


this  proportion  varies  in  the  other  towns  owing  to  the  diversity 
of  prices,  but  the  gross  amount  of  sales  of  medicines  in  tlio 
whole  Republic  may  be  estimated  to  be  about  ^4,000,000,  more 
or  less. 

The  consumption  of  specifics  may  be  calculated  at  a  still 
larger  sum,  so  that  the  total  amount  of  medicines  and 
specifics  can  be  considered  to  reach  annually  the  sum  of 
;^8,000,000  to  ^10,000,000  in  the  whole  country. 

The  influence  of  the  sales  of  the.se  specifics  tends  to  con- 
vert the  apothecaries'  establishments  into  mere  sale-stores, 
and  to  cause  the  progressive  decline  of  the  production  of 
chemical  substances.  The  public  authorities  have  begun  to 
notice  this  state  of  things,  and  to  dictate  certain  measures 
tending  to  modify  the  evils  complained  of.  They  have  lately 
imposed  heavier  duties  on  the  importation  of  pharmaceutical 
specifics ;  but  this  step  will  give  no  result  so  long  as  the 
consumption  is  based  on  medical  prescriptions. 

Regarding  the  conditions  under  which  the  profession  is 
practised,  the  new  legislation  has  but  little  advanced.  The 
present  regulations  require  three  years'  practical  training  after 
the  preparatory  studies  in  arithmetric,  algebra,  geometry, 
French,  Spanish,  English,  Latin,  natural  philosophy,  &c. 

The  pharmacutical  studies  are  distributed  over  three  years, 
and  comprise — 

First  Year. — Theoretical  and  practical  pharmacy,  pharma- 
ceutical economy  and  legislation.  Secand  Year. — History 
of  common  drugs.  Third  Year. — Chemical  analysis.  The 
schools  in  Puebla,  San  Luis,  Michoacan,  and  other  States 
follow  this  course,  but  have  added  other  subjects. 

In  Guadalajara  (State  of  Jalisco),  where  some  eminent 
professors  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  progress  of  science, 
they  have  obtained  the  adoption  of  a  course  which  embraces 
the  following  subjects : — 

First  I'e.ii: — laorgauic  chemistry  aud  its  application  to  pharmacy  anil 
toxicology,  the  industry  of  botany,  bacteriology,  pharmacy,  and  pharma- 
ceutical handlings  and  manipulations. 

Second  I'ear. — General  organic  and  analytical  chemistry,  mineralogy,  in- 
dustrial chemistry,  zoology  and  animal  drugs,  history  o£  vegetable  drugs, 
pharmacy. 

T/iird  i'ear. — General  organic  chemistry,  history  of  vegetable  drugs,  pliar* 
macy,  and  pharmaceutical  legislation. 

The  utility  of  this  reform  brought  about  within  a  short 
time  the  reorganisation  of  pharmaceutical  establishments 
with  all  modern  requirements,  but  the  efforts  have  not  been 
seconded.  At  this  moment  the  question  of  teaching  is  dis- 
cussed in  all  the  States  of  the  Confederation,  without  any- 
body being  able  to  foretell  the  ultimate  results.  In  some 
cases  professional  teaching  has  been  totally  suppressed,  and 
the  number  of  students  who  attend  the  classes  of  pharmacy 
is  1  to  every  250,000  inhabitants. 

Pharmaceutical  societies  are  lifeless,  depressed,  and  im- 
potent in  every  sense.  The  Council  of  Hygiene  has  not  yet 
named  the  members  who  are  to  form  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Commission.  The  present  Mexican  Pharmacopoeia  owes  its 
being  to  the  almost  exclusive  efforts  of  Professor  Lazo  de  la 
Vega  and  several  of  his  friends.  Pharmacists  afforded  him 
no  assistance. 

From  these  facts  it  may  be  judged  that  pharmacy  is  in  a 
bad  way  in  Mexico,  but  Professor  Quiros  sees  a  gleam  of 
hope. 

Many  pharmacists,  impressed  with  the  present  condition 
of  affairs,  are  beginning  to  draw  attention  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  profession,  and  to  discuss  the  means  by  which 
they  may  be  attended  to,  as  well  as  providing  data  which 
will  enable  the  Legislature  to  give  us  laws  appropriate  to  our 
means.  Perhaps  at  no  distant,  date  legislation  may  effect 
the  changes  which  are  so  eminently  required  to  place 
Mexican  pharmacy  more  on  a  footing  with  that  of  North 
America  generally.

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WOMEN'S  WORK  IN  COCOA  AND  AERATED -WATER 
INDUSTRIES. 


THE  collected  reports  on  the  employment  of  women  in 
various  industries  in  the  United  Kingdom,  which  have 
recently  been  published  as  a  Blue  Book  by  the  Labour  Com- 
mission, contain  some  interesting  information  on  the  con- 
ditions of  labour  in  the  cocoa  and  mineral-water  trades,  from 
which  we  take  a  few  extracts.  It  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction 
that,  taken  generally,  the  two  industries  here  named  come  well 
out  of  the  examination— in  fact,  the  large  cocoa-manu- 
facturers whose  works  have  been  visited  are  shown  to  be 
model  employers.  This  is  all  the  more  pleasing  because  in 
many  other  industries  the  conditions  of  employment  which 
these  quiet  and  matter-of-fact  reports  show  to  exist  are 
disgraceful  in  the  extreme,  both  to  employers  and  employed. 
It  can  only  be  to  the  advantage  of  all  fair-dealing  employers 
if  the  state  of  things  prevailing  in  the  factories  of  their  less 
scrupulous  competitors  are  compulsorily  put  an  end  to  at  the 
earliest  possible  opportunity. 

The  Beistol  Cocoa-woeks. 

Miss  Clara  E.  Collet,  to  whose  share  fell  several  industrial 
districts,  has  a  good  word  to  say  for  the  Bristol  cocoa- 
industry. 

"  The  girls  in  the  cocoa-factories,"  she  states,  "  were 
distinctly  superior  in  appearance  to  those  in  any  of  the 
other  factories  visited,  and  I  do  not  think  that  in  any  other 
factory  in  Bristol  will  be  found  such  a  large  proportion  of 
girls  under  25  years  of  age  earning  above  12«.  When  in  full 
work  the  hours  are  from  6  A.M.  to  5.30  P.M.,  with  one  hour 
and  alialf  for  meals,  and  another  interval  of  half  an  hour  ; 
in  less  busy  periods  work  begins  at  8  a.m." 

The  Bouenevillb  Cocoa-woeks. 

The  conditions  of  work  in  the  Bournville  cocoa-works 
(Messrs.  Cadbury's)  are  almost  ideal,  and  Miss  Collet  is  so 
struck  with  them  that  she  devotes  a  special  paragraph  in 
her  report  to  the  description  of  women's  work  in  this  factory. 
The  percentage  of  women  to  the  total  number  of  workers, 
according  to  age,  is  26  6  under  16,  29  5  from  16  to  18,  321 
from  18  to  25,  and  118  from  25  years  upwards.  This 
factory  was  moved  from  Birmingham  eleven  j'ears  ago,  and 
six  times  as  many  persons  are  now  employed  in  it.  Arrange- 
ments were  made  with  the  railway  company  for  cheap 
tickets  for  the  workpeople.  The  majority  of  the  men  moved 
from  Birmingham  and  settled  down  near  the  factory,  but 
the  girls  used  to  come  in  by  train.  But  their  numbers,  since 
the  migration  to  Bourneville,  have  been  largely  recruited 
from  the  outlying  villages,  and  barely  10  per  cent,  actually 
come  from  the  city.  The  hours  of  labour  when  busy — viz., 
from  September  to  December — are  6  a.m.  to  5.30  p.m.  A 
cap  of  warm  tea  and  a  tea-biscuit  are  given  to  every  girl 
when  she  comes  in  the  morning ;  half  an  hour  is  allowed  for 
breakfast,  a  quarter  of  an  hour  for  lunch,  and  one  hour  for 
dinner.  During  this  season  they  leave  off  at  1  P.m.  on 
Wednesday  and  12.30  p.m.  on  Saturday.  For  nine  months 
in  the  year  the  hours  are  8.45  a.m.  to  5.30  p.m.,  and  till  1.30 
P.M.  on  Saturday. 

The  girls  change  their  boots  if  damp,  and  place  them  on 
racks  in  the  cloak-rooms  above  hot-water  pipes.  For  the 
sake  of  cleanliness,  they  have  to  wear  white  holland  dresses 
at  their  work,  taken  off  before  they  go  home;  they  are 
charged  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  holland,  and  make 
the  dresses  themselves.  They  must  have  a  clean  dress  every 
Monday. 

A  playground  of  about  three-quarters  of  an  acre  is  provided 
for  the  girls, shut  in  by  trees,  and  with  benches  all  round  it, 
several  of  which  are  under  cover. 

Fines  for  lateness  go  to  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  other 
fines  to  the  sick-club.  The  cloak-room  is  large  and  well 
fitted,  and  lukewarm  water  is  laid  on  for  washing.  The 
dining-room  is  fitted  with  seats,  with  backs  reversible  into 
tables,  and  the  room  is  frequently  used  as  a  lecture-hall. 
Formerly  hot  joints  were  provided  from  the  kitchen  ;  but 
this  practice  was  abandoned  because  all  the  girls  wanted  the 
best  cat. 


Now  the  girls  bring  their  meat,  and  have  it  cooked  for  them, 
and  only  cold  meat  and  different  kinds  of  pies  and  puddings 
are  sold  to  them. 

The  factory  is  lighted  with  electric  light.  The  ventilation 
is  excellent,  and  the  fresh  air  warmed  by  hot  pipes  as  it 
comes  in.  A  dust-collector  was  provided  in  the  starch-mould 
room,  but  was  not  acting  quite  satisfactorily.  The  women 
work  entirely  apart  from  the  men,  and  are  superintended  by 
forewomen.  It  is  the  special  business  of  a  district  nurse  to 
visit  the  girls  who  are  ill,  and  a  committee  of  forewomen 
meets  once  a  week  to  give  out  tickets  that  may  be  required 
for  hospitals,  &c.  About  36  cottages,  which  might  be 
described  as  semi-detached  villas,  with  five  rooms  and  a 
scullery  and  a  good  garden  to  each,  are  let  at  5s.  to  6s.  a 
week. 

Not  a  Model  Factoby. 

Among  the  London  "  miscellaneous  trades "  into  which 
investigations  have  been  made  is  that  of  mineral-water 
making.  At  a  time  when  "  Employers'  Liability "  is  the 
Parliamentary  topic  of  the  day  and  when  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  is  in  communication  with  the  Govern- 
ment concerning  the  proposed  "  Dangerous  Employments  *' 
legislation,  the  following  statements  of  Miss  CoUet's  will  be 
of  interest: — 

"  Witness  76  had  worked  for  ten  weeks  at  a  firm  of  "aerated- 
water  manufacturers ;  she  had  to  '  sight '  the  bottles  after 
they  had  been  filled,  holding  two  at  a  time  up  to  the  light  to 
see  if  there  were  any  specks  of  dirt  or  straw  in  them  ;  one 
bottle  burst  as  she  was  doing  this,  and  cut  her  nose ;  she 
went  to  the  hospital,  and  had  it  sewn  up.  She  was  paid  for 
the  half-day  she  lost  when  at  the  hospital,  but  received  no 
compensation.  The  next  day  she  was  put  to  a  kind  of  work 
usuaily  given  to  any  girls  incapacitated  by  accidents — viz., 
knocking  the  indiarubber  rings  out  of  the  broken  necks  of 
bottles." 

Several  similar  instances  are  reported,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  employers  complain  strongly  that  where  ■  safeguards 
are  provided  the  workers  are  unwilling  to  use  them,  and 
recklessly  exposing  themselves  to  accidents  are 

Themselves  to  Blame. 

"  In  the  machine-room  of  an  aerated-water  works  over 
which  I  was  shown,  two  '  multiple  steam-fillers'  were  being 
worked  by  girls  with  wire  masks  covering  their  faees  ;  the 
girl  who  supplied  them  with  the  bottles  to  be  filled  had  no 
protector.  The  girls  who  were  holding  bottles  up  in  pairs  to 
a  gas -flame  to  '  sight '  them  had  wire  spectacles  on.  Their 
arms  were  bare,  and  one  girl  had  an  arm  bandaged  up.  The 
foreman  brought  me  a  thick  woollen  arm-protector,  and  told 
me  that  twelve  pairs  of  these  had  been  given  out  the  week 
before  to  the  girls,  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  this  was  the 
only  one  in  the  place :  the  girls  had  taken  them  away  to  use 
as  floor-cloths.  One  girl  was  sighting  bottles  without  spec- 
tacles, and  very  reluctantly  put  them  on  when  told  to  do  so 
by  the  foreman.  Although  these  spectacles  protect  the 
eyes,  they  do  not,  of  course,  protect  the  face. 

"  The  witness  stated  that  no  accidents  had  occurred  in 
bottle-filling  since  they  had  used  the  new  '  multiple  steam- 
fillers,'  as  they  entirely  closed  the  bottles  and  caught  the 
broken  glass.  Another  machine,  better  than  the  old  '  Paragon  ' 
filler,  in  his  opinion,  but  not  so  good  as  the  '  multiple ' 
filler,  was  being  worked  by  a  girl  with  a  mask  on.  "Two 
bottles  exploded  while  I  was  there ;  in  both  cases  the  glass 
was  caught  in  a  casing  of  gunmetal,  but  the  bottles  were 
not  sutticiently  guarded  in  this  way  to  be  quite  safe." 

A  South  London  Factoey. 

Miss  Collet  was  also  shown  over  a  large  mineral-water 
factory  in  South  London.  "Every room  was  exceedingly  well 
ventilated,  and  there  was  plenty  of  space  between  the 
machines.  The  girls,  whether  filling  or  sighting,  had  wire 
masks  on  their  faces  ;  several  of  them  liad  cut  away  the  part 
in  front  of  the  mouth.  They  all  had  thick  woollen  armlets 
tied  on,  and  there  was  a  printed  notice  that  girls  who  were 
found  without  masks  or  armlets  would  be  instantly  dis- 
missed. 

"  The  bottlers  were  all  working  at  '  Paragon '  fillers,  each 
machine  being  shut  in  by  a  three-sided  wooden  case,  afford- 
ing protection,  to  a  certain  extent,  to  the  sighters  working- 
on  the  other  side.    The  employer  stated  that  more  accidents

resulted  from  the  bottlers  putting  the  bottles  rather  roughly 
into  the  baskets  than  from  the  bottling  process  itself  ;  and 
in  unintentional  illustration  of  his  statement  the  girl  near  us 
at  that  moment  knocked  a  bottle  against  the  others  in  her 
basket,  and  three  of  them  exploded." 

A  Welsh  Mineral-watee  Wobks. 

Miss  Orme,  another  Assistant  Commissioner,  in  her  report 
on  the  employment  of  women  in  Wales,  gives  a  very  satis- 
factory account  of  the  mineral-water  factories  there.  "  The 
bottling  process  is  more  or  less  dangerous  according  to  the 
machines  used.  In  some  factories  the  employers  insist  on 
the  girls  wearing  masks.  In  others  it  is  not  thought 
necessary,  and  no  accidents  are  reported.  I  heard  of  fio 
serious  accidents  in  any  of  the  Welsh  mineral- water  factories. 
Mixing  the  materials  is  skilled  work,  and  in  some  factories 
men  do  it  entirely.  I  saw  some  very  intellifrent  women 
employed  as  mixers,  and  the  pay  is  from  14s.  to  11.  a  week. 

"  The  enormous  demand  for  work  is  shown  by  the  number 
of  applications  made  for  any  vacant  posts.  Neighbours  told 
me  that  the  yard  of  one  firm  was  full  of  respectably-dressed 
women  the  morning  a  place  was  advertised.  An  employer 
said  that  ladies'  maids  and  governesses  had  come  to  him  for 
work,  but  he  never  took  them,  as  hard  work,  like  washing 
bottles,  would  soon  knock  them  up." 

"  Druggists'  "  Employes. 

Miss  Margaret  H.  Irwin,  who  has  been  "doing"  Scotland 
for  the  Commission,  mentions  the  employment  of  girls,  at 
wages  ranging  from  5s.  to  12s.  per  week,  by  "  druggists  " — a 
term  which  she  afterwards  explains  to  mean  "  doctors." 
She  says : — 

"  The  girls  employed  by  druggists  are  not  qualified  dis- 
pensers, and  are  employed  by  doctors  in  their  dispensaries, 
for  which  they  (the  doctors)  are  nominally  responsible. 
These  girls,  however,  are  not  the  only  unqualified  dispensers, 
as  it  is  affirmed  by  druggists  that  not  one-half  of  the  drug- 
gists' assistants  who  dispense  have  passed  even  the  '  Minor ' 
examination  required  by  the  Pharmacy  Act." 

Miss  Irwin's  semi-contemptuous  reference  to  the  Minor 
examination  appears  to  indicate  that  she  .is  unaware  that  it 
confers  full  statutory  qualification. 


THE  CORK-INDUSTRY  IN  SPAIN  AND  PORTUGAL. 


THE  area  of  the  Spanish  cork-forests  is  estimated  at  620,000 
acres,  of  which  198,000  are  in  the  province  of  Gerona,  over 
one-eighth  of  which  is  covered  with  cork-forests.  Huelva  has 
134,000  acres,  Caceres  80,000,  SeviUe  74,000,  Cadiz,  55,000  and 
twelve  other  provinces  smaller  areas.  The  cork-forests  are 
distinguishable  into  two  large  groups,  one  in  Gerona  and 
Barcelona  on  the  north-east,  the  other  in  the  south-west. 
The  north-eastern  cork  is  the  finer,  being  much  closer  in 
grain  than  that  of  the  south-west,  but  the  latter  is  of  much 
quicker  gprowth.  It  is  estimated  that  the  annual  production 
of  cork  in  Spain  is  something  like  14,000  tons  a  year,  and 
that  over  1,000,000/.  worth  is  annually  exported.  The  cork- 
forests  of  Gerona  (Catalonia)  form  a  wide  band  stretching 
to  the  north  towards  the  Pyrenees,  by  the  valleys  of  the 
Maga  and  Ter,  and  extending  in  a  southerly  direction  to  the 
limits  of  the  province.  The  cork-trees  extend  as  far  as  the 
sea  shore,  where,  however,  they  frequently  suffer  from  a 
fungus  growth.  The  Catalonian  cork  ranks  as  the  best  in 
the  world,  and  by  reason  of  its  exceedingly  close  texture  is 
particularly  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  champagne- 
corks.  In  the  province  of  Gerona  alone  8,228  persons  are 
occupied  in  manufacturing  bottle-corks.  They  work  up  per 
year,  on  an  average,  about  188,000  cwt.  of  Catalan  cork, 
141,000  cwt.  of  cork  from  other  provinces,  and  47,000  cwt. 
imported  from  abroad.  The  latter  mostly  comes  from 
Algeria.  It  is  in  Catalonia  that  the  industrial  exploitation 
of  the  cork-forests  began.  The  first  forest  .said  to  have  been 
regularly  worked  was  that  north-east  of  Figueras,  on  the 
Muga,  where  cutting  began  in  1760.  The  Isarking  of  the 
cork-tree  is  effected  in  summer,  when  the  tree  has  acquired 
sufficient  strength  to  resist  the  operation.  The  cork  of  the 
first  barking  is  called  coroho  bornio  {bornizo,  or  virgin  cork), 
and  is  not  fit  for  making  bottle-corks.    The  cork  taken  after 
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the  first  barking  is  called  pdas,  or  secondary  cork.  The 
barking  is  done  by  workmen  who  are  paid  at  the  rate  of 
about  2s.  Qd.  a  day.  They  use  an  axe,  also  a  lever  for 
removing  long  slab.s,  and  sometimes,  but  rarely,  a  handsaw 
for  transverse  incisions.  .Sometimes  the  cork  is  prepared 
by  boiling  in  the  woods,  but  this  operation  is  mostly  effected 
in  the  cauldrons  in  the  cork-factory.  The  slabs  remain  in 
boiling  water  during  an  hour,  tliis  operation  causing  an 
increase  of  thickness  and  elasticity  of  the  cork  and  dis- 
solving out  the  tiinnin  and  other  substances  which  it 
contains.  In  Portugal  the  area  under  cork-forest  is  not  even 
approximately  known  ;  most  of  the  forests  are  in  the  hands 
of  private  individuals,  the  State  owning  but  very  little  cork- 
laud.  The  total  exports  from  Portugal  in  1890  were  22,633 
tons  of  rough  and  2,121  tons  of  manufactured  cork.  The 
principal  cork-bearing  area  of  Portugal  is  the  valley  of  the 
Tagus — that  is  to  say,  the  districts  of  Lisbon  and  Santarem  ; 
next  follow  those  of  Ca.stillo,  Branco,  and  Portalegre,  which 
are  connected  in  the  south-east  to  the  districts  of  Evora  and 
Bega  (Alemtejo),  and  in  the  east  to  the  forests  of  Spanish 
Estremadura.  Finally,  to  the  north  a  third  group  comprises 
the  districts  of  Vizeu  and  Guarda.  The  cork-tree  is  virtually 
found  throughout  the  whole  of  Portugal,  with  the  exception 
of  the  extreme  south,  the  extreme  north,  and  a  calcareous 
band  separating  the  cork-trees  of  the  valley  of  the  Tagas 
from  those  of  the  valley  of  the  Douro.

Extractum  Menispermi  Fluidum. 

Fluid  Extract  of  Menispermum. 

Menispermum  rhizome  (Canadian  moonseed)  in  No.  60 
powder,  with  a  menstruum  of  alcohol  2  parts  and  water 
1  part.    Reserve  900  c.c.  per  litre. 

Eoctractum  Phytolaccce  Madicis  Fluidum, 

Fluid  Extract  of  Phytolacca-root. 

The  root  in  No.  60  powder,  and  a  menstruum  of  alcohol, 
3  parts  and  water  2  parts.    Reserve  800  c.c.  per  litre. 

HxtracUim  Ithamni  PursliiancB  Fluidum. 

Fluid  Extract  of  Rhamnus  Purshiana. 

Cascara  sagrada  in  No.  60  powder,  with  diluted  alcohol  as 
a  menstruum.    Reserve  800  c.c.  per  litr?. 

Exractuvi  Scoparii  Fluidum, 

Fluid  Extract  of  Scoparius. 

Broom-tops  in  No.  60  powder  and  diluted  alcohol.  Reserve 
850  c.c.  per  litre. 

Extractum  Uvce  Ursi. 

Extract  of  Uva  Ursi. 

Uva  Ursi  in  No.  30  powder,  exhausted  by  maceration  and 
percolation  with  a  mixture  of  alcohol  2  parts  and  water 
5  parts,  and  evaporated  to  pilular  consistence  in  the  same 
way  as  extract  of  jalap. 

Extractum  Tibumi  02)uli  Fluidum. 

Fluid  Extract  of  Viburnum  Opulus. 

Cramp-bark  in  No.  60  powder,  with  a  menstruum  of 
alcohol  3  parts  and  water  1  part.  Reserve  850  c.c.  per 
litre. 

The  strength  of  all  the  fluid  extracts  above  named  is 
1,000  grammes  of  the  drug  to  1,000  c.c.  of  finished  product. 
After  evaporation  of  the  second  percolate  iind  solution  of 
the  residue  in  the  reserved  portion,  the  volume  is  to  be  made 
up  to  1,000  c.c.  with  the  particular  menstruum.

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ANGLO-CHINESE  PHARMACY. 


HOWEVER  objectionable  Europeans  personally  may  be  in 
Chinese  eyes,  the  dislike  ot  the  Chinaman  does  not  ex- 
tend to  Western  manufactured  products  generally.  Foreign 
medicines  especially  he  takes  with  great  readiness  when  he 
has  once  become  accustomed  to  them,  and  the  European 
manufacturer  who  can  contrive  to  place  upon  the  Chinese 
market  an  article  suitable  to  native  taste  and  price-notions, 
and  is  careful  to  maintain  the  quality  and  appearance  of  his 
goods  at  precisely  the  same  level,  usually  discovers  in  time 
that  there  he  has  no  more  faithful  customers  than  the  natives 
of  the  great  Asiatic  Empire. 

British  traders  and  missionaries  (the  two  callings  sometimes 
combined  in  the  same  individual)  were  the  first  to  introduce 
and  popularise  Western  medicines  in  China,  and  English  and 
Scotch  firms  are  still  the  principal  intermediaries  through 
whom  such  drugs  (though  now  by  no  means  all  of  British 
manufacture)  are  brought  within  the  reach  of  the  Chinese 
consumers. 
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A  subscriber  to  The  Chemist  and  Dhuggist  who  is  con- 
nected with  a  British  firm  owning  no  fewer  than  six  purely 
Chinese  pharmacies  in  as  many  Treaty  ports  of  the  Empire, 
caUed  at  our  office  the  other  day  and  had  an  interesting  chat 
with  a  member  of  our  editorial  staff  on  the  subject  of  Anglo- 
Native  pharmacies  in  China. 

"We  own,"  said  he,  "several  European  shops  in  China,  our 
chief  business-place  being  at  Hong-Kong ;  but  a  considerable 
part  of  our  business  is  also  done  with  the  natives  by  means 
of  pharmacies  in  which,  in  addition  to  many  native  articles, 
we  sell  medicines  of  European  origin  put  up  in  packets  to 
suit  the  native  taste,  and  bearing  native  labels  and  directions. 
This,"  said  our  visitor,  showing  the  photograph  which  we 
reproduce  here,  "  is  a  view  of  one  of  our  native  pharmacies, 
with  its  staff.  The  shop,  as  you  will  observe,  is  situated  on  a 
canal,  and  in  the  left  comer  you  see  a  large  native  junk  con- 
veying merchandise  from  our  store.  In  favourable  weather 
the  staff  live  almost  entirely  on  the  roof  of  the  house. 
One  of  our  native  shops  is  in  Canton,  one  in  Ling-chang, 
another  in  Hong-Kong.    In  all  of  these  establishments  we 


have  a  Chinese  staff,  and  the  business  is  carried  on  through 
an  individual  known  as  a  '  comprador,'  the  sole  connecting- 
link  between  ourselves  and  the  native  shop.  The  comprador 
is  an  indispensable  middleman  to  whoever  wants  to  deal 
with  natives.  He  or  his  equivalent,  under  one  name  or 
another,  exists  wherever  Europeans  have  commercial  inter- 
course with  Asiatics,  and  he  is  the  only  getatable  man 
within  reach. 

"  Within  the  last  few  years  some  European  houses  have 
tried  to  open  up  dealings  directly  with  native  firms  in  China 
(their  is  one  large  London  export  house  particularly  active 
in  pushing  this  department),  but  I  doubt  whether  they  wiU 
find  the  plan  answer  in  the  long  run. 

"  The  comprador  is  a  native  who  generally,  bat  not  neces- 
sarily, has  some  knowledge  of  the  trade  in  which  he  acts  as 
an  intermediary.  He  gives  security  to  the  European  firm 
for  the  goods  he  sells,  and  is  responsible  for  the  native  staff, 
which  he  engages,  and  for  the  solvency  of  the  customers 
with  whom  he  brings  his  principal  into  contact.  It  would 
be  almost  impossible  for  a  foreigner  to  go  hunting  after  a 
native  debtor  in  a  Chinese  city,  and  we  therefore  make 
sure  to  have  an  equivalent  deposit  before  we  part  with  our 


goods.  No  European  pharmacist  is  employed  in  any  native 
shop.  Even  if  he  could  get  on  with  Chinese  customers 
ignorant  of  Pidgin-English,  he  would  not  be  able  to 
compete  in  the  labour-market  with  the  Chinese  '  chemists.' 
A  native  with  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  Chinese  pharmacy 
may  be  had  for  ^10  to  ^15  a  month.  He  is  generally  a 
relative  or  hanger-on  of  the  comprador,  who  likewise  pro- 
vides the  remainder  of  the  staff,  usually  a  shroff  (shopman) 
and  a  couple  of  coolies.  There  are  no  recognised  hours  of 
business.  The  native  shops  appear  to  keep  open  so  long  as 
there  is  any  reasonable  chance  of  customers  coming  in." 

"  Do  you  frequently  visit  your  native  shops  ? " 

"  Not  very  often ;  perhaps  two  or  three  times  a  year. 
There  is  no  particular  reason  why  we  should  go  near  them 
we  are  in  constant  communication  with  our  comprador,  and, 
besides,  travelling  through  the  narrow  and  dirty  streets  of 
a  native  city,  though  interesting  and  upon  the  whole  fairly 
safe,  is  not  always  pleasant.  You  are  almost  sure  to  be 
jeered  at  by  passers-by,  and  it  is  not  advisable  to  lose  your 
temper,  so  that  practically  you  cannot  retaliate." 
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"  Prepared  medicines  are  sold  by  '  chop  '  or  trade-mark. 
We  sell  a  huge  variety  of  them.  There  is  also  a  large  demand 
for  cheap  feeding-bottles  and  certain  surgical  instruments  for 
minor  operations. 

'•  One  of  the  principal  native  shops  in  Canton  is  that  of  one 
Chung- Ka- too,  which  is  said  to  have  been  established  for  three 
hundred  years.  This  and  many  other  native  shops  are  fine 
establishments,  beautifully  fitted.  One  of  their  chief  decorative 
features  is  the  marble  testimonial-tablets  received  by  tlie 
proprietor  from  high  native  officials  and  others. 

"  A  Chinese  medical  man  is  attached  to  most  of  the  native 
pharmacies.  Here  is  one  of  his  prescriptions,  of  which, 
unfortunately,  I  am  only  able  to  translate  a  few  words  : — 
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Doctors'  address.  Date  of  prescription.

Directions  (verbal)  :  Boll  in  water,  twice,  at  night,  and  take  two  onptuls 
a  day. 

"  This  prescription,  of  course,  begins  in  the  right-hand 
comer,  and  reads  downwards.  The  doctor's  name  is  the 
square  at  the  right-hand  bottom  ;  his  address  is  printed  in 
red  ink  at  the  right-hand  top,  and  the  prescription  is  written 
upon  a  sheet  of  rice-paper  9  inches  high  and  5  inches 
wide. 

"  The  Chinese  use  bamboo  spatulas,  which  are  exceedingly 


light,  serviceable,  and  cheap,  bjtmboo  being  found  in  immense 
quantities  in  parts  of  the  country. 

"  What  are  the  European  medicines  you  chiefly  sell  to 
your  native  customers? " 

"  Morphia  and  quinine,  and  their  preparations,  are  the 
staple  goods.  In  Hong-Kong  the  morphia-ordinance  which 
has  recently  been  issued  by  the  Government  will  somewhat 
adversely  affect  the  extent  of  the  trade  in  that  drug.  II 
passed  as  first  proposed,  it  would  have  altogetlier  limited 
the  sale  of  morphia  and  preparations  containing  opium- 
derivates  to  medical  men.  Ostensibly  this  ordinance  was 
passed  to  protect  the  poor  Chinaman,  who,  not  content  with 
smoking  opium,  had  morphia  injected  subcutaneously,  from 
the  result  of  his  passion.  In  reality,  I  should  say,  there 
cannot  be  much  doubt  that  the  desire  to  protect  the  opium- 
farmer,  who  puts  a  considerable  revenue  into  the  Govern- 
ment coffers,  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  move.  Morphia-injec- 
tions have  only  become  popular  during  the  last  year  or  so, 
and  the  opium-farmers  threatened  to  reduce  their  tenders 
next  year  unless  the  thing  was  stopped. 

"  Worm-cakes  and  worm-tablets  have  a  very  large  sale; 
Formerly  the  latter  were  all  of  British  manufacture,  but 
for  some  time  the  Germans  compete  strongly  in  this  de- 
partment. You  can  now  buy  a  bottle  of  German  '  Santo- 
nin-Bonbons'  as  big  as  Keating's  for  18  cents.  Perry 
Davis's  pain-killer  is  a  very  popular  remedy.  It  is  put  up 
expressly  for  the  native  market  with  labels  printed  in  the 
Chinese  language.  The  missionaries  originally  introduced 
it  into  the  country,  but  as  they  generally  sell  it  and  other 
medicines  at  almost  cost  prices,  we  do  not  feel  very  thank- 
ful for  their  efforts.  Scott's  cod-liver  oil  with  hypophospites 
is  another  popular  remedy.  The  natives  take  ic  as  an 
aphrodisiac,  a  class  of  remedies  of  which  they  are  very 
fond.  There  are  many  instances  in  which  European 
articles  have  a  large  sale  for  other  purposes  than  those- 
for  which  their  makers  intended  them.  Condensed 
milk,  for  instance,  is  consumed  in  huge  quantities — as  a> 
jam.  The  aniline- trade  is  a  big  industry,  but  it  is  only  to 
a  small  extent  in  the  hands  of  drug-firms.  We  intend  to 
take  it  up  shortly,  however.  Ginseng  is  also  a  special  trade 
worked  by  a  few  American  houses  who  consign  the  root 
direct  to  native  agents. 

"  Everyone,"  concluded  our  informant,  "  has  of  course 
heard  of  the  extraordinary  ingredients  of  Chinese  prescrip- 
tions. The  variety  and  quantities  of  'native  medicines' 
passing  through  the  Custom-house  at  some  of  the  Treaty 
ports  for  shipment  by  coasting-vessels  to  other  ports  of 
China  simply  baffle  description.  Some  of  these  '  remedies  , 
are  of  local  repute  ;  others,  such  as  loong-foo,  or  tiger's  hair 
are  highly  esteemed  all  over  the  country.  Hankow  is  the- 
chief  emporium  of  the  trade  in  native  drugs,  and  at  the 
Custom-house  in  that  port  there  is  a  museum  containing  a 
complete  collection  of  specimens."

Tbr  Backen'  Clearing-houie  returns  and  the  railway  traffic 
retuma  of  the  I'nited  Kingdom  scarcely  as  yet  favour  a  con- 
tiilcnt  affimiAtive  reply  to  the  (jiieslion.   But  neither  do  these 
•talistica  belie  the  very  confident  anticipation  that  we  are 
I  at  l«Mt  turning  the  corner.     Everyone  feels  certain  that 
I  trade  in  1894  will  cot  be  worse  than  in  1893,  and  the  whole- 
-  'lea  of  the  drug-trade  certainly  share  this  hopeful 
No  one  reports  any  miirki-il  spurt  in  business,  or 
tliat  the  volume  of  trade  transacled  is  as  yet  notic«»bly 
lar(;er,  or  tliat  buyers  are  more  eager  ;  all  that  is  obserred  is 
that  a  tone  of  greater  confldence  and  hope  has  come  over 
vers  and  sellers  in  all  departments  of  business.  This 
i?i  not  confined  to  the  I'nited  Kingdom,  for  the 
AmcriGMt  market  is  reported  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  con- 
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dition.  The  revival  there  is  reported  to  be  slow,  though 
sure,  and,  when  the  tariff- debate  has  come  to  an  end  and 
the  full  e.'ctent  of  the  changes  in  the  duties  are  known,  it  is 
anticipated  that  industries  will  revive  on  a  firmer  biisis. 
Those  most  intimately  connected  with  Australian  affairs,  too, 
tell  us  that  they  believe  signs  of  improvement  are  also 
visible  there. 

It  is  in  such  circumstances,  a  condition  of  hopeful 
expectancy,  that  we  send  forth  the  first  of  our  two  most 
important  issues  of  the  year,  and  we  appeal  to  business  men 
to  examine  it  in  the  same  hopeful  spirit  that  has  come  over 
the  world's  commerce.

CAN    UNQUALIFIED    VENDORS  OF 
POISON  RECOVER? 

The  decision  of  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  Q.C.,  in  the  Wesf  minster 
County  Court,  in  the  case  of  Ruppert  v.  Nives,  on  which  we 
commented  a  fortnight  since,  has  not  attracted  the  attention 
it  deserves.  Mr.  Lumley  Smith  laid  down  two  very  impor- 
tant propositions  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act.  First,  he  said  the  sale  of  a  poison  by  an  un- 
registered person,  being  illegal,  made  the  contract  bad— that 
is  to  say,  deprived  the  seller  of  the  right  to  recover  for  such 
articles  in  a  court  of  law.  This  of  course  referred  to  a  retail 
sale.  In  the  case  before  him,  the  transaction  was  a  whole- 
sale one,  and  as  such,  the  plaintiff's  Counsel  claimed,  came 
within  the  exemption  of  the  16th  section.  But  Mr.  Lumley 
Smith  said  it  was  not,  in  his  opinion,  a  wholesale  transaction 
of  the  kind  contemplated  by  that  section.  In  his  view  whole- 
sale dealiogs  exempted  by  the  Act  were  only  those  of  large 
wholesale  dealers  and  exporters  connected  strictly  with  the 
chemist's  trade. 

If  this  view  were  a  sound  one,  it  would  render  illegal 
and  penal  all  sales  of  poisons  or  poisonous  compounds  to 
grocers,  stores,  and  other  outside  traders,  and  would  thus 
settle  the  difficulty  of  outside  competition  ;  for  though  the 
expression  in  the  report  was  not  perfectly  clear,  we  take  it 
that  was  what  Mr.  Lumley  Smith  meant.  Wc  do  not  tliink, 
as  we  have  already  stated,  that  there  is  any  chance  of  this 
interpretation  of  the  wholesale  exemption  clause  becoming 
established. 


But  however  that  may  bo,  was  the  learned  Judge  correct 
in  his  theory  that  because  an  unregistered  person  is  liable  to 
a  penalty  for  selling  a  poison,  that  person  cannot  recover  for 
such  articles  he  may  have  sold?  This  is  a  new  point,  and 
one  of  much  interest.  The  statute  does  not  exjiressly  bar  the 
right  of  the  vendor  to  recover.  In  the  Dentists  Act,  and  also 
in  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act,  there  are  sections  declaring 
the  incompetence  of  persons  not  registered  under  those  Acts 
to  recover  for  dental  or  veterinary  treatment  respectively. 
Why  were  those  sections  introduced  into  the  statutes  if  the 
transactions  alluded  to  necessarily  rendered  the  contracts 
bad  ?  A  legal  contributor,  whom  we  have  consulted  on  this 
point,  writes : — 

I  think  a  person,  not  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
can  recover  for  goods  sold  and  delivered,  although  such 
goods  contain  a  poison.  The  Act  imposes  a  penalty  on 
unqualified  persons  for  selling.  It  was  held  in  a  case  under 
the  Companies  Act  that  where  the  Act  imposed  a  certain 
penalty  the  Court  could  not  add  some  other  penalty  in  the 
shape  of  making  the  money  irrecoverable.  Mr.  Lumley  Smith 
has  added  a  clause  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  his  own  com- 
posing. 

This  seems  reasonable,  but  we  shall  be  glad  to  have 
references  to  any  other  cases  which  may  throw  light  on  the 
subject,  for  Mr.  Lumley  Smith  is  an  able  Judge,  and  he 
seemed  to  state  his  view  of  the  law  without  any  misgiving. 


SOLID  AIR. 

Aftek  a  year's  interval  Professor  James  Dewar  appeared 
before  a  Royal  Institution  Friday-evening  audience  last 
week  with  a  further  contribution  on  the  properties  and 
applications  of  liquid  air.  It  would  be  paradoxical  to  say 
that  the  lecture  savoured  of  a  sacrifice  to  Moloch,  for  fron* 
beginning  to  end  it  was  an  exposition  of  the  successful 
annihilation  of  the  sun-god's  influence.  But  the  dilettanti 
and  the  earnest  scientists  who  crowded  the  lecture-theatre 
from  floor  to  ceiling  were  certainly  more  influenced  by  a 
spirit  of  curiosity  than  a  thirst  for  new  scientific  knowledge. 
It  is  impossible  for  a  man  to  unfold  in  a  public  lecture  the 
mysteries  of  such  a  profound  research  as  that  in  which  Pro- 
fessor Dewar  is  now  engaged.  A  general  statement  was, 
therefore,  all  that  he  attempted  to  give,  and  yet  it  sufficiently 
revealed  the  directions  in  which  the  research  is  tending.  It 
may  be  remarked  in  passing  that  a  marked  change  has  come 
over  lecturer  and  audience  in  the  treatment  of  liquid  air.  A 
year  ago  the  air  of  the  lecture-theatre  was  electric  with  a. 
nervous  enthusiasm.  Science  had  then  just  got  foothold  on 
a  new  territory  ;  now  she  has  pressed  into  the  hinterland, 
and  familiarity  with  the  environment  favours  a  calm.  All  of 
which  is  another  way  of  saying  that  "familiarity  breeds 
contempt." 

We  must  now  look  at  what  Professor  Dewar  has  accom- 
plished during  the  year.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
experiments  with  liquid  air  are  conducted  at  a  temperature 
between  180°  and  200°  below  zero  Centigrade.  Chemical 
action  virtually  ceases  in  this  intense  cold,  and  it  follows 
that  all  phenomena  observed  are  purely  dynamical.  On  that 
account  Professor  Dewar  has  been  assisted  by  Professors 
Fleming  and  Liveing,  the  eminent  physicists.  The  first 
record  of  experiments  mentioned  last  week  related  to  the 
electric  conductivity  of  metals.  At  the  normal  temperature 
this  varies  with  the  nature  of  the  metal — there  are  good  and 
bad  conductors,  but  as  the  metals  are  cooled  resistance  i» 
gradually  overcome  until,  at  aliout  -  200°  C,  all  alike  approach 
the  maximum  of  conductivity.  Later  in  the  evening  Professor 
Dewar  showed  that  the  deflection  of  a  magnetic  needle  by 
the  influence  of  a  fully-charged  bar  magnet,  chilled  by  liquid 
air,  immensely  increased,  and  this  is  but  one  instance  from 
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a  series  of  experiments  which  have  been  made  in  this 
department. 

About  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  Professor  J.  H.  Glad- 
stone came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  specific  refractive 

indices  of  gases  agree  with  the  formula  -  ~    (where Mis  the 

refractive  index  and  d  the  density  of  the  substance),  which 
obtains  for  liquids  and  solutions  of  solids.  The  liquefaction 
of  a  number  of  gases  by  means  of  the  cold  of  liquid  air  and 
pressure  has  enabled  Professor  Dewar  to  test  this  hypothesis, 
and  the  factors  which  he  has  obtained  for  the  liquid  gases 
completely  confirm  Gladstone's  theory.  Coming  to  the 
thermal  properties  of  liquid  air,  Professor  Dewar  described 
how  it  has  been  possible  to  determine  its  latent  heat  of 
evaporation  and  its  specific  heat.  The  arrangement  for  this 
purpose  is  simple  yet  ingenious.  It  is,  of  course,  necessary 
in  these  determinations  that  the  liquefied  gas  should  be 
completely  at  rest— that  is,  at  an  absolutely  invariable  tem- 
perature. To  secure  this  the  liquid  is  placed  in  a  test-tube 
with  a  vacuum  jacket,  and  this  tube  dips  into  a  larger  one 
of  the  same  construction,  which  contains  liquid  air.  The 
outer  tube  is  connected  with  a  force-pump,  whereby  the 
liquid  air  is  kept  continuously  boiling,  so  that  no  trace  of 
heat  can  reach  the  inner  tube.  When  this  condition  is 
obtained,  a  piece  of  any  metal — platinum,  for  example,  but 
mercury  is  preferred— the  weight  and  temperature  of  which 
are  known,  is  dropped  into  the  inner  tube,  and  at  once  the 
liquid  withdraws  the  heat  from  the  metal,  and  a  certain 
quantity  of  gas  is  evolved.  From  the  volume  obtained  the 
specific  heat  and  latent  heat  of  evaporation  can  be  calcu- 
lated. A  single  drop  of  mercury  suffices  to  evaporate  about 
a  pint  of  oxygen.  While  we  have  the  construction  of  this 
apparatus  clearly  in  view  it  may  be  mentioned  that  it  is 
also  used  for  solidifying  air.  For  this  purpose  the  inner  tube 
is  also  connected  with  a  force-pump,  and  as  the  latter  carries 
oS  air,  heat  is  withdrawn  from  the  liquid,  and  it  changes 
into  an  icy  solid.  It  is  possible  to  do  this  with  air,  but 
not  with  oxygen ;  indeed,  the  experiment  was  tried  twice 
in  presence  of  the  audience,  but  it  failed  on  both  occasions, 
because  the  nitrogen  had  been  dissipated  from  the  liquid. 
Professor  Dewar  gave  it  up,  but  his  assistant  tried  a  third 
time  and  succeeded  in  overcoming  the  adverse  conditions 
so  that  before  the  audience  dispersed  they  had  the  good 
fortune  of  seeing  the  air  of  the  room  trickle  into  the  tube  as 
a  liquid,  then  set  before  their  eyes  into  a  solid  jelly.  There 
were  only  a  few  grains  of  it,  but  in  this  case  a  grain  is  as 
good  as  a  ton  for  establishing  a  fact,  and  already  Professor 
Dewar  has  made  pounds  of  solid  air  in  his  laboratory.  This 
was  the  most  critical  experiment  of  the  evening,  but  we  have 
become  so  accustomed  to  fabulous-like  achievements  being 
demonstrated  that  it  is  only  with  some  difficulty  that  we 
realise  that  it  was  done  in  a  lecture  room  heated  by  about  a 
thousand  men  and  women  averaging  ten  stone  apiece,  and 
about  one  hundred  feet  distant  from  the  force-pumps. 
Although  Professor  Dewar  has  not  yet  succeeded  in  solidify- 
ing pure  oxygen,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  feat  is  only  a 
question  of  higher  perfection  of  the  apparatus.  Given  the 
eero  of  temperature  (  -  270=^  C,  which  he  can  abnost  command) 
he  only  requires  tubes  which  will  bear  the  highest  pressure 
he  can  put  upon  them. 

Much  in  all  these  experiments  depends  upon  the  vacuum 
surrounding  the  containing-vessels.  This  vacuum  is  the 
Toricellian  one  from  which  the  mercury  vapour  is  withdrawn 
by  cooling  with  liquid  oxygen.  It  is  a  vacuous  space  which  is 
oot  obtainable  under  the  ordinary  conditions  of  experiment 
with  the  Sprengel  pump,  and  it  has  therefore  become  a  grave 
question  with  chemists.  Does  the  mercury  vapour  form  imme- 
diately or  only  after  a  time  ?    Professor  Dewar  demonstrated 


that  the  former  is  the  condition.  Filling  a  barometer- tube 
with  a  bulb  on  the  top,  and  inverting  it,  he  touched  the 
apparently  vacuous  bulb  with  a  cotton-wool  ball  saturated 
with  liquid  oxygen,  and  immediately  mercury  vapour  froze 
out  on  the  inside  in  the  form  of  a  bright  mirror.  The  pro- 
fessor then  took  a  vacuum  bulb  having  a  narrow  neck  leading 
to  a  smaller  bulb  full  of  mercury.  The  mercury  vapour  in 
the  large  bulb  was  first  frozen  out  leaving  as  true  a  vacuum 
as  man  can  obtain.  It  was  then  shown  that  a  long  time 
must  elapse  for  the  vacuum  to  get  refilled  with  mercury 
vapour  by  means  of  the  narrow  neck  only.  This  is  how  the 
professor  gets  his  vacuous  jackets.  In  such  a  vacuum  the 
pressure  oC  the  mercury  vapour  does  not  exceed  the  one 
hundred  millionth  of  an  atmosphere.  These  high  vacua  pro- 
mise as  prolific  a  field  of  research  as  there  is  in  science.  Mr. 
Crookes  has  done  much  in  it,  and  apparently  Professor  Dewar 
looks  up  to  him  as  a  master,  but  there  is  still  work  to  do.  Is 
a  matterless  space  possible  on  earth?  One  is  inclined  to 
doubt  it.  For  example.  Professor  Dewar  held  up  a  litre 
bulb  which  seemed  to  contain  nothing,  but  it  was  full  of 
mercury  vapour — at  the  most  there  would  be  only  O  OOOI 
gramme  of  mercury  in  the  bulb.  He  pressed  the  pad  of 
liquid  oxygen  on  the  side,  and  a  patch  of  mercury  of  a  few 
square  inches  was  deposited  inside.  That  was  not  all  the 
mercury  in  the  bulb.  Again,  he  held  up  a  similar  bulb  of 
iodine  vapour.  It  seemed  as  transparent  and  colourless  as 
the  other.  Again  he  cooled  it,  and  when  he  took  away  the 
pad  there  was  a  patch  of  brown  iodine  on  the  glass  as  large 
as  a  baby's  hand.  Such  experiments  as  these  take  us  at 
once  to  the  borderland  of  the  material  and  the  immaterial  of 
fact  and  hypothesis.  We  have  set  up  for  ourselves  a  concep- 
tion called  an  atom,  and  the  most  negative  of  qualities 
is  drawing  us  very  close  to  a  figuration  of  the  hypothetic 
quantity. 

But  is  extreme  cold  a  negative  quality?  In  a  chemical 
sense  it  is,  but  not  so  dynamically.  Some  people  have  the 
notion  that  cosmic  dust  is  the  result  of  disintegration  of 
celestial  bodies  in  cold  space — otherwise,  that  absence  of 
heat  destroys  cohesion.  Professor  Dewar's  experiments  with 
metals  cooled  by  liquid  air  prove  exactly  the  opposite. 
The  tensile  strength  of  iron  at  —180°  C.  is  just  twice 
what  it  is  at  15°  C.  It  will  take  a  strain  of  60  instead  of  30  tons 
to  the  square  inch,  and  equally  startling  results  have  come  out 
as  to  the  elongation  of  metals  under  these  conditions,  all  of 
which  show  that  cohesion  is  increased  at  low  temperatures. 
Returning  to  vacuous  spaces  Professor  Dewar  performed 
some  wonderful  electrical  experiments  in  high  vacua.  The 
most  perfect  vacua  obtainable  with  the  Sprengel  pump  were 
used,  including  some  of  Mr.  Crookes's  famous  bulbs,  and 
when  the  electric  current  was  shunted  on  to  them  it  readily 
showed  in  the  inky  darkness,  Mr.  Crookes's  samarium  bulb 
being  particularly  pretty.  The  bulbs  were  then  cooled  with 
liquid  oxygen  and  gradually  the  glow  went  out  of  the  tubes, 
strong  sparks  appearing  at  an  ordinary  conductor  which 
before  showed  not  a  trace  of  influence.  The  current,  in  fact, 
would  go  anywhere  but  through  the  vacuous  space,  for  the 
cold  had  condensed  the  inconceivable  quantity  of  metallic 
vapour  from  the  poles  of  the  tubes  or  of  mercury  remaining 
in  them. .  That  "  Nature  abhors  '^a  vacuum  "  is  as  true  of 
electricity  as  of  heat ;  and  if  Professor  Dewar's  research  had 
done  nothing  else  than  demonstrate  that,  it  would  still  be 
worthy  of  the  munificent  endowment  which  it  has  received 
from  public  and  private  donors. 


HONOUR    IN  BUSINESS. 

A  PHARMACEUTICAL  friend,  himself  in  a  large  way  of  busi- 
ness, has  been  good  enough  to  bring  to  our  notice  a  very 
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interesting  pamphlet,  entitled  "  Commercial  Morality,"  of 
which  the  Rev.  J.  Carter,  M.A.,  of  the  Pusey  House,  Oxford, 
is  the  author,  and  Messrs.  llivington,  Percival  k.  Co.,  of 
London,  the  publishers.  The  paper  appears  to  have  been 
originally  read  before  the  Oxford  University  Branch  of  the 
Christian  Social  Union,  and  to  have  been  subsequently  pub- 
lished in  the  Ectniomio  Review.  Considering  that  the 
author's  purpose  was,  no  doubt,  to  influence  business  men, 
the  superior  suitability  of  the  media  he  selected  for  the 
promulgation  of  his  prophecies  does  not  seem  obvious  at 
first  sight.  We  are  happy  to  contribute  our  share  towards 
the  promotion  of  the  writer's  object,  for  the  message 
conveyed  is  a  useful  one,  and  it  is  delivered  without  a  trace 
of  priestly  assumption. 

Mr.  Carter's  method  has  been  to  submit  to  a  number  of 
persons  engaged  in  all  branches  of  business — manufacturers, 
merchants,  retailers,  shop-assistants,  commercial  travellers, 
and  workmen — a  series  of  searching  questions,  and  he  gives 
typical  replies  from  all  these.  First  he  asks :  "  Do  you  find 
it  diflacult  to  apply  the  principles  of  Christian  truth  and 
justice  to  the  conduct  of  business  ? "  A  very  large  employer 
of  labour,  the  general  manager  of  a  great  engineering  firm, 
and  the  proprietors  of  two  businesses  which  are  practically 
monopolies  say  in  effect  that  there  is  a  good  deal  of  shady 
work  going  on,  but  that  they  do  not  practise  it.  It  is,  of 
course,  pretty  clear  that  none  of  these  have  any  temptation 
to  cheat.  With  them,  at  any  rate,  dishonesty  would  be 
such  ridiculously  bad  policy  that,  except  for  the  sake  of 
making  the  inquiry  complete,  we  can  hardly  see  why  they 
were  asked.  A  member  of  the  London  Stock  Exchange, 
who  is,  perhaps,  a  little  more  in  the  way  of  temptation,  is 
"  happy  to  say  that  as  far  as  my  experience  goes  I  have  not 
found  it  necessary  to  conform  to  any  absolutely  wrong 
practices."  There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  towards  priggish- 
ness  in  that  sentence  which,  with  the  fullest  desire  to  be 
charitable,  one  can  hardly  help  resenting.  Nest  come  some 
retail  dealers.  The  ovraer  of  a  small  business  says  :  "  I  have 
not  much  trouble  of  this  kind,  but  what  I  have  I  generally 
give  in  to."  It  is  not  stated  exactly  what  he  yields  to.  A 
commercial  traveller  says  in  reply  to  the  question  :  "  It  is  not 
only  difficult — it  is  impossible.  If  one  would  live  and  avoid  the 
Bankruptcy  Court  one  must  do  business  on  the  same  lines 
as  others  do."  A  grocer  says :  "  The  independent  tradesman 
may  avoid  wilful  deception,  but  the  assistant  of  the  average 
employer  finds  it  almost  impossible  to  retain  his  honour  and 
his  situation."  A  draper's  assistant  seems  to  endorse  this 
view,  and  remarks  pithily  that  Christian  truth  and  justice 
and  modern  trade  appear  to  be  opposing  principles — the  first 
being  based  on  self-sacrifice,  the  second  on  self-interest. 
And  a  partner  in  a  manufacturing  industry  boldly  declares 
that  "  business  is  based  on  the  gladiatorial  theory  of  exist- 
ence. If  Christian  truth  and  justice  is  not  consistent  with 
this,  business  is  in  a  bad  case.  So  is  nature."  This  is  the 
same  idea  as  that  expressed  by  Herbert  Spencer,  who  has 
declared  that  "  a  system  of  keen  competition  carried  on,  as 
it  is,  without  adequate  moral  restraint  is  very  much  a 
6  J  stem  of  commercial  cannibalism." 

The  other  questions  asked  were :  "  To  what  extent  is 
honourable  trade  hampered  by  unjust  competition  7  "  "  Can 
.  the  following  practices  be  justified— («)  Misleading  adver- 
tisements, (fi)  deception  about  the  true  quality  of  goods, 
(c)  selling  at  a  loss  in  order  to  win  the  market,  (r/)  bribing 
the  agents  of  customers,  (e)  having  more  than  one  price  for 
the  same  article  at  the  same  time  in  the  same  place  of 
bnsiness  7  "  Some  of  these  questions,  it  will  be  .seen,  are  a 
little  ambiguous,  and  correspondents  point  out  keenly  enough 
how  easily  moral  and  non-moral  considerations  may  bo 
miied.    For  instance,  an  advertisement  which  may  be  in 


reality  misleading  may  yet  have  been  issued  hy  '\U  author 
in  all  good  faith.  Selling  at  a  loss  may  not  always,  from 
any  point  of  view,  bo  of  the  nature  of  a  fraud.  A  tradesman 
may  want  to  clear  off  a  certain  stock,  or  he  may  have 
bought  nnfortunately.  We  sell  this  journal  to  subscribers 
at  considerably  less  than  it  costs  us  to  produce  it,  aod  a 
large  n\imber  of  newspapers  are  carried  on  on  the  same 
principle.  Our  object  is,  of  course,  to  secure  a  good  market 
for  our  advertisers.  But  we  do  not  see  any  moral  objection 
to  this  course.  Even  where  goods  are  sold  at  a  specially 
low  price  as  a  draw  it  may  be  said,  and  is  said,  that  this  is- 
only  a  form  of  advertising.  The  moralist  would,  of  course, 
properly  reply  that  it  is  intended  to  be  a  deceptive  form  of 
advertising.  It  aims  to  convey  the  idea  that  this  shop  is 
cheaper  all  round  than  others  in  the  same  town.  If  that  is 
so  it  is  a  course  which  cannot  be  justified. 

Mr.  Carter's  correspondents  all  naturally  enough  attribute 
the  immorality  of  commerce,  so  far  as  it  exists,  to  that  other 
fellow.  He  adulterates  his  goods,  and  they  cannot  compete 
with  him  unless  they  do  the  like.  He  tells  lies ;  so  must 
they.  He  bribes ;  they  must  bribe  as  high  or  lose  the 
business.  Worst  of  all,  however,  is  the  man  who  starts  in 
business  with  no  capital,  buys  and  sells  recklessly,  and,  after 
living  on  his  creditors'  money  as  long  as  he  can,  goes  though 
the  Bankruptcy  Court,  and  starts  again  as  soon  as  he  is  per- 
mitted to  do  so.  No  one  can  refuse  to  admit  the  truth  of 
these  charges  of  deceit  and  dishonesty  which  are  alleged' 
against  modern  commerce.  The  struggle  for  existence  is 
very  fierce,  especially  among  those  who  are  only  just  keeping 
their  heads  above  water.  Homilies  from  the  men  who  have 
reached  land,  or  whose  fathers  placed  them  high  and  dry  on 
the  shore,  are  not  always  listened  to  with  the  utmost  patience. 
Perhaps  some  of  those  gentlemen  were  not  so  particular  when 
they  were  fighting  the  waves.  But  the  struggle  is,  we 
believe,  being  made  easier  for  honest  men.  Laws  affecting 
adulterations,  false  trade- descriptions,  and  bankruptcy  are: 
much  more  severe  than  they  were.  All  these  are  steps: 
towards  a  better  state  of  things,  indications  of  the  upward 
movement  of  the  trading  conscience.  But  even  in  the  older 
days,  when  fraud  was  less  clearly  separated  by  law  from 
honest  rivalry,  the  men  who  were  the  most  trustworthy 
established  the  best  businesses. 

The  writer  of  the  pamphlet  before  us  advocates,  we  take 
it,  that  kind  of  socialism  which  so  many  of  the  most 
thoughtful  people  of  the  present  day  are  striving  after. 
They  want  to  bring  to  pass  the  objects  sought  by  Frederick 
Denison  Maurice,  and  his  friends,  whose  Society  for  Promoting 
Working  Men's  Associations  formulated  these  principles 
nearly  fifty  years  ago— namely,  that  "  (i.)  human  society  is  a 
brotherhood,  not  a  collection  of  warring  atoms ;  (ii.)  true- 
workers  should  be  fellow-workers,  not  rivals  ;  (iii.)  a  prin- 
ciple of  justice,  and  not  of  selfishness,  should  regulate- 
exchanges."  Can  these  objects  be  accomplished  under  the 
reign  of  individualism  and  competition  ?  They  think: 
not;  but  it  seems  to  us  that  they  scarcely  realise  the- 
tremendous  price  they  are  proposing  to  pay  for  co-operation 
if  that  is  to  involve  the  sacrifice  of  individual  rivalry.  Let- 
them  do  all  they  can  to  give  the  fairest  possible  Held  for 
honest  effort  by  making  roguery  more  and  more  a  risky 
occupation,  but  let  them  also  remember  all  that  tho  work* 
owes  to  the  stimulus  which  the  constant  necessity  for  effort 
involves. 


THE  SALE  OF  SECRET  MEDICINES 
IN  BELGIUM. 

THE  test  case  in  Belgium  to  which  we  have  already  alluded 
is,  we  understand,  shortly  coming  before  the  Cour  do  Cas^a- 
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tion  at  Brussels,  and  the  decision  will  obviously  be  of  much 
importance  to  the  proprietors  of  the  many  English  proprietary 
medicines  for  wliich  a  demand  has  been  established  in  that 
country. 

The  principal  law  governing  Belgian  pharmacy  dates  from 
March  12,  1818.  Before  then  Belgian  pharmacy  was  subject 
to  the  law  "  21  Germinal  year  xi.,"  which  is  still  bo  familiar 
and  so  troublesome  to  French  pharmacists.  The  Germinal 
law  expressly  forbade  "  the  advertisement  or  sale  of  secret 
remedies." 

The  statute  of  March  12,  1818,  passed  after  the  creation 
of  the  independent  kingdom  of  the  Netherlands,  does  not  re- 
producG  this  prohibition.  That  is  a  negative  argument  in  sup- 
port of  the  theory  that  the  sale  of  secret  medicines  in  Belgium 
is  legitimate.  For,  say  their  defenders,  if  the  legislature  had 
intended  to  prohibit  such  sales,  they  would  simply  have 
copied  the  words  of  the  old  law  applicable  to  the  subject. 
They  passed  them  over,  evidently  with  the  intention  of  not 
re-enacting  them.  The  only  basis  for  any  such  prohibition 
in  the  law  of  March  12,  1818,  is  article  17,  which  says : 
"  No  compound  medicament,  under  any  designation  what- 
ever, shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  except  by 
persons  authorised  by  the  law,  and  in  conformity  with 
instructions  to  be  issued  on  this  subject  by  the  competent 
authority."  A  code  of  instructions  was  issued  by  the  com- 
petent authority  on  May  31,  1818,  as  an  arreti  royal,  or,  as 
we  should  say,  an  order-in-Council.  The  original  of  this  ordi- 
nance was  of  course  in  Dutch,  but  for  the  Bslgian  pharma- 
cist the  instructions  were  also  published  in  French.  Article 
4  of  this  document  prescribed  that "  apothecaries  shall  them- 
selves prepare,  or  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  under  their  own 
supervision  and  responsibility,  the  prescriptions  of  doctors  of 
medicine,  the  surgical  prescriptions  of  surgeons,  and  all 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  compounds."  It  was  on  the 
authority  of  this  part  of  the  order-in-Council  that  a  cele- 
brated prosecution  was  instituted  at  Antwerp  some  ten  years 
ago.  Bottles  of  two  French  medicinal  wines  (Vin  de  Vial 
and  Yin  de  Defresne)  were  bought  from  pharmacists  there, 
and  on  the  allegation  that  they  were  pharmaceutical  com- 
pounds which  had  not  been  prepared  under  the  supervision 
■ot  the  pharmacists  themselves  penalties  were  claimed.  The 
case  was  contested  up  to  the  highest  Court  in  Belgium.  In 
±he  course  of  the  arguments  it  was  shown  that  a  few  important 
words  in  the  original  Dutch  ordinance — naar  dm  eisch — 
had  been  omitted  from  the  French  translation,  and  it  was 
contended  that  these  modified  the  sense  of  the  paragraph  so 
as  to  make  it  mean  "  as  or  when  required  " — that  is  to  say, 
when  a  prescription  was  presented.  But  the  final  judgment 
of  the  Cour  de  Cassation,  permitting  the  sale  ot  secret 
.remedies,  was  based  principally  on  the  consideration  that 
an  arrets  royal  could  not  override  the  law,  nor  enact  any- 
thing which  the  law  itself  did  not  authorise.  The  section 
could  not,  therefore,  have  the  signification  which  had  been 
.  attributed  to  it. 

That  judgment  was  given  in  1885.    Since  then  the  old 
instructions  have  been  abrogated,  and  on  March  1,  1888,  a 
new  arrets  royal  was  issued,  one  of  whose  articles  provides 
for  the  sale  of  pharmaceutical  specialities,  and  orders  that 
the  bottles,  boxes,  pots,  or  other  packets  which  contain 
.them  shall  bear  a  label  mentioning  the  sub.stances  which 
enter  into  their  composition.    It  is  the  legality  of  this  ordi- 
nance which  is  now  being  contested.   The  defendants  say 
the  law  does  not  prohibit  the  sale  of  secret  medicines,  and 
that  if  the  ordinance  does,  so  much  the  worse  for  the  ordi- 
nance.   The  procureur  du  roi  replies  that  to  merely  name 
the  ingredients  does  not  interfere  with  any  legitimate  secret 
of  the  process  of  preparation.    The  arguments  turn  on  this 
point  principally,  for  it  seems  to  bo  admitted  that  the  law 


of  1818  does  not  prohibit  the  sale  of  secret  medicines,  and 
the  question  is  whether  the  arritS  royal  docs. 


ALUM  IN  BAKING-POWDER. 

The  opinion  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  expressed  by 
Justices  Hawkinsand  Lawiance  on  Saturday  last.is  that  baking- 
powder  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  food,  and  that,  therefore, 
the  prosecution  of  a  vendor  of  a  certain  baking-powder  which 
admittedly  contained  alum  must  fail.  If  we  correctly  under- 
stand Mr.  Justice  Lawrance  that  the  cost  of  getting  this 
decision  amounts  to  over  600^.,  we  can  only  agree  with  him 
that  such  a  fact  is  "  shocking."  That  any  individual  vendor 
or  manufacturer  should  have  to  pay  any  such  sum  for  a 
mistake  on  a  point  which  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  be 
certain  about  would  have  been  monstrous.  But  that  allega- 
tion is  a  charge  against  our  legal  system,  and  does  not  concern 
baking-powder  essentially.  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins  takes 
it  as  proved  that  the  alum  in  the  baking-powder  when 
used  in  bread  or  pastry  is  injurious  to  health.  There  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  on  this  point  among  experts,  but  no 
doubt  alum  is  only  used  in  preference  to  tartaric  acid  because 
it  is  cheaper.  The  seller  of  bread  or  confectionery  made 
with  an  alum  baking-powder  wo  aid,  we  gather,  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  but  the  sale 
of  the  baking-powder  itself,  though  its  ingredients  are  ulti- 
mately consumed  as  food,  is  not  actionable,  because  it  is  not 
food.  You  might  as  well  argue,  says  Justice  Hawkins,  that 
rat-poison  is  food  because  it  is  a  mixture  of  food  with  poison. 
But  rat-poison  is  not  sold  to  form  a  constituent  of  food. 
Justice  Hawkins  carefully  guards  against  the  possible,  and 
we  may  say  very  reasonable,  assumption  that  if  baking- 
powder  is  not  food  neither  are  other  substances,  sach  as 
condiments,  flavours,  colours,  &c.,  intended  to  be  used  with 
foods,  but  not  to  be  consumed  in  the  condition  in  which  they 
are  sold. 

But  the  practical  result  of  the  judgment  is  that  alum 
baking-powder  may  be  legally  sold,  and  need  not  be  described 
as  such.  This  gives  chemists  an  opportunity  to  push  their 
own  or  some  undoubtedly  wholesome  baking-powder.  What- 
ever the  actual  medical  fact  may  be  as  regards  aluminium 
hydrate,  there  is  no  doubt;  a  prejudice  against  it  in  articles  of 
food,  and,  at  any  rate,  no  one  recommends  it  as  of  dietetic 
value.  An  excellent  baking-powder  may  be  made  from 
tartaric  acid  8  oz.,  bicarbonate  of  sodium  10  oz.,  and 
ground  rice  12  oz.,  and  this  can  be  sold  at  a  good  profit  and 
can  be  recommended  with  confidence. 

OPOPONAX. 

The  learned  Solicitor-General's  Greek  did  not  hold  out 
vei-y  satisfactorily  in  his  argument  in  the  "  Somatose"  trade- 
mark case,  which  we  report  elsewhere.  He  was  exceedingly 
well  posted  in  regard  to  Jthe  technical  combinations  of  soma, 
but  his  instance  of  opoponax  as  a  genuinely  invented  word 
was  a  particularly  unfortunate  one.  Opoponax — or,  correctly 
opopanax — is  a  very  ancient  word  indeed,  and  the  gum  resin 
so  named  was  recommended  by  Hippocrates,  Theophrastns, 
Dioscorides,  Galen,  and  all  the  old  authorities.  The  compo- 
sition of  the  word  from  ojws  and  panax,  meaning  an  all- 
healing  juice,  ought  to  be  very  obvious  to  a  scholar  to  whom 
modern  and  ancient  Greek  seem  to  be  equally  familiar.  It 
was  curious  that  none  of  the  three  judges  should  have  cor- 
rected Sir  John  Kigby. 

NOT  SATISFIED. 

The  chlorodyne  case  at  Stockton-on-Tees  was  defended  it 
will  be  observed,  on  behalf  of  the  Patent  Me<licine  Dealers' 
Association,  and  by  the  same  solicitors  and  Counsel  as  those 
who  have  acted  for  the  defence  in  the  Piper  and  other 
cases.   We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Association  has 
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resolved  to  fight  this  question  out  once  more,  and  to  take 
'either  this  ease  or  some  other  to  the  Court  of  Appeal.  The 
judge  of  the  Stockton  Court  refused  to  allow  an  appe.al,  but 
we  suppose  they  can  appeal  against  this  refusal,  if  they  like. 
Their  point  is  that  mixtures  like  chlorodyne  are  compounds, 
•and  not  preparations  of  the  poisons  they  contain,  coming 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  They  have  an  uphill  journey 
ibefore  them. 

HYDRARG.  lODID.  FLAV. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  experiments  which  Professor 
IDewar  j^erformed  at  the  Koyal  Institution  last  Friday  night 
■was  on  a  large  patch  of  white  cardboard  painted  with  red 
mercuric  iodide.  Drawing  a  pad  saturated  with  liquid  oxygen 
over  it,  he  showed  that  the  red  colour  changed  to  yellow, 
.jnst  as  the  inside  does  when  heated.  This  change  is  not  a 
chemical  one,  but  it  is  due  to  an  alteration  of  the  optical 
properties  of  the  iodide.  The  experiment  itself  proves  that, 
for  chemical  action  does  not  exist  at  the  low  temperature 
^-180°  C.)  of  evaporating  liquid  oxygen.  The  professor  also 
■showed  the  effect  of  cold  on  an  organic  red  dye.  In  this 
'Case  a  yellow  colour  was  also  produced,  but  the  change  was 
not  so  marked  as  with  red  mercuric  iodide. 

FROZEN  SOAP-BUBBLES. 

Amongst  the  feats  which  ProfessorJDewar  has  accomplished 
■with  the  aid  of  liquid  air  is  the  freezing  of  soap-bubbles  and 
•other  iridescent  films.  It  was  thought  that  the  beautiful 
XK)lours  of  films  would  disappear  during  the  freezing  process, 
but  this  has  been  found  not  to  be  the  case.  It  is,  however, 
a  curious  fact  that  the  professor  has  not  succeeded  in  freezing 
.the  black  spots  of  soap-bubbles. 

CARBOLIC-ACID  POISONINGS. 
The  return  asked  for  by  Mr.  Gumming  Maodona,  M.P., 
.■giving  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  past  five  years  offici- 
ally attributed  to  carbolic  acid,  has  been  published  this  week 
as  a  Parliamentary  paper.  The  information  is,  of  course, 
■extracted  from  the  Kegistrar-General's  report,  and  Mr. 
JMacdona  could  have  referred  to  this  source  of  information 
in  the  House  of  Commons  Library  if  he  had  been  so 
iminded.  As  taxpayers,  however,  we  do  not  grudge  the 
-expense  of  the  return,  for  it  directs  prominent  attention 
-to  the  danger  of  leaving  carbolic  acid  longer  unscheduled. 
.It  is  shown  that  the  deaths  from  carbolic  acid  were  as  under 
in  each  of  the  years  named  : —

In  1881  there  was  also  one  death  under  the  "  murder  or 
■manslaughter  "  division.  We  have  ourselves  given  all  these 
■figures  before,  but  they  cannot  be  too  frequently  repeated. 
This  is  the  substance  which  up  to  this  day  the  Privy 
Council  persists  in  refusing  to  schedule  as  a  poison. 


MITCHAM  OTTO. 

Although  Hanbury  mentions  that  in  1873  roses  were  still 
grown  in  Mitcham,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  been  aware 
that  they  were  distilled  there.  He  says,  in  fact,  that  "  in 
aEnglish  commerce  attar  of  rose  was  scarcely  known  until  the 
commencement  of  the  present  century."  Nevertheless  a 
writer  on  "  Mitcham  Industries  "  in  the  Pall  Gazette  says  :— 
"Time  was  when  the  district  was  famous  for  its  roses. 
As  an  instance  of  the  change  that  has  come  over  the  in- 
dustries of  the  locality,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  old 
.firm  of  Potter  &  Moor,  now  taken  over  by  Messrs.  W.  J. 
•Bush  &  Co.,  a  century  and  a  half  ago  distilled  large  quantities 
■of  roses.  Now  this  perfume  is  rarely  produced  hero,  and  in 
its  place  peppermint,  lavender,  and  camomile  are  distilled." 


The  context  indicates  that  the  writer  speaks  of  essential  oils. 
We  understand  that  rose  water  was  distilled  in  Mitcham,  but 
have  not  hoard  of  otto  being  distilled.  It  would  be  interesting 
historically  if  this  could  be  proved  from  Messrs.  Potter  4c 
Moor's  records. 

THE  S.P.C.K.  AND  VIVISECTION. 
Lord  Coleridge  is  well  known  to  be  an  ardent  anti-vivi- 
sectionist.  He  was  also  a  liberal  contributor  to  the  S.P.C.K. 
The  latter  is  publishing  a  series  of  books  on  "  The  Romance 
of  Science,"  amongst  them  one  on  "  Our  Secret  Friends  and 
Foes,"  by  Professor  Percy  Frankland.  This  book  is  bacterio- 
logical in  intent,  and  mainly  agricultural  at  that.  Inci- 
dentally the  author  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is 
discreditable  to  England  not  to  have  an  institute  of  pre- 
ventive medicine  such  as  the  Pasteur  Institute  of  Paris. 
The  Anti- Vivisection  Society  set  out  this  sentence  with  one 
or  two  others,  in  a  circular  which  they  sent  round  to  every 
member  of  their  own  society  and  to  those  of  the  S.P.C.K., 
together  with  a  letter  from  Lord  Coleridge.  A  protest 
against  the  book  was  lodged  with  the  S.P.C.K.  last  July, 
signed  by  fifty  of  its  members.  They  wanted  the  book 
withdrawn  from  circulation.  This  proposal  the  Committee 
of  the  S.P.C.K.  considered,  and  refused  to  accede  to,  where- 
upon Lord  Coleridge  withdrew  from  the  Society,  taking  his 
annual  10-guinea  subscription  with  him.  His  Lordship 
confesses  not  to  have  read  the  book,  but  he  cannot  under- 
stand how  "  a  book  dealing  with  the  cutting  up  of  living 
animals  could  tend  to  alleviate  the  agricultural  distress." 
Canon  Wilberforce  has  followed  the  Lord  Chief  Justice's 
example. 

CHEMISTS  AND  THEIR  PATRONS. 

The  Brighton  Chemists'  Association's  ball,  which  was  held 
at  the  Metropole  Hotel,  Brighton,  was  announced  as  "  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  of 
London,  Mr.  Gerald  Loder,  M.P.,  the  Mayor  of  Brighton,  and 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  In  a  list  of 
the  company  present  published  in  the  Sussex  Daily  News  we 
do  not  find  the  name  of  one  of  these  eminences.  Is  it  not  a 
little  small  for  the  pharmacists  of  Brighton  to  tout  their 
tickets  among  people  who  have  no  sort  of  intention  of  coming 
to  their  party,  but  who  throw  them  a  few  shillings  and  their 
names  with  an  amiability  which  approaches  dangerously  near 
to  contempt  ?  A  Brighton  chemist  and  druggist  does  not 
need  anybody's  patronage,  a  word  which,  it  may  be  hoped, 
will  become  obsolete  before  this  century  closes. 

THE  WEIGHT  OF  A  MOLECULE. 

Although  only  0-000,000,000,000,000,000,000,04  of  a 
gramme,  it  is  pressing  heavily  upon  us.  We  wrote  a  para- 
graph about  it  months  and  months  ago,  and  since  then  con- 
temporaries of  all  descriptions  have  reprinted  it  with  due 
journalistic  courtesies.  Now  it  has  filtered  to  the  London 
morning  newspapers,  and  we  are  afraid  some  of  the  noughts 
may  be  led  astray,  or  may  gather  families  as  they  go  along 
Hence  our  grief.  Accuracy  is  so  essential  in  philosophic 
chemistry. 

AUSTRALIAN  HONEY. 

Australian  honey  has  been  a  staple  article  in  the  London 
drug-market  for  many  years.  Lately  consignments  put  up 
in  small  tins  ready  for  retailing,  or  in  larger  ones  resembling 
those  in  which  Californian  honey  is  miirketed,  have  been 
more  frequent  than  they  used  to  be,  especially  from  New 
Zealand.  In  that  island  agriculture  is,  perhaps,  conducted 
in  a  more  businesshke  way  than  in  any  other  Australasian 
colony,  but  from  some  statistics  recently  published  by  Mr. 
John  Plummer,  of  Sydney,  it  would  appear  that  New  South 
Wales  leads  the  way  in  respect  of  magnitude  of  output. 
Most  of  the  New  South  Wales  honey,  however,  is  consumed 
in  the  colony,  and  in  1892  no  less  than  79,360  lbs.  were  also 
imported  into  New  South  Wales  from  abroad.    But  there 
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are  indications,  says  Mr.  Plumincr,  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  New  South  Wales  will  produce  sufficient  honey 
for  remunerative  export.  Hives  are  kept  on  many  of  the 
farms,  and  there  are  several  places  devoted  entirely  to  bee- 
keeping. The  latter  are  situated  principally  on  the  slopes 
of  the  Blue  Mountains  or  in  the  country  outside  the  Sydney 
suburbs,  where  the  numerous  garden  and  wild  flowers  fur- 
nish the  bees  with  abundance  of  food.  According  to  official 
returns  there  were,  at  the  end  of  1892,  nearly  40,000  hives 
in  the  colony,  the  honey  production  being  estimated  at 
894,583  lbs.,  and  the  quantity  of  wax  at  33,786  lbs.  The 
honey  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  now  that  the  colonial 
apiarians  are  becoming  better  acquainted  with  the  art  of 
preparing  it  for  the  market,  it  takes  the  place  to  which  its 
purity  and  general  excellence  entitle  it.

A  BIG  DEAL  IN  ARSENIC. 
The  Cornwall  Arsenic  Company,  who  are  the  largest 
dealers  in  the  metal  in  the  world,  and  control  the  market  in 
this  country  altogether,  have  just  purchased  the  Devon 
Consols'  entire  output  of  arsenic  for  the  current  year  at/  an 
increased  price  over  the  figure  which  they  paid  for  the 
1893  make  of  the  same  company,  which  they  also  purchased. 
The  same  buyers  are  also  securing  the  arsenic-output  of 
the  smaller  mines,  who  have  practically  no  other  outlet 
for  it.    Some  years  ago  the  Devon  Consols,  who  are  the 
largest  makers,  tried  to  emancipate  themselves  from  the 
control  of  the  Arsenic  Company  by  marketing  their  produce 
direct.    The  Arsenic  Company  took  up  the  challenge,  and 
a  competitive  contest  ensued,  which  ended  in  the  return  of 
the  mines  to  their  erstwhile  client.    It  is  a  noteworthy  fact 
that  the  Arsenic  Company  have  still  on  hand  the  whole  of 
the  Consols'  arsenic-make  for  1893,  but  as  they  can  afford  to 
hold  it  this  will  have  no  depressing  effect  upon  the  market. 
Indeed,  it  seems  rather  likely  that  the  market  will  advance 
than  decline.

Not  a  teetotal  remedy,  a.s- 
the  promoter  candidly  remarks.  Well,  it  will  be  all  right  if

NEWFOUNDLAND  COD-LIVER  OIL. 

Some  time  ago  the  Newfoundland  Government  appointecJ* 
Mr.  Nielsen,  a  Norwegian,  as  Superintendent  of  Fisheries 
and  one  result  of  the  move  has  been  that  he  gives  the  benefit 
of  his  experience  to  cod-liver  oil  manufacturers.  The 
Montreal  Pkarmaceutioal  Journal  reports  that  a  number  of 
samples  of  Newfoundland  oil  have  been  tested  in  Lyman's 
laboratories,  with  the  result  that  they  all  remained  perfectly 
clear  at  13^  F.,  while  five  samples  of  Norwegian  "non- 
freezing"  oil  showed  signs  of  change  at  32°  F.,  and  became- 
thick  at  18°  F.  In  other  respects  the  Newfoundland  oit 
showed  great  improvement,  and  as  the  Government  are  ex- 
ceedingly anxious  that  the  oil  should  again  find  a  place  in. 
the  European  market,  we  may  expect  to  hear  of  further 
developments  still. 

ALBUMOSE  MILK. 

There  is  no  problem  more  difficult  of  solution  than  ther 
correct  feeding  of  infants  who  have  the  misfortune  not  to 
get  what  Nature  intended  for  them.    The  human  infant's 
stomach  is  no  more  delicate  than  that  of  the  young  in  lower 
stages  of  creation,  but  civilisation  has  driven  us  to  the  cow 
for  much  of  our  food-supply,  and  it  is  unforbanate  that  we- 
started  with  the  notion  that  everything  called  milk  is  suit- 
able as  food  for  infants.    Cow's-milk  differs  materially  frnn> 
mother's-milk.    That  is  a  fact  which  is  pretty  well  known, 
and  many  attempts  have  been  made  to  adjust  the  composi- 
tion of  the  former  to  that  of  the  latter.    One  of  the  latest-, 
is  described  by  Dr.  Hauser,  a  German  physician.    He  men- 
tions a  preparation  introduced  by  Rieth,  in  which,  after  the- 
sfljaller  quantities  of  fat  and  sugar  in  cOw's-milk  have  been' 
oorreoted  by  the  addition  of  cream  and  milk-sugar,  egg- 
albumen,  heated  above  130°  C,  is  made  to  supply  tlie  de- 
ficiency in  albumen.    It  copies  out  similar  in  composition  to- 
mother's-milk,  and  if  feeding  with  cow's-milk  properly  pre- 
pared and  sterilised  does  not  suit  a  baby,  Dr.  Hauser  uses- 
this  prepamtion.    He  has  used  it  for  a  year  and  a  half. 
Infants  take  it  well,  vomiting  ceases,  even  in  those  with  whom- 
other  preparations  have  failed,  and  the  weight  increases.  It 
is  given  in  small  quantities,  and  cold  in  bad  cases.  The- 
stools  become  healthy  and  regular,  but  they  may  be  offen- 
sive owing  to  the  sulphur  in  the  albumoses.    Failure  is  rare. 
The  preparation  is  also  useful  in  acute  illnesses,  in  rickets 
and  some  other  diseases  of  children.    Infants  -with  whom 
mother's-milk  does  not  agree  take  it  well.    Older  infants- 
also  thrive  on  it.    Cow's-milk  may  be  adSed  to  it  until  pure- 
milk-feeding  is  arrived  at.    The  preparation  is  one  which- 
chemists  and  druggists  might  profitably  make.

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CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 

(Professor  Ramsay,  F.K.S.,  of  London  University  CoUegei 
■commenced  the  scientific  proceedings  last  Thursday  (Janu- 
ary 18)  with  one  of  those  philosophical  papers  which  the 
Fellows  of  the  Society  always  expect  from  him.  The  pro- 
cessor believes  in  absolute  measurements,  therefore  his  com- 
•munications  bristle  with  mathematical  formuliE.  The  subject 
on  this  occasion  was 

The  Determination  of  Molecular  Formulae. 

The  work  has  been  done  by  himself  and  Miss  Emily  Aston' 
B.Sc,  confining  themselves  to  "  the  molecular  formula;  of 
.some  liquids  determined  by  their  molecular  surface-tension." 
Dr.  John  Shields  and  the  professor  communicated  a  paper  on 
'•the  method  last  session.  Briefly,  it  is  a  measurement  of  the 
^surface-tension  of  the  liquid  by  the  height  to  which  it  rises 
"in  the  capillary  tube.  Then  the  following  formula  will  give 
ithe  surface-tension,  7 : — 

y  =  \rhpg, 

-where  r  is  the  radius  of  the  tube,  h  the  height  of  capillarity, 
(P  the  density  of  the  liquid,  and  g  the  gravitation  at  the  ex- 
perimental location.  To  obtain  the  molecular  surface-energy 
-7  is  multiplied  by  the  quotient  of  the  conventional  molecular 
weight  (that  of  the  gas)  by  the  density  raised  to  the  two- 
'thirds  power.  On  dividing  the  difference  of  molecular 
surface-energy  at  two  temperatures  by  the  difference  of 
^temperature  we  get  the  average  variation  per  degree,  and 
"this  should  be  about  2-12  if  the  liquid  is  normal.  But 
.should  the  variation  differ  greatly  from  this  figure, 
■•■then  the  liquid  is  not  normal — i.e.,  the  liquid  molecule  is  an 
.-association  of  gas-molecules,  and  the  extent  of  this  associa- 
ftion  is  obtained  by 

- 

-where  r  is  the  variation  observed,  and  x,  multiplied  by  the 
.molecular  weight  of  the  substance  as  a  gas,  gives  its  mole- 
■cular  weight  as  a  liquid. 

The  result  of  applying  the  method  has  been  the  discovery 
•of  some  interesting  facts— we  may  call  them  so  in  the  mean- 
'iime.  Thus,  at  the  ordinary  temperature,  ethyl  alcohol 
•«xists  as  CjHigOj,  or  three  molecules  in  one ;  water  is  HgO^ ; 
.-and  the  phenol  molecule  contains  two  of  itself.  Bromine 
■between  10  6°  and  46°  shows  a  molecular  weight  of  202'8, 
practically  Br,,  but  in  gaseous  state  it  is  Bro.  Nitric  acid 
■(99  8  per  cent.)  appears  to  be  H„N20„,  but  this  is  a  very  diffi- 
<ult  substance  to  work  with  because  it  decomposes  so 
ireadiiy.  Sulphuric  acid  is,  however,  more  stable,  as  it  ought 
'to  be,  for  at  the  ordinary  temperature  its  molecular  formula 
iT-s  32HjSO^.  The  method  shows  that  the  molecule  of  phos- 
phorus in  the  liquid  state  is  P^.  So,  therefore,  the  method 
•will  prove  which  liquids  are  associated  and  which  are  not. 
Oarbon  bisulphide  is  one  of  the  latter. 

In  the  brief  discussion  Professor  Spencer  Pickering, 
SF.R.S.,  expressed  himself  as  sceptical  regarding  the  reliability 
of  the  method,  but  confessed  that  he  had  found  a  hydrated 
fsulphnric  acid  which  answered  to  the  formula  35H^SO,,Aq. 
Mr.  W.  A.  C.  Rogers  cleverly  exposed  what  he  considered 
rto  be  a  slight  passed  by  Professor  Ramsay  on  Eotvos,  the 
Hungarian  chemist,  who  had  done  a  lot  of  work  cm  the  sub- 
ject. Professor  Ramsay  replied  that  he  had  given  full 
attention  to  Eotvos  in  a  paper  aommunicated  to  the  Royal 
^ciety.    The  meeting  then  passed  on  to 

The  Aconite  Research, 

ifurther  progress  being  expounded  by  Professor  DUNSTAN, 
Y.R.S.,  in  three  communications.  The  first  of  these  dealt 
•v.vith  the  alkaloid  first  isolated  by  Mr.  T.  B.  Groves  and 
•described  as  picraconitine  by  Dr.  Alder  Wright  in  1877. 
Professor  Dunstan  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison  thought  of 
•examining  it,  but  Dr.  Wright  had  no  specimen.  After  a 
■search  Mr.  T.  B.  Groves  found  two  small  specimens — hydro- 
•  chloride  and  nitrate.  Wright  gave  picraconitine  the  formula 
•CjiHjjNOio.  The  present  investigators  thought  it  might  be 
Csacunitine,  C^jH^NOu.    An  examination  of  Mr.  Groves's 


specimens  confirmed  this  view.  The  ba.se  regenerated  from 
these  8alt.s  exhibited  all  the  properties  of  isaconitine, 
and  on  converting  it  into  the  hydrochloride  and 
purifying  it,  melted  at  217°,  and  yielded  the 
characteristic  aurichlor-isaconitine,  C33lI^,(AuCl.j)N0,ij. 
Picraconitine  must,  therefore,  be  wiped  out  of  chemical 
existence,  as  it  has  none  in  nature,  being  simply  impure 
isaconitine.    With  this  view  Dr.  Weight  agreed. 

"  The  Action  of  Heat  on  Aconitine  "  was  the  next  part  of  the 
contribution.  Mr.  F.  H  Carr  had  assisted  here.  On  heating 
aconitine  it  loses  at  its  melting-point  (188°-190°)  about 
10  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid,  leaving  behind  a  new  alkaloid, 
which  the  authors  propose  to  name  pyraoonitino.  The 
equation  representing  this  decomposition  is —

AeoiiiUuo.      Acetio  Aoid.  PjTaconltlue. 

Pyraconitine  is  an  amorphous  varnish,  sparingly  soluble  in 
water,  but  readily  soluble  in  alcohol,  chloroform,  and  ether. 
It  has  no  action  on  polarised  light,  and  is  not  poisonous  in 
small  doses.  The  alkaloid  forms  crystalline  hydrochloride, 
hydrobromide  and  hydriodide,  but  unlike  isaconitine  does 
not  yield  an  aurichlor-derivative.  On  hydrolysis  it  splits  up 
into  benzoic  acid  and  pyraconine,  C,,,H3,N0„.  It  is  an 
amorphous  base  resembling  aconine,  but  differing  from  it 
in  several  respects.  For  example,  the  aqueous  solution  has 
a  somewhat  sweet  taste,  giving  a  peculiar  hot  sensation  at 
the  back  of  the  throat,  and  is  Isevo-rotatory  [a] u— 9099°. 
It  combines  with  acids  to  form  crystalline  salts,  which  are 
very  soluble  in  water.  The  liberation  of  acetic  acid  as 
above  indicated  suggests  a  means  for  the  indirect  assay  of 
aconitine. 

The  third  part  of  the  contribution  dealt  with  the  con- 
version of  aconitine  into  isaconitine.  Professor  Dunstan  and 
Mr.  Carr  find  that  on  heating  a  neutral  solution  of  an  aconi- 
tine salt  in  a  sealed  tube  at  120°-130°  C.  for  several  hours, 
the  production  of  isaconitine  precedes  the  hydrolysis  of 
aconitine  into  aconine  and  benzoic  acid,  so  that  aconine  is, 
strictly  speaking,  a  product  of  isaconitine.  The  loss  of 
acetic  acid  in  the  decomposition  of  aconitine  suggests  that 
the  alkaloid  may  be  an  acetyl  derivative,  and  the  authors  are 
following  up  this  point.  If  it  should  be  correct,  the  nomen- 
clature and  formulas  of  aconitine  derivatives  will  need  entire 
revision. 

There  was  no  discussion,  and  when  the  titles  of  other 
papers  were  read  the  meeting  adjourned. 


EDINBURGH  CHEMISTS',  ASSISTANTS',  AND 
APPRENTICES'  ASSOCIATION. 

At  a  meeting  on  Wednesday,  January  17,  Mr.  W.  B.  CowiE 
delivered  a  lecture  entitled  "  Comparison  of  the  Reproductive 
Organs  of  the  Angiospermite,  Gymnospermias,  and  Acrogenai." 
By  means  of  diagrams  and  a  large  model  of  the  fruit  of 
Secale  cereale  the  author  gave  a  very  interesting  and  lucid 
description  of  the  origin  and  development  of  all  the  organs 
involved.  The  processes  of  pollination,  fertilisation,  and 
development  of  the  embryo  in  the  ovule  were  fuUy  explained. 
The  comparative  homologies  of  the  three  divisions  of  plants 
were  explained  and  the  differences  pointed  out.  In  the 
Angiospermiaj  and  Gymnospermiaj  the  egg-plant  or  oophyte 
was  concealed,  inseparable  from  and  a  mere  appen- 
dage to  the  spore-plant  or  sporophyte;  while  in  the 
AcrogenjB  differentiation  takes  place  cither  in  the  spore- 
plant  (heterosporous)  or  in  the  egg-plant  (bomcsporous), 
and  the  egg-plant  or  oophyte  is  large  and  separates  from  the 
sporophyte  or  spore-plant,  forming  an  independent  individual. 
The  relations  of  the  three  classes  might  be  summarised 
thus:— In  Angiospermia;,  oophyte  small,  dependent  on 
sporophyte ;  in  Gymno.spermia;,  oophyte  large,  dependent 
on  sporophyte ;  in  Acrogenx,  oophyte  large,  independent  of 
sporophyte.  There  was  thus  a  gradual  reduction  of  the 
oophyte  in  the  higher  divisions,  the  Gymnospermia;  being 
intermediate.  Specimens  of  the  male  and  female  cones  of 
Finns  sylvcstris,  P.  montana,  Ciiprca.ws  Sfmpervinns,  and 
Araucaria  imhricata  were  shown  and  fully  explained. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  a  paper  on  "  Glucose  in 
Syr.  ferri  iod.j"  by  W.  Lyon,  was  postponed  till  next  meeting, 
on  Wednesday,  January  31. 
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CHBMISTS'  ASSISTANTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

At  the  evening  meeting  lield  on  Thursday  last,  Mr.  H.  H. 
Kobins,  Vice-President,  in  tlie  chair,  a  paper  was  read  by 
Mr.  W.  MuBTON  Holmes  ent.tled 

Sponges. 

After  referring  to  geological  remains  of  sponge  life  and 
describing  amcEbic  and  infiisoria,  the  author  quoted  Nichol- 
son's description  of  a  sponge,  which  briefly  is  as  follows  : — 
"  Sponges  are  unicellular  animals,  the  cells  of  which  are  so 
disposed  as  to  form  an  outer  membrane  with  an  iotermediate 
layer  traversed  by  canals  opening  on  the  surface,  and  more 
or  less  extensively  lined  with  flagellate'!  and  collare'l  cells. 
Thera  is  no  definite  month,  roo  ,  or  ftomach.    The  skeleton 
may  be  entirely  wanting,  or  may  consist  of  horny  fibres  or  of 
silicious  or  calcareous  spicules. '    Mr.  Holmes  then  went  on 
to  describe  in  detail  the  common  bread-crumb  sponge,  found 
on  the  Enelish  coasts,  the  surface  of  which  is  seen  to  be 
covered  with  a  number  of  minute  round  or  oval  openings 
called  the  pores,  and  also  here  and  the  e  larger  openings 
called  oscula.     The  arrangement  of   the  pores   is  very 
indefinite,  being  dependent  upon  the  external  conditions  of 
the  species  ;  they  are  sometimes  scattered  all  over  the 'ponee, 
at  others  localised  into  separate  areas.    During  the  life  of  a 
sponge  these  are  opened  snd  closed  by  a  delicite  iris-libe 
membrane  which  forms  their  margin  ;  thia  acts  as  a  filter,  and 
keeps  out  solid  caiticles.    They  open  directly,  or  by  means 
of  the  subdermal  cavity  which  spreads  beneath  the  skin,  into 
a  series  of  canals  called  the  incurrent  canals,  which  ramify 
throughout  the  sponge,  and  by  mea-  s  of  which  the  water  is 
conveyed  to  the  interior ;  these  canals  in  their  turn  open  into 
a  series  of  globular  or  elongated  chambers  lined  with  flagel- 
lated cells  ;  these  communicate  with  another  series  of  canals, 
opening  into  the  large  external  openings,  the  oscula.  There 
is  thus  a  constant  circulation  kept  up  through  the  sponge 
mass  from  the  pores  to  the  oscula.    The  circulation  is  main- 
tained by  the  flagellated  cells  which  line  these  last-mentioned 
chambers.    Each  of  these  cells  consists  of  a  spherical  body 
of    protoplasm,    granular  within,  but  finer  and  clearer 
externally,    containing    a    nucleus    and    one    or  more 
contractile  vesicles.    One  end  is  seated  on  the  wall  of  the 
chamber,  the  other  prolonged  into  its  cp.vity  as  a  long 
neck  of  clearer  hyaiine  protoplasm  around  its  margin,  the 
end  of  the  neck  extends  into  an  immeasurable  thin  cylindri- 
cal or  conical  collar,  while  from  its  centre  is  produced  a 
long  slender  flagellum.  They  thus  bear  an  pxact  resemblance 
to  the  simple  flagellated  infusoria.  The  cells  are  so  arranged 
in  these  flagellated  chambers  that  all  their  flagella  point 
inwards  and  towards  the  centre,  rapidly  lashing  the  water 
winch  was  admitted  by  the  pores  in  one  direction,  and  so 
drive  it  into  the  excurrent  canals ;  the  multitudinous  little 
streams  thus  produced  flow  together  in  the  larger  excurrent 
tubes,  and  are  finally  discharged  in  a  powerful  current 
through  the  oscula.    In  some  of  the  simple  forms  of  cal- 
carious  sponges  there  is  no  true  canal  system  ;  the  water 
passes  directly  through  innumerable  pores  in  the  thin  body 
wall  into  a  central  cavity  lined  with  flagellated  cells  and 
communicating  directly  with  a  terminal  osculum. 

So  long  as  a  sponge  remains  in  a  healthy  state  the  flagella 
of  the  collared  cells  keep  up  a  con.stant  stream  of  water 
through  the  canal  system.  Various  substances  are  dissolved 
or  suspended  in  this  water.  The  larger  particles  are  filtered 
out  by  the  pores,  whilst  some,  such  as  sand-grains  or  loose 
spicules  of  other  sponges,  effect  an  entrance,  and  are  utilised 
by  many  horny  sponges  in  building  up  their  skeleton.  The 
solid  particles  of  food  are  ingested  by  the  flagellated  cells. 
The  flagellum  creates  a  current  in  the  water  towards  itself, 
and  the  floating  particles  adhere  to  the  collar  which 
encircles  it.  The  protoplasm  of  the  collar  is  in  a  high  state 
of  active  circulation.  The  food  particles  are  thus  carried  by 
it  to  its  base,  where  they  come  in  contact  with  the  neck, 
sink  into  its  substance,  and  find  their  way  into  the  basal 
part  of  the  cell,  where  they  are  partially  digested,  and  pass 
in  a  more  or  less  assimilated  state  into  the  cells  of  the 
intermediate  layer,  which  acts  as  a  means  of  transport  for 
the  nutrient  material.  The  flagellated  cells  excrete  what  is 
nseless  in  the  food,  and  this  is  carried  off  by  the  outflowing 
current,  while  the  carbonic  acid  formed  in  the  tissue  is 
probably  given  np  by  diffusion  to  the  surrounding  water. 


Mr.  Holmes  divided  the  skeletons  into  the  following  fonr 

classes : — 

1.  Those  in  which  the  skeleton  is  wholly  composed  of 
netted  homy  fibres  without  proper  spicules,  the  fibres 
consisting  of  spongin.  The  common  bath-sponge  is  an  illus- 
tration of  this  class. 

2.  The  skeleton  is  comp>08ed  more  or  less  of  siliceous- 
needles  or  spicules  of  various  forms.  These  spicules  are 
imbedded  in  various  ways  in  a  reticulated  fibrous  skeleton, 
of  spongin  which  is  sometimes  so  reduced  that  the  skeleton 
consists  essentially  of  minute  siliceous  needles. 

3.  The  third  group  has  a  skeleton  destitute  of  spongin, 
and  consists  wholly  of  siliceous  spicules,  which  may  b« 
fused  with  one  another  to  form  a  continuous  framework,  or 
may  be  so  interlocked  by  their  ends  as  to  produce  practi- 
cally rigidity.  In  this  group,  as  well  as  in  the  preceding,, 
in  addition  to  the  proper  skeleton,  there  [are  developed  in- 
the  body  of  the  sponge  numerous  microscopic  particles 
known  as  flesh-spicules. 

4.  Lastly,  there  is  a  group  in  which  the  skeleton  is  entirely 
made  up  of  spicules  of  calcium  carbonate. 

Sponges  are  reproduced  either  sexually  or  non-sexually.. 
The  Turkey  sponge  is  an  example  of  the  former.  Here  ova, 
occur  in  groups  of  ten  to  twenty.  The  spermatonoa  occur 
in  globular  clusters  known  as  sperm-balls,  each  the  product 
of  a  single  cell :  they  are  strewn  through  the  sponge  and  not 
collected  in  special  areas.  The  actual  fertilisation  of  the 
ova  has  not  been  observed.  The  impregnated  ovum,  which 
is  usually  liberated  through  the  medium  of  the  exbalant  caoalp^ 
cleaves  by  the  usual  process  of  cell  division  into  a  mass  oc 
primitive  cells.  In  the  most  usual  mode  of  development, 
the  embryonic  cells  become  divided  into  two  distinct  groups, 
one  of  which  ultimately  forms  the  external  layer  (ectoderm), 
whilst  the  other  forms  the  inner  layer  (endoderm).  Yet 
another  method  of  reproduction  is  by  budding. 

Mr.  Holmes  then  spoke  of  classification  based  upon  the 
characters  of  the  hard  parts.    The  Porifera  are  divided  into- 
two  classes:  (1)   Plethospongias,   (2)  Calcispongia:.  One- 
group  of  sponges  is  entirely  destitute  of  skeleton.  This 
order  is  called  Myxospongiaj  (signifying  slimy  sponges). 

Order  11, — Ceratospongise,  or  Keratosaj,  has  typical 
skeletons,  consisting  entirely  of  a  network  of  elastic  homy- 
fibres  formed  of  spongin  or  keratode,  which  has  a  chemical 
composition  very  similar  to  that  of  milk.  The  Turkey  and 
bath  honeycomb  sponges  are  types. 

Order  III. — MonactinellidiE,  or  Monaxonida,  contains  a. 
very  large  number  of  recent  sponges.  They  all  possess  a 
skeleton,  composed  more  or  less  of  spongin  with  included 
siliceous  spicules.  The  order  comprises  aU  sponges  with, 
uniaxial  skeleton  spicules. 

Order  IV.— Tetractinelliae.  All  the  sponges  belonging  to- 
this  order  are  marine. 

Order  V. — Lithistidas.  The  sponges  belonging  to  this- 
order  are  sometimes  classed  with  the  Tetractinellidae,  to- 
which  they  have  many  aflinities,  but  the  structure  of  the 
skeleton  is  so  characteristic  that  it  is  preferable  to  place- 
them  in  an  order  by  themselves. 

Order  VI.— Hexactinellidaj.  The  skeleton  in  this  group- 
consists  of  six-rayed  spicules.  These  sponges  are  all  marine 
and  inhabitants  of  deep  water,  and  it  is  only  comparatively 
recently,  since  the  expeditions  of  the  JA/ilitning  and 
Porcupine,  and  especially  the  Challenger,  in  1873  and  1876, 
that  many  of  the  forms  have  become  known  to  the  scientific 
world. 

The  author  gave  full  descriptions  of  the  various  orders,, 
with  their  groups  .and  sub-groups,  and  exhibited  many 
beautiful  and  typical  specimens.  At  the  close  a  vote  ot 
thanks  was  accorded  to  him.

ULSTER  PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSOCIATION. 

A  MEETING  was  held  on  Thursday  evening,  Jan.  18,  in 
Garfield  Chambers,  Royal  Avenue,  Belfast,  Mr.  William 
Prott,  Vice-President,  in  the  chair.  Twelve  gentlemen  were 
nominated  for  election  as  members,  and  eight  for  election  as 
associates.    Two  papers  were  read,  the  first  by  Mr.  Puott  on 

A  Non-official  Method  of  Making  Ointment  of  Iodide 
OF  Sulphur. 

Mr.  Prott  quoted  at  the  outset  the  alchemist's  maxim, 
"  Corpora  non  agvmt  nisi  soluta."  He  stated  that  he  had  been 
led  many  years  ago  to  experiment  with  ung.  sulph.  iodid. 
from  the  fact  that  both  the  constituents  of  iodide  of  sulphur 
were  soluble  in  the  medium  ordered  for  its  diffusion  in  the 
ointment.  Experiments  were  first  made  with  lard,  at  that  time 
the  oflBcial  medium,  and  subsequently  with  paraffin  jelly,  and 
both  had  been  completely  successful.  His  first  experiment 
had  been  to  dissolve  the  sulphur  and  the  iodine  in  separate 
portions  of  the  lard  or  paraffin  and  mix  them,  but  latterly  he 
had  found  it  preferable  to  dissolve  the  sulphur  in  the  whole 
of  the  me'-Mnm,  taking  care  to  heat  cautiously,  so  as  neither  to 
fuse  nor  volatilise  any  part  of  the  sulphur,  and  adding  the  iodine 
in  fine  powder  to  the  warm  solution,  and  keeping  up  a 
gentle  heat  until  combination  takes  place.  The  resulting 
ointment,  a  beautiful  sample  of  which  was  handed  round 
in  a  pot  and  also  spread  out  with  a  spatula  on  waxed 
paper  to  show  its  smoothness,  appeared  to  give  general 
satisfaction. 

The  second  paper  was  by  Mr.  William  Burns,  on 

An  Improved  Process  for  Manufacturing  Syrup 
OF  Iodide  of  Iron. 

Ferrous  iodide  is  a  n-Mte  substance  when  prepared  out  of 
contact  of  air.  It  dissolves  in  water  to  make  a  beautiful 
green  solution,  from  which  green  crystals  separate,  having 
the  formula  VeJJ5B.„0.  The  syrup  under  favourable  con- 
ditions should  also  be  of  a  greenish  tint.  The  official 
strength  (43  grs.  Felj  in  5].)  is  purely  theoretical  and 
cannot  have  been  arrived  at  by  experiment,  for  there  are  the 
following  sources  of  loss  in  the  process  : — ■ 

1.  Heat  of  combination  of  iron  and  iodine  is  so  intense 
that  when  effected  in  a  flask  a  considerable  amount  of  iodine 
is  vaporised. 

2.  Filtration  of  a  syrupy  liquid,  which  is  slow,  with  con- 
sequent formation  of  an  oxy-iodide. 

3.  Washing  is  not  directed,  as  decomposition  would  be 
induced.  The  finished  product  must  be  weaker  by  the 
amount  absorbed  by  the  filter  and  adhering  to  glass  and 
wire. 

Samples  of  official  syrup,  obtained  from  leading  houses, 
were  examined.  The  highest  yield  of  ferrous  iodide  was 
3  4  grs.  in  5]. 

The  amount  of  ferrous  iodide  was  estimated  by  M. 
Personne's  method,  which  is  based  upon  the  following 
reaction  with  a  semi-decinormal  solution  of  perchloride  of 
mercury : — 

(a)  2FeX,+HgCL,=FeCtj+FeI,HgT3  (soluble). 
(*)  FeI,HgI,+HgCl,=FeCI.+2HgI,. 

When  the  iron  and  iodine  are  made  to  combine  in  a  soda- 
water  bottle,  the  fixation  of  all  the  iodine  is  effected  in  a 
few  minutes.  The  cork  can  be  removed  before  the  tempera- 
ture is  sufficiently  high  to  vaporise  the  iodine,  whereby  a 
considerable  amount  of  the  air  is  displaced  by  the  aqueous 
vapour.  The  cork  is  replaced  and  the  reaction  assisted  by 
shaking.  The  hot  liquor  thus  obtained  is  filtered  into  the 
hot  syrup,  and  sufficient  hot  distilled  water  added  to  make 
up  to  the  required  bulk.  This  syrup  yielded  3  8  grs.  Fel,,, 
in  a  fluid  drachm. 

All  these  points  tended  to  show  the  weakness  of  the  offi- 
cial process,  and  inaccuracy  of  the  strength  of  the  resulting 
syrup. 

The  differentmodes  of  preservation  were  reviewed,  .additions 
which  affect  the  constitution  of  the  ferrous  iodide  were  con- 
demned, and  the  author  reminded  the  meeting  that  the 
Pharmacopoeia  is  the  physician's  guide,  and  chemists  should 
be  careful  that  additions  and  substitutions  do  not  materially 
modify  the  therapeutic  effect. 

An  interesting  discussion  ensued,  the  members  present 
contributing  their  experiences,  •  which  threw  considerable 


light  on  the  various  difflcidties  to  be  met  in  the  preparation 
of  this  syrup.  The  sugar  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
syrup  proved  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  appearance 
and  keeping  qualities  of  the  finished  product.

From  a  wrestle  with  "  Si  torrere  jecur  quaeris  idoneum  "< 
was  evolved  "  If  you  want  to  warm  your  useful  liver  " ;  while- 
"  Incredibile  est  quantum  civitas  creveiit "  is  freely  translatpd 
thus:  "it  is  incredible  what  a  lot  the  citizen  believed." 
Just  so,  and  equally  incredible  it  is  what  a  lot  of  parrotry  the 
future  citizen  may  be  taught  to  chatter  without  acquiring  the 
least  glimmer  of  useful  knowledge.  The  French  "howlers"' 
are  few  and  poor.  "  Jeanne  d'Arc  porta  une  robe  bien 
taillee  "  is  rendered  by  "  Joan  wore  a  tailor-made  dress."  "  Elle 
s'arrota  au  pied  de  I'autel"  was  transmogrified  (probably- 
from  dictation)  into  "  She  stopped  at  the  Pier  Hotel."

tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar  respectively. 

"  Set  these  Powders  "  and  "  Sick-list  Powders  "  are  corrup- 
tions of  seidlitz  powders. 

But  the  most  curious  request  lately  received  was  per- 
petrated by  a  woman  who  asked,  "  Have  you  the  secret 
of  imagination  ? "  She  wanted  citrate  of  magnesia.  Our 
assistant  is  slowly  recovering  from  the  shock. 

By  the  by,  it  is  amusing  how  badly  treated  is  the  article 
"  eflEervescing  magnesia."  Many  people  ask  for  "  boiling 
magnesia."  The  other  extreme  was  reached  the  other  day 
in  "  freezing  magnesia,"  a  mistake  for  "  fizzing." 


DisinfbctjUjts  in  Holbobn  At  a  meeting  of  the  Holborn 

Board  of  Works  on  Monday  night  Mr.  J.  E.  Wood  drew  attention 
to  the  account  of  Messrs.  Armfield  &  Sons,  of  Battersea,  which 
amounted  to  106i.  18s.  Id.,  for  disinfecting  for  the  quarter, 
and  wished  to  know  how  it  came  to  such  a  large  figure.  Dr. 
Gibbon  (Medical  Oflicer  of  Health)  said  that  the  goods 
disinfected  were  charged  for  by  weight  at  the  rate  of  21*. 
per  cwt.  Mr.  Wood  wished  the  matter  to  be  referred  back 
to  the  committee,  but  the  Chairman  objected,  as  each  item 
had  been  checked.  Mr.  Jacobs  observed  that  the  committee 
at  their  last  meeting  calculated  that  the  amount  paid  to  the, 
mortuary- keeper  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms — the  charge 
for  which  was  Is.  6cJ.  apiece — was  50Z.  for  the  twelve  months  ; 
so  that  might  give  some  idea  of  the  number  of  infectious 
cases  which  they  had  had  in  the  district  during,  the  year. 
The  accpunt  was  ultimately  passed.

■John  Richardson  &;  Co.,  of  Leicester  (Limited),  with  pearl- 
coated  pills  makes  the  receipt  of  a  selection  of  their  com- 
pressed tablets  a  bit  of  a  surprise.  But  our  examination  of 
the  tablets  assures  us  that  they  are  as  competent  in  that  as 
in  the  pill  department.  Their  tablets  are  nicely  made,  and 
in  the  case  cf  all  soluble  medicines  simple  suspension  ia 
water  is  followed  by  steady  dirsolution.  Insoluble  drugs, 
«ucb  as  phenacetin  and  sulphur,  slowly  crumble  by  surface 
attrition  in  presence  of  cold  water.  Some  cf  the  compound 
tablets,  such  as  the  "  voice  and  threat,"  are  excellent  com- 
binations. 

Mr.  Vincent  Wood  seems  resolved  to  do  the  surgical 
■appliance  trade  with  the  utmost  thoroughness.  Some  three 
months  ago  he  bought  the  whole  of  the  stock,  plant  and  good- 
will of  the  firm  of  Thomas  Glover  &  Son,  Russell  Street 
Steam  Mills,  Nottingham.  In  these  works  all  elastic  goods 
•are  manufactured  from  the  earliest  stage  of  covering  the 
rubber  threads  to  the  finished  hosiery,  stockings,  knee-caps,or 
whatever  is  required.  All  sorts  of  bandages,  &c.,  are  also  made 
in  this  factory.  Mr.  Wood  is  now  busy  getting  into  working 
order  a  factory  at  Heme  Hill,  where  truss-springs  and  all 
other  steel  work  will  be  manufactured.  At  his  central  ware- 
house in  St.  Andrew's  Street,  belts,  bath-gloves,  chest-protec- 
tors, and  many  other  sundries  are  made.  These  enterprises 
must  give  Mr.  Wood  plenty  of  occupation. 

"  Pure  Oakum  Sanitary  Toilet-Paper  "  is  the  latest 
thing  in  this  class  of  goods.  It  is  a  paper  manufactured 
from  the  finest  dock-yard  rope,  which,  being  impregnated 
with  tar,  has  been  prepared  by  a  process  of  air-drying,  so  as 
to  retain  the  antiseptic  virtues  with  which  the  oakum  itself 
is  no  doubt  endowed.  As  such  this  paper  recommends  itself, 
and  is  particularly  suitable  for  chemists'  sale.  It  is  packed  and 
supplied  by  Messrs.  Dalton  &  Morgan,  the  large  firm  of  whole- 
aale  stationers,  and  will  be  stocked  by  Messrs.  Newbery  &  Sons, 
and  doubtless  by  other  sundries- houses.  Many  of  the  so- 
called  sanitary  toilet-papers  now  so  largely  sold  have  no 
special  qualification  for  their  title ;  but  this  kind  does  seem 
to  possess  properties  which  should  render  it,  in  many  cases, 
of  advantage,  and  in  all  cases,  healthful.  It  is  supplied  in 
neat  cardboard  hanging-boxes,  retailing  at  Is. 

Ransom's  Extracts. — Some  months  ago  we  had  the 
opportunity  of  inspecting  the  laboratories  at  Hitchin  of 
Messrs.  W.  Ransom  &  Sons,  pharmaceutical  chemists,  who 
have  for  nearly  half  a  century  been  engaged  in  the  produc- 
tion of  galenical  extracts  and  essential  oils.

is  no  manufacturer  so  well  known  to  wholesale  houses  in  the 
kingdom,  and,  as  we  then  said,  there  are  few  retail  phar- 
macists in  England  who  have  not  used  Kansoni's  extracts. 
In  the  Australasian  colonies  they  have  a  reputation  and  are 
sought  for  much  as  Squibb's  are  in  the  United  States.  We 
have  recently  examined  some  samples  which  we  have  had 
beside  us  for  six  months,  and  have  marked  the  satisfactory 
condition  which  they  retain.  This  is  especially  true  of  the 
liquid  extracts,  which  show  no  sign  of  deposit  whatever; 
while  green  extracts  are  perfectly  free  from  mould.  For

Liver  and 
cathartic  granules  are  also  a  leading  line  with  the  firm, 
and  they  are  produced  and  packed  in  a  way 
which  favours  ready  sale.  The  show  bottles, 
such  a3  the  one  figured  here,  have  been  made 
quite  familiar  in  this  country,  just  as  in  the 
United  States  a  whole  pharmacy  is  occasionally 
to  be  met  with  entirely  furnished  with  this 
design  cf  bottle.  It  always  pays  to  have  a  few 
of  these  bottles  on  the  couuter  show-case. 
Amongst  other  articlcj  before  us  are  a  series  of 
"  centiforms  "  (compressed  drugk),  including  the 
effervescing  compounds  of  lithia,  Vichy  salts, 
&c.,  which  we  noted  a  short  lime  ago.  "  Inglu- 
vin  "  is  also  put  up  in  this  form  as  well  as  in 
powdera.  On  reference  to  the  artistic  list  which  Messrs. 
W.  R.  Warner  &  Son  inseit  in  this  iaeuo,  fuller  particulars 
will  be  found  of  these  preparations.  In  order  to  popularise 
these  specialities  with  medical  men,  Messrs.  Newbery  &  Sons 
will  send  to  chemists,  on  aptilication,  physiciars'  samples 
and  copies  of  the  "Physicians'  Visiting  Record"  and. 
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•'  Physicians'  Record  and  Prescription  Book,"  bo:h  of  which 
are  handy  for  the  pocket. 

MESsns.  McKesson  &  Robbtns,  of  New  York,  have  re 
ceived  the  contracts  for  fitting  out  the  Brazilian  war-vessels 
with  all  medical  and  surgical  appliances.

with  their  well-known  lanoline  basis,  in  6d.  tablets.  It  is 
put  up  in  pretty  cartons,  and  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome 
&  Co.  stock  it.  The  soap  is  intended  for  cases  of  seborrhoea 
and  other  skin-aSections. 

Bhomley's  Pills. — The  proprietor  of  Bromley's  Gout  and 
Rheumatic  Piils  (Liverpool)  has  some  bright  ideas  in 
advertising.  "  How  Fortunes  are  Made  "  is  the  heading  of 
one  of  his  handbills.  He  shows  how  "  the  doors  to  fame  and 
fortune  are  sometimes  slammed  in  oui  faces  by  an  attack  of 
sciatica  or  gout."  With  a  box  of  his  pills  in  our  pocket  we 
might  have  walked  through  those  doors.  Another  is  entitled 
"  Hams  ?  No  I  Jewellery  ?  No  I  Dress  goods  ?  No  !  Soap  ? 
No  1  No  ! !  I  have  none  of  these  to  offer  you,  but  if  you  are 
in  torture,"  &c.  Mr.  Bromley  will  only  supply  registered 
chemists  with  his  pills. 

New  Snow-hill  Specialities. — Our  Town  Traveller  re. 
ports  in  thisissue  a  conversation  regarding  Messrs.  Burroughs, 
Wellcome  &  Co.'s  latest  novelty — tea  tabloids,  which  can  now 
be  supplied.  We  have  before  us  a  few  of  the  many  new 
things  that  the  firm  are  continually  adding  to  their  list. 
One  is  a  5-grain  tabloid  of  de-emetinised  ipecac,  now 
regarded  as  the  correct  form  of  the  drug  for  administration 
in  dysentery.  We  have  tested  the  tabloids  for  alkaloid  and 
get  only  a  faint  reaction.  The  second  article  is  Blaud's 
ferruginous  tabloids,  sugar-coated.  We  have  previously 
reported  on  the  reliable  nature  of  the  uncoatcd  variety,  and 
the  addition  of  sugar  can  only  be  beneficial  in  preventing 
surface  oxidation.  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &.  Co.  are 
also  putting  up  in  good  style  ol.  eucalypt.  oleos.,  of  high 
encalyptol  value.  Each  carton  of  this  contains  a  dropper 
for  measuring  the  oil. 

Virol. — When  "Virol"  was  introduced  we  ware  curious 
to  koow  how  it  would  take  with  ths  pnblic  and  the  traie. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  it  consists  of  beef  marrow  fat 
melted  at  a  low  temperature,  and  afterwards  combined  with 
raw  eggs,  the  shells  of  which  are  dissolved  in  lemon  juice, 
and  added  to  the  emulsion  along  with  malt  extract.  We 
have  spoken  to  Mr.  Sheppsrson,  the  inventor  of  the  prepara- 
tion, on  several  oc  -^asions,  and  he  has  always  reported  steady 
progress  in  the  sales  of  virol,  in  fact  it  has  developed  beyond 
his  expectations.  The  preparation  is  a  unique  one  pbar- 
maceu'ically,  and  the  style  in  which  it  is  put  up  commands 
attention.  We  notice  that  the  makers  (tbe  Liquor  Cainis 
C  mpany,  Limited)  are  putting  up  a  larger  size.  We  are 
asked  by  the  company  to  s'jate  that  in  the  course  of  last 
summer  they  had  an  accident  at  this  factory,  the  resu't  of 
which  was  that  a  batch  of  Caffyn's  Liquor  Camis  was  sent 
ouf.,  about  which  they  have  had  complaints.  They  will  talse 
it  as  a  favour  if  any  chemist  will  examine  h's  stock  and  re- 
turn any  boUlej  which  show  signs  of  fermentation.  Tnese 
they  will  replace. 

Manukacture  op  Suqab-Coated  Pills  in  Glasgow.— 
Amongst  the  manufacturers  of  sugar-coated  pills  in  this 
country,  we  believe  that  the  only  representative  of  the 
industry  in  Scotland  is  Dr.  A.  M.  Robertson,  of  the  Anderston 


Apothecaries'  Hall,  Main  Street,  and  Washington  Street, 
Glasgow.  Dr.  Robertson  entered  upon  the  manufacture  of 
these  toothsome  pills  some  six  years  ago,  on  a  very  small 
scale  at  first ;  but  after  the  article  was  placed  upon  the  market 
a  demand  for  it  was  experienced,  both  north  and  south  of 
Border,  as  well  as  from  Ireland,  and  a  quiet  but  steady 
development  took  place  in  the  business.  Owing  to  the- 
expansion  of  his  trade,  the  manufacturer  has  recently 
secured  a  two-storey  building  in  Washington  Street,  where  he 
is  about  to  lay  down  additional  plant.  A  representative  of 
The  Chemist  &  Druggist  interviewed  Dr.  Robertson  the 
other  day,  and  watched  the  processes  of  pill-making  and 
coating,  as  then  carried  out  under  the  doctor's  own  personal 
supervision.  There  is  nothing  new  to  record  in  the  processes' 
adopted,  but  the  pills  as  turned  out  seemed  highly  satis- 
factory. The  pills  are  put  up  in  spcciiilly-prepared  little 
glass  tubes,  to  sell  at  a  penny  per  tube,  and  are  packed  on 
cards  each  carrying  three  dozen,  in  gross  boxes,  and  in 
variously-sized  bottles. 

Lime-juice  at  the  World's  Fair.— We  mentioned  a 
few  weeks  ago  that  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool, 
exhibited  "  Montserrat "  lime  juice.  Unfortunately  the  ex- 
hibit was  not  in  position  in  the  agricultural  building  during 


our  special  representative's  Chicago  visit,  nor  was  it  men- 
tioned in  the  early  catalogues.  AVe  are  now  enabled  to  give  a 
photographic  illustration  of  it.  The  exhibit  comprised  all 
the  Montserrat  lime  juice  preparations,  and  the  case  was  so 
arranged  that  visitors  could  taste  the  samples.  The  pre- 
parations were  awarded  a  diploma  and  medal. 

Messrs.  R.  Ellis  &  Son,  the  well-known  makers  of 
aerated  waters  at  Ruthin,  North  Wales,  have  sent  us  an 
interesting  pamphlet  describing  their  manufactures  and' 
illustrating  their  works.  The  firm  was  established  in  1825, 
and  it  has  grown  to  very  considerable  importance,  as  is. 
evidenced  by  the  extent  of  their  works,  which  have  lately 
been  once  again  enlarged.  The  Messrs.  Ellis  justly  claim 
to  have  been  always  most  scrupulous  in  regard  to  the  exact 
dosage  of  the  medicinal  ingredients  in  such  waters  as  lithia, 
potash,  and  soda.  These  are  made  of  various  strengths, 
but  careful  analysis  has  shown  that  they  are  exactly  what 
they  are  declared  to  be.  The  firm  hold  strong  views  about 
the  stoppering  of  bottles  of  aerated  waters.  They  never 
use  the  patent  stoppers.  They  say,  first,  that  these  patent 
stoppered  bottles  will  not  allow  of  the  high  and  uniform 
pressure  of  which  they  boast ;  second,  that  such  bottles  lying 
for  weeks  unuseci  are  dust  traps,  which  tend  to  ensure 
introduction  of  organic  matter  into  the  water ;  and  lastly. 
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they  say  that  in  oine  cases  out  of  ten  the  stopper  is  pushed 
into  the  bottle  by  the  thumb  of  the  drawer,  which  may  be 
clean  or  may  be  dirty.  In  summer  it  is  sure  to  be  hot  and 
perspiring,  and  whatever  defilement  may  be  on  the  thumb 
or  on  the  piece  of  boxwood  used  (if  this  can  be  disinterred 
from  the  rubbish  where  it  usually  reposes)  will  find  its  way 
on  to  the  mouth  of  the  bottle  and  contaminate  its  contents. 
Messrs.  Ellis  use  corks  only  (except  of  course  for  syphons), 
and  never  use  the  same  cork  twice.  Their  hampers  are 
made  from  willows  grown  on  their  own  estate,  and  their 
syphon-cases  are  also  made  in  their  own  works. 

The  Bovril  directors  have  declared  an  interim  dividend  for 
the  half-year  ended  December  31,  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent, 
per  annum.  For  the  corresponding  period  in  1892  the 
interim  dividend  was  6  per  cent. 

Me.  David  Bttchan,  chemist,  Friockheim,  N.B.,  has  com- 
menced to  manufacture  sticky  fly-papers  and  a  wasp-jam 
for  the  trade.  He  is  early  in  the  market,  but  if  the  jam  is 
used  quickly  enough,  there  will  be  no  plague  of  wasps  next 
summer. 

Check-books. — The  Lamson  Paragon  Supply  Company 
(Limited),  20  Cheapide,  E.C.,  are  manufacturers  of  check- 
books for  cash  sales.  The  system  which  they  go  upon  is  one 
of  the  best— viz..  Carter's,  of  Niagara  Falls — and  are  known 
as  "  Paragon  Acme."  They  are  used  by  some  of  the  largest 
firms  in  London — Maple,  for  example— and  are  exceedingly 
convenient. 

Messes  Crbsswell  Bbothees  &  Schmitz,  of  Red  Lion 
Square,  write  to  say  that  they  have  for  some  time  past 
supplied  American  and  some  English  houses  with  the  small 
round  pieces  of  chamois  leather  to  present  to  ladies,  with 
the  object  of  advertising  face-powder,  as  mentioned  in  our 
last  issue.  Further  particulars  concerning  the  article  may 
be  obtained  from  them. 

A  New  Use  fob  Sponge. — Those  in  the  trade  who  are 
cyclists,  or  have  dealings  with  the  cycle  fraternity,  will 

appreciate  to  the  full  the 
merit  of  a  new  invention 
which  Messrs.  Cresswell  Bros. 
&  Schmitz,  of  Red  Lion  Square, 
W.C.,  are  putting  on  the  mar- 
ket. This  is  the  adaptation  of 
the  thin  elephant's  ear  sponge 
to  cycle  handles.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  about  its  suita- 
bility for  this  purpose  ;  it  gives 
a  better  grip  than  cork,  is 
perfectly  soft,  and  has  the  in- 
comparable advantage  of  ab- 
sorbing perspiration.  During 
the  coming  season  they  are 
sure  to  be  popular,  and  we 
should  like  chemists  to  get 
a  share  of  the  trade.  The 
handles  are  sold  in  pairs 
neatly  boxed.  The  illustra- 
tion which  we  give  is  three- 
quarters  the  actual  size.  The 
sponge,  we  may  explain,  is  se- 
curely fastened  to  a  light  wood 
cylinder,  which  is  strengthened 
at  the  ends  with  nickel  rings- 
One  of  the  principal  objections 
to  cork  bands  is  that  they 
become  very  dirty,  and  cacnot  be  easily  cleaned  ;  but  this 
does  not  bold  with  the  sponge-handles.

Another  brandy 
the  "Niagara  Mills"  medicated  Manilla 
paper  is  put  up  in  ca'^es  contaioing  500 
sheets,  and  is  labelltd  in  English  and 
French.  We  may  also  ca  I  atten- 
tion here  to  Messrs.  Newbery 's  "Im- 
proved Lavender  Smelling-salts,"  which 
is  a  good  and  ealeaWe  article,  neatly 
packed.  The  firm  send  us  an  advance  copy  of  their  price- 
list  of  patent  medicines  and  proprietary  articles  for  1894.

congratulations.  "  Yes,"  .said  Mr.  Roberts  ;"  this  just  doubless 
our  space.  The  new  warehouse,  like  the  old  one,  has  six  floors, 
3,000  square  feet  on  e.ach — 36,000  square  feet  in  all,"  he 
added.  "  That  makes  just  about  an  acre  of  floor-space,"  I 
reflected ;  "  room  for  a  lot  of  feeding-bottles  and  pill-boxesv'' 
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Then  we  started  on  a  rapid  tour  round  the  new  premises. 
The  new  showroom  was  not  quite  ready,  but  was  being 
fitted  very  elegantly.  The  old  packing-floor  is  now  used  for 
export  packages  only,  and  the  corresponding  space  in  the 
new  building  is  used  for  home  goods.  A  few  of  the  rooms 
are  still  in  the  hands  of  carpenters,  but  most  of  them  are 
already  well  filled  with  stock.  On  all  the  floors  workers 
are  busy,  most  of  them  clearing  up,  for  it  is  near  post-time, 
and  the  day's  orders  are  nearly  out  of  hand.  On  the  top  of 
the  building  a  number  of  girls  are  putting  up  seidlitz- 
jpowders  and  various  drugs  of  that  kind.  At  the  bottom 
we  come  to  the  straw-store  :  "  85s.  a  ton,  against  57s.  last 
jear,  and  354-.  in  1892,"  mournfully  remarks  my  guide ;  "  and 
I  wonder  where  the  profits  of  the  wholesale  trade  would  stop 
if  it  were  not  for  an  occasional  set-back  of  this  kind." 
"  Have  you  nothing  new  ? "  I  asked  at  the  end  of  the  trip. 
"  Nothing  particular,"  Mr.  Roberts  replied.  "  Oh,  stop  ; 
this  liquid  putz  is  wonderful  stuff ;  we  have  just  taken  the 
agency  for  it.  Try  it  on  your  brass  plate."  Our  representa- 
tive does  not  sport  a  brass  plate,  but  he  found  a  brass 
shovel  at  home,  the  dazzling  lustre  of  which  now  testifies  to 
the  excellence  of  Mr.  Roberts's  mixture,  which  is  described 
as  German  on  one  side  of  the  case,  and  as  American  on  the 
•other.  The  case  itself  is  a  useful  vessel,  and  the  article  is 
likely  to  be  saleable  at  Is. 

A  Patbjit  Steel  Baheel  is  manufactured  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Barraclough,  at  20  Bucklersbury,  E.G.  The  barrel, 
which  is  Barraclough  &  Heaton's  patent,  is  made  to  super- 
sede the  wooden  article  in  the  transportation  and  storage  of 
oils,  minerals,  acids,  varnishes,  chemicals,  drugs,  and  the 
various  articles  which  are  liable  to  damage  or  loss  through 
injury  to  the  means  of  transport.    The  body  of  the  new 

barrel  is  made  of  steel, 
varj'ing  in  thickness  from 
-jij  to  i  of  an  inch,  ac- 
cording to  the  size  and 
strength  required.  The 
steel  sheets  are  manipu- 
lated in  their  cold  state, 
and  each  barrel  has  one 
longitudinal  weld  of  ex- 
ceptional strength,  made 
by  a  special  electrical 
process,  and  a  properly- 
formed  bilge.  The  chimb, 
or  edge,  of  the  barrel,  is 
made  of  four  thicknesses 
of  the  steel  fused  to- 
gether. Of  these  four 
steel  sheets,  the  upturned 
rim  of  the  disc  which 
forms  the  head  of  the 
barrel  is  one,  the  end  of 
the  sheet  forming  the 
body  is  the  second,  and 
a  hoop  of  double  steel  is 
added :  the  result  is  a 
chimb  of  extraordinary  strength.  The  metal  bung  is 
ingeniously  formed  so  as  to  be  opened  and  closed  at  once  in 
an  easy  manner,  and  still  be  perfectly  tight- fitting.  By  a 
small  wire-arrangement  it  is  locked  and  made  ready  for 
sealing  or  stamping,  to  meet  Government  Excise,  or  private 
requirements.  The  bung  can  be  taken  out,  and  a  tap  or 
cock  instantaneously  inserted  in  its  place,  with  the  certainty 
of  its  being  as  tight  as  the  bung  itself.  The  barrel  is  made 
to  any  size,  and  one  of  the  most  powerful  arguments  for 
its  use,  taking  into  consideration  the  increased  holding- 
capacity,  is  the  fact  that  it  weighs,  on  the  average,  about 
the  same  as  the  ordinary  wooden  article.

V.  J  °*  it  would  not  go.  He  has  been  more  interested  in 
the  drug  from  a  pharmacognostic  point  of  view,  and  has 
some  beautiful  specimens  with  three  and  five  lobes  in  the 
nut,  the  latter  rarely  obtained.  "  Our  sales  are  steady  and 
increasing  in  face  of  other  coca  wines  which  have  come  into 


the  market,"  said  Mr.  Armbrecht  to  our  representative. 
"  They  copy  my  bottles  and  labels,  and  even  the  half- 
dozen  packing-cases,  so  mistakes  will  happen ;  but  as 
long  as  I  know  that  I  give  a  good  article,  I  need  not  trouble 
myself  about  others."

— The  Chemists'  Association 
(Limited)  have  lately  added  to  a  profitable  line  of  packed 
proprietary  and  other  goods,  put  up  with  attractive  labels 
and  ready  for  sale  over  the  counter.  On  these  the 
customer's  name  is  printed  free  of  charge,  or  for  small 
quantities  they  may  either  be  supplied  with  the  firm's 
name,  or  the  name-space  left  blank.    An  improved  pattern 


of  the  "  Tropical "  infant's  feeding-bottle  is  another 
speciality  of  the  Association.  This  is  fitted  with  a  glass 
screw-stopper  to  which  the  teat  is  attached  by  slipping  it 
over  a  small  nozzle,  thus  obviating  the  use  of  a  tube.  The 
bottle  is  manufactured  in  two  sizes,  and  its  shape  is  such  as 
to  enable  it  being  placed  in  a  horizontal  position  without 
any  escape  of  milk  through  the  teat. 

Outbursts  of  Fihe  abb  so  feequent,  and  in  our  own 
columns  we  have  so  often  to  report  danger  to  life  from  this 
cause,  that  it  was  with  some  considerable  amount  of  interest 
we  saw  a  demonstration  of  a  fictitious  escape  from  the  top  floor 
of  Mr.  J.  J.  Hicks's  factory,  Hatton  Garden,  E.C.,  a  few  days 
ago.  Mr.  Hicks  is  the  patentee  of  the  escape,  which  is  simply 
composed  of  a  stout  ash  bar,  3  to  4  inches  in  diameter,  a  pair 
of  plain  or  ornamental  brackets  or  brass- headed  screws  per- 
manently fixed  at  each  side  of  the  window-frame,  and  so  fitted 
as  to  prevent  rotation  and  secure  the  bar  in  position.  When 
the  bar  is  fitted  (an  operation  completed  in  about  three 
seconds),  the  rope  supplied  is  coiled  round  the  bar — once  for 
youths,  twice  for  adults — the  loop  at  the  end  is  passed  tightly 
round  the  waist  of  the  person  to  be  lowered,  who  then  gets 
through  the  window  and  is  safely  deposited  on  the  ground 
in  the  space  of  a  few  seconds.  For  the  timid,  and  for  women, 
children,  and  invalids,  a  large  asbestos- cloth  bag  of  capacity 
sufficient  to  hold  three  children  or  a  woman  and  two  children 
may  be  attached  to  the  loop.  The  operation  is  simple,  and 
may  be  conducted  by  a  trained  child  if  need  be,  and  in  the 
hand  of  an  expert  operator  fifteen  to  twenty  persons  may  be 
lowered  every  five  minutes.  A  rope  fifty  feet  in  length  is 
supplied  with  the  apparatus,  but  this  may  be  longer  as  the 
purchaser  requires.  The  escape  of  all  is  assured,  as  the  last 
person  by  taking  the  check  end  of  the  rope  in  his  hand, 
may,  without  any  effort,  lower  himself.  The  price  of  the 
apparatus  brings  it  within  reach  of  all. 


The  Peoduction  op  Opium  in  Victobia.— Since  the 
passing  of  the  Victorian  law  prohibiting  the  cultivation  of 
opium  in  the  colony,  the  distressed  growers  have  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  daily  press.  The  principal  of  them,  Mr. 
Thomas  G.  Pearce,  of  Bacchus  Marsh,  says  that  about  25 
years  ago  a  settler  in  the  vicinity  of  Bacchus  Marsh,  who  had 
taken  up  a  holding  at  the  foot  of  some  ranges,  commenced 
the  cultivation  of  the  opium  poppy,  finding  a  ready  market 
for  the  produce  with  Melbourne  wholesale  druggists.  Four 
years  later  another  inhabitant,  an  orchardist,  followed  suit, 
and  for  many  years  Mr.  Pearce  himself  disposed  of  the  opium 
he  grew  to  Melbourne  wholesale  druggists.  When  farm 
produce  began  to  recede  seriously  in  value  about  three  years 
ago  the  number  of  growers  increased  from  7  to  23,  and 
the  average  acreage  from  34  to  66,  the  output  of  opium 
last  season  being  about  1,045  lbs.  For  many  years  lads  have 
been  brought  from  Footscray,  one  of  the  poorest  suburbs  of 
Melbourne,  to  assist  in  harvesting  the  opium,  and  last  season 
between  60  and  70  of  them  were  lodged,  fed,  and  paid  for 
their  services  at  the  rate  of  10s.  per  week.  One  Bacchus 
Marsh  grower  supplied  over  20,000  poppy-heads  to  a 
Melbourne  firm  last  season.  '

•-there  appears  to  be  no  reason  to  think  that  it  will  fall  below 
the  average.  Reports  from  Calcutta,  dated  January  3,  state 
that  a  small  retail  business  only  is  being  done.  For  export 
there  is  no  inquiry  whatever. 

Glycerine  is  rather  easier,  double-distilled  sp.  gr.  1.260 
-German  offers  at  44/.  to  45/.  per  ton  according  to  quantity. 

Gum  Acaci.\.— Soudan  sorts  remain  dull  with  very  little 
business ;  prices  run  from  37s.  6d.  for  dull  glassy  to  55s.  for 


fine  pale  friable.  Qhezirah  and  TaLa  gums  are  very  scarce 
and  much  wanted,  35«.  being  the  quotation  for  the  former, 
and  from  30s.  to  33s.  nominally  for  the  latter.  Picked  gums 
from  Alexandria  and  Trieste  are  slow  of  sale,  and  prices  are 
generally  tending  lower. 

Gum  Tbagacanth. — The  heavy  supply  of  1,539  packages 
so-called  "  Syrian  "  (i.e.  Persian)  tragacanth  was  offered  at 
auction  on  Friday  latt.  Very  little  demand  was  manifested 
by  the  trade,  and  only  about  300  packages  sold  with  soiue 
difficulty  at  a  decline  of  5s.  to  10s.  on  medium  to  ordinary 
grades,  fine  qualities  alone  being  fairly  well  maintained  in 
price.  The  following  were  the  quotations  :— Medium  to  fair 
seconds  lOZ.  15s.  to  11/.  10s.,  good  to  fine  pale  thirds  8/.  10s. 
to  9/.  10s.  Id.,  medium  ditto  11.  5s.  to  11.  15s ,  fine  pale 
pinky  fourths  11.  lis.  6d.  to  8/.  2s.  6d.,  medium  to  good 
ditto  6/.  to  6/.  15s.,  ordinary  to  low  ditto  5/.  5s.  to  5/.  15*., 
good  red  5/.  17s.  6^/.  to  6/.  15s.  per  cwt.  Ordinary  to  good 
pickings  mixed  with  sand  realised  5/.  5s.  to  6/.  12s.  6d.,  and 
for  fine  hog  gum  95s.  per  cwt.  was  paid.  Inferior  Syrian  hog 
gum  has  been,  sold  at  35s.  per  cwt.  In  Smyrna  (Anatolian) 
tragacanth  some  little  business  has  been  done  at  the  rate  of 
11/.  10s.  per  cwt.  for  good  second-s. 

IpecacUvINHA. — A  fair  demand  is  reported  for  Colombian 
(Cartagena)  root,  and  sales  have  been  made  to-day  at  toe 
equivalent  of  the  last  auction  prices. 

Jaboeandi.— Airirals  still  continue  to  take  place.  Another 
lot  of  eleven  bales  has  just  come  to  hand  from  Ceara  in 
Brazil. 

Menthol. — The  turn  in  the  tide  seems  to  have  come  at 
last,  and  the  article  is  offering  this  week  at  a  reduction  of 
about  Is.  6d.  Sales  have  been  made  on  the  spot  at  18*.  6d. 
per  lb.,  and  there  are  further  sellers,  but  apparently  no 
buyers  at  that  price.  For  arrival  the  quotations  vary,  but 
they  are  all  muc'h  lower,  and  there  do  not  seem  to  be  any 
buyers  ;  February-March  ranges  from  13s.  9d.  to  15s.  per  lb. 
c.i.f.  terms ;  the  lower  quotation  is  probably  the  nearer 
the  mark. 

Oil  (Cod-liver). — It  is  reported  from  Norway  that  the 
stock  of  old  cod-liver  oil  on  hand  in  that  country  is  unusually 
smaU.  The  winter-fishing  (of  which  no  official  statistics  are 
kept)  has  been  unfavourable,  the  total  output  not  having 
exceeded  800  barrels  of  unrefined  oil,  against  about  3,000 
barrels  in  1892-3.  New  "  winter  "  oil  is  being  offered  at  65*. 
per  25-gallon  barrel,  c.i.f.  British  east-coast  ports.  The 
regular  season  for  cod-fishing  will  shortly  begin. 

Oil  (Peppermint). — The  last  business  reported  in  Ameri- 
can oil  of  peppermint  was  at  the  rate  of  12s.  9d.  per  lb.  for 
H.G.H.  oil.  This  shows  a  steady  market.  Japanese  pepper- 
mint-oil is  easier ;  on  the  spot  quality  containing  40  per  cent, 
of  menthol  is  quoted  at  lis.  6d.  per  lb. ;  sales  have  been 
made  of  oil  now  afloat  of  the  same  standard  at  10s.  6d.  per 
lb.  c.i.f.  terms  for  near  at  hand,  and  3d.  less  would  probably 
now  be  accepted.  Dementholised  oil  is  offering  at  from 
8s.  3d.  to  8s.  6d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  terms,  for  February-March 
shipment. 

Opium. — Business  in  London  this  week  has  not  been  very 
extensive,  although  the  demand  remains  very  good,  but 
there  is  little  offering,  and  druggists'  seconds  especially  are 
exceedingly  scarce.    Good  bard  manufacturing  opium  is 
now  held  for  10s.  per  lb.,  and  at  that  figure  there  is  only 
little  to  be  had  ;  fine  new  druggists'  is  quoted  at  from  lis.  6d. 
to  12s.,  but  no  sales  of  that  variety  have  been  made.  In 
Persian  opium  a  good  business  has  been  done  at  prices  run- 
ning up  to  10s.  per  lb.  for  fair  working  quality,  and  some 
business  is  also  reported  in  soft  shipping,  of  which  the  price 
ranges  from  lis.  6d.  to  12s.  6d.  per  lb.,  according  to  quality. 
Telegrams  from  Smyrna  announce  an  all-round  advance  in 
price,  10s.  f.o.b.  being  now  the  quotation  for  fair  talequale. 
Reports  from  the  Kara  Hissar  district  as  to  the  growing 
crop  are  said  to  be  exceedingly  bad.    Our  Smyrna  corre- 
spondent writes  under  date  of  15th inst.: — "As  yet  there  is 
no  business  in  opium  to  report.    The  weather  has  been  very 
cold  in  the  producing  districts,  and  growers  complain  of 
partial   damage   to    the  young  plants.     Prices   on  our 
market,  in  consequence,  are  keeping  firm,  at  the  equiva- 
lent of  9s.  6^/.  to  9s.  Id.  per  lb.  f.o.b.  for  Current  tale  quale, 
find  up  to  lis.  per  lb.  f.o.b.  for  Druggists'.    The  Americans 
have  withdrawn  from  our  market  for  the  present."  From 
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Constantinople  our  latest  advices  arc  as  follows : — About 
50  cases  have  changed  bands  since  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
the  prices  paid  being  as  follows  :  8s.  f .o.b.  for  Druggists', 
9s.  4<i.  for  prime  J>rli,  and  10s.  Hd.,  at  IQs.  Id.  f.o.b.,  for  Tokat 
taU  quale.  The  severity  of  the  weather  has  somewhat  abated, 
and,  in  consequence,  a  drop  in  the  values  will  probably 
result. 

Palm  Oil  has  been  in  strong  demand  recently  at  a 
material  advance  in  price.  Lagos  oil  has  been  sold  in  Liverpool 
4it  23Z.  10s.  per  ton,  in  transit.  In  London  2,bl.  is  quoted  for 
iine  Lagos  oil. 

Patchol'ly. — An  arrival  of  36  bales  has  come  to  hand 
from  Penang  by  the  Glcnartney . 

Permanganate  op  Potash.— Still  tending  easier.  Small 
crysttds  may  now  be  had  at  60s.  per  cwt. 

Phexacetin  is  being  offered  at  from  12s.  &d.  to  14s.  per 
ib.,  according  to  brand. 

PiPEKAZiNB. — A  good  deal  of  interest  will  be  excited  in 
chemical  circles  by  the  decision  which  has  just  been  given 
by  the  Berlin  Law  Courts,  in  the  action  of  Scherings'  Factory 
in  Berlin,  against  Baeyer  &  Co.,  in  Elberfeld.  Messrs. 
Scherings  were  the  original  patentees  of  piperazine,  their 
claims  being  based  upon  two  processes,  in  one  of  which 
sulphuric  acid  w£is  used,  and  in  the  other  sulphurous  acid. 
The  latter  was  discarded  as  being  the  less  desirable ;  and 
it  is  stated  that  it  has  since  been  taken  up  by  the  Elberfeld 
firm  against  whom  Messrs.  Scherings  afterwards  proceeded 
for  infringement  of  patent.  The  case  was  in  the  first 
instance  decided  in  favour  of  Scherings'  Factory,  but  upon 
appeal  the  Berlin  Court  has  reversed  this  judgment,  and 
Messrs.  Baeyer  will  henceforth  be  free  to  manufacture 
piperazine  according  to  their  process,  and  sell  it  in  Germany. 
In  the  English  market,  as  Messrs.  Scherings'  agents  tell  us, 
their  principals  are  protected  by  the  English  patent,  which 
of  course  is  not  affected  by  the  present  lawsuit.  In  the 
meantime  prices  have  declined  considerably,  Scherings' 
make  having  been  reduced  from  15s.  to  9s.  per  oz.,  while 
Baeyer's  is  offered  at  7s.  wholesale,  with  the  guarantee  that 
the  purchaser  shall  be  held  harmless. 

Quicksilver. — The  market  has  been  in  a  very  unsettled 
state  this  week.  The  importers'  price  has  been  nominal  for 
some  days,  and  secondhand  holders  offer  as  low  as  bl.  16s.  Qd. 
per  bottle.  It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  further  reduc- 
tion in  price  shortly  from  the  6Z.  figure  now  quoted  by  the 
importers. 

QuixixE. — There  has  been  a  decline  of  some  importance 
in  the  market  this  week,  and  yesterday  10,000  ounces 
second-hand  German  in  bulk  changed  hands  at  XO^d.  per 
ounce;  to  day,  however,  the  market  is  much  firmer,  and  at 
least  three  sales  have  been  made  at  rising  prices,  namely, 
10,000  ounces  at  10^^^.,  8,000  at  \0%d.,  and  5,000  (late  this 
.afternoon)  at  lQ~d.  per  ounce.  Holders  generally  now  ask 
llrf.  per  ounce.  The  makers'  quotations  are  unaltered.  The 
demand  in  the  United  States  is  said  to  be  larger  than 
asual. 

Shellac. — Last  Friday  the  market  closed  dull  and  without 
business,  orange  lac  (TN)  being  offered  at  106s.  for 
February,  107s.  for  March,  and  108s.  per  cwt.  for  May  delivery. 
On  Saturday,  however,  104s.  was  accepted  for  March,  and 
104s.  to  105.?.  for  May  delivery,  showing  a  decline  of  3s.  to  4s. 
A  sale  of  50  cases  OCC  garnet,  January-February  shipment, 
WM  also  reported  at  the  reduced  figure  of  100s.  "  cif  "  terms. 
At  auction  the  considerable  supply  of  1264  cases  was 
offered,  of  which  801  sold,  mostly  without  reserve.  Second 
orange  brought  96s.  to  97s.  for  dull  reddish  cakey  unworked, 
94*.  to  95s.  for  livery  cakey,  90s.  to  93s.  for  common  to 
reddish  livery,  partly  in  block.  Button  lac  sold,  also  without 
reserve,  at  116s.  to  119s.  for  ordinary  unworked  seconds,  109s. 
to  110s.  for  resinous  ditto,  and  93s.  to  95s.  for  resinous 
fourths.

Pimento  is  about  the  only  firm  article  in  the 
market,  being  steady  to  dearer  ;  213  bags  sold  to-day  at 
2JYZ.  for  fair  and  2|(Z.  for  medium.  Nutmegs  are  dull  of  sale 
and  easy.  West  Indian  (87)  Is.  Id.,  (116)  Is.  bd.  Fair  Cassia 
Lignca  is  held  for  34s.  to  35s.  per  cwt.  Chillies  dull  and 
neglected,  133  bags  stalky  Zanzibar,  fair  colour,  were  bought 
in  at  32s.,  and  a  parcel  of  Sierra  Leone  at  40s.  per  cwt.  Mace 
quiet,  only  3  packages  sold  at  Qd.  to  Is.  per  lb.  for  siftings. 

SOLPHONAL. — The  present  wholesale  quotation  is  lis.  Zd. 
per  lb. 

Tea. — The  tea  market  continues  firm,  and  there  being  an 
impression  that  it  may  go  higher  a  fair  trade  has  been  done 
in  the  country  by  dealers,  and  terminals  have  advanced  some 
6  or  8  points  from  the  lowest.  On  Monday  Indians  showed 
about  \d.  per  lb.  advance  for  teas  under  84-,  but  the  sale  was 
a  poor  one  and  contained  scarcely  any  "  standard  "  teas  at 
all.  The  same  fault  was  observable  in  Tuesday's  Ceylon 
auction,  which  went  firm  on  the  whole,  though  somewhat 
irregular.  The  falling-off  in  quality  was  again  very  apparent, 
and  good  useful  invoices  of  November  and  December,  such 
as  Rutland,  Rowley,  Kelbnrne  and  others,  showed  a  reduction 
in  quality  and  in  price  of  pence  per  lb.  China's  are  duU  and 
fractionally  easier,  and  capers  have  been  offered  freely  and 
sold  at  a  reduction  of  \d.  to  \d.  per  lb. 

Thymol  is  very  low  in  price — 9s.  per  lb.  will  buy  it — and 
perhaps  that  figure  might  be  shaded.

Fair  to  fine  pale  is  worth  from  55s.  to  76s.,  common  grey  and 
dark  mixed  from  39s.  to  45s.  per  cwt. 


THE  NEW  YORK  DRUG  MARKET.

New  York,  January  12. 

The  desire  to  hold  over  orders  until  after  the  1st,  with  a 
view  to  carrying  over  as  light  stocks  as  possible,  had  a 
depressing  effect  upon  the  business  of  the  last  few  days  of 
the  old  year,  but  when  these  orders  came  in  at  last  a 
corresponding  improvement  was  observed.  This  applies, 
however,  to  jobbing  and  retail  orders  only,  for  the  holidays 
had  a  general  depressing  influence  upon  the  wholesale 
trade.  Speculative  interest  in  the  condition  of  the  market 
is  almost  totally  lacking.  Cascara  Sagrada  sells  in  limited 
quantities  in  a  jobbing  w.ay  at  6c. ;  no  large  lots  could  be 
moved.  Mexican  Saffron  {s/iffhwer)  has  been  advanced  to 
40  to  43c.,  and  is  firmly  held  at  that  figure,  fctocks  are  small 
and  arc  concentrated  in  the  hands  of  a  few  holders.  The 
Qaickulver  market  continues  flat,  as  at  our  last  report,  the 
current  jobbing  price  being  44  to  46c.  The  combination  seems 
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to  be  unable  to  come  together.  Brown  acetate  of  lime  has 
been  reduced  to  90  to  1.00c.  per  100  lb.  Prppcmtint  oi7isdull 
and  neglected  at  ^2.45  to  ^2.50,  for  AVestern  bulk  ^2  60  to 
^2.65  for  Wayne  County  (N.Y.),  and  ^2.95  to  3  00  for  H.G.H. 
Mexican  Sarsaparilla  in  better  supply  with  sales  from,  first 
brands  at  9c.  to  9.^c.  Jobbers  continue  quiet  at  lOJ.  Golden 
Seal  is  very  firmly  held  at  22.jC.  to  23c.

Me.  Frank  Thackbby,  Patley  Bridge,  Yorks,  informs  us 
that  he  passed  the  Minor  Examination  at  Edinburgh  last 
week.  His  name  was  not  included  in  the  official  list  supplied 
to  us,  but  we  learn  on  inquiry  that  Mr.  Thackrey  did  pass. 


"Condensed  Skimmed  Milk."— In  the  Queen's  Bench 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  Wednesday,  the 
cases  of  Piatt  v.  Tyler  and  Wright  v.  Tyler  came  before 
Lord  Coleridge  and  Mr.  Justice  Day.  These  were  special 
cases  stated  for  the  opinion  of  the  High  Court  by  Mr. 
Littler,  Q.C.,  Chairman  Of  the  Middlesex  Quarter  Sessions, 
raising  points  under  the  Sale  of  Foods  &  Drugs  Adulteration 
Act,  1875.  The  appellants  in  each  case  had  been  convicted 
and  fined  under  the  Act.  In  the  first  case  an  inspector 
bought  a  Z\d.  tin  of  condensed  milk  in  a  grocer's  shop,  and 
after  the  purchase  he  was  told  it  was  condensed-skimmed 
milk,  and  it  was  described  on  the  label  as  "  condensed  milk," 
and  "condensed-skimmed  milk."  The  second  case  was 
similar,  but  no  statement  was  made.  Mr.  Grain  for  the 
appellant  argued  on  the  authority  of  decided  cases  that 
they  ought  not  to  have  been  convicted  because  the  contents 
of  the  tins  were  correctly  described  on  the  labels.  Mr. 
Bodkin  said  the  Justices  at  Quarter  Sessions  held  as  a 
matter  of  fact  that  the  announcement  of  the  nature  of  the 
milk  was  not  sufficient.  Each  case  of  this  sort  must,  he 
submitted,  be  decided  upon  its  own  merits.  Lord  Coleridge 
said  the  Justices  were  wrong,  and  the  convictions  must 
be  quashed. 


A  WINDOW  ATTRACTION. 


DR.  GUSTAVB  MICHAUD,  of  Co.sta  Rica,  communicates 
to  the  Soientijic  American  a  description  of  a  carbonic 
acid  motor,  which  we  think  some  ingenious  pharmacist  may 
wish  to  make  a  window  attraction.  The  motor  is  illustrated 
in  the  annexed  engraving.  To  construct  it  we  require  two 
9  or  10  oz.  bottles,  B,  with  wide  mouth.  One  glass  tube,  T, 
about  26  in.  long  and  J  in.  bore.  Two  glass  tubes,  E,  6  in. 
long  each ;  {■  in.  bore.  Two  rubber  or  cork  stoppers,  K,  each 
with  two  holes.  Two  rubber  tubes,  I,  about  4  in.  long,  ^  in. 
diameter.  One  rubber  tube,  R,  about  19  in.  long,  J^-  in. 
diameter.  A  piece  of  wood,  A,  shaped  in  the  form  of  a 
quadratic  prism  ;  size  1  x  1  x  2  in.  Two  pieces  of  sheet  iron, 
S ;  size  IJ  x  2  in.  Two  pieces  of  marble  the  size  of  a  nut, 
each  wrapped  in  a  piece  of  linen. 

To  make  the  apparatus,  take  the  glass  tube,  T,  introduce 
each  of  its  extremities  through  the  holes  of  the  two  stoppers.

K,  place  the  rubber  tubes,  I,  on  each  of  the  ends  of  the  tube, 
T  ;  take  a  needle  with  common  thread  and  sew  the  piece  of 
marble  wrapped  in  its  linen  to  the  free  end  of  the  rubber 
tubes,  I.  Take  the  piece  of  wood.  A,  nail  on  each  side  of  it 
a  piece  of  sheet  iron,  S.  Out  of  the  central  part  of  the  piece- 
A  saw  a  cleft  perpendicular  to  the  metallic  sheets,  S.  Press 
the  centre  of  the  tube,  T,  in  this  cleft,  and  keep  it  in  place- 
by  means  of  two  pieces  of  wood  screwed  on  the  top  of  the 
piece,  A. 

Pass  the  tubes,  E  E,  through  the  holes  left  empty  in  the 
stoppers,  so  that  the  length  of  the  part  to  be  contained  in 
the  bottle  be  equal  to  half  of  the  height  of  the  bottle.  Con- 
nect the  tubes,  E  E,  by  means  of  the  rubber  tube,  R.  After 
putting  it  in  place,  cut  a  small  hole  in  its  central  part,  O. 
Last,  stop  one  bottle  with  either  of  the  two  stoppers. 

To  set  the  apparatus  in  motion,  fill  half  of  the  unstopperecJ 
bottle  with  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  hydrochloric  acid  and 
water.  Stop  it,  keeping  meanwhile  the  whole  apparatus  irb 
a  vertical  position,  and  place  it  at  once  on  a  box  or  any  other 
stand,  5  to  8  inches  high. 

The  occlusion  of  the  rubber  tube,  R,  by  the  pressure  of  one- 
of  the  pieces  of  sheet- iron,  S,  will  prevent  the  escaping  of 
the  carbonic  acid,  and  the  pressure  of  this  gas  will  drive  the 
liquid  from  the  lower  to  the  upper  bottle  through  the  glass- 
tube,  T.  Meanwhile,  the  gas  contained  in  the  upper  bottle 
will  escape  through  the  hole,  0,  made  in  the  centre  of  the 
rubber  tube,  R.  If  the  centre  of  gravity  of  the  apparatus  is- 
not  much  above  its  oscillating  axis,  the  upper  bottle  will  fall 
after  receiving  little  more  than  half  of  the  liquid  contained' 
in  the  lower  one.  Then  the  change  that  takes  place  in  the 
occlusion  of  the  rubber  tube,  R,  by  the  pieces,  S  S,  will  cause 
a  repetition  of  the  same  phenomena  in  opposite  direction. 

If  one  wishes  the  apparatus  to  cease  its  motion  for  a  while, 
without  waste  of  chemicals,  place  any  heavy  body  on  the 
lower  bottle,  which  will  then  completely  empty  itself  into 
the  upper  bottle,  and  all  chemical  action  will  cease,  as  the 
marble  is  never  in  contact  with  the  liquid  in  the  upper 
bottle.

Pharmacy  in  Jersey. 

Sib, — In  your  article  under  "  Jeisey  Sanitation  "  this  week 
you  state  that  "the  inhabitants  of  the  Channel  Islands 
secure  the  fitness  of  all  thofe  w)jo  practise  medicine  and 
pharmacy  there."  I  regret,  however,  to  have  to  correct  this 
statement  of  yours  with  respect  to  pharmacy  in  Jersey,  which 
is,  unfortunately,  not  the  case,  and  I  think  that  on  reference 
to  the  register  you  will  find  that  only  about  four  out  of  the 
twenty  or  more  chemists  practising  there  are  qualified. 
Moreover,  "  pwisons "  can  be  sold  there  (and  are)  indis- 
ciiminately  by  persons  who  have  had  no  training  whatever, 
and  I  do  not  think  I  am  mistaken  in  saying  that  within 
recent  years  several  cases  of  death  have  resulted  therefrom ; 
the  most  recent  one  I  believe  to  have  been  by  "  Cyanide  of 
Potassium " ;  but  I  am  sp>eaking  from  memory  only.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have  a  secretary  there,  and  I  feel 
sure  that  if  he  were  to  approach  the  "  Jersey  States  "  on  the 
subject,  under  its  present  BailiflF,  Sir  George  C.  Bertram,  the 
matter  would  receive  due  and  early  consideration. 

I  personally  appeal  through  your  columns  to  all  qualified 
Jerseymen  besides  m/self,  and  to  all  who  recognise  the 
requirements  of  public  safety,  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
bring  about  such  a  change  as  rpay  regulate  the  sale  of 
"  poisons "  in  that  island  and  above  all  to  recognise  the 
powers  vested  in  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  "  by  Act  of  Parliament. 

Guernsey  has  long  recognised  the  necessity  of  such  a  law, 
and  why  Jersey  should  be  so  far  behind  in  this  respect  I 
cannot  understand.  It  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  qualified 
men  are  in  the  minority  there  and  have  not  the  pluck  to 
agitate  for  it.

The  Effects  of  Antipyrin. 

Sir, — In  your  leader  on  "Antipyrin"  you  say  that  those 
who  give  this  drug  in  doses  of  10  grains  or  under  have  no 
experience  of  iU  effects.  I  have,  however,  known  one  case 
in  which  a  single  10-grain  dose  was  followed  by  very  dis- 
agreeable, not  to  fay  alarming,  effects.  The  patient  was  a 
robust  young  man,  whose  wife  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
taking  from  10  to  15  grains  frequently.  He  asked  me  for 
10  grains,  and  took  it  in  the  shop.  About  half  an-hour 
afterwards  he  staggered  in,  gasping  for  breath,  and  with  his 
face— and  especially  his  nose— .so  flushed  and  swollen  as  to 
be  scarcely  recognisable.  A  20-oz.  bottle  of  liq.  amm. 
fort.  '880,  held  to  his  nostiils,  produced  no  effect,  and  he  had 
great  diflicu'ty  in  swallowing.  He  said  his  head  was  burst- 
ing, that  he  had  fneezed  violently  for  ten  or  fifteen  minutes 
"on  end,"  and  he  wanted  to  know  (in  ttiocg  hnguige) 
what  I  had  given  him.  He  was  greatly  a'aimed,  and  his 
manner  and  appearance  evidently  conveyed  to  the  people  in 
the  shop  the  idea  that  I  had  poisoned  him.  It  was  some 
minutos  before  I  could  reaasure  him,  by  which  time  he  had 
begun  to  recover ;  but  he  told  me  afterwards  that  he  felt  the 
effect  of  the  dose  for  hours.  I  have  been  very  ca;eful  with 
antipyrin  evt-r  since.  Yours,  &c.,

Immedintf  informalion  on  pharmacn-legal  mnttfrs  ia nmilahle  in  "  Phnrmacv 
and  Poison  iMm  of  the  Untied  Kingdom"  Alpe's  "  Handn-book  of 
Me.dlcine-slamp  Duty"  and  Thr  CmsMMTS'  and  Drdooists'  Diary. 


213/65.  Manchester  writes  : — "  I  wish  to  make  a  will,  and 
in  it  to  authorise  my  wife  to  have  the  option  of  purchasing 
my  business  and  carrying  it  on  with  the  aid  of  a  qualified 
assistant.  My  lawyers  tell  me  there  is  no  clause  in  the  Act 
allowing  her  to  do  so  :  that  only  executors  or  trustees  can 
do  80.    Will  you  inform  me  what  is  the  law  on  the  subject  ? " 

[Refer  your  lawyers  to  section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868.  If  you  make  your  wife  sole  executrix  of  your  will,  and 
leave  the  business  to  her,  she  will,  undoubtedly,  have  the 
option  of  carrying  on  your  business  with  the  aid  of  a  qualified 
assistant.  If  you  wish  that  she  shall  in  that  case  pay  for  the 
privilege  to  other  beneficiaries  the  will  can  provide  this.] 


209/10.  Nux. — A  servant  who  improperly  leaves  bis 
situation  without  notice  cannot  recover  wages  for  that 
period  of  his  service  since  his  previous  pay-day.  It  would, 
no  doubt,  be  held  that  a  porter  paid  weekly  was  entitled  to 
only  a  week's  notice. 


214/11.  W.  T.  J.—U  a  qualified  man  "  supervises  "  the 
sale  of  a  poison  that  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  law.  Supervising  the  sale  has  not  been  judicially  defined, 
but  it  does  not  need  much  technical  knowledge  to  interpret 
the  phrase.  Initialing  the  label  or  initialing  the  bill  does 
not  necessarily  indicate  supervision.  It  would  not  suffice, 
for  instance,  if  the  apprentice  conducted  the  sale  and  wrote 
out  the  bill  and  then  took  it  to  his  master  in  the  back 
parlour  to  initial  it. 


231/22.  C.  B.—Oat  correspondent  ought  never  to  have 
allowed  the  new  building  to  go  up  beyond  the  height  of  the 


old  building,  as  the  Court  would  have  restrained  any  .such 
ndditicnal  height  by  injunction  as  an  infringement  of  his 
right  to  light,  ^he  fact  that  the  new  building  is  16  fefl 
beyond  the  angle  of  45°  shows  that  there  is  a  vory  substan- 
tial infringement,  so  that  the  best  way  now  is  to  biing  an 
action  for  damages.  The  Court  never  orders  a  building  to  be 
pulled  down,  unless  there  is  some  breach  of  faith  or  tome- 
thing  of  that  kind,  where  the  party  injured  does  not  apply 
to  the  Court  at  once  for  redress  before  the  injury  has  pro- 
ceeded further  than  could  liavc  been  possibly  avoided.  Tho 
li!gal  maxim  is  "  vigilantibus  non  dormientibus  equitas 
subvenit." 


216/45.  Horse  Powders. — The  term  "  cattle  "  in  the 
Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stnflts  Act  includes  horses  in  its  mean- 
ing. Consequently  the  Act  applies  to  anything  which  may 
be  regarded  as  food  for  horses ;  that  is  to  say,  the  Act  requires 
you  to  deliver  an  invoice  on  every  sale,  and  makes  all  your 
labels  or  circulars  about  this  stuff  legal  warranties.  If  any- 
thing is  stated  on  the  label  as  to  the  ingredients  of  the  food, 
you  are  absolutely  bound  by  that  statement.  If  the  food  is 
a  compound,  it  is  as  well,  perhaps,  to  state  that  on  the  label, 
though  this  is  not  specifically  required  by  the  Act.  Lastly 
you  are  liable  to  a  penalty  if  the  food  contains  any  ingre- 
dient which  is  either  deleterious  or  worthless  for  feeding- 
purposes. 


217/65.  Motspur. — The  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act 
does  not  affect  medicines  ;  but  whether  a  court  would  hold 
that  the  powders  you  refer  to  for  restoring  lost  condition, 
&c.,  were  a  food  or  a  medicine  we  cannot  say  for  certain. 
That  depends  partly  on  the  composition,  which  you  do  not 
explain. 


215/36.  Nemo. — We  do  not  understand  what  is  to  be  done 
with  the  announcement.  Its  public  exhibition  or  distribu- 
tion would  be  an  offence  under  the  Indecent  Advertisement 
Act. 


211/51.  jR.  C. — All  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  come 
within  Part  I.  of  the  Poisons  Schedule.  We  shonld  regard 
cocaine  as  a  poisonous  alkaloid. 


214/37.  A.  Q.  L. — If  you  can  convince  a  Court  that  your 
landlord  undertook  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  lease  you 
will  get  off  paying,  but  if  the  promise  was  a  verbal  one  only, 
the  landlord  will  probably  say  it  was  qualified  in  some  way 
or  other. 


218/6.  If  your  contract  was  clear  with  the  newspaper  in 
question,  and  if  you  can  satisfy  the  Court  that  they  have  not 
fulfilled  it  on  specified  occasions,  you  will  not  have  to  pay 
for  those  insertions,  we  should  judge.  Pay  into  court  the 
amount  you  consider  just  before  the  action. 


219/22.  Subscriber. — We  do  not  think  it  would  be  held  to 
be  illegal  for  an  unregistered  person  to  poison  a  dog  with 
prussic  acid  for  a  customer,  provided  that  he  made  it  clear 
that  he  charged  for  his  professional  service,  and  not  for  the 
poison  actually  sold. 


220/13.  Rheum. — We  naust  decline  to  advise  further  on 
the  case  you  have  in  dispute.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  grasp 
it  properly  from  your  letters,  and  it  is  not  strictly  a  trade 
matter.  Employ  a  local  solicitor,  or,  better  still,  abandon  the 
contest. 


220/3.  Ravenoroft. — We  compliment  you  on  your  watch- 
fulness. We  do  not  find  either  name  on  either  the  Medical 
or  the  Chemists'  Register.  You  will  see,  however,  that  in 
the  first  case  it  was  the  counsel  who  described  his  client 
as  a  chemist,  and  in  the  second  the  description  is  merely 
copied  from  the  official  record.

Di  in  4  ov,.  of  boiling  water  until  cold,  tlien  add 
from  ?,xij.  to  f,xvj.  of  rectified  spirit  (according  to  price 
obtained),  macerate  a  wetk  and  filter.  A  grain  of  mufk  is  a 
beneficial  addition  to  this. 


206,  58.  Siwx. — Wo  could  not  tell  what  the  Weevil  in 
the  Oats  is  until  it  comes  to  the  fly  stage.  We  should 
tliink  that  the  oats  must  have  been  attacked  during  the  fly 
season,  and  not  as  a  result  of  storing  in  the  new  stables. 
It  is  probable  that  the  weevil  may  attack  the  corn-bins,  but 
not  until  they  have  eaten  all  the  oats,  which  is  a  tastier 
food  for  them.  We  should  advise  the  customer  to  have  the 
oats  heated  well  in  a  kiln,  and  meanwhile  to  wash  the  bins 
with  a  soft-soap  lye— 1  lb.  to  4  gallons  of  water,  to  which

His  experiments  also  demonstrate  that  when  "  Sanitas  "  Fluid  is  sprayed  about  dwelling  rooms,

KINGZETT'S   IMPROVED   SULPHUR  FUMIGATING  CANDLES. 

Our  readers  may  remember  that  Mr.  Kingett's  first  patent  consisted  in  the  employment  of  a  fuse  moulded  in  the  form 
of  a  cone,  which  was  set  in  or  on  a  mass  of  Sulphur  moulded  in  a  suitably  shaped  vessel.  The  fuse  in  question  consisted  of 
Sulphur  in  admixture  with  chlorate  or  nitrate  of  potassium  or  sodium.  Further  investigation  by  Mr.  Kingzett  has  led  him  to  the 
discovery  that  such  a  fuse  may  be  altogether  dispensed  with,  and  he  now  employs  in  its  place  a  strip  or  ribbon  of  Brussels  net 
or  other  similar  material,  which  is  first  of  all  coated  with  a  thin  layer  of  Sulphur  by  passage  through  a  bath  of  that  substance  in  a 

molten  state.    The  strips  of  material  thus  coated  with  pure  Sulphur  are  afterwards  cut  up  into  suitable  lengths,  bent  into   

form,  and  then  set  in  the  molten  mass  of  Sulphur  forming  the  body  of  the  Candle.  On  application  of  a  light  to  the  prepared 
strip,  which  stands  up  above  the  surface  of  the  body  of  the  Candle,  it  immediately  takes  fire  and  burns  with  great  rapidity,  the 
molten  Sulphur  running  down  on  to  the  surface  of  the  Candle  and  firing  it  immediately.  Mr.  Kingzett  finds  that  many  materials 
may  be  employed,  such  as  muslin  and  tissue  paper,  but  Brussels  net  is  better  than  all  others,  because  it  gives  very  little  ash,  and 
the  air  spaces  in  the  fabric  which  are  opened  immediately  it  is  ignited,  serve  to  feed  the  burning  Sulphur  with  a  plentiful  supply 
of  atmospheric  oxygen.  "We  understand  that  Kingzett's  Sulphur  Candles,  in  the  two  forms  that  we  have  now  described,  have 
been  adopted  for  use  by  many  of  the  sanitary  authorities  in  this  country  for  the  fumigation  of  infected  rooms  and  dwellings,  and 
they  may  be  also  very  usefully  employed  for  the  extermination  of  insect  pests.  Further,  they  are  suitable  for  use  in  many  trades: 
thus,  for  example,  by  brewers  for  the  fumigation  of  their  vats  and  tuns  in  order  to  free  them  from  troublesome  secondary 
ferments  ;  while  again,  they  can  be  most  usefully  employed  for  the  purification  of  slaughter-houses  and  butchers'  store-rooms.

1.  After  recovery  of  a  Patient  and  removal  from  the  Sick  Chamber.— Hang  lines 

across  the  room  and  spread  out  over  them  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  ;  well  close  the  windows,  key- 
holes and  fire  places ;  three  parts  fill  the  cup  of  the  "  Sanitas  "  Fumigator  with  boiling  water,  and  add  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  ordinary  or  "Sanitas"  Soluble  Oil;  then  light  the  spirit  lamp  and  place  it  beneath  the 
vessel  containing  the  water  and  oil,  and,  after  standing  the  whole  apparatus  in  the  wash-hand  basin,  retire 
from  the  room,  closing  the  door.

The  manufacture  of  ofKcinal  and  other  ready-made  pills  for 
physicians'  prescriptions  has  been,  on  the  part  of  W.  R.

— Actual  experiments,  which  you  are  enabled  to 
perform  as  to  solubility,  and  the  adminstration  of  a  dose  of 
cathartic  pills,  of  which  the  effect  is  soon  apparent,  will 
practically  demonstrate  the  truth  of  our  claims  for  the 
superiority  of  W.  R.  Warner  &  Co.'s  method  of  preparing 
sugar-coated  pills.

A8  their  name  indicates,  these  Granules  are  measured  doses  of  the 
alltaloids,  metals,  and  metalloids  in  such  definite  and  accurate  propor- 
tions as  may  best  meet  the  requirements  of  the  physician.

In  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist"  of  July  29,  1893,  the  writers  called  atten- 
tion to  certain  factors  which  make  for  success  in  pharmacy,  to  wit  (i)  the 
progressive,  (2)  the  exact,  (3)  the  time-saving,  and  (4)  the  money-making. 
Appended  to  the  article  were  proof-examples  collated  from  fifteen  years' 
experience  and  work  on  the  lines  mentioned.  The  curious  may  turn  to 
page  128  of  the  above  issue  for  actual  factors  and  figures. 

What  we  want  to  impress  upon  all  connected  with  the  drug  trade  is  that 
pharmacy  is  not  a  closed  book.  Some  pharmacists  imagine  that  the  days  of 
William  Allen  and  Jacob  Bell  are  still  with  us.  Nothing  of  the  kind.  Pharmacy 
has  been  shaken  to  its  foundation  within  the  past  20  years.  "  Business 
methods  must  improve  "  was  virtually  the  decision  in  the  first  Stores  case.  We 
recognised  that  and  stepped  in. 

We  were  new-comers  sixteen  years  ago.  We  began  by  making  such 
things  as  scale  compounds,  chemical  syrups,  liquors,  &c.,  which  were  virtually 
monopolies,  because  the  knowledge  of  how  to  make  them  was  possessed  by 
a  few  high-placed  firms.  The  immediate  result  was  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  quality  of  these  preparations,  accompanied  by  such  a  rattling-down  of 
old-fashioned  retail  prices  as  pharmacy  had  never  seen  before.  This  re- 
duction was  caused  by  the  low  prices  at  which  certain  old  wholesale  houses 
competed  for  and  supplied,  stid  rosd,  the  Stores  of  the  day.  We  could 
clearly  foresee  that  this  Stores  question  was  to  make  a  complete  change 
in  retail  pharmacy.  First,  the  professional  element  was  bound  to  rise,  and, 
second,  the  pure  retail  part  of  the  business  would  run  along  on  business  lines. 
Events  have  proved  this.  Examinations  are  stiffer  and  Dispensing  much 
better  done,  while  the  field  for  push  in  the  counter-retail  trade  has  enormously 
developed,  and  our  specialities,  at  first  and  for  some  years  ignored,  are  now 
recognised  as  the  true  antidote  to  the  Stores  trade. 

Once  these  facts  are  grasped  by  the  enterprising  druggist  he  will  see  that 
his  best  policy  is  to  reserve  his  own  special  or  professional  skill  and  knowledge  for 
his  highest  duties  as  a  pharmacist,  and  accept  all  mechanical  assistance  possible 
in  the  retail.  As  we  said  last  July,  "  It  pays  no  longer  to  'fill  up  spare  time' 
(misleading  phrase)  by  manufacturing  from  a  half-pint  to  a  quart  of  tincture,  or 
to  put  up  a  few  dozen  bottles  of  Castor  Oil  or  Parrish's  Syrup,  The  time  of 
skilled  and  certificated  assistants  is  too  expensive  to  throw  away  on  such  work. 
It  can  be  done,  under  adequate  supervision,  by  expert  women."

The  inventor  then  shows  drawings  of  the  various 
dies  and  punches  used  in  carrying  out  his  idea  j  at 
the  same  time  observing  "  that  the  dies  and  punches 
can  be  made  to  any  form  or  pattern  required."  It 
will  be  thus  seen  that  Compressed  Tabellce  (to  use  a 
Pharmacopceia  word)  was  the  patented  invention  of  an 
Englishman  5 1  years  ago,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
Brockedon's  Potash  was  the  earliest  instance  on 
record  of  the  use  of  drugs  in  the  compressed  form. 

From  the  Pharmacist's  Point 
of  View. 

However  useful  in  many  cases,  we — unlike  the 
manufacturer's  agent — judged  the  general  adoption  of 
the  system  from  a  pharmacist's  position  to  be  inimical 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  trade  generally,  and  as  to 
how  far  subsequent  experience  has  justified  our  belief, 
as  affecting  the  dispensing  of  pills  and  powders,  the 
trade  must  form  their  own  opinion.  Whilst  freely 
admitting  that  the  compressed  form  is  admirably 
suited  for  the  administration  of  many  drugs,  it  is 
wholly  contrary  to  common-sense  to  claim  that  it  is 
the  best  method  in  all  cases,  or  that  it  supersedes  or 
can  even  compete  With  pills  and  capsules  for  the  exhi- 
bition of  many  medicaments. 

A.D.  1876. 

In  that  year  a  member  of  our  firm  visited  the 
Centenary  Exhibition  in  Philadelphia.  He  found 
there  was  a  general  demand  for  Compressed  Tablets, 
which  had  been  created  by  an  enterprising  firm  in 
that  city.  He  accordingly  brought  home  a  machine 
for  making  tablets  or  pellets  by  hand,  the  first,  7ve 
believe,  to  be  used  in  this  country  for  compressing  drugs 
in  the  form  in'jvhich  they  are  at  present  kno'cvn. 

From  this  time  we  made  compressed  Tabellas, 
chiefly  for  retail  and  dispensing  purposes. 

Shortly  after  this  the  Philadelphia  firm  opened  a 
London  agency,  and  their  "Tablets"  made  in  Phila- 


delphia were  extensively  advertised  here.  We  also 
commenced  their  manufacture  on  a  larger  scale  with 
a  machine  driven  by  steam  power.  In  1887  saccharin 
was  introduced  into  this  country,  and  we  closely 
identified  ourselves,  from  the  first,  with  this  sugarless 
sweetener,  and  seeing  in  it  a  specially  suitable  case 
for  compression,  in  order  to  secure  an  accurate 
measurement  for  domestic  use,  we  manufactured 
Saccharin  Tabellae. 

The  following  appeared  in  Truth,  October  27, 
1888:  — 

"  Last  week  I  asked  why  Coal-tar  Drops  were  not 
sold  in  this  country  ?  Ln  reply,  Messrs.  Allen  Han- 
bury  s,  of  Plough  Court,  Lombard  Street,  send  me  some 
specimens  of  their  preparation  of  it;  one  is  a  bottle  of 


Compressing  Tabelu*. 
tiny  tablets.  I  put  one  of  these  in  a  cup  of  coffee  and 
made  it  \almost  [too  sweet.  In  another  bottle  the  sac- 
charin is  in  a  fluid  and  in  another  globules.  .  .  .  It 
will  be  available  for  every  use  to  which  sugar  is  at 
present  applied,  whilst  it  has  the  advantage  of  being 
considerably  less  bulky,  and  is  entirely  harmless  to 
diabetic  and  otfier  invalids  to  whom  sugar  is  stiictly 
forbidden."  ^ 
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Insoluble  Drug:s. 

The  greatest  objection  to  the  general  application 
of  Brockedon's  principle  of  administering  drugs 
in  the  compressed  form  was  that  all  drugs  are  not 
readily  soluble.  This  defect  is  demonstrated  in  his 
.  own  statement  : — 

"  It  'ivill  be  proper  here  to  remark  that  this  inventio7i 

is  particularly  applicable  when  using 
matters  readily  soluble  in  the  stomach, 

such  as  deliquescent  salts  used  medicinally,  the  carbonates, 
tartrates,  and  nitrates  of  soda  ajid  potash,  and  other 
matters,  according  to  the  Judgment  of  the  tnedical  ma7i, 

and  the  invention  is  also  applicable 
when  less  soluble  matters  are  used, 
combined  with  others  readily  soluble 
in  the  stomach." 

We  always  entertained  serious  doubts  as  to  the 
expediency  of  administering  sparingly  soluble  sub- 
staftces  in  firmly  compressed  7nasses,  and  it  was  brought 
to  our  notice  among  others  by  the  late  Sir  Andrew 
Clark,  President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians, 
that  if  some  means  could  be  devised  whereby  these 
substances  in  the  form  of  Tabellse  would  readily  dis- 
integrate on  coming  in  contact  with  moisture,  Tabelte 
of  antipyretic  and  other  remedies  could  then  be  ad- 
ministered to  patients  without  the  possibility  of  pass- 
ing unchanged  through  the  system,  which  might 
happen,  and  with  the  most  disastrous  results,  if  ad- 
ministered, for  instance,  to  a  typhoid  fever  patient. 
It  is  within  our  knowledge  that  large  numbers  of 
such  Compressed  Tablets  have  in  succession  been 
washed  out  of  the  faeces  of  a  hospital  patient. 

Disintegrating  Tabellae. 

It  was  with  no  little  satisfaction,  therefore,  that  in 
the  course  of  a  series  of  experiments  we  came  upon 
a  fact  admirably  suited  to  remove  this  chief  objection 
to  the  use  of  compressed  drugs. 

These  experiments,  commenced  in  the  early  part 
of  1890,  and  extended  over  the  greater  part  of  the 
year,  were  undertaken  with  no  reference  to  this  im- 
portant result. 

Having  fully  confirmed  the  value  of  the  improve- 
ment, we  advertised  on  September  27,  1890,  Tabellce 


made  by  this  entirely  new  and  original  method. 
After  all  that  has  been  published,  it  would  seem 
superfluous  to  repeat  that  this  was  absolutely  and  solely 
our  indention. 

And  yet,  whilst  this— the  greatest  improvement 
ever  made  since  the  introduction  of  compressed  drugs 
— was  hailed  with  the  most  flattering  notices  from 
both  the  profession  and  trade,  scope  was  afforded  for 
"  the  sincerest  form  of  flattery  "  from  another  quarter. 
We  make  no  complaint  that  an  effort  to  imitate  our 
invention  was  speedily  made,  but  for  a  long  time  a 
persistent  attempt  was  also  made  to  impugn  the 
novelty  of  our  important  improvement,  and  to  con- 
fuse members  of  the  medical  profession  and  of  the 
trade  by  irrelevant  statements  and  references. 

Whatever  testimonials  incidentally  referring  to 
disintegration  may  have  been  written  years  before 
1890,  the  simple  question,  which  most  Pharmacists 
can  answer  from  their  own  knowledge  and  experience, 
is,  "Did  any  of  the  Tabellae  of  sparingly-soluble 
drugs  made  prior  to  1890  disintegrate  in  the  presence 
of  moisture  in  the  same  manner  as  those  manu- 
factured subsequently  to  that  date  ?  "  Some  may 
even  still  be  in  a  position  to  answer  the  question  for 
themselves  by  reference  to  old  stock. 

A  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  with  whom  we  had 
no  previous  acquaintance,  wrote  to  us  in  November, 
1890,  that  some  time  ago  he  obtained  samples  of 
some  of  our  Tabellae,  and  compared  them  with  those 
made  by  another  firm.  The  samples  were  placed 
in  cold  water  and  the  test  tube  shaken  at  intervals, 
and  the  time  noted  at  which  disintegration  was 
complete,  with  the  following  results  : —

The  success  attending  the  use  of  Thyroid  Extract  in 
Myxoedema,  shown  strikingly  in  the  changes  that  occur  in  the 
skin,  has  suggested  its  use  in  cases  usually  known  as  chronic 
psoriasis,  and  wonderfully  successful  results  appear  to  have  been 
obtained. 

In  addition  to  a  most  interesting  article  on  the  subject  of 
Graves'  Disease  and  its  probable  connection  with  Thyroid 
function,  which  appeared  in  the  Lancet,  January  6,  1S94, 
p.  36,  there  appears  on  p.  19  of  the  same  issue  ("Notes 
on  Five  Cases  of  Skin  Diseases  treated  by  Thyroid  Gland,"  by 
J.  F.  Gordon  Dill,  Esq.,  M.A.,  M.D.,  Assistant  Physician  to 
the  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton).  Three  of  these  cases 
of  Chronic  Psoriasis,  after  treatment  with  iodide  of  potassium 
and  arsenic  internally,  and  chrysophanic  acid  ointment  locally, 
showed  no  improvement ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  disorder 
was  in  some  cases  aggravated,  developing  a  general  dermatitis 
of  the  face  with  febrile  disturbance. 

But  on  the  treatment  being  changed  and  TabellcB  of  Thyroid

MirCHAM  INDUSTRIES. 

Ox  the  rond  to  Epsom  Downs,  some  ten  miles  fn)ui  Whiteliall,  lies  Eiiglnnil's 
choicest  gtmlen  of  roses  nnd  fniffrnnt  Ixerbs.  Mituhnni  is  now  only  fiimons 
for  its  imliijtries.  It  supplies  to  London  distillers  ivnd  druggists  a  larger 
quantity  of  frngmiit  Iierbs  than  any  other  jiarish  in  the  kingdom,  and  the 
oils  extracted  therefrom  are  the  finest  in  the  world.  Time  wivs  when  the 
district  was  famous  for  its  roses  ;  peppermint  and  lavender  are  now  its  chief 
products,  though  these  two  are  in  danger  of  being  abandoned  by  the 
agriculturalists,  who  find  market-gardening  more  profitable.  As  an  instance 
of  the  change  that  haa  come  over  the  industries  of  the  locality,  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  the  old  Ann  of  Potter  &  Moor,  now  taken  over  by 
Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  a  century  and  a  halt  ago  distilletl  large  quantities 
of  roses.  Now  this  perfume  is  rarely  produced  here,  anil  in  its  place  pepper- 
mint, lavender,  and  camomile  are  distilled. 

"  The  reason  for  the  change,"  a  farmer  explained  to  mc,  "  is  the  demand 
for  roses  in  the  market.  In  former  days  the  blooms  would  have  perished 
before  they  could  be  sold,  so  wo  sent  them  to  the  distilleries.  Besides 
farmers  cannot  wait  for  their  money,  and  we  get  more  for  market  roses 
with  less  trouble.  There  is  not  such  a  large  demand  for  peppermint  and 
lavender,  and  sending  them  to  the  distilleries  pays  as  well  as  anything  else. 
Oh  no,  we  don't  always  sell  the  herbs  to  the  distillers.  After  the  harvest  we 
take  the  crop  to  the  distillery  ourselves  and  bring  home  the  oil.  Talk  about 
a  mountain  bringing  forth  a  mouse  !  Why,  it  nin't  in  it  with  the  drop  of 
lavender  or  peppermint  that  comes  from  a  hillock  of  herb.  Some  years  ago 
I  sent  two  tons  of  peppermint  to  the  still,  and  there  wasn't  more  than  eigh* 
pounds  weight  of  oil  extracted  from  the  lot.  That  was  in  a  wretched 
season.  In  an  average  year  we  got  ten  pounds  of  '  essential '  oil  from  every 
ton  of  herb,  and  that  isn't  bad,  though  I've  got  more  in  exceptional  years. 
Perhaps  we  gather  about  two  tons  to  the  acre,  and  this  genei"ally  gives  Tg 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  pounds  of  oil.  Wlien  we  sell  the  essence  of  pepper- 
mint we  receive  twenty-five  or  twenty-six  shillings  a  pound  for  it,  and  we 
reckon  we  have  done  well  if  the  year's  crop  brings  us  £26  per  acre,  though 
the  cost  of  cultivation  reduces  the  profit  enormously." 

THE  PEPPERMINT  PLANT. 
It  is  only  abont  two  centuries  since  jieppermint  was  recognised  as  a  dis- 
tinct species  of  plant.  It  was  discovered  in  Hertfordshire  by  Dr.  Eales,  and  is 
still  grown  in  that  county,  though  more  extensively  in  Surrey,  Cambridge- 
shire, Kent,  and  Lincolnshire.  There  are  two  varieties  used  in  commerce- 
Originally  only  the  "  white,"  or,  rather,  green,  plant  was  cultivated  for 
commercial  purposes,  but  the  other  variety,  whicli  is  somewhat  darker  in 
colour,  known  as  "  black  peppermint,"  is  now  extensively  grown.  As  a 
worthless  weed  the  latter  grew  along  the  hedgerows  of  Surrey  until  about 
half  a  century  ago,  when  an  enteqirising  fanner  made  an  effort  to  cultivate 
the  wild  herbs.  This  was  done  with  success  ;  but  for  years  the  prejudice 
against  the  black  herb  was  so  great  that  the  farmers  who  attempteil  to  grow 
both  varieties  were  almost  boycotted  by  the  trmle.  It  was  difficult  to  per- 
suade distillers  that  the  "  essential "  oil  from  the  black  herb  was  as  good  in 
quality  as  that  extracted  from  the  white,  and  buyers  feared  that  the  two 
varieties  would  be  mixed  by  the  farmers  who  grew  both.  This  prejudice) 
however,  has  died  out,  and,  in  fact,  the  black  herb  is  the  more  generally 
cultivated,  probably  because  it  contains  a  larger  quantity  of  oil.  The  differ- 
ence between  the  two  is  in  flavour  rather  than  in  quality,  tlie  oil  from  the 
white  plant  being  of  a  more  delicate  flavour,  and  commanding  a  slightly 
higher  price. 

Tlie  young  plants  are  put  into  the  soil  early  in  the  year  by  men  who 
string  them  along  the  centre  of  furrows,  and  cover  tlicm  with  their  fe^t. 
Thus  the  hands  and  feet  of  the  workmen  arc  constantly  in  motion  at  one 
and  the  same  time.  The  first  year's  crop  is  cut  with  a  sickle,  to  prevent 
the  " stolons "  or  suckers  being  injured,  but  the  herbs  of  two  and  three 
years' growth  are  cut  down  to  the  ground  by  scythes.  After  being  rakol 
into  loose  heaps  they  are  left  in  the  sun  iintil  almost  as  dry  a  hay.  It  is 
not  often  that  plants  yield  a  fourth  croj)  on  the  same  land,  and  the  second 
and  third  crops  refiuirc  a  deal  of  manure. 


THE  DISTILLERY. 

The  process  of  distillation  is  exceedingly  simple.  A  boiler,  a  vat,  tank, 
and  sciiarator  of  the  most  primitive  kind  are  all  that  is  required  to  cxtnict 
the  precious  (Irojis  of  oil  from  the  plant.  One  large  still  holds  a  ton  of  the 
dry  herb.  The  jieppermint  is  trodden  down  in  the  vat  by  men,  and  water 
is  then  poured  njion  the  herb.  Tliis  is  heated  by  steam,  and  the  contents 
of  the  vat  are  kejit  at  boiling-point  until  all  the  water  is  vaporised.  The 
heat  causes  the  little  cells  in  the  leaves  and  blossoms  to  burst,  and  miimte 
particles  of  oil  escape.  These  are  carried  by  the  steam  to  the  top  of  the  vat, 
and  through  a  coil  of  tin  pipes  (or  a  "  worm "),  which  runs  round  and 
round  a  tank  of  cold  water.  Gradually  the  steam  is  condensed,  and  the 
fluid— a  mixture  of  oil  and  water— drops  into  a  small  separator.  TIi  oil 
floats  on  the  top,  and  the  water  is  drained  off,  though,  in  order  to  secure 
every  drop  of  oil,  the  fluid  is  passed  into  three  compartments  of  the 
separator.  When  pure  the  essence  of  peppermint  is  almost  colourless,  but 
if  the  herbs  are  left  in  the  vat  from  Saturday  to  Monday  the  oil  will  have  a 
brownish  tijit,  and  if  a  larger  quantity  of  water  than  is  necessary  be  placed 
in  the  still  the  oil  will  be  of  a  greenish  colour. 

"  The  flavour,"  said  a  large  distiller  to  me,  "varies  according  to  the  season 
and  the  nature  of  the  soil.  If  the  land  is  badly  drained  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  oil  are  often  unsatisfactoi-y,  and  it  has  been  observed  that 
oils  of  different  flavours  have  been  obtained  from  the  same  plot  of  ground." 

"  Well,  yes,  the  process  of  distillation  does  look  simple,  but  great  care  is 
required  by  every  one  who  touches  the  herb.  It  must  be  dry,  but  not  too 
dry,  and  oil  must  be  abstracted  as  quickly  as  possible.  After  the  hai-vest, 
for  the  two  months  of  August  and  September  we  are  distilling  the  whole 
twenty-four  hours  of  the  day,  and  if  we  get  ten  pounds  weight  of  oil  from 
each  ton  of  herbs,  the  whole  day's  work  probably  does  not  yield  us  more 
than  thirty  pounds  of  oil. 

"  HOW  MUCH  IS  PRODUCED  IN  ENGLAND  ? 
A  comparatively  small  quantity,  I  should  say,  and  it  has  been  computed 
that  the  whole  world's  yield  of  peppermint  does  not  exceed  100,000  lbs.  a 
year,  but  the  men  who  make  these  guesses  have  no  idea  of  the  quantity 
distilled  in  China  and  Japan.  There  is  not,  however,  a  choicer  oil  produced 
in  the  whole  world  than  that  obtained  at  Mitcham  ;  it  is  more  than  t\vice 
the  price  of  the  American  article,  and  three  times  dearer  than  the  Japanese 
variety." 

"Yes,  it  is  adulterated  sometimes  by  dishonest  business  men.  The 
Mitcham  mint  is  mixed  wth  American,  the  American  with  Japanese,  and 
the  Japanese  with — well,  it  has  been  mixed  with  oil  of  turpentine  ;  but 
iodine  w  ill  make  this  villainous  muxture  explode.  It  may  also  be  adulte- 
rated with  a  small  proportion  of  rectifled  spirits.  But  it  is  easy  to  detect 
the  adulterated  article.  Nevertheless,  the  public  rarely  get  Mitcham 
peppermint  in  its  pure  state.  The  foreign  oil  is  generally  sold  to  them, 
and,  being  cheaper,  perhaps  they  prefer  it.  Competition,  however,  has  not 
materially  reduced  the  price  of  Mitcham  peppermint." 

The  Japanese  peppermint  is  obtained  from  a  variety  of  plant  differing 
from  any  cultivated  in  England.  The  oil  extracted  from  the  Japanese  leaf 
contains  about  40  per  cent,  of  menthol  crystals,  from  which  we  obtain  the 
pure  menthol.  The  Mitcham  peppermint  is  said  to  be  not  absolutely  free 
from  these  crystals,  but  they  are  present  in  such  small  quantities  that  to 
extract  them  would  be  neither  profitable  nor  easy. 

OTHER  OILS  AND  PERFUMES. 

Few  persons  who  handle  the  dry  camomile  would  suspect  that  in  that 
parched,  sapless  herb  there  is  the  slightest  suspicion  of  oil.  Yet  by  dis- 
tillation a  blue  oil  is  obtained— the  only  blue  oil  known— though  the 
quantity  of  herbs  required  to  produce  a  little  essence  of  camomile  Is  enor- 
mous. In  Mitcham  the  lavender  is  also  grown  in  large  quantities.  The 
leaves  and  blossom  of  the  pci)i)ermint  are  put  into  the  still,  but  lavender  is 
only  extracted  from  tlia  flowers  of  that  plant.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to 
say  that  most  of  the  lavender  of  commerce  is  grown  and  distilled  in  the 
South  of  France,  but  no  lavender  has  been  produced  to  equal  the  Mitcham 
perfume,  and  it  fetches  six  or  seven  times  the  price  of  the  best  French 
lavender.

is  so  convenient  for  the  patient  to  carry  about.

We  have,  therefore,  taken  the  precaution 
to  add  to  most  of  our  labels  the  words,  "  As  the  physician  directs,"  so  that  the  patient 
may  understand  that  medicine  should  not  be  taken  unadvisedly.  When  the  time  arrives, 
as  it  must  arrive,  when  patients  will  be  compelled  to  consult  the  medical  adviser  each  time 
they  want  their  prescriptions  re-filled,  and  when  Chemists  alone  will  do  the  dispensing^

We  are  led  to  this  conclusion  by  tbe  numerous  letters  of  inquiry  we  are  constantly 
receiving  from  pharmacists  of  every  grade,  and  from  every  quarter.  We  would  point  out  here, 
a  propos  of  those  letters  of  inquiry,  that  we  can  safely  say  that  no  form  of  inquiry,  be  it  of  a 
small  matter  or  of  a  bigger,  have  we  ever  treated  otherwise  than  with  every  wish  and 
endeavour  to  give  the  very  fullest  information  in  our  power,  not  so  much  with  the  view 
of  making  a  favourable  impression,  but  with  the  honest  conviction  that  it  was  our  duty  to  do 
all  we  possibly  could  to  further  the  interest  of  those  who  are  of  the  same  calling  as  ourselves.

"  All  I  need  say,  in  conclusion  of  this  part  of  the  case,  is  that  if  any  person  can  produce 
a  useful  article  by  merely  following  the  directions  of  Dioscorides  he  is  at  liberty  to  do  so  not- 
withstanding the  patent ;  but  I  doubt  if  he  can  do  so,  and  certainly  it  cannot  be  said  that  those 
directions  are  an  anticipation  of  this  patent,  or  deprive  the  inventors  of  the  merits  of  their 
invention,  or  prevent  the  Court  from  saying  that  the  invention  was  new  and  good  subject-matter 
for  a  patent,  and  of  great  value.

LORD  JUSTICE  JAMBS,  on  appeal,  stated  in  his  judgment,  "  that  the  Defendant  Freeman  had  made  a  deliberate  mis- 
representation of  the  decision  of  Vice-ChanceUor  Wood."

Numerous  affidavits  from  eminent  Physicians  and  other  were  produced  in  Court,  stating  that  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne  was 
the  inventor  of  Chlorodyne,  and  that  when  prescribing  thev  mean  no  other. 

The  Defendant  himself  publishes  that  his  compound  is  in  effect  and  composition  quite  different  to  any  other  prepara- 
tion ;  nevertheless  he  assumes  the  name,  testimonials,  &c.,  of  Chlorodyne. 

Technicalities  in  law  prevent  that  protection  which  the  public  should  justly  have  against  such  a  course  of  conduct.  It 
is  now  incumbent  on  all  who  purchase  Chlorodyne  to  see  that  the  name,  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  Chlorodyne,  is  engraved  on 
the  Government  Stamp,  as  it  is  not  sold  otherwise.  AU  other  compounds  under  the  name  of  Chlorodyne  are  spurious.  AH 
attempts  at  analysis  have  failed ;  hence  the  statement  that  the  constituents  of  Chlorodyne  are  known  is  a  misrepresentation.

"  In  a  ca«e  of  delirium  tremens  which  I  came  across  recently  I 
foud  the  usual  great  difficulty  in  inducing  sleep.

The  next  day  chlorobroin 
was  again  administered,  not  as  a  hypnotic,  but  simply  to  soothe 
the  nervous  syttcm,  with  most  satisfactory  results.  I  think  tins 
lolution  is  not  widely  enough  known  in  the  profession  ;  but  I  foel 
certain  that  in  cases  of  insomnia  and  delirium  tremens,  as  a  hyp-
